INGENIOUS WAYS TO MAKE YOUR LIFE 


| Bl Packing Primer 

€ Before you organize your 
suitcase, make a trip to your 
| grocery store. Plastic bags 
keep clothes neat and wrin- 
! kle-free: Tall kitchen waste- 
basket liners make an enve- 
lope for sweaters and shirts; 
Baggies hold stockings, bot- 
tles, underwear. If clothes 
are straight from the clean- 
ers, keep them in the bag— 
hanger and all—and fold 
them neatly in half. 

€ Underwear and T-shirts 
can be rolled up—fold them 
as you would usually, then 
roll tightly like a sleeping 
bag. Use to fill the little gaps 
and spaces in an 
already-packed bag. 

€ Between trips, keep keys 
to your suitcase inside it. 
Prevents a frantic drawer- 
search when you're packed 
and ready to lock your lug- 
gage. 

€ To cut down on last- 
minute packing time: Keep a 
travel toiletries kit perma- 
nently packed and ready to 
go—product samples of 
shampoo and toothpaste are 
perfect sizes for travel. 

€ Take duplicates of essen- 
tials such as eyeglasses. 
Carry them in different 
pieces of luggage. Keep your 
passport separate from trav- 
eler's checks and identifica- 
tion whenever possible— 
you'll avoid the risk of 
losing all your identification. 
Keep the traveler's checks 
receipt separate, too—it's 
your guarantee of immediate 
refund if the checks are lost. 
An added precaution: Leave 
the check numbers with a 
friend who can be reached 
easily. 

€ Jewelry: Bring no more 
than what you can wear and 
put what you leave behind in 
a safe-deposit box. 

€ Many hotels now provide 
“ball-top” hangers that hang 
only from the rings on closet 
rods—for shower-steaming 
and drying clothes bring 
your own.

eucalyptus is prob- 
ably as much a part 
of the memory of 
childhood colds 
i spent in sunny bedrooms as 

"* the chicken soup accompa- 

` nying such ailments. The 
eucalyptus plant also reminds us 
of things Australian—koala 

bears and kangaroos. And in 

California, the stately ''blue 

gum," as it's often called, is as 
common as the plane tree is in the 
rest of the United States. But what few 
people realize, Californians included, is 

that the eucalyptus makes a splendid indoor 
cos tree. Not only is it pretty and, of 
course, fragrant, but it is also one of 
the few tree-sized herbs available to the 
indoor gardener—herbal in the medici- 
nal sense of being used for curative 
purposes, if not the botanical sense of 
the stem withering away annually. With a grayish- blue or red- 
dish-brown trunk and tinted, helter-skelter-growing leaves, a 
eucalyptus makes a most striking and novel indoor tree. Be- 
sides, this exotic is highly pest-resistant. 

The standard, tourist-brochure version of the eucalyptus is 
E. globulus, which strives for a majestic 300-foot-plus at ma- 
turity. More commonly available for the indoor grower are £F. 
cinerea and E. citriodora. The latter, as its name implies, has 
the added benefit of exuding a pleasant citrus-like odor. 

The eucalyptus prefers good light, with an hour or more of 
sunshine daily to promote growth and liberate quantities of fra- 
grant oil. Grow the tree in rich potting soil kept moderately 
moist at all times. When you do water it, water it well so some 
excess runs out of the bottom of the pot. Otherwise the roots 
will grow at the top of the pot, producing a weak tree. 

With a eucalyptus, head colds are easy to subdue. Put leaves 
in a bowl, pour boiling water over. Cover your head with a tow- 
el and inhale steam. Grandma knew what she was talking 
about.

KID STUFF 


Do-it-yourself furniture is booming. This 
year the Department of Commerce projects 
that Americans will spend over 30 billion 
dollars at hardware stores and lumber yards 
on do-it-yourself materials. And one man 
who has designed some excellent do-it-your- 
self children’s furniture is David Stiles of 
New York City. 

“I began making furniture for my children 
because I couldn't find any that suited all our | 
needs," says industrial designer David Stiles. | 
In designing the pieces, Mr. Stiles had two 
basic criteria: safety, and making the furniture 
multifunctional. For his creations he uses ply- 
wood, plastic laminate, and simple household < 
tools, *It's really. not that difficult to make 
yourself. The only tool you may have to buy 
is an electric saber saw ($20)," he notes. **The 
plastic laminate works well, because it comes 
in bright, cheery colors, and it's far more du- 
rable than paint and can be applied in less 
time. And I found that the laminate holds bet- 
ter when the edges are rounded, which is an 
important part of the safety design." 


Some of the pieces Mr. Stiles has made 
include a loft bed/play area; a table that can 
be adjusted in height as children grow (and 
used as an end table by grown-ups as children 
sleep); and a completely collapsible play- 
house with four different storefront facades. 

He hopes to put his furniture on the mar- | 
ket later this year, but in the meantime you 
can find details on how Mr. Stiles made the 
furniture, plus inspirations for designing your 
own, in his new book, Easy-to-Make Chil- 
dren's Furniture (Pantheon, $7.95).

Although the invention of the practical 
sewing machine, like most important in- 
ventions, was a many-man project, his- 
torians generally give full credit to Elias 
Howe Jr. Though 
such credit may be 
overly generous, 
Howe's important role 
in this history cannot 
be denied. By 1845, 
Howe's machine was 
used to sew all the 
seams of two woolen 
suits for men's cloth- 
ing. The fifth U.S. pat- 
ent (No. 4,750) for a sewing machine 
was issued to Elias Howe Jr. on Septem- 
ber 10, 1846. Your style sewing machine 
was first made April 2, 1867. Howe died } 
in October of the same year. The compa- 
ny was carried on by his sons-in-law, the 
Stockwell brothers, until 1886. They! 
marked each machine with a brass me- 
dallion picturing the head and flowing 
locks of Elias Howe.

Card savers 


Is there some sort of plastic covering 
available for recipe cards so they 
don't get all splattered? 
—F.A., Holiday, Fla. 
To spare your recipe cards from 
splatters, you can slip them into 
transparent *pockets" of heavy-gauge 
vinyl made by Angler’s Co. Ltd. The 
pockets come in 24 sizes, from 2'/,-by- 
3-inch to 12°/,-by-17%-inch. A 3-by-5- 
inch pocket sells for about 30g at statio- 
nery and office-supply stores: The label 
to look for is “‘Sturdi-Kleer.” If you 
don't want to buy a pocket for each rec- 
ipe, keep a single pocket in the front of 
your file box, to slip a recipe card into 
just before you cook. Other size pockets 
are handy for protecting driver's li- 
censes, commuter tickets, even record 
album covers. 

Individuals cannot buy products or 
get a catalogue from Angler's, but if you 
can't find the pockets locally, send a self- 
addressed stamped envelope to Angler's 
Co., 45-25 162nd, Flushing, N.Y. 11358, 
and ask for the name of the distributor 
to contact for the names of the stores 
nearest you. 


Glazing old silver 


I have a Reed & Barton silver bowl 

many years old. The green glaze on 
the interior has a few small chips from 
wear. Is there anywhere I could have the 
interior redone? 

—C. M., Scarborough Manor, N.Y. 

The customers' repair department 

at Reed & Barton will gladly— 
usually for a fee—reglaze any silver 
piece stamped Reed & Barton, in one of 
its current colors: Sapphire Blue, Ruby 
Red, Emerald Green, Avocado Green, 
Lemon Yellow, Burnt Orange, or Cinna- 
mon. The glaze is deliberately thin—so 
it’s translucent. Glazing helps protect 
silver from tarnish-precipitating (eggy) 
foods. The department can also strip 
glazed Reed & Barton bowls down to 
plain silver, “at no harm to the silver be- 
neath" according to a spokesman. Bear 
in mind, for antique or period silver, that 
alterations can substantially reduce the 
resale value. 

Please note, again, that Reed & Bar- 
ton will do stripping or glazing only on 
pieces stamped Reed & Barton. Since 
the repair department must wait until it 
has a certain number of pieces to do in 
one color, it may be wise to give two col- 
or choices, in case your bow! arrives just 
after a run in your first-choice color has 
finished. 4 wait of several months is not 


uncommon, especially for less popular | 


colors. Wrap your piece securely and 
send it, via insured mail, to the Custom- 
ers’ Repair Department, Reed & Barton, 
144 West Britannia St., Taunton, Mass. 
02780. You'll receive an estimate of any 
labor charge beforehand. There will be a 
charge for return shipping, in any event, 
even if your piece, after inspection, is 
deemed irreparable.

Please note that they don't sell directly 
to individuals, nor do they offer consum- 
er catalogues. 

Venetian blinds: Many color options. 
Some have narrow slats for a sleek look.

17754; Flexalum by Hunter Douglas, 20 
Campus Road, Totowa, N.J. 07512; Le- 
volor Lorentzen, 720 Monroe St., Hobo-

Vertical blinds: Good if you periodi- 
cally want a bit of privacy without com- 
pletely blocking out the view. Vanes that 
can be rotated to various angles or 
drawn to the side of the window are 
available, in many colors and materials.

LouverDrape, 1100 Colorado Ave., San- 
ta Monica, Calif. 90401; Thru-Vu Verti- 
cal Blind Corp., 420 Mount Pleasant, 
Mamaroneck, N.Y. 10543. 

Other treatments: Shutters and 
blinds of the matchstick, woven wood, 
or split-bamboo variety are generally not 
available in widths as wide as 9 feet, as 
narrower widths are more wieldly. How- 
ever, you could consider using two or 
three of a kind side-by-side: On blinds, a 
single custom valance can give a unified 
look. These do tend to let in many sliv- 
ers of light, although some shops can 
back their shades so they're opaque. 
Most made-to-measure fabric shades

Then, loosening the butte 
strips so they form graceful, curving pet- 
als, continue building the rose, petal by 
petal, on the dish. Place the rose in the 
freezer until solidly firm. 

Snap the flower off the plate. Set th 
rose on a handsome savoy cabbage lea 
or keep it chilled on a bed of crushed ice 
and surround with fresh lemon leaves.

that people find it hard to visualize the 
way they're being protected. You can see 
where a terry-cloth robe is covering you 
up. But very often you can't quite tell ex- 
actly where you've hit or missed with thé 
sunscreen cream or lotion. That's how 
sunburns occur with even the most con- 
scientious users," continues Dr. Sayre. 
Using sunscreens effectively is the key 
to healthy, young-looking skin. And the 
most efficient use of the sun as a naturali 
energizer depends on the regulation of 
your tanning capacity with their use 
Simply know when “enough is enough." 


Dr. Sayre offers these 
wise tanning tips: 

€ Apply sunscreens before you even set 
foot outdoors. The sun's rays can burn 
you in as little as 15 minutes. Even the 
walk from the car to the beach, plus the 
time it takes you to settle comfortably 
into the sand, give your skin the expo- 
sure it would get were you basking on a 
blanket the whole time. 

€ We recommend applying sunscreen 
once, then once again. Chances are 
you'll hit the spots you missed the sec- 
ond time. 

€ Don’t forget your most vulnerable 
areas: the nose, under the eyes, the bend 
of the elbow, behind the knees, and the 
collarbone. Choose a sunscreen product 
with a high SPF number on these areas. 
Use one with a slightly lower number on 
less sensitive areas of the skin. 

€ Reapply sunscreens whenever you: 
come out of the water. 

€ Continue to use sunscreens even after 
you've developed your *'base" tan.

nated UVAs. UVAs stimulate the skin's 
melanocytes which produce pigment, 
melanin.

ts rare you'll find just 
one kind of plant growing 
all alone—nature, on the 
whole, likes a jumbled con- 
tinuity of plants, with differ- 
ent species right next to each other, their 
roots woven together and inseparable. 
And there's no reason why you can't do 
the same, having a harmonious arrange- 
ment of plants in one pot. 

For the indoor gardener, selecting the 
most appealing specimens from nature's 
expansive palette, pots serve a special 
function—and serve it well. They are 
easy to handle. The plants can have their 
bit of terra firma increased in suitable 
proportions as they develop. Individual 
specimens can be kept in a growing area, 
then brought forth as centerpieces when 
they're in full bloom. Porous clay pots 
let the soil breathe, compensating for the 
loss, indoors, of the normal aeration 
brought about by worms and other deni- 
zens of the dark in the outdoors. Plastic 
pots reduce the need for watering the al- 
ready dry footing of succulents. 

Potted arrangements and miniature 
gardens within one container had quite a 
vogue some decades back. It was more 
or less destroyed by the ceramics indus- 
try's fanciful creations for holding the 
plants.

The air space will al- 
low most of the wintertime 
heat to seep into the room 
rather than the soil. The mass 
of soil will act as a heat 
sponge for the warmth that 
does reach it, absorbing it 
when the radiator is on and 
holding onto some of it when 
it is off. This will more or less 
stabilize the temperature for 
M the plants and avoid harmful 
f heat fluctuations. 

Even so, limit your radiator 
garden to truly tropical 
plants. Sinningias, pepero- 
mias, streptocarpus, Trades- 
cantia multiflora, zebrina and 
miniature spathiphyllum, and 
podocarpus should all do 
well. 

If you are handy or know 
someone who can make a 2- 
inch-deep watertight tray to 
fit above the radiator cover 
and beneath the planter, 
there's hardly anything tropi- 
cal you won't be able to grow. 
Keep the tray filled with wa- 
ter, and the evaporating mois- 
ture will provide close-to-

the geraniums needing all the sun's rays 
they can possibly gather. 

In a way, that sums up one of the 
most important facets of multiplant pot- 
ting. Not only should the plants be visu- 
ally and botanically compatible, but you 
have to consider the variations of even a 
small area when choosing your plants. 
The differences in light intensity and 
temperature are most varied right at the 
window. What grows close to the glass 
has quite a different environment from 
what grows on the room side, even when 
their roots are in the same planter. 

There are other differences that help 
determine the way you group your 
plants. You don't even really need a pot 
for one of the most natural arrange- 
ments—a bromeliad tree. By nature, 
many of the bromeliads—or air plants— 
grow nestled among the branches of 
tropical trees. You can make them feel 
right at home indoors—not by bringing 
in an oversized mangrove for them to 
call home, but by acquiring a wildly 
formed piece of wood, one with lots of 
nooks and crannies. 

The first thing that comes to mind is a 
contorted wind-and-wave-shaped piece of 
driftwood. And it will make an excellent 
display. But be sure to soak it in fresh wa- 
ter for 24 hours. Throw the water out. 
Soak it again. Do it at least five times, as 
driftwood fresh from the ocean's grasp is 
permeated with salt that will inhibit plant 
growth, if not end it completely. 

Gnarled branches and burls from the 
forest floor and the uprooted basal 
trunks of small trees also offer excellent 
possibilities, those from old oaks and 
maples working particularly well as 
planters. Though there's not much 
chance of coming across any stray black 
walnut branches, I'd stay clear of them if 
I did find some. Black walnuts produce 
a growth-inhibiting compound, and bro- 
meliads might not take well to such 
quarters. The same holds true for euca- 
lyptus trees. Elm, of which dead 
branches are unfortunately much too 
readily available, is also a poor choice, 
since it is usually fairly punky and soft 
once Dutch elm disease has done its job. 

If you find a particularly striking piece 
of driftwood or an artistic limb that is 
rather smooth, you can make pockets in 
it for your plants. Use a 7;-inch drill to 
bore holes halfway into the branch, spac- 
ing them right next to each other. Then 
chip out the remaining intermediate 
wood with a chisel. Bore one '/,-inch hole 
all the way through for drainage. 

Once you know how the branch will 
rest most steadily, it may also be a good 
idea to flatten the parts which will be on 
the table or floor, to add further stabil- 
ity. Just cut slivers off with a saw. As a 
final touch, you might want to glue some 
black industrial felt on these “legs” to 


keep them from marring the furniture ¢ 
floor when the bromeliad tree is moved 

Almost all of the smaller bromeliad 
can be grown in this arrangement—t 
larger ones as well if you get hold of 
real chunk of trunk. Particularly reco 
mended are the Aechmea species such a 
A. fasciata and A. Luddemanniana an 
the Billbergia hybrids. Tillandsia ion 
antha, Cryptanthus Beuckeri, and Neore 
gelia ampullacea are all small enough t 
join your group. 

Ultimately, you may be tempted t 
place your bromeliad tree arching abovi 
the planter with your other groupe 
plants. Wood does, after all, blend we 
with soil. And the Cissus discolor migh 
indeed look clever climbing up the wood 
toward the Tillandsia. When you reach 
this stage, however, look-out—the plants 
are taking over. Even a well-balanced 
miniature Garden of Eden is no 
enough. You need a greenhouse. B

Tighten up 


@ The same steps that keep heat in dur- 
ing winter can keep rooms cool in sum- 
mer. Instead of air-conditioning the 
whole house, make one very lived-in 
room the “cool room,” and only run the 
air conditioner there. Close doors, includ- 
ing closet doors. Keep blinds and cur- 
tains drawn. Seal air leaks around doors 
and windows with putty ropes, caulking, 
and weather stripping. Fill a roll of fabric 
with sand to keep warm air from seeping 
in under the door. The ideal “cool room" 
is on the shady north side of the house, 
with thick draperies and carpet, and fab- 
ric or textured walls. 


€ Keep storm windows up on windows 
that aren't used for summer ventilation. 
€ Sandwich inexpensive foam gaskets 
from the hardware store under the cover- 
plates of electrical outlets to prevent 
cooled air from escaping the room. 
(Make sure power is off when installing 
the gaskets.) 

€ Close fireplace damper in air-condi- 
tioned rooms. 

€ In non-air-conditioned rooms, open 
damper after a cool rain—cool air flow- 
ing across the top of the chimney will 
help draw warm air upward and out. 


la Create natural ventilation 

€ Utilize natural ventilation as often as 
possible, channeling air through your 
house with open windows and doors, be- 
fore resorting to forced ventilation like 
fans and air conditioners. In the morning, 
open the first-floor windows on the shady 
western side of your house, and encour- 
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ways to 
keep your cool 


age air to enter 
your basement, > 
where it will cool. Keep the upstairs wi 
dows, and all other windows facing th 
sun, closed. At night, open the low nort 
windows to bring in the cool breeze 
Keep high windows on the south sid 
open to rid your house of hot air. 
€ To make the most of breezes, keg 
windows facing the breeze wide ope 
with smaller windows open at the back ¢ 
the house. The increase in velocity as th 
air moves out the rear windows sucks d 
into the large open windows and throug 
the house. An outdoor weather vane ca 
help you recognize breezes that migl| 
otherwise go unnoticed. 

€ Cool hot air before it enters yo 
house—the less temperature differeng 
between inside and outside, the less you 
air conditioner has to work. Large co 
ered porches on the sunny side, or a ro} 
of trees or tall bushes, will do the tric} 
Deciduous trees are best for summe 
shading, as their leaves fall off in winte 
when solar heat gain is desirable. 

€ If your windows are painted shut, b 
a pointed saw-tooth trowel at the har 
ware store to cut through the paint b 
tween the window and the frame. The 
open the top half of double-hung wi 
dows to rid rooms of warm air that rise 
to the ceiling. 


W Use air conditioners wisely 
@ 78 degrees is the government's recon 
mended thermostat setting for air cond 
tioners. If your unit has no thermost 
readout, check the temperature with á 
indoor thermometer and adjust the unit 
temperature control accordingly. (It pa) 
to be prudent. For each degree below 7 
you'll use 5-percent more energy. For 
6-degree reduction in temperature, yot 
energy costs could jump 30 percent.) 
€ To determine the size unit you nee 
for your room, use Con Ed's W.H.I.L.E 
divided-by-60 formula: Multiply the widi 
(in feet) of your room by its height by ij 
insulation factor (10 in a well-insulated 
room, 18 in a poorly insulated room will

pacity of the air conditioner you need to 


cool your room (expressed in number of 


B.T.U.s removed per hour). Remember, 
a too-large unit will cool the room quick- 
ly, but won't stay on long enough to rid 
the room of humidity —an important 
comfort factor. 

€ Turn off a room air conditioner if the 
room will be unoccupied for more than 
an hour. Turn off central air conditioning 
-if the house will be unoccupied for 4 
hours or more. Use a timer to turn on 
your air conditioner a half hour before 
you arrive home. 

@ An annual professional steam clean- 
ing of both the condenser and the coils 
will keep your air conditioner running at 
its peak efficiency. 

€ Keep shrubs, vines, clippings, and 
grass away from an air conditioner’s con- 
denser—the portion that extends or is lo- 
cated outside—so its operation is not 
impeded. 

€ Instead of central air conditioning, 
consider a heat pump. It pulls indoor heat 
out in summer (the reverse in winter). 

€ Wrap uninsulated central air condi- 
tioning ducts in nonliving areas like attics 
with 2-inch foil-backed insulation, foil 
facing out. Before insulating, seal duct 
sections with flexible caulk, as hidden air 
leaks limit effectiveness of insulation. 


ll Shade Your Windows 


€ Consider replacing aluminum screens 
with fiberglass solar screening. It blocks 
as much as 70 percent of the sun's heat 
and glare before they reach your window. 


€ Apply tinted solar film to the inside of 
windows and sliding glass doors. Scotch- 
tint Reusable Sun Control Film by 3M 
comes in smoke, bronze, or silver tints, 
in four sizes. Solar film can keep rooms 
up to 15 degrees cooler, and reduce air- 
conditioning bills by up to 40 percent. 

€ A shaded window admits only half the 
heat of an unshaded one. You can save 
$25-$30 a cooling season (at 5g a kilo- 
watt hour) in an air-conditioned house 
simply by keeping windows closed, and 
shades and curtains tightly drawn.

@ Properly insulated attics are a natu 
buffer against sun heat. Keep air movin 
through the space with louvers in the gg 
bles — large louvers on the west or south 
west end of the house, smaller louvers à 
the opposite end. 
@ Fans move air, and encourage evapo 
ration, which cools the air. Use a ventilat 
ing fan to draw air from the hous@ 
outdoors, or vice versa; use a circulating 
fan to move existing air in a pattern ø 
currents. 

€ A fan can pull cooled air from a singl 
air-conditioned room tó a small non-ai 
conditioned room like a kitchen, bed 
room, or bath. i 
€ Old-fashioned ceiling fans are a rol 
mantic, time-tested way to move the air i 
a room, and use much less electricitj 
than an air conditioner. | 
€ Attic fans can reduce your air condi 
tioner's energy draw by 10 to 30 percen 
according to Con Ed. Alone, they us 
much less energy than an air condition 
er—and at night, combined with ope! 
windows, may be all you need to keep up 
stairs bedrooms cool. 


W More cool ideas 
€ A dehumidifier removes moisturqg 
from the air, so you can tolerate highel 
in-house temperatures. Dry air feels coolli 
er because it increases evaporation of 
perspiration on the skin. A dehumidifie 
basement can be a comfortable place ta 
work or do chores in summer. 

@ Save moisture-producing activities like 
dishwashing, laundering, and mopping 
for cooler times of the day. Use exhaus! 
fans in rooms where these activities take 
place. 

€ “Cool cooking" can reduce your ener 
gy costs. Remember fresh foods cook 
faster than frozen. Eat vegetables raw in 
stead of steaming them. A microwave} 
oven will cook faster and use less energy 
than a conventional oven. If you must use 
a heat-producing appliance, close doors 
leading to other parts of the house.

The good country life— 


finding antiques 
and crafts in Dorset

ittle Vermont harbors 
many unique towns 
and areas. You have to 
go off the main high- 
ways to find them. One 
of these is Dorset, in the 
southwest corner of the 
state. Dorset is just north 


| of Manchester, an area well-known to 
skiers (Bromley, Stratton, etc.) and to 


sportsmen (the Orvis Company, with its 
array of sporting equipment, has kept 
hikers, fishermen, and hunters wull- 
equipped for generations). 

Manchester is a thriving town. Turn 
right from Route 7 onto Route 11/30 
and you go to the mountains. Turn west 
onto Route 30, and after 6 miles you'll 
find the village of Dorset. Don't blink— 
you may miss it. (Hint: Look left.) It is 
not a thriving town. And that's just the 
way we want to keep it. (I am a year- 
round in-and-out resident of Dorset, liv- 
ing in my little sugar house up a hill just 
outside the village. Many people, how- 
ever, come to Dorset for a weekend or 
week in the summer and autumn, base 
themselves in one of Dorset's inns, and 
explore the countryside.) 
| Dorset has a few white houses and a 
| stone church surrounding an oval 
Green. Also on the Green is Peltier's 


General Store, where you can get meat 
and potatoes, all the life-and-house-sus- 
taining necessaries, and then some. The 
then-somes include The New York 
Times, homemade patés and quiches, 
imported wines (no hard liquor—that's 
only available in the State Liquor Store 
in Manchester), and Famous Amos

magical landscape of 15 gardens unfolds high on a hill in North 
Salem, 50 miles north of New York City: The Oriental Stroll Gar- 
dens at the Hammond Museum. From a little island reached by 
a stone bridge, to a pond gleaming with goldfish, and a Zen gar- 
den of stones and raked sand, they are living lessons on how 
Oriental-style landscaping can give relatively small spaces peace 
and privacy (the 15 gardens fit into just 3'/, acres). In June, 
white alyssum cascades down an 18-foot slope as a sort of 
silent rivulet, and azaleas (some more than 4 feet tall) punc- 
tuate the gardens with red and magenta. Uncommon trees 
and shrubs abound. The shag-barked Japanese cedar (Cryptomeria japonica 
Lobbii) branches out gracefully. In mid-July, the smoke tree (Cotinus Coggygria) 
tops its green leaves with a fuzzy pink and yellow mantle, and waist-high blue- 
berry bushes (Vaccinium corymbosum) burgeon with grapelike clusters of berries. 

While the Hammond Museum itself has a new exhibit yearly, with a separate 
admission fee, the gardens—a green museum—were, for me, the prime attrac- 
tion. Between the museum and gardens is a patio where, under the generous 
shade of London plane trees, you can have a delicious three-course lunch to 
the sounds of birds and a fountain. Drinks are served from what appears to 
be a tiny wooden-gingerbread house, actually a Breton bed built in 1833 and 
put to new use. The prix fixe luncheon is about $8.50 a person. Reservations 
are a must: (914) 669-5135. Gardens and restaurant are open May through 
October, Wednesday through Sunday. Garden hours are 11 A.M. to 5 P.M. Ad- 
mission: $2 for an adult, $1 for a chiid under 12.

(a call costs 209). Peltier's dates back to 
the 1800s, but its present owners, the 
Hathaways, are anything but antiques. 
Young people cheerfully man the two 
counters on either side of the swinging 
door, a collection of children and dogs 
is usually to be found sitting on the front 
steps, and if you see an energetic fellow 
bounding helpfully around the place, 
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looking like a college freshman on his 
summer job—look again—that’s Jay 
Hathaway, proprietor. New Yorkers 
who come to Vermont always comment 
on how nice people are (Yeh-up! and 
New Yorkers become nicer up there 
too!). 

The only other store in town is on the 
other road—Gilbert’s Hardware, which 
always has a bewitching array of tools 
leaning against its front walls (snow 
shovels, bulb-diggers, spades, leaf-rakers 
... you can tell the season by the dis- 
play). They also sell paint (for walls and 
for artists), bulbs and vegetable and 
flower seeds, ballpoint pens that erase, 


an assortment of electrical appliances 
and imported scythes. 

Then there’s the Williams Depart 
ment Store on Route 30 just south ¢ 
Dorset Village. That's its name, but it’ 
not just a store—it's an event. Owne 
by Mr. and Mrs. Austin Rumney, th 
Williams Store is housed in a sober ba 
like building on the side of the road 
Nothing prepares you for the warmt 
within. The smell is of grain in hug 
sacks, and the wood stove keeps thing 
cozy in winter. The sight is of shelve 
and stacks of horse bridles, canned food 
jeans and overalls, grass seed, Aladdi 
lamps, candy bars and bubble gum, ga 
loshes, coffee pots, postcards, fabrics 
cast-iron pans, Lava soap, their own mai 
ple syrup. The sounds are the Rumney} 
down-to-earth Vermont voices, genuin 
and spiced with humor. There are né 
‘departments’ in the Williams Depart: 
ment store—they just carry everything! 
Mrs. Rumney and their red-headed! 
cheery-faced son run the store which he 
father started. Tall, imposing, but witl 
a twinkle, Mr. Rumney drives the schoo 
bus, and makes use of his formidable ar 
ray of tractors and huge rollers on peo 
ple's property, landscaping, sowing grasi 
seed, reaping, plowing snow. | 

On Route 30, approaching Dorset 
there are several shops on the right-hanc 
side of the road. One specializes in En 
glish woolens, antiques, and clocks. Finé 
American antiques, furniture, quilts 
rugs and accessories, many reasonabl 
priced, can be seen at Harold Smith's 
Smith has turned a lovely old house inte 
a handsome shop. Farther up the road 
The Village Auberge, another old house 
made public, serves succulent meals and 
can house a few lucky guests. On its 
grounds is a tiny outbuilding, like à 
playhouse—that's Cornucopia—a mini

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Dos and don’ts 


when you rent out your house 


What to leave. What to lock up. How to safeguard your 
possessions. What your tenant should expect from you— 


and what you should expect from your tenant 


f you’re going to rent out 
your house—even for a 
few weeks—take care. 
Your new tenants may be 
apartment dwellers who’ve 
never had to confront an 
ailing hot-water heater or 
inlanders who dismiss 
dune grass as weeds. Be- 
fore turning over your 
keys, take the time to fa- 
miliarize your tenants with your proper- 
ty and to protect your belongings. Here 
are some suggestions from landlords 
who have been through the mill. 


Bi What to store 

Even the most meticulous tenants or 
their guests can accidentally chip a sea- 
shell from a treasured collection or dam- 
age a costly telescope. Preserve your 
valuable or sentimental possessions by 
removing them, and if possible, store 
them in a locked closet, room, or attic 
reserved for that purpose (you keep that 
key). 

Some people also lock up their kitchen 
staples and let the tenants provide their 
own. This eliminates speculation about 
shelf life and assures you of returning to 
a pantry stocked with your preferred 
brands. 

When clearing cabinets, dressers, or 
closets of clothing and other personal be- 
longings, pack items from the same unit 
in plastic garbage bags, so it’s easy to put 
them back where they belong when you 
return. 

For safety’s sake, particularly if your 
tenants have young children, lock up 
prescription drugs and other strong 
medications. 

According to real-estate brokers, 
many tenants prefer to bring their own 
bedding and towels. If that’s what your 
tenants are doing, store your linen away 
to avoid confusion 


W What to leave 
As an experienced landlord said: “Leave 
what you would hope to find." 

Provide basic, easy nonbreak- 
able—if possible—household goods ap- 
propriate to vacation livi C li- 
cated small appliances, extr 
and utensils, and the like are better off in 
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the storage room. As a rule, two sets of 
linens per bed will prove to be sufficient, 
but you should be sure to leave enough 
towels for indoor and outdoor use. To 
simplify your tenants’ housekeeping, you 
could color-code your towels and bed- 
ding to each room. 


Bl The importance of 


taking inventory 

Some homeowners think inventory-tak- 
ing is the only sure way to determine 
property loss or damage. Others consid- 
er it insulting and jeopardizing to the 
landlord-tenant relationship. One house- 
owner I talked to said he compensates 
by providing for anticipated loss in the 
rental price. 

When taking inventory, some people 
make item-by-item tabulations or photo- 
graph their possessions, while others are 
satisfied with simple counts of frequently 
used items such as bedding, towels, table 
service, and kitchenware. Customarily, 
you take inventory a week before mov- 
ing-in day, and it is witnessed and signed 
by the landlord, tenant, and broker, if 
one is involved. The cost of lost or 
broken items is deducted from the secu- 
rity deposit (usually a minimum of 10 
percent of the total rental price) that the 
tenant leaves with the homeowner at the 
time he signs the lease. 


W Transfer telephone and 
utility charges 

Most telephone business offices will tem- 
porarily suspend service upon request 
and assign a new number to the tenant 
at a nominal cost; or the company will 
transfer billing responsibility to the les- 
see for the term of the lease—also for a 
small charge. You may prefer to bypass 
these costs and deduct the amount of the 
telephone bill from the security deposit. 
The risk, of course, is that the bill will 
exceed the amount of deposit. 

Utility companies will also transfer 
billing responsibility upon request. Some 
charge for reinstating the owner's ser- 
vice while others don't, so you should 
check the policy of the company servic- 
ing your area. 


W Provide vital information 
Whether your tenants are experien 
homeowners or if they're apartm 
dwellers accustomed to relying on a 
perintendant, it is wise for you to fa 
iarize them with the location of 
furnace, hot-water heater, central 
conditioner, humidifier, and other m 
systems. In addition, you should att 
information about reset buttons and 
pair services on or near each apparat 
Leave information about the location 
the fuel box, water meter, water-m 
valve, sump pump, cesspool, fire ext 
guisher, burglar alarm system, gar 
hose, and flashlights in case of a po 
failure. 

Provide the telephone number whi 
you can be reached—or if you can't, 1 
name and number of someone auti 
rized to act on your behalf. Also, leav 
list of the telephone numbers of the 
department, police, medical servic 
caretaker, gas and electric compani 
garbage collection agency (and pick 
schedule), handyman, plumber, elect 
cian, gardener (and schedule), cleani 
help, exterminator, pool maintenan| 
agency, and burglar alarm service. 

Affix the model number, manufact 
ers instructions, telephone number 
repair agency, and notes about any 
centricities to each appliance. (It w 
save on repair bills if your tenant kno 
that the dryer shuts off in protest afi 
90 minutes of continuous use, or that 
tichoke leaves clog the garbage disposa 

And leave specific instructions abo 
care of house plants, fireplace, and a 
other household needs. If possible, al 
leave an extra set of house keys. 


W Provide community 


information 
If there is a beach, pool, lake, or oth 
recreational facility nearby, you mig 
arrange for tenants to obtain reside: 
permits. It also helps the newcomer 
you provide a list of good shops, resta 
rants, and theatres, as well as train, bu 
and taxi schedules. 


Bl Final touches 
Leave the house clean (use a cleanir 
service, if necessary), if you expect {J 
find it that way when you return. 

And, if you are so inclined, leave 
bottle of wine or cheese and crackers £ 
a token of welcome. It is a small gesturq- 
but may be repaid by your tenants' cor 
cern for your property.

Nostalgic nasturtiums 


ike furniture and fashions, 

flowers go in and out of 

style, and sometimes, an old 

favorite is revived. Nastur- 

tiums, so popular with Vic- 

torian gardeners, are once 

again popular, and with va- 

rieties for bedding or climb- 

ing, abundant flowers, and a 
spectacular range of colors. 

First discovered in South 

American jungles in the 16th century, 
nasturtiums have been around a long 
time. Added to carnations in a nosegay, 

they made the first "tussie-mussie," and 
at the Governor's Palace in 18th-century 

Williamsburg, they were planted in the 

garden. In 1806, they made their first 

appearance in an American seed cata- 

logue, and so popular were they in Vic- 

torian times that hardly a housewife was 

without at least a pot of them on the 

kitchen window sill. 

For Victorian ladies, flowers were a 

special delight, and nasturtiums a partic- 

ular favorite. More than just a plant to 
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be enjoyed for its looks, the flowers and 
peppery-tasting leaves were used in sal- 
ads and sandwiches. Housekeeper’s 
Weekly for January 1892 offered a recipe 
for nasturtium sandwiches: 
Cut some white or brown bread very 
thin, and spread with the most deli- 
cate fresh butter. Then pick some nas- 
turtiums, choosing the youngest and 
most perfect in form and color. Sepa- 
rate the petals, lay them between two 
pieces of the bread and butter, and 
add a sprinkling of salt and white pep- 
per. The crimson petals should peep 
out between the edges of the bread. 


Nasturtiums were also used to flavor 
butters. You wrapped the butter pats in 
a thin cloth and laid them in a covered 
porcelain dish on a bed of the blossoms, 
until the butter took on the flower scent. 
Used to flavor vinegar, the leaves also 
appeared in salads, adding a pungent 
taste much like watercress. Even the 
seed pods were made use of. Gathered 
after the flowers died, they were pickled

Screwdrivers 
The screwdriver is the most abused item 
in the average toolbox. It is intended to 
drive in or withdraw a screw; it should 
not be used to pry or as a chisel. Screw- 
drivers come in many shapes and sizes. 
A long shank allows more leverage than 
a short one. A round shank is best for 
ordinary work where the hand and wrist 
can exert sufficient torque. When more 
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force is necessary, a square-shanked 
screwdriver is used with a wrench. 

There are two types of blades for the 
straight-tipped tool. The standard blade 
widens at the spade part of the shank 
and tapers toward the tip. The cabinet 
tip, also called the electrician's tip, is the 
same size as the diameter of the shank 
and is for fine work. 

The stubby screwdriver is a few inches 
long, for working in a confined area. 
More force is required with this tool be- 
cause of the short driving arm. 

The offset screwdriver can reach into 
inaccessible areas which even the stubby 
screwdriver can't handle. It is double- 
ended, with the two blades arranged per- 
pendicularly to each other. 

Recessed screwdrivers are made to fit 
special screw heads and slots. The most 
familiar is the Phillips, recognizable by a 
crossed tip. This screw head is being 
used more and more, since the screw- 
driver doesn't slip out as easily as a regu- 
lar blade will from a single-slot screw. 

The Allen wrench or hex key is actu- 
ally a screwdriver to drive screws with a 
hexagonal recess. You can't tighten a 
hex screw without the proper tool. 

The ratchet screwdriver or push drill 
is a mechanical tool which drives or re- 
moves a screw with a push on the han- 
dle. It saves arm muscles when working 
on a number of screws and is doubly ver- 
satile because differing tips and heads 
are interchangeable.

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"My herb garden was the 
simplest, most satisfying 
garden l've ever had— 
the bargain of summer" 


nderlining my New 
England past, I plant 
lilac after lilac on our 
farm in Maryland. In a 
way it's going home again, along the 
garden path. But it hasn't always been 
easy. I’ve had my ups and downs with 
delphiniums, pray the primroses will 
come back every spring, and thank heav- 
ens for hollyhocks. They volunteer. 

They make my garden a secret one, as 
I’m never sure where they're going to 
show up. One year I actually planted 
hollyhock seeds, along the field side of 
our red bankbarn. But they didn't ap- 
pear, not one grew to greet me. Disap- 
pointed, but determined, I painted 
hollyhocks on the barn, using old left- 
over colors from the house. Today they 
blossom even in the snow, and the sheep 
happily wiggle and scratch their backs 
against them. 

With regret I realize I haven't the nat- 
ural ease of a gardener. I compensate by 
naming our dogs Rosie, Lily, Magnolia. 
And when my friend Katie asked me to 
drive with her to an herb farm, I told 
myself early on the road there was no 
way I was going to get involved with a 
new garden, no herb gardens for me. 

Parsley planted near roses makes 
them more fragrant, she told me. That 
wasn't enough to convince me. I wasn't 
even sure parsley was an herb, but it is, 
and Katie uses it to border all her flower 
beds—fat parsley hedges, perfect for her 
town-house garden. 

And then the curtain went up—there 
I was at the herb farm, completely taken 
by a field of yarrow, as only yarrow can 
be yellow, tiptoeing around tansy, pinch- 
ing lemon balm, sniffing leaves, listening 
to Mrs. Riddle, the owner, pour out her 
lore and love of herbs. How Roman war- 
riors bathed in tubs of thyme for 
strength, how the Pilgrims used sprigs of 
bible leaf to mark pages of their prayer- 
books, or chewed its minty leaves to 
keep awake during a long sermon. Who, 
I ask you, can resist names like my la- 
dy's mantle, lamb's ear, lion's tail, Indi- 
an ginger, or simply sage? I didn't 
succumb—I was seduced. And with 
summer half spent, I invested in an herb 
garden. 

Herbs should ideally be planted when 
you begin your vegetables in the spring.

Yet in the middle of July I was teari 
up a small flagstone terrace that is t 
outside center of our U-shaped far 
house. Sheltered by three sides of t 
house, it has sun at least half a day, a 
sandy soil which drains well.

I took away at random some of the i 
regularly-shaped flagstones which ye 
ago we had set in soil and sand—plan 
ing herbs in their place. I didn't have 
design; I just wanted to sprinkle the te 
race with growing herbs, leaving enou 
stones to walk and work on. 

My first garden, 2 years ago, held le 
on verbena, pineapple sage, lavend 
thyme, rosemary, basil, chives, and r 
geranium—a combination of fragrani 
culinary, and medicinal herbs. And, i 
the winter, my pineapple sage tea, 

"infusion," is wonderfully soothing for 
sore throat. Steep 1 teaspoon of drie 
sage in 1 cup of boiling water for 10 mir] 
utes and serve. 

That first garden grew and grew, t 
bargain of the summer. I watered a litt! 
at first, stopped a few weeds from invac 


ing this new kingdom. It was the sim 
plest, most satisfying garden I ever hac 
In letters I sent fresh leaves of pineappl 
sage and lemon verbena to our childrer 
It was as if J had discovered herbs. An: 
I had. 

The second year, I felt herb-wis 
enough to give a kitchen windowbox as 
house present to a friend in Nantucke 
whose backyard is handkerchief-size 
filled with vegetables. 

Once the seasons change, I dry m: 
herbs on a cookie sheet and bake in i 
200-degree oven with the door slight: 
open. Then I strip the leaves from thi 
stems, keeping them in airtight Masoi 
jars. And in winter, I go into the gardei 
to check on the perennials. I pat the lav 
ender and pinch a spike of rosemary 
sniff it, and remember what joy I'll have 
come herbal spring. 
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Funny stage they're at: George is ok 
sister Shirley.

he idea makes perfect sense 
if you stop to think about it. There 
are many crossovers between the 
approach you use to do your makeup 
and the way you go about decorating 
a room. You draw on color, accents, 
highlighting, scale, and the highly 
individual assets and shortcomings 
every face and every room has. It 
begins with analyzing “the givens.” 
Your face has its shape, skin tone, eye 
color, hairstyle for framing, and its 
irregularities. Your rooms have their 
dimensions, natural light sources, 
special architectural details, and their 
irregularities. A room also has 
texture—the various materials of 
which it’s built—which correspond to 
the textures of your hair, skin, brows. 
What's your style? Do you like the 
“natural look” in makeup, or do you 
prefer a look that’s bold? Splashes of 
intense color in a room provide the 
same accent as a touch of bright 
lipstick. Are you a traditionalist who 
has worn one look for years, or do 
you enjoy following the trends? A 
bold look needs to know when 
enough is enough; a natural look 
sometimes doesn’t go far enough. 
What are your room’s best features? 
The best way to find out is to imagine 
it without a stick of furniture, just as 
you analyze your face when it’s 
freshly cleansed. If the basic shell of 
the room contains aspects that draw 
your eye, focus on them in your 
design. If it is without distinction, 
arrange the room with objects that 
become focal points. 
How do you find the right colors? 
Why not look inside your makeup kit 
and take a hint from the colors you 
wear? What are the colors in the 
clothes closet? What flatters your 
body may flatter the room as well. 
Light colors enlarge; dark colors close 
in. Makeup flatters your face, clothes 
your body, and rooms your spirit. es

RNATIONAL AFFAIR 200 YEARS GO

| ( hat do a semicircular console table,

mon? If found in any English-speaking country (or any number of other nations 
from India to Russia), they most likely were inspired by one of the most impor- 
tant designers in history: the British architect Robert Adam. Most simply put, 
Robert Adam was the first great interior decorator (continued on page 108 )

age when styles and fashions can 
be transmitted around the wor 


as fast as the blink of an eye, we 
tend to forget that taste has been 
an international affair (though 
not such a fast and fleeting one) 
for quite some time. Here in 
America, the work of this incred- 
ibly prolific artist has had an im- 
mense effect from the start 

Almost two centuries after his 
death, we are still very much in- 
fluenced by the joyous, timeless 
products of his searching mind, 
facile hand, and discriminating 
eye. Variety and delight were his 
chief goals, and rooms designed 
by Robert Adam are nothing if 
not varied and delightful. He was 
able to achieve those qualities in 
two specific ways. First, he was 
happiest when designing not just 
the shell of a building (at which 
he was only passably good), but 
when designing everything that 
went into it (where his real ge- 
nius lay). The creation of a uni- 
fied atmosphere, he felt, also 
creates pleasure. Only things 
that agree with each other in 
proportion, style, and color can 
give genuine aesthetic delight, 
Adam believed. 

is conviction was a prac- 
Hee one. Having devised 

a new mode of interior 
design, Adam knew that a new 
style of furnishing was necessary 
to carry off a unified effect. In 
our age of the professional spe- 
cialist, it is interesting to look 
back to a period when one de- 
signer was able to do the whole 
thing. 

The second path to variety and 
delight for Adam lay in decora- 
tion, pure and extravagant. Fans, 
garlands, medallions, palmettes, 
vases, acanthus leaves, and ten- 
drils covered the surfaces of his 
interiors. His greatest composi

tions are aswim with graceful, undulat- 
ing patterns—based largely on ancient 
Roman designs—that send the eye in 
merry chase up walls, across ceilings, 
around columns, niches, and alcoves. 
For Adam, the most important objec- 
tive in interior architecture was '*move- 
ment," and his use of ornament keeps 
the eye in constant motion. The rhyth- 
mic repetition of decorative motifs— 
which in one room might be echoed in 
mantel, moldings, carpet, and ceiling— 
gives Adam interiors a lyrical, almost 
musical, lightness. 

To call Robert Adam ‘‘modern”’ 
might surprise some people. He is not 
usually included in the genealogy of 
modern design. Adam's Classical mo- 
tifs—columns, cornices, pediments, 
and such—were copied from ancient 
Roman architecture, and seem to look 
backward in

than for- 
ward.

which most Neo-Classical designs be- 
fore Adam’s time had been patterned. 
This was Adam’s single greatest ac- 
complishment: He was the first great 
architect in modern times to design in- 
terior spaces for the specific functions 
that were meant to be carried out with- 
in them. While a banqueting room or a 
bedchamber in a Palladian villa might 
be identifiable only by the furniture in 
it, Adam’s interiors “spoke” of their 
intended uses. "The parade, the conve- 
nience, and the social pleasures of life," 
Adam wrote, “being better understood, 
are more strictly attended to in the ar- 
rangement and disposition of apart- 
ments." This important statement 
underscores his belief that the design of 
rooms ought to accommodate the ac- 
tivities that take place inside them— 
not, as had been the case before him, to 
make activities accommodate them- 
selves to a design. This was a major 
step forward toward the way we inhab- 


it interiors today.

derstanding of ancient architecture. 
They were one step removed from the 
real thing. Most of what they knew 
came from the work of the great Re- 
naissance architect Andrea Palladio, 
who in turn based his designs on the 
public monuments designed by the an- 
cient Romans. Those adaptations were 
quite a bit different in feeling from Ro- 
man domestic architecture (about 
which little was known before the time 
of Adam), and this monumentally-in- 
spired architecture was often ill-suited 
to the needs of daily living. Rooms in 
Palladian houses were oddly similar, 
more a series of strung-together shapes 
arranged in a strict and formal pattern 
rather than spaces in which the great 
variety of domestic activities could 
take place. 

In addition to being an architect, 
Robert Adam was also an archaeolo- 
gist: his nickname was “Bob the Ro- 
man.” During a four-year stay in 
Rome—part of the “Grand Tour” that 
was considered the essential culmina- 
tion of any gentleman’s education— 
Adam discovered that ancient Roman 
houses had often been much lighter in 
feeling, looser in layout, livelier in in- 
vention, and generally freer in spirit 
than the “official” architecture after 


during the Age of Enlightenment. The 
Adam family knew the philosophers 
David Hume and Adam Smith, among 
other local luminaries, and it was in 
this cosmopolitan atmosphere that 
Robert Adam was raised. He was cer- 
tainly ambitious—as sons who follow 
their fathers’ professions often are— 
and some thought him vain as well. We 
might safely say that he had at least a 
proper estimation of his considerable 
abilities. 

He was civic-minded, serving as 
Member of Parliament for his home 
district in Scotland. He liked money 
and good conversation, and was a pas- 
sionate collector of art and antiquities. 
One of the great sadnesses of his life 
was when his collection had to be auc- 
tioned off to forestall bankruptcy after 
the failure of a speculative building 
venture he had financed. But through 
persistence and aristocratic patronage 
he recouped his position, and his enor- 
mous practice in London (in partner- 
ship with his younger brother James) 
became hugely successful once again. 
When Robert Adam died at the age of 
63, he was buried in the Poet’s Corner 
of Westminster Abbey, a fitting tribute 
for a figure of unquestionable historic 
importance.

usy as we are, privacy is some- 
thing few of us take for grant- 
ed: We travel to work or shop 
on crowded trains and high- 
ways, sit too close for comfort 
to our office colleagues, and 
come home to houses that are, 
because of energy and building 
costs, smaller than we might 
wish. If your family, like so 
many today, lives in a house 
that glorifies the open space— 
with a multifunctional central 
room for cooking, eating, enter- 
taining, and relaxing—you may 
find it tough to get away from 
all the action every once in a 
while. According to Paul 
soldberger, architecture critic of The New York Times, even 
ieople who are converting industrial loft space into apart- 
aents—with the greatest potential for open living plans— 
ow tend to want a separate bedroom and study. Why? Be- 
ause when you want privacy, he says, the best invention is 
till the door! 

Psychiatrists and psychologists have known that all along. 
Privacy is something that most middle- or upper-middle- 
f lass Americans cannot live without. However you define 
+ {—exclusive control over your belongings, the need to be 
lone, or protection from someone else's inquiring gaze— 
»rivacy is one of our most necessary luxuries. 
| It was not always that way: In medieval times, people 
valked, ate and slept in one huge open room, and privacy as 
e know it did not exist; until the 18th century, there were 
lew separate rooms in houses. Of course, there is still little 
yivacy among the poor, and customs regarding privacy 
'ary dramatically among cultures and even among families. 
While your right to privacy may seem inalienable to you, 
brivacy laws came relatively late. In fact, common-law juris- 
yrudence regarding the right to privacy in America dates 
yack only to 1890. 
| One New York psychiatrist, Willard Gaylin, points out 
hat there is no biological basis for man's need for privacy. If 
linything, we are, by nature, communal beings who because 
of our long period of dependency in childhood need other 
beople to survive. But because man is an animal who is free 
lo change his nature, the desire for privacy, at first cultural- 
determined, is now ingrained and as strong a need as any 
iological one. Hence, this need for time alone is very real.

We need privacy for lots of reasons. Certain actions (ex- 
creting, for example) would be inhibiting for most of us to 
perform in public. Other acts, such as having sex, would be 
grossly inhibiting without both the visual and auditory pri- 
vacy provided by a room with a closed door. Sexual develop- 
ment for children and adolescents and sexual expression for 
adults are both highly dependent on time alone to explore 
and enjoy. Most cultures around the world reserve sex for 
private times, point out June and William Noble, who have 
written several books on behavior within families, the 
newest of which is called The Private Me. At the very least 
there is an “incompleteness” about sharing lovemaking with 
others. 

There have been periods throughout history, however, 
when groups of people have participated in orgies and exhi- 
bitionistic sex—sex apart from love or tenderness. Today 
people who practice open or communal sex may believe that 
their actions represent a revolution, the way of the future. 
According to psychiatrist Willard Gaylin, president of the 
Institute of Society, Ethics and the Life Sciences in Has- 
tings, N.Y., and recent author of Feelings: Our Vital Signs, 
“there is no real evidence to support the idea that this is 
more than a cyclical phenomenon. Most people still want 
and psychologically need sex in the context of privacy and 
love.” 

For every “liberated” lover cavorting through Gay Ta- 
lese’s new best seller, Thy Neighbor's Wife, there are as 
many people who are appalled by the idea of sex on parade. 
It is important not to confuse the behavior of the relatively 
small group represented in the Talese book with some of the 
very real changes wrought by the sexual revolution. 

Further, many people crave the restoration of spirit that 
separation brings. Private moments let us rekindle our fires: 
being with other people can be oppressive. They make de- 
mands and force us to present a social front that requires a 
certain amount of energy. Our modern technological society 
has made us so civilized—with so little outlet for aggression 
and so much emphasis on controlling our impulses—that we 
may need to be alone simply to relax and let down our de- 
fenses. Privacy, in other words, lets us shed our social 
masks. Social scientist Albert Mehrabian believes that our 
need for privacy cannot be overemphasized. Without it, 
“People are subjected to sustained levels of high arousal” 
from the stimuli of other people. By getting away and isolat- 
ing ourselves temporarily, we can achieve more tolerable 
arousal levels and appreciate other people more, he says. 
Other experts stress that solitude is necessary to dream, 
learn who we are, and grow. Continued on page 152

ost diets lower calories by 

removing fats and by substi- 

tuting artificial sweeteners 

for sugar," says Jeanne 
Jones, who planned the delicious menu 
on the preceding pages. “I believe in a 
completely balanced diet which in- 
cludes all the basic food groups. By 
leaving in small amounts of fat we 
eliminate one of the most common 
complaints about any reducing diet— 
that of constipation. You'll notice that 
the diet is also quite high in dietary fi- 
ber. Calorie control is achieved in this 
case by portion size alone. Moderate- 
to-small portions are called for, but 
each person has to be the judge. 

The sweetness level of the diet comes 
primarily through fresh, natural fruits 
wherever possible. When a higher level 
of sweetness is desired, I suggest small 


amounts of fructose be added. Fructose 
is a fruit sugar that is about one and a 
half times sweeter than ordinary table 
sugar when used in cold foods; about 
the same as sugar in hot. Because you 
use less of it you automatically reduce 
calories. Fructose is also an excellent 
flavor enhancer in vegetables when 
you're not using salt. 

“This diet calls for the freshest natu- 
ral ingredients because I don't believe 
that processed substitutes can deliver 
the energy an active program requires. 
These dishes for the weekend are deli- 
cious and healthful even while they are 
low in calories. I find that they are 
even more delicious than anything 
higher in calories. Use fresh and you're 
eating low. It's really as simple as that. 
And try to drink two quarts of water 
each day. It's a great cleanser.” W

Great art can help you create 
imaginative table settings, at- 
mosphere, or menus. Or you 
can do as Judith Olney does 
when planning a Painterly Din- 
ner—create an entire environ- 
ment—carry the theme into 
plates, glassware, napkins, 
cloths, plants, party decora- 
tions.

New vintages from 
California to watch: 


ome 7,000 gleam- 
ing glasses were 
filled and tasted 
at the Fifth An- 
nual California 
Vintners Barrel 
Tasting, held at 
The Four Seasons 
restaurant in New 
York City earlier 
this year. 

At the barrel 
tasting some lead- 
ing California 
vintners show a 

sample of their most recent vintage tak- 
en from the barrel and a mature bottle of 
the same varietal wine. The occasion 
(the brainchild of Paul Kovi and Tom 
Margittai, owners of The Four Seasons) 
generates wide interest in wine circles 
and among the wine-loving public who 
want clues as to the wines that merit 
seeking out. As Gerald Asher, who act- 
ed as wine chairman for the evening, 
pointed out—‘‘What we try to bring are 
some of California's most interesting 
wines to show the wide variety of our 
winemaking approaches and wine 
styles."

Two vintners showed their '79 and '78 
vintages, each an excellent version of 
this appealing grape which gives distinc- 
tion to the wines of the Loire Valley in 
France. Cary Gott's Montevina Win- 
ery's wines were intensely aromatic, full- 
bodied and fruity, with a fine varietal 
character. 

Joseph Phelps's admirable '78 was 
fruity and elegant; his '79 youthful and 
sprightly. Said Phelps: ‘““We’re very seri- 
ous about Sauvignon Blanc. It's a high-

Pinot Noir 
A controversial grape in California, be- 


cause this noble and temperamental] 


grape, which makes France’s great Bur- 
gundies, can give such inconsistent re- 
sults. But the Pinot Noirs displayed by 
three vintners at The Four Seasons were 
noteworthy. Legh Knowles of Beaulieu 
Vineyards brought his '76 Pinot Noir, 
which he described as “the kind of wine 
we like—burnished, rich, smooth.” The 
"79 vintage, although a bit lighter than 
the '76, had all the earmarks of Beaulieu 
wines—elegance, richness, and smooth- 
ness. 

Michael Benedict, of Sanford and 
Benedict, displayed a darkly purple, 
opulent ’77 Pinot Noir and an intensel 
scented '79. Kenwood Vineyards’ '77 
and '79 were fruity and mellow, showing 
similar styles.

| These were zestily distinctive examples 


of the one wine unique to California 
which, because of its fruitiness, is some- 
times called America's Beaujolais. 

Dave Bennion, of Ridge Vineyards, 
brought his '77 Shenendoah Vineyard, a 
stunning wine, with tremendous fruit, 
body and zest. His '79 was also powerful 
and rich. 

Bob Trinchero, of Sutter Home Win- 
ery, which now makes Zinfandels only, 
said his aim is to make long-lived wines. 
“I brought the '74 Zinfandel, a robust 
wine, to present its mellowness and com- 
plexities. I think the '79 will develop in 
the same way but will take at least five 
years." 

The '79 Zin from Edmeades Vine- 
yards was zesty and full-bodied. 


Cabernet Sauvignon 

A sextet of this noble red wine capped 
the evening with style. The '76 of Stag's 
Leap Wine Cellars was described by an 
eminent visitor, Henri Martin, owner of 
Cháteau Gloria in St. Julien, Bordeaux, 
as "a most harmonious wine." Warren 
Winiarski, winemaker, summed it up: 
“Our style is velvet and iron—a combi- 
nation of suppleness and severity. We 
aim for softness and finesse with a back- 
bone of tannin.” 

Jack Daniels of Chappellet Vineyard 
brought his '73 Cabernet, a lovely full- 
bodied wine which is still developing, 
and his "79, lighter in character and 
showing signs that it will be an earlier- 
maturing wine. 

Simi's '74 Cabernet, to be released this 
fall, was rich in fruit, with good body 
and tannin. Michael Dacres Dixon, of 
Simi, called it “our best Cabernet yet." 


White wines with Roquefort cheese? The 
French may shudder. (They traditional- 
ly serve red wine with this blue-veined 
cheese that ripens to its unique, rich fla- 
vor in the caves at the town of Roquefort 
in southern France.) Yet why not? 

At a tasting session at The Culinary 
Institute of America, in Hyde Park, 
N.Y., both red and white wines were 
matched with ripe Roquefort cheese. 
The objective: To find the perfect match 


| in which the wine harmonized with the 


cheese, with neither cheese nor wine pre- 
dominating. 

The big surprise was that two of the 
white wines served with the Roquefort 
outranked the reds in compatibility with 
the tangy cheese 


The panel's consensus was that 
Roquefort can handle a red wine with 
body and weight, but not í with a pro- 
nounced flavor. For example, if a red

nounced earthiness, its bouquet and 
taste can overwhelm the cheese. Con- 
versely, if a red wine lacks body and a 
certain assertiveness, it will be lost 
against the cheese's zestiness. 

The panel did not conciude that these 
are the only white or red wines to mate 
well with Roquefort, but of the 10 wines 
chosen for the taste test, these were the 


best bets

| nelle, from Hugel. This spicy, full-fla- 


vored white wine from Alsace was just 
right for the Roquefort's tanginess. 

A ’70 Chateau Suduiraut Sauterne, 
imported by Frederick Wildman. Its 
honeyed, suave flavor and mellowness 
and full body was a magnificent foil for 
the zing of the cheese, providing an un- 
usual taste contrast which the Chinese 
call yin and yang ... a marvelous duo to 
conclude a meal. 


Reds 
A ’70 Rioja Vega Reserve, imported 
from Spain by Vifios Internationales, 
had just the right fruit, flavor, and body 
to marry harmoniously with the Roque- 
fort. 

The '70 Cháteau Nenin, from a fine 
vineyard in Bordeaux's Pomerol com- 
mune, was another perfect match. 


Champagne lovers favor either a flute or 
tulip-shaped wineglass, each elegantly 
long and slender, and designed to per- 
petuate the dancing beads. 

But one who frowns at the flute shape 
is the eminent Christian Bizot, president 
and director general of Champagne F. 
Bollinger, the prestigious Ay, Cham- 
pagne, house. “I definitely prefer the tu- 
lip to the flute," he said at a tasting of 
champagnes held in New York City. 
“The tulip is a traditional wineglass, and 
you can sniff the bouquet properly. The 
flute is too narrow at the top to savor the 
fragrance readily." 


“I favor an all-purpose or a tulip wine- 
glass for sherry and other dessert wines. 
With these capacious glasses you can 
swirl the wine and get your nose into the 
glass to better appreciate the fragrance 
and volatile essences." 

This viewpoint comes from Brother 
Timothy, the gently dynamic Cellarmas- 
ter of The Christian Brothers, whose 
name is almost synonymous with that 
religious order's California winery. He 
shared his ideas at a tasting in New 
York of two new Christian Brothers des- 
sert wines. These were a 1975 Cream 
Sherry and Tinta Madeira Port of the 
1969 vintage, two excellent sweet wines. 


Two varietal wines from Bulgaria—Tra- 
kia's Pinot Chardonnay and Cabernet 
Sauvignon—are now being imported b 
Monsieur Henri to retail at about $1.99 
each. The Cabernet has good bouquet 
and body and nice fruit. It's nonvintage, 
without much complexity, but smooth 
and drinkable and makes a nice compan- 
ion to summer meats. The Pinot Char- 
donnay is fruity and well balanced. It 
doesn’t have many Chardonnay charac- 
teristics but is pleasant chilled as an apé- 
ritif, and with fish and poultry. 


It may seem unusual to find a good bot- 
tle of sherry from Cyprus—the storied 
Mediterranean island of the Knights 
Templars, which was once given as a gift 
by Mark Antony to Cleopatra. But Keo 
Fino, Supreme Cream, and Medium 
sherries are fine-tasting and excellent 
value. The Cypriotes make their sherries 
in the solera method, traditionally used 
in Jerez to produce the classic Spanish 
sherries. 

Fino is pale gold, dry with a bouquet 
of fresh apples; lovely chilled as an apé- 
ritif. 

Medium is darker, like an Amontilla- 
do, with rich, nutty flavor. 

Supreme Cream is the darkest, rich- 
est, heaviest—with a nutted sweetness 
that makes it a perfect dessert wine. B

Chippendale, was significant, and even 
moreso on the works of the later furni-

' Thomas Sheraton. Adam never put a 


hand to wood, saw, and sandpaper, yet 
Adam designs have been among the 
most durable in the history of furniture. 

For 40 years, from about 1780 to 
1820, no architect or decorator in the 
western world who hoped to be success- 
ful (or at least fashionable) could afford 
to overlook the work of Robert Adam. 
Published as a four-volume series of en- 
graved illustrations issued between 1773 
and 1779, The Works in Architecture by 
Robert and James Adam became the 
sourcebook for the most-copied designs 
since the invention of printing. Their 
schemes for beds, bookbindings, book- 
cases, buildings, carpets, ceilings, chairs, 
chandeliers, clocks, cornices, curtains, 
doorknobs, fireplace fixtures, inkwells, 
mirrors, organs, pedestals, sconces, side- 
boards, and silver were widely circulated 
during the lifetimes of the brothers 
Adam and long thereafter. The Works in 
Architecture became the basic swipe-file 
for untold numbers of architects, arti- 
sans, cabinetmakers, drapers, plasterers, 
silversmiths, weavers, and woodcarvers 
around the world. 

Nowhere was their influence stronger 
than in America. In the first decades of 
our independence, the Adam style be- 
came the dominant architectural and in- 
terior design fashion. Termed the 
"Federal" style in the United States, our 
Adamesque design differed from its Brit- 
ish prototype. First, ours was greatly 
simplified. To American eyes, the origi- 
nal work of Robert Adam often seems 
astonishingly ornate and colorful. 
"Adam" to us here most often means 
chaste, white-on-white decoration, with 
color introduced only in the palest of 
pastel blues and greens (and occasional 
pinks and yellows). Set alongside some 
early American adaptations of Adam, 
original Adam masterpieces—such as 
the anteroom of Syon House, near Lon- 
don—seem as gaudy and gilded as a Na- 


poleonic palace. Why the difference?

One of the most delightful Adam ad- 
aptations in America is in the house of 
our first President. George Washington 
had the ballroom at Mount Vernon add- 
ed onto his house when the demands of 
entertaining as America's First Citizen 
became inescapable. It is close in feeling 
to the Long Gallery at Syon House, both 
in color (the characteristic pale Adam 
green) and in ornament (the familiar 
swags that work their way around the 
room in graceful repetition). Washing- 
ton was not the only Founding Father to 
admire and employ designs by Adam. 
Our architect-President Thomas Jeffer- 
son esteemed Adam's use of Roman 
forms, which he felt were appropriate 
for the architectural needs of our new 
Republic. In fact, one rival architect, 
Benjamin Latrobe (who sparred with 
President Jefferson over the design of 
our Capitol building), thought that Jef- 
ferson was too slavish in his admiration 
of Adam's work. 

Another reason why Robert Adam's 
designs seem so familiar to us today is 
because they have been the source of 
several major revivals: mainly during the 
1880s, and again from about 1915-1930. 


! Based on distant, yet still recognizable, 


interpretations of Adam designs, count- 
less houses, libraries, schools, theatres, 
and clubs across the United States attest 
to the real success of the Adam style. It 
has been so frequently retrieved precise- 
ly because it is so pleasing. 

The whole question of originality— 
one which often inhibits artists as much 
as it inspires them—can be better under- 


' stood in light of the long survival of 


Robert Adam's designs. Adam's cor 
temporary, the painter Sir Joshua Rey 
olds, said that invention in the arts i 
“little more than a new combination o 
those images that have been previoush 
gathered and deposited in the memory.

A look at other cultures suggests the 
ways Americans have built the need for 
privacy into our environment. Middle- 
class Americans, says anthropologist 
Edward T. Hall, are used to having their 
own rooms or parts of rooms from child- 
hood on. An American who wants to be 
alone goes to the bedroom or soaks in a 
hot bath behind a locked door, because 
here a shut door means "do not dis- 
turb," or “I am angry." Americans are 
available if their doors are open: To us a 
closed door signals private conversation, 
study, dressing, or sex. Not so in En- 
gland. There, children are brought up in 
shared nurseries and rarely have rooms 
of their own. While an American de- 
pends on architectural features like 
doors or walls to screen others out, his- 
torically an Englishman has not learned 
to. Instead he has been taught to inter- 
nalize a set of barriers and shut himself 
off from others by simply not talking or 
by learning to talk so softly that his 
voice just barely overrides background 
noise. 

An even sharper difference in com- 
monly accepted notions of privacy oc- 
curs in Japan, where interior walls are 
made of paper (Shoji screens). Hall 
points out that the Japanese are accus- 
tomed to screening visually in a variety 
of ways but are perfectly content with 
paper walls. There are things to be 
learned from both cultures: We can 
modify our conversational habits to in- 


crease feelings of privacy in an open-

Life is filled with sounds we block out, 
and we can learn to "screen" effectively. 
In fact, according to one architect, the 
most popular office plan is one in which 
partitions serve as dividing walls—pro- 
vided that four people or fewer work in 
close proximity. A totally open room, 
apparently, leads to bedlam; individual 
offices, to isolation. As for those thin- 
walled high rises, one psychiatrist specu- 
lates that what really bothers apartment 
dwellers is not hearing their neighbor's 
stereo, but rather having their neighbor 
complain about theirs. That, he says, be- 
comes a restriction of our autonomy and 
offends us because it inhibits our rights. 

As the energy crunch and the high 
cost of building materials force us into 
smaller living space, will we suffer a re- 
lated decrease in the amount of privacy 
we can afford? No, say the experts. First, 
as living space gets smaller, so do fam- 
ilies. And, as Danforth Toan, partner in 
the architectural firm of Warner Burns 
Toan Lunde, points out, two adults in a 
two-room apartment can always achieve 
maximum privacy. What probably mat- 
ters most is the particular privacy-seek- 
ing patterns you were brought up with— 
and those your spouse is used to. Certain 
things you take for granted, such as be- 
ing the first to open mail addressed to 
you or enjoying a conversation on the 
telephone without hearing someone on 
the extension, may not be part of your 
spouse's concept of privacy. 

According to family therapist James 
L. Framo, in some families no one is en- 
titled to any privacy. Even one's

barge into rooms without knocking, ani 
it is always open house in the bathroom 
The results can be disastrous, with nc 
one able to escape another person's pres: 
ence. If you, raised in a home where pri 
vacy was something sacred, marry 
someone who never heard the word, you 
will probably have more than a few ar- 
guments. “It is very important to estab 
lish private space," says Framo. Yo 
must teach each other respect for you 
own need for privacy. 

Obviously, the more money you have 
to spend on your house or apartment, 
the more privacy you will be able to 
build in. But what if you lack the finan- 
cial resources—and live in a house that 
usually feels a room or.two too small? 
How can you achieve privacy? Hiding 
out in the bathroom (as architect Toan 
points out, the only room whose door 
you can lock without feeling guilty) is 
one answer, but certainly not the best. 

Toan, who helped design space sta- 
tions with Grumman and NASA and is 
currently working on a small project of 
housing for retired people, gives poten; 
tial clients the following test: Imagin 
that you can be anywhere in the work 
with any one person, with anything you 
want to drink or eat, for four hours. Noi 
too hard, is it? Now imagine the sam 
situation for four days ... now, for fou 
weeks. His point: It is difficult to pro: 
duce any environment that will be per 
fect for a long time, yet that is just wha 
we expect from our housing. 

An architect cannot get into his cli 
ent's head, says Toan, so the best thinj 
to do is to produce not a constant, but ¢ 
changing, environment. Privacy—th 
absence of another person—represents i 
total change, says Toan. He recom 
mends an unusual and flexible way o 
achieving privacy for even small livinj 
spaces: the installation of glass pati 
doors on the interior. The main conceri 
in a household, says Toan, is sexual pri 
vacy. Sliding glass doors can form fairl: 
soundproof walls, and they are easil/ 
curtained so that when you want to b 
unobserved you can be. Pull back th 
curtains and introduce transparency 
open the doors and reverse circulatio 
patterns; use colored glass, mirrors, or 
myriad of other materials and yof 
achieve a changing environment. “Pec 
ple need variety, both privacy and td 
getherness," says Toan. Even in ope| 
living spaces there are ways to attain vj 
sual privacy: loft beds, balconies, and al 
coves being just a few. 

Toan, incidentally, declares that he | 
able to achieve privacy in his own ho 
only by keeping his studio in such a sta 
of confusion that nobody dares enter 
The only other place he is assured 
solitude, he finds, is in the car! 

If that’s the way you often feel, he 
are a few more suggestions from the e 
perts that may fulfill your need for p 
vacy and save your sanity:

Ther: ‘ood that will keep 
your cat well-nourished, any more 
| than eating one food exclusively would 


| keep a human being healthy. All animals 


need a balanced diet in order to get all 
the nutrients they require. 
Cats need a diet of about 20 to 30 per- 


' cent protein, 15 to 20 percent fat, 30 per- 
' cent carbohydrates, and a variety of 
' vitamins and minerals. The fats and car- 


bohydrates can be slightly higher if your 
cat is very active and spends a lot of time 


outdoors. 


Many people don't realize the wide 
variety of foods that are good for cats: 
canned and dry cat foods, cooked meat 
and fish, cheese, yogurt, cooked eggs, 
cream or evaporated milk (in small 
amounts), cereal, baby foods, cooked or 
raw vegetables, and—would you be- 
lieve—even small amounts of fruit! And 
there are two excellent nutrition boost- 
ers that should be included in every cat's 
diet: brewer's yeast ( teaspoon daily or 
every other day) and wheat germ (1 tea- 
spoon daily or often). 

Commercial cat or dog foods contain 
many different nutrients, including 
much vegetable protein, and are well- 
balanced. However, I wouldn't let a pet 
get hung up on only one type of canned, 
dry, or moist food, either. It could get 
too much of some vitamins or minerals 
and not enough of others. An exclusive 
diet of canned fish, for example, could 


! cause a cat to have vitamin E deficiency. 


Nutritional variety, in either commer- 
cial pet food or fresh food that you pre- 
pare, is necessary for a healthy animal. 

It's surprising that your cat with its 
chicken-liver diet hasn't shown signs of 


! severe nutritional deficiency. Symptoms

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We have had a dog for some time 

and just recently acquired a cat. Is 
it all right to feed the cat dog food? It 
seems to like it. 


Dog food isn't good for cats or 

vice versa. The nutritional needs 
of dogs are quite different from those of 
cats. Commercial dog foods are well-bal- 
anced for dogs, but not for cats. Your 
cat needs more protein and less carbohy- 
drate, for example, than a dog does. 
Both dogs and cats need varied diets, but 
the diets are not the same. 


Can a dog or cat remain healthy on 
just dry food? I've heard there's a 
lot of controversy about dry food. 


Most commercial pet foods of all 

types—dry, canned, or moist—are 
quite well-balanced in terms of nutrition. 
Dry foods have the additional advantage 
of being good for the gums and teeth. 
And they, of course, offer an advantage 
to the owner—they are convenient. 

Veterinarians generally suggest sup- 
plementing a dry-food diet with some 
fat. The fat can be animal (from meat), 
butter, wheat germ oil, vegetable oil, or a 
commercial coat-conditioning dietary 
additive. Also, you can vary dry food for 
your pet by moistening it sometimes 
with a little milk or gravy, which con- 
tains fat. 

While your cat or dog could be 
healthy enough eating nothing but var- 
ious types of dry food with a little fat 
added, it seems like a boring diet. Meals 
are a big deal to a dog or cat, especially 
to an indoor pet. While I certainly don't 
believe indoor pets necessarily lead de- 
prived lives, I do think they enjoy vari- 
ety in the menu, just as we do. It was 
formerly believed that dry food, because 
of its high ash content, would cause a cat 
o have urinary problems. Recent stud- 

s, however, discount dry food as the 
iuse. 


What about table scraps for a pet? 
Wouldn't that be a varied diet? 


Table scraps, especially vegetables; 

are great as supplements to the 
pet's regular diet. But table scraps can’t 
be counted on to supply all the nutrients 
in the right proportion for the animal, 
and should not be the basic food. And 
remember that neither a cat nor a dog

“Busy people now make time for exer- 
cise just as they make time for a dinner 
engagement or a business appointment," 
says Dr. Jerry Zuckerman, first supervi- 
sor of the Exxon corporate exercise pro- 
gram, and now president of Cardio- 
Fitness Systems exercise centers, where 
employees from McGraw-Hill, Time 
Inc., Simon & Schuster, Sperry, SCM, 
and Celanese take advantage of their 
corporate memberships with workouts 
tailor-made to their needs. 

Handball, racquetball, and pickle- 
ball—a miniature tennis game—are just 
a few of the activities available to em- 
ployees of the Weyerhaeuser Company 
in Tacoma, Washington, as well as stan- 
dard treadmills, bikes, and rowing ma- 
chines. The gyms are open from 7 A.M. 
to 10 P.M., so employees can exercise 
long after the office has closed. The pro- 
gram has expanded from one to three ex- 
ercise facilities since its inception in 
1972, when headquarters moved from its 
downtown location and the convenient 
exercise centers. Now employees take 
advantage of a corporate membership at 
an exercise club nearby.

How to make it easy

ers for other busy gardeners: 


ecide if you like to garden. Some 

people love plants but do not love 

to garden. A garden could make 
them an unwilling slave. Others derive a 
great deal of personal satisfaction from 
mowing the grass, trimming the hedge, 
or harvesting their own beach plums or 
baskets of fresh flowers. Decide how 
much time you think you will have each 
weekend for gardening—then divide by 
two or three. Often we come with expec- 
tations of accomplishments that leave us 
dissatisfied by Sunday evening because 
our plans were too ambitious. 


cknowledge the laws of nature. 
Nature has checks and balances 
that can work to our advantage. 
Observe the native plants and their re- 
quirements of sun, soil type, water, com- 
panion plants, and their characteristic 
flowers and fruits. Go to the best nurs-

plants. Learn the local pest/disease cy- 
cles. Limiting your planting palette to 
healthy species saves time and disap- 
pointment. Native grasses with lupines, 
daisies, and Queen-Anne’s lace provide 
inexpensive groundcover that generally 
will not require routine mowing. A nar- 
row mowed swath along edges gives a 
manicured look to adjacent unmowed 
fields and leaves several hours for the 
striped bass or the Great American Nov- 
el. Determine when you will be “in resi- 
dence." You certainly want to enjoy the 
special highlights of your garden’s 
bloom, color, leaf texture, and branching 
pattern. Arriving only for weekends, we 
want armloads all summer of fresh flow- 
ers and vegetables. Zinnias, cosmos, 
California poppies, salvia, snapdragons, 
marigolds, and petunias are but a few of 
the annuals we enjoy and that take about 
a week to renew their flowers. Weekly 
bud pinching and cutting back encour- 
ages larger blossoms and stronger stems 
for Saturday bouquets. Perennial gar- 
dens can be planned for seasonal interest 
for a specific month. They bloom more 
briefly, are generally more expensive 
than annuals, but last year after year. 
Remember that plants in window boxes 
and containers dry out faster than flower 
beds and need midweek waterings.

Color and imagination, say fashion designers Jeanne Allen 
and Marc Grant of the Jeanne-Marc store in San Francisco: 


€ Make a slipcovered, freestanding closet. Order pine cubes 
from a company that makes packing crates (check yellow pages 
under "Boxes—Wooden") and stack the cubes 8 feet high. 
Cover each stack with quilted fabric flaps—cut from mattress 
pads or moving blankets—that fall to the floor from a central 
square of fabric atop the uppermost cube. Flaps should overlap 
slightly at the opening. Edge seams and hems with contrasting 
binding. (If you move, just unstack the cubes and walk out 
the door.) € For super attractive storage that's sometimes 
"open," sometimes "closed," face shelves with rollup bamboo 
blinds. Great for a bar-buffet unit. € Tired of hiding house- 
plant pots in baskets and cáchepots? Old placemats held in 
place with wrapped-and-tied cord make super slipcovers for 
plastic pots.

easy to pick or force. Modern interior 
doors often have keyless tubular locks in 
the handles which k by means of a 
button on one side. T may be suf- 


ficient for bedrooms and bathrooms, but 
are not really adequate for doors leading 
to garages or basements. As for win- 
dows, sash locks which lock with a key 
are generally safe in most cases, but keep 
in mind while making your window sur- 
vey that glass can be cut or broken with 
little trouble. = 

Next to consider are your possessions. 
List every object you think might be a 
target for a thief. Anything valuable, 
portable, and having a ready market is 
a target, as well as are things the burglar 
might need. The most sought-after items 
are television sets, stereos, guns, silver, 
jewelry, cameras, and, of course, money. 

A security survey is well worth the 
time—and you might be surprised to 
find out how vulnerable your house is. 


W Preparing a protection plan 
Again, your lifestyle and environment 
are the major factors to consider—you'll 


take more precautions to protect a very 


B valuable piece in an urban setting than 
you would an item of modest worth 


down on the farm. You should also con- 
sider your family structure and habits: 
For example, how often and for how 
long is the house unoccupied? 

Begin with the basics: Steel bars on 
the windows and good, solid doors deny 
people access. Alarms don't. You can 
protect your valuables by locking them 
out of sight or by making them difficult 
to remove. (For example, don't just hang 
that priceless painting—screw it to the 
wall as museums do.) 

Take your lists of doors and windows 
and possessions and decide a course of 
action on each one, recording your de- 
cisions. Make your determinations con- 
sidering the amount of risk you're 
willing to take, and convenience. If after 
you've decided you have an inadequate 
lock on your back door, for instance, 
you might want to add a night latch 
with a deadbolt feature. On the other 
hand, you might decide for aesthetic rea- 
sons to accept the possible risk of not 
having bars on ground-floor windows. 
As for possessions, you might decide to 
move a gun cabinet to another room so 
it won't be seen from the street. Or, if 
you have expensive jewelry, you might 
decide on a home safe. 

One thing to always consider when 
preparing a protection plan is identifica- 
tion and insurance. Be sure you can

What about a dog? Where mig 
yours fit into the security plan? A famil 
pet can be a great asset in safeguardiny 
your house. If of shepherd size, he'll dis 
courage most burglars. But even if he 
a toy poodle, he can bark, which 
sneak thieves is worse than his bite be 
cause of the attention a barking dof 
draws. Your dog’s instincts tell him 
bark at anyone approaching your hous 
until you let him in. Don’t repress thi 
natural behavior—the barking will en 
hance your security. 


W Putting your plan into effec 
Your written plan can also be your shop 
ping list for security devices. Installin 
most of these protection items is eas 
About the toughest job for the do-ii 
yourselfer is putting in a deadbolt loc 
set, and that shouldn't take much mo 
than an hour per set. You will need 
few common household tools: a dril 
keyhole saw, hammer, wood chisel, an 
screwdriver will handle most jobs 1 
your security upgrade. 

Record serial numbers of valuab 
pieces. If an item has no number, gi 
it one, perhaps your own social securit 
number. Many law enforcement ager 
cies will lend you an engraving tool. Fa 
items such as Oriental carpets on whig 
a serial number won't work, a phot 
graph and written appraisal will identi 
your property. You may have to pay 
$15 to $20 fee for a certified appraisa 
but proper identification of valuab 
items is helpful to police in recoveri 
stolen goods. 

Understand your insurance coverag 
Read your policy. Has protection ke 
pace with rising replacement costs? A 
there dollar limitations on some class 
of goods, such as silver or jewelry? A 
ditional coverage usually costs just a fe 
dollars per hundred per year. Could y« 
prove to your insurance company th 
you own a stolen item and what if 
worth? Here again, a photograph ai 
appraisal would be helpful. 

The actions you take to improve t 
physical security of your house are eas 
It might be harder for you and yo| 
family to develop security awarene: 
The strongest lock in the world woi 
protect a thing unless somebody uses 
every time. Good security practic 
don't come naturally—many people à 
surprisingly trusting and unsuspicio 
when it comes to safeguarding thg 
property. But everyone in the fami 
must always be conscious of protecti 
the house and make locking doors a 
windows a habit.

gelists like Jacki Sorensen, 36, creator 
and prime mover behind aerobic danc- 
ing, one of the oldest and soundest of the 
exercise programs aimed at increasing 
cardiovascular fitness and muscle tone 
through choreographed dance move- 
ments and calisthenics. Well over a dec- 
ade ago, Mrs. Sorensen zeroed in on 
women she calls the “non-movers” and 
started them dancing their way to fitness. 

Mrs. Sorensen borrows many of her 
ideas for her routine from the aerobics 
fitness program designed by Dr. Ken- 
neth Cooper for the United States Air 
Force. When she read his book Aerobics 
in 1969, she says, it quite simply 
changed her life. Like many of her gen- 
eration, she had grown up with an aver- 
sion to physical education classes and 
had little history of participation in tra- 
ditional forms of exercise. She had, how- 
ever, spent most of her formative years 
enrolled in a theatrical school, tapping, 
tumbling, and skipping her way through

Once the body has been prepared 
for exercise, the aerobic phase of the 
workout begins—25 to 30 minutes of 
dances choreographed to rhythmic pop- 
ular music, lasting from 3-3'/, minutes 
apiece. Students finish with a 5-minute, 
supervised cool-down period performed 
at a gentle pace to allow blood pooled in 
the muscle tissue to gradually return to 
the heart. Then come more calf stretch- 
ing exercises to counteract the effects of 
the jogging activity. 

Throughout the entire routine, great 
emphasis is placed on self-monitoring of 
heart rates. Students are taught to take 
what is known as their working heart 
rate after each vigorous dance, and their 
recovery rate is taken 5 minutes after 
cool-down. The recovery heart rate is a

creases with increased cardiovascular fit- 
ness. “You can see the rate decrease over 
the weeks,” she explains. “That’s a phys- 
iological lesson that could never be 
taught on paper, but when you experi- 
ence it personally, it really sinks in.” 
Clocking the recovery heart rate is also a 
safety factor of the program, because if a 
student's rate exceeds 120, indicating 
overstress, she must ease up at the next 
session. 

The fitness philosophy behind aerobic 
dancing is clearly influenced by Mrs. 
Sorensen's extensive experience as a pro- 
fessional dancer, choreographer, and fit- 
ness clinician for the Presidents’ Council 
on Physical Fitness. “I want my stu- 
dents to experience the joy of dancing as 
I have all my life," she explains. “‘So it's 
not just the fitness I'm trying to hook 
them on, but the fun of performing as 
well." 

How does aerobic dancing compare 
with other forms of exercise? In 1973, 
Herbert Weber, a Ph.D. at East Strouds- 
burg State College in Pennsylvania, test- 
ed 10 aerobic dance volunteers for 
energy expenditure, a commonly used 
indicator in evaluating the aerobic quali- 
ty of an exercise activity. At each ses- 
sion, the women, ranging from beginners 
to advanced, danced a total of six cho- 


reographed routines for 3'/, minutes wit 
approximately-2-minute recovery per 
ods of continuous, low-intensity wall 
ing. Each volunteer participated 3 days 
week, performing at different intens 
ties—low, medium, and high—on ea 
of three occasions. At the conclusion | 
the study, it was found that a routil 
performed at a medium intensity lev 
was comparable in energy expenditure | 
/, hour of ice skating at 9 miles p 
hour, walking at 3; miles per hour, í 
bicycling at 10 miles per hour. The hig 
intensity sessions were found to equal 
hour of vigorous basketball, running 
57/, miles per hour, or cycling at 13 mil 
per hour. 

Weber also concluded that “If pu 
sued regularly with adequate intensit 
the dancer's caloric cost would compl 
ment a sensible diet for purposes : 
weight control." Although aerobic dan 
ing is not specifically a weight-contr 
program, dancers burn anywhere fro 
300 to 500 calories during their wor 
outs, and report increased muscle toi 
and loss in inches. While dance routing 
change every 12 weeks to insure variel 
they are all designed to incorporate sta 
dard movements of rhythmic joggin 
ballet reaches, hopping, skipping, boun 
ing kicks, knee lifts, lunges, hip twis 
and jumping jacks.

t’s almost impossible to keep 
track of your investments if 
you vacation anywhere oth- 
er than the continental Unit- 
ed States. Anyhow, you 
don’t want to ruin a perfect- 
ly good vacation by worry- 
ing about them. 

Consider, for example, 
what happened to a friend of 
mine. The last time he went 
on vacation, he and his wife 
went to a remote beach area in Mexi- 
co—a paradise. The problem was that he 
arranged to have the Wall Street Journal 
and a number of financial newsletters 
forwarded to his hotel. And that turned 
the paradise into a nightmare. The news 
from the stock market was bad—and a 
few days old when he received it. Not 
only was he in a constant state of anxi- 
ety, but he hardly ever made it to the 
beach. Instead he pored over his period- 
icals and spent a small fortune telephon- 
ing his broker. And his market losses 
were staggering because he was con- 
stantly reacting a few days after the fact. 
Having learned his lesson the painful 
way, he advises others to take the fol- 
lowing steps before going on vacation: 

Sell any investments you're very wor- 
ried about. (That's good advice even if 
you're not about to go on a vacation.) 
At times like these, when the markets 
are very volatile, you would be wise to 
close out your riskiest investment posi- 
tions.

Married couples will finally get a small 
tax break.

arate returns and $400 if you file a joint 
return. What's more, a couple can claim 
the entire exclusion even if just one

While a $400 tax break may not see 
like much, it really can add up. If y 
are in the 50-percent bracket, it is equ 
to $800 of dividends or interest befo 
taxes.

Slip into the 
14th century just 30 
miles from London

o matter how few free 
days there are in a 
year, and irrespective of 
any other opportunity, I 
manage to engage my 
husband in a plot to see 
other people's houses.

We wandered through the castle for 
most of the morning looking at impor- 
tant portraits of Henry VIII and Anne 
Boleyn by Holbein, two tiny Cranachs 
in an alcove, a Canaletto in a big sitting 
room, and a portrait of Elizabeth I, 
Anne Boleyn's daughter by Henry VIII. 
The upstairs bedrooms have consider- 
able charm with their heavy wooden 
beds, paneling, romantic associations 
and views into the garden. On the top 
floor don't miss the Long Gallery, with: 
a collection of armor that equals that in 
the Tower of London. ~ 

Waldorf Astor's other contribution to 
Hever was a massive earthwork that re- 
sulted in several major gardens in Hever 
park.

lanes rutted by centuries of use and al- 
most completely sheltered by an arching 
tunnel of woods is suddenly ended. A 
drive appears unexpectedly, winds 
quickly to the house that sits hugging 
its site as though surprised in a lair. 
Dogs bark, children of tenants in the sta- 
ble block play somewhere within ear- 
shot. The day we are there it is much 
colder inside the house than out. 

We enter by a side door across an old 
stone bridge that spans the moat. Tex- 
tures of wood, cobbled stone, and the ex- 
traordinary shapes of the Gothic and 
Tudor windows provide the simple beau- 
ties of the courtyard. A fire is lit in the 
great hall. Only slightly warmed, we 
pass through rooms that reveal succes- 
sive owners and periods. The most fa- 
mous single room is the Tudor Chapel 
built in 1520-29. It is small but perfectly 
proportioned, worshipful but not heavily 
pious, with beautiful simple elements: 
linen-fold paneling, a barrel-vaulted 
roof, stained-glass windows, carved altar 
screen, straight simple pews. We try to 
absorb the scale and design in prepara- 
tion for Knole and Penshurst. 


B Knole 


Knole—a vast layout of local ragstone, 
topped with local tiles, set in a hollow 
in its deer park—is approached by a 
winding, hilly drive flanked by double 
avenues of huge chestnuts. The facade 
of the house—broken by a series of gables 
all of the same size. The whole of the 
house unraveling behind it according to 
what Nigel Nicolson calls its “collegiate 
layout"—court leading into court. It is 
a big house (covers 9 acres), its history 
important, its architecture consisting of 
a series of additions beginning in the 15th 
century. Each generation collected the 
furniture that appealed at the time and 
a subsequent generation put it up in the 
attic and started over. The result today, 
filling Knole's mostly-Jacobean rooms, is 
a collection of furniture renowned in the 
world. Knole has been owned by the 
Sackvilles since 1603. Virginia Woolf 
gives an immediate feeling of Knole in 
Orlando: “There it lay in the early sun- 
shine of spring. It looked a town rather 
than a house, but a town built ... by 
a single architect with one idea in his 
head. Courts and buildings, grey, red, 
plum colour, lay orderly and symmetrical

Most famous is its 
huge cathedral-size great hall with tall 
Gothic clear glass windows and a higł 
chestnut-beamed ceiling like the inside 
of a ship's hull turned upside dow: 

Growing as different generations (in 

cluding several kings) had the money or 
desire to add on, the exterior has come 


to offer an incredible mixture of details: | 


towers, gables, crenelations, several win- 
dow shapes, several chimney shapes, a 
variety of brickwork. Additions, happi- 
ly, were made by creating a second story 
or by adding on in a new direction. The 
result: The house is full of light because 
its only one room wide at any point. 
The exterior seems wholly medieval. In- 
side, however, many rooms date from 
the 17th and 18th centuries. (Penshurst 
has belonged to the Sidney family since 
Edward VI gave it to William Sidney in 
1552.) The Long Gallery is full of hand- 
some portraits: Sir Philip Sidney, poet 
and handsomest of Englishmen, his fa- 
ther Sir Henry Sidney, to me a Peter Us- 
tinov look-alike, and several very 
redheaded and famous portraits of Eliz- 
abeth I. Other rooms contain important 
17th- and 18th-century English, French, 
Italian furniture. More Elizabeth I: in 
what may have been a state apartment— 
rich tapestries, more portraits, and fur- 
niture—a gilt and velvet day bed with 
a sculpted shell at its head.

iving in harmony, high in 
our kitchen, is a border 
of baskets, 14 of them, an 
assorted chorus line of 
curves and squares, wait- 
ing to show their stuff. I 
use at least one of them 
every day, taking them 
down with a long pole 
topped with pinchers, the kind grocers 
used when butchers still wore straw 
boaters. 

Hanging in all sizes from huge to tiny, 
they are woven of willow, reed, oak, 
sweet grass, seaweed, honeysuckle, 
grapevines, with one of olive branches 
we found in a Jerusalem market. They 
are my pals, my faithful friends. I care- 
fully choose them on travels, and they 
help me at home. Their given names, of- 
ten reflecting their shape or use, are 
lovely—melon, tea, trinket, egg, market, 
lady, flower, berry, bread, lunch, and, of 
course, picnic. Each one has its own 
past, its own character. 

Mentioned in Genesis, baskets come 
from the very beginning, so I don't find 
anything unusual about using them any- 
time, anywhere. But others do. I have 
been accused of carrying everything 
from counterfeit money to chickens, of- 
ten ridiculed, thought a bit strange. But 
country women have been carrying them 
for centuries, and country women don't 
fool around with extra baggage. 

And that's how I got into baskets in 
the first place. When I was a young 
woman working in Paris, I bought a set 
of graduated wicker suitcases, far more 
reasonable than any others. And al- 
though the suitcases have been retired 
after years of service and delight, I still 
carry baskets in the city. No brown bags 
for me, thank you very much, no plastic 
sacks of status symbols. My baskets re- 
cycle themselves with natural grace. 

In the last 10 years there has been a 
blooming of baskets, the familiar is now 
fashionable—mostly for indoor life, 
flowers on the terrace. This makes it dif- 
ficult to find treasures. Yet there are still 
baskets, sensibly priced, to be found at 
country antique stores, and you can also 
find handsome baskets at remote auc- 
tions—from the Philippines, the Carib- 


bean, China. n", 
While others collect baskets ipsa 


these days, I like to think I 
gather them for a reason—their 
past or their presence. And I have 
a few rules. I always buy baskets

part of a movable staff. Baskets can be 
light, such as berry baskets, but they 
must be secure. And I try never to buy 
a basket that needs repair, no matter how 
beautiful. (I am not a weaver, and it 
would be just another domestic problem.) 

A friend once told me that there is 
an African word for basket meaning “a 
house for little things." A charming 
thought, but with a taskmaster such as 
I, my baskets have to think big. These 
baskets, after all, help keep my life in 
place. The ones in the kitchen have quite 
obvious roles. The Vermont backpack is 
for hiking, the largest, made by an 80- 
year-old man in Appalachia, and my 
prize, carries book, groceries, presents at 
special times, and can handle 10 cartons 
of country eggs. The low oval from En- 
gland takes mail to be answered, mag- 
azines to be read, to the weekly 
hairdresser. And all of these, no matter 
what size, hold summer’s flowers. 

I'll go to any lengths to find a basket! 
that will fit my pattern of life. For short] 
travels, there is always a tea basket in| 
the car, with a thermos and china tea} 
cups. Trips are so short these days, why; 
not make them an occasion? In the car} 
as well is a resident basket, a deep, rect-] 
angular one from Nova Scotia which 
holds maps, a flashlight, pencil, paper 
towels. For carrying summer food from 
the kitchen to a porch lunch, and foil 
cleaning up afterward, I use long, low 
baskets. If I have a high basket that has 
lost a handle, which does happen, it be 
comes a container for tall stalks of wrap 
ping paper, ribbon, everything I need t« 
make a package pretty, like scissors 
tape. And square wine baskets with sec 
tions are handy for storing tennis ba 
cans all year round. 

Nor is it all work and no play for th 
baskets of Thornhill Farm.

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here are good reasons for

house. For some people, a 
full-sized greenhouse might require 
more care than time or inclination al- 
lows. Or because of land limitations, 
there simply may be no place to put an 
outdoor greenhouse. The classic exam- 
ple of this problem is, of course, the 
apartment. 

A window greenhouse offers a viable, 
if diminutive, alternative. But before you 
rush out and buy a glass house for your 
plants to live in this coming winter, you 
should do a bit of advance planning. 

First, check local regulations. City or- 
dinances regulating objects protruding 
from windows can be quite capricious. 
A window-mounted air-conditioning 
unit might be permitted, for instance, 
but not a greenhouse protruding the 


same distance. Individual building and 


insurance regulations may also be lim- 
iting, although the “you allow air con- 
ditioners, and the greenhouse will be 
anchored even more firmly” argument 
can be persuasive in obtaining permis- 
sion that might otherwise be automati- 
cally denied. Window-sill greenhouses

are still looked upon as something ex- 
otic, but as awareness of their practical- 
ity and pleasure spreads, objections will 
no doubt ease. 

The second consideration is location. 
You will need a window that receives at 
least 3 hours of sunshine during the win- 
ter months—4 hours would be even bet- 
ter. This means a southern or eastern 
exposure. A western exposure may also 
work, but if you have a choice, it comes 
in third, because the sun will not warm 
it until late in the day, reducing the heat 
benefits in winter. 

Direction, however, is not the only 
factor in location. Consider trees. An ev- 
ergreen could nullify the benefits of the 
best exposure. A deciduous (leaf-drop- 
ping) tree, on the other hand, could be 
a real benefit. In order to maximize win- 
ter sun, you might choose a location that 
ends up offering too much sun in the 
summer, leading to overheating. A de- 
ciduous tree is bare in winter, leafing out 
to provide shade in summer. If the shade 
is too dense, you can always thin out

We purchased two old wooden mu- 
sicians from Thailand.

Unfortunately gold leaf ap- 
plied this way tends to flake off rather 
readily, and an adhesive after-treatment

What do you really love?

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REMEMBERING PICASSO

The great Picasso show now on view at New York’s Museum of Modern 
Art gives a dazzling panorama of the career of ‘‘The Artist of the 
Century. '' But what was Pablo Picasso like as a man? To find out, Martin 
Filler speaks with Sir Roland Penrose, the art critic, painter, and author 
who was Picasso's friend for almost 40 years. Here, he recalls a man 
whose extraordinary life was as vivid and original as his works of art. 


MF: If you had to capture the essence 
of Picasso the man in one word, what 
would it be? 

RP: Astonishing. He was the most as- 
tonishing man I've ever met, the reason 
being that his personality, entirely apart 
from his talent, was so absolutely cap- 
tivating. Sometimes even in small towns 
in France where nobody knew him at 
all, people in the street would turn 
around and look at him again. He was

if you think country kitchens have to be traditional, take a 
look at this one. The old-fashioned influence is here—folk art on display, an 
updated settle bench—but it’s all put together in a practical way that’s truly to- 
day. When remodeling this space, designer Robert K. Lewis turned lots of little 
rooms into one big room. One side’s for cooking, the other for eating 
—they’re separated by a work island with its own built-in sink. Across the 
room, a tall upholstered settle bench provides table seating on one side, storage 
on the other side.

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TO THE KINGS TASTE 


but would a meal with Louis XIV get three stars today? By Fleur Champin 


ouis XIV was one of the fin- 
est guns in his kingdom, but 
when he went shooting, 
none of the guests carried 
firearms, and his son, the 
Dauphin, was given some- 
thing urgent to do at least 50 
miles away, according to a 
well-established tradition. 
His mind thus relieved from 
the eventuality of accidents, 
the King could give his 
whole attention to the game. 
On good afternoons, he was 
known to down as many as 
300 pheasants, quails or partridges, not to men- 
tion rabbits and hare, or the odd pigeon. Most 
of these would be presented to the ladies who had 
accompanied him and went home proudly with 
birds hanging from their belts, or given to the 
pages who had retrieved them, and, like all teen- 
agers, were forever hungry. 

On the royal table, game was a daily fare. It 
was a great favorite with the King, who thought 
nothing of eating a whole pheasant as an entrée. 
A young and tender bird, larded and roasted on 
the spit, would be served with a "sauce poivrade" 
(sauté a mirepoix with basil, shallots, and cloves; 
add one glass of red wine and a spoonful of vin- 
egar, bring to the boil, reduce, remove the fat, 
add salt and pepper). A sauce in the 17th century 
to enjoy with anything roasted! Tough old birds 
would be cooked over a very slow fire for hours, 
with stock and spices, and sometimes other game 
or a suitable vegetable. “Madame,” Louis XIV's 
German sister-in-law, ate them with sauerkraut, 
and today, braised pheasant cooked in a big pot 
of choucroute with goose-fat and Riesling is still 
a traditional winter dish in Alsace. 

It must have been a problem to eat such a dish 
without a fork—yet the King never used a fork 
in his life and teased his grandsons for using such 
effeminate contraptions. Queen Anne of Austria 
had been famous for the graceful way she used 
her lovely hands: Her son Louis XIV was equally 
talented and could eat a ragout without spilling 
a drop of sauce. Of course there had to be rather 
a lot of napkins, slightly dampened and scented, 
at least one for each service, and always presented 
between two silver or gold plates. Apart from a 
few personal belongings, the gold dishes belonged 
to the country and were part of the gold reserve. 
* In his favorite country place, at Marly, Louis 
XIV had in his bedroom a portrait of his dearly 
beloved dogs flushing pheasants. There, too, he 
had an antechamber arranged as a dining room, 
though not a very practical one: That would be 
invented later. As even in his old age he lil 
to be surrounded by beauty, his daugh 
Princesse de Conti and the Duchesse de < 
and his granddaughter by marriage, the Du 
de Bourgogne, were constant guests, wi 
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sortment of lovely ladies-in-waiting. The King 
would tease them, throwing bread at them, in- 
sisting they should retaliate. They often did; one 
of them once threw at him a whole salad com- 
plete with dressing. 

That must have been in the middle of supper. 
The second course, or service, consisted of roasts, 
with oranges expensively imported from Portu- 
gal, cut in slices and arranged over the meat, or 
olives (today duck is still traditionally served “à 
l'orange" or *aux olives"), and at least four dif- 
ferent salads decorated with borage, marigolds, 
or violets; pomegranate was also a favorite, al- 
though disposing of the seeds must have been 
rather messy. The dressing was always done at 
the table, and the King's cruet left him by his 
mother was made of gold. 

Whereas the olive oil was and still is made by 
specialists, the vinegar was usually homemade. 
Every cookbook of the 17th or 18th century took 
it for granted you knew how to make your own 
vinegar. Because of the scarcity of vessels, it was 
not an easy thing to find at the market. Still, un- 
equipped Parisians could buy it from the street- 
sellers, and the vinegar corporation was a wealthy 
one. 

If you have the equipment—a big earthenware 
pot with a lid on the top and tap at the bottom, 
called a vinaigrier—here is the way to do it: Beg, 
steal or borrow (it will grow) a chunk of that 
ghastly-looking thing called “ mother of vinegar”: 
Keep it moist with vinegar and pour over it two 
bottles of wine (any color; a mixture of leftovers 
will do perfectly). Store your vinegar-maker in 
the kitchen, or any not-too-cool place, and forget 
it for a month or more; then fill a clean bottle 
from the tap with your own vinegar, replace it 
with the same quantity of wine, and never forget 
your “mother” is alive and should not be left to 
die of thirst! 

Should you care to give it a special taste, put 
tarragon in the bottle, where it will keep beau- 
tifully. Or, for garlic vinegar, put four pints of 
vinegar in the sun for a fortnight with a peeled 
garlic head, nutmeg and cloves; then decant it. 
Marigold, elder, or rose petals have to be dried 
first for two days. Then put two ounces of dried 
flowers in two pints of vinegar for two weeks, 
and decant the result. The result will be inter- 
esting, sharp and elusive at once: It does add va- 
riety to winter salads. 

Seventeenth-century beauties knew also that 
rose vinegar is good for your face and skin. And 
that vinegar will cure small burns and mosquito 
bites: It is a must if you have been stung by a 
wasp. Seventeenth-century nannies knew how to 


! cure hiccups with a few drops of strong vinegar

For everyone

cooking: Martha Shulman’s version of moussa- 
ka. “I got the idea when a friend served me a 
meatless one that used eggplant. The rich taste 
of the eggplant made me forget there was no 
meat. For my version I add more ‘weight’ and 
texture, with bulghur and grits made from soy- 
beans." Cinnamon and allspice give the dish a 
properly exotic touch, and mushrooms, sweet 
pepper, and tomatoes blended with the eggplant 
create a subtle mix of flavors. But the surprise 
is a Shulman invention—the creamy-rich blan- 
ket on top of the moussaka which she calls tofu 
béchamel. It's a tangy mix of tofu, soy, miso 
paste, yogurt, ginger, tahini, and lemon whipped 
in the blender or food processor until creamy 
smooth. It bakes to a beautiful light, lacquery 
brown 

Ms. Shulman, author of The Vegetarian Feast 
(Harper & Row), teaches cooking at La Bonne 
Cuisine in Austin, Tex., where she presents tasty 
alternatives, not manifestoes, to curious stu- 
dents who want to know just how good meatless 
cooking can be. Like her soy paté flavored with 
Marmite (an extract of yeast loaded with B vi- 
tamins), it tastes just like the silkiest chicken 
liver mousse! The menus on these pages both be- 
gin with patés—but made from vegetables 
Mushrooms, Parmesan cheese, and bread crumbs 
give the spinach paté dimension and interest 
Both it and the herb-scented white bean páté are 
easy to make ahead (and even freeze!) and could—teamed with bread— 
be the main course of a light lunch or any pick-up meal. “No matter how 
elaborate the courses in a menu, I always like to greet my guests as they 
arrive with wine and an attractively presented appetizer such as one of 
the pátés." Garnishes enhance the flavors and make good nibbles by them- 
selves. Ms. Shulman's meals encompass a wide variety of foods, textures, 
colors. (Her stuffed mushrooms are decorated with a pattern of lemon 
zest strips, pieces of olive, and Italian parsley leaves.) "It's important to 
have lots of things for guests to choose from. If they don't care for one 
dish, there's sure to be another one they'll love." 

Even though there are lots of courses to these menus, many can be done 
ahead. "My experience as a caterer has taught me to be organized, and 
my cooking really requires no more time than any other style. You can 
put together an entire meal of blender

salad in under an hour. The trick is to 
remember to start the rice first."

Team late-summer produce with a food processor or blender for fast one-dish 
lunches. Instead of chicken salad, try spicy tostada soup, full of diced chicken 
and fresh coriander. Spoon up a cool purée of green beans, yogurt, and mint, 
or sip a blend of red bell peppers, zucchini, and tomato. A snap to prepare, these 
dishes can be served at room temperature—straight from the garden—or made 
ahead and chilled (perfect for toting to the beach or to work in a thermos). When 
you’re roasting peppers, blanching watercress, or chopping celery for dinner, fix 
a little extra for tomorrow’s lunch. Serve any leftover lunch creations another 
day as a first course or side dish, or even as a dip for crudités and crackers. 
Green beans, yogurt, and mint: Cook / pound snapped green beans 
in a large pot of boiling salted water 3 minutes or until tender. Refresh under 
cold water and drain well. Purée 7, of the beans with 1 cup plain yogurt in a 
blender or food processor. Mince remaining beans and stir into the purée, reserving 
several pieces for garnish. Add ' teaspoon minced fresh mint and season with 
salt and pepper to taste. Chill. Spoon into 2 soup bowls and garnish with reserved 
beans and mint sprigs. Serves 2. Tomato-basil-shrimp: Peel, seed, and re- 
move the pulp from 4 large tomatoes. Process with 8 large, fresh basil leaves 
in blender or food processor until coarsely puréed.

Jill’s house is the perfect setting for 
relaxed living. Rooms full of the accu- 
mulations of years absorb a certain 
amount of disorder much more easily 
than an open, relatively empty space. A 
sweater thrown over the back of a chair, 
a colander full of mushrooms waiting to 
be sliced, a book left open on a couch 
would look all wrong in a Richard Meier 
interior.

prints had been advertisements, broad- 
sides, historical documents. Prints were 
the tool of reporters, scientists and poli- 
ticians. Winslow Homer used wood en- 
gravings to illustrate the news for 
Harper's Weekly; James Audubon's 
lithographs classified birds and quadru- 
peds; Paul Revere's now-famous engrav- 
ing documented the Boston massacre. 
Prints carried political overtones and the 
aspirations of the ordinary man. In con- 
cept a democratic art form, prints are 
produced in multiples, and until recent- 
ly, they were made to be inexpensive. 
Prints never attracted grand collectors 
because, unlike paintings, they seldom 
depicted kingly pleasures or courtly 
grandeur. 

The prejudices that developed toward 
prints sprang from the print's very na- 
'ure. Because prints are democratic (one 

of many), some people considered 
oor man's pleasure, an art form 
with more taste than money; 


schisms, particularly in the New Yor 
art world, where few painters mad 
prints. There was the world of printmak 
ers and that of painters, of print collec 
tors and painting collectors, worlds tha 
seldom met and would not merge unti 
1960. 
It was different in Europe where di 
visions weren't so arbitrary. In Europe 
painters had always made prints. Rem 
brandt, Dürer, Munch, Lautrec, Cha 
gall, Miró, Picasso—to name only 
few—all brought their full talents t 
graphics, and each made major state 
ments in the media. In Europe, the prin 
was never considered a poor relation t 
high art. Impressionist painters, for ex 
ample, not only hoarded Japanes 
prints; the flatness and deep perspectiv 
they found in those Eastern images ha 
a profound influence on their art. 
Twenty-five years ago, it was still fair: 
ly easy to find the great prints: engrav 
ings by Dürer; woodcuts by Gauguin 
and Munch; large lithographs by Lau- 
trec; even Picassos. Twenty-five year: 
ago, great prints that today fetch five- 
figure prices could be had for a song— 
that was before the print renaissance be 
gan in America.

In the 1960s, the American print 
changed, and so did its audience. In 
those years a new generation of painters 
made pictures called Pop. What has 
come to be called a print renaissance oc- 
curred. It was only natural that the Por 
painters would become supreme print 
makers. They took inspiration and sub 
ject matter from the culture at large. 
Their images had literally come off the 
printing press—all forms of prints from 
Celluloid to billboards became theii 
source. Andy Warhol screen-printed im: 
ages of Elvis Presley, Marilyn Monroe 
and Campbell soup cans onto canvas 
Roy Lichtenstein’s pictures used the 
graphic forms of comic books; James 
Rosenquist juxtaposed familiar anony- 
mous print advertisements, creating à 
new kind of abstraction, in which images 
of grass and Franco-American spaghetti 
coexisted. 

By the middle 1960s, graphics work- 
shops, studios financed by publishers 
where artists made prints, emerged

the sun during the day. So is 
the heat sink—but it is 
warmed more slowly, and ab- 
sorbs the extra heat. 

Since it becomes warmer 
more slowly, it also cools 
more slowly. This means that 
when the temperature in the 
greenhouse drops, as it does 
rapidly after sundown, your 
heat sink lets its heat escape 
slowly throughout the night. 

Now what kind of marvel- 
ous technological devices 
could produce this effect? 
Well, the two biggest heat 
sinks in the world are the 
oceans and the mountains. 
Seashore areas are traditional- 
ly cooler in summer and 
warmer in winter than the 
surrounding inland areas. The 
ocean takes months and 
months to warm up in sum- 
mer and just as long to cool 
down in winter. The actual 
temperature variation may be 
only a few degrees. But the 
mass, the volume of water, is 
so great that an immense 
amount of heat shifts from the 


ocean to the air surroundi 
the seashore.

the walkways of large green- 
houses. Being porous, they 
absorb water, releasing mois- 
ture slowly after the plants 
have been tended. They func- 
tion the same way with heat. 

A layer of bricks, prefera- 
bly a double layer on the bot- 
tom shelf of your window-sill 
greenhouse, will hold a fair 
amount of heat in proportion 
to the greenhouse’s volume 
for nighttime release. Dark- 
colored bricks will absorb 
more light than yellow or 
white ones. 

Heavy tile also retains heat. 


But unless it’s porous, you 
lose that valuable side bene- 
fit—the moisturizing quality.

The | 
practice of one plant growing through | 
another: nasturtiums climbing through a | 
yew hedge, climbing roses filling the 
branches of apple trees like a white para- 
chute, blue bells growing up through | 
azaleas. He adds that Sackville- West had 
no desire to conceal the fact that every 
part of the garden wasn't going to look 
well always. Each part of the garden was 
to be good for 2 or 3 weeks, and every 
year the performance repeated. He 
points out that apart from her skill as 
a botanist, Sackville-West went about 
planting and planning from a strongly 
visual point of view. She was always 
aware of the masses that plants would 
create in their maturity. While avoiding 
spotty planting, care was taken so that 
one plant didn't overwhelm its neigh- 
bors. She painted with flowers, carrying 
them from one garden room to the next, 
trying them out in relation to the shapes 
and colors of other things. 

On azaleas: Nicolson points out his 
mother's dislike of rhododendrons and 
her use of the azalea instead. She massed 
them along a bank of the moat to con- 
ceal an awkward transition. Flowers of 
one plant cover the scraggy base of an- 
other above it. They blaze out in June, 
spreading along 150 yards down to the 
moat—lasting for a few weeks—in dark 
red, bronze, yellow, and white. Under 
the azaleas grow sheets of wild blue 
bells, which were in the soil before the 
azaleas were ever planted. Instead of be- 
ing rooted out, they were allowed to 
flourish. 

Another idea to borrow: V. S.-W. 
grew roses over hoops—bending a flex- 
ible rose bush to the ground, binding it 
with a hazel twig—thereby producing 
twice as many roses as there would have 
been if they stood upright. The rose gar- 
den shows her love of old-fashioned 
roses and the implied dislike of hybrid 
tea-roses. Nicolson's own favorite: the 
huge white tree peonies in the white gar- 
den—the blossoms the size of small cab- 
bages with golden stamens and a deep 
blush.

There is currently a huge black 

market in exotic birds. They are 
smuggled into this country in the most 
ingenious ways. Smugglers tape the 
birds' beaks and wings and conceal them 
in the false bottoms of suitcases, in their 
clothing, even sewn inside children's 
dolls. Needless to say, many birds die in 
transit. The illegal bird trade is so prof- 
itable that it is causing some varieties, 
especially of parrots, to become endan- 
gered in their countries of origin. 

Therefore, if you want one of these 
beautiful, intelligent birds, it's best to in- 
sist on one that you know has been bred 
in this country. Also, according to Steve 
Kates, owner of Parrot Jungle in New 
York, an imported bird— because it has 
been captured in the wild—will not 
make nearly as good a pet as a domes- 
tically bred one. 

Mr. Kates recommends either a do- 
mestic cockatoo (they come in colors or 
white, with a handsome crest), a macaw 
(in dazzling colors), or an Amazon par- 
rot. The Amazon is green, costs a rel- 
atively moderate $200 to $800, measures 
only 13 to 14 inches including tail, and 
is a fine talker. Dr. Lawson says be sure 
to buy a friendly bird—he has seen 
many parrot owners who never dared to 
handle their birds because they bite.

Publications, Neptune, N.J.) will tell 
you everything you'll ever need to know 
about the care of birds in the parrot fam- 
ily. A parrot will eat just about every- 
thing you do, especially fruits and 
vegetables, in addition to its basic diet 
of seeds in a mix especially for parrots. 


Are mynah birds good pets? How 
do you teach them to talk? 


Many people have fun teaching 

their mynah birds, which can be- 
come prodigious talkers, especially if 
training is begun when the animals are 
young—under 6 months old. The Pet In- 
formation Bureau suggests giving your 
mynah bird a daily lesson 20 minutes 
long, preferably in the morning. If you 
cover three sides of the cage during the 
lesson to minimize distractions, it will 
help the bird to concentrate. 

Mynahs, incidentally, are the one type 
of bird that can thrive on a diet consist- 
ing only of the pellets formulated espe- 
cially for them. They must also have 
fresh water always available, of course. 
Given a roomy, clean cage and lots of 
attention from you, a mynah can be a 
happy, vocal pet. Bi

For another thing, there's very little 
risk in raising your deductible. For ex- 
ample, if you're in the 50-percent tax 
bracket, you could raise your deductible 
from $100 to $500, almost risk-free.

So the next $400 of a loss 
can be deducted, giving you a tax savings 
of $200.

“To dry herb seeds for cooking, take 
a different tack. Choose a sunny spot in- 
stead of a dark one. Spread seed heads 
on brown paper so bugs (they love seeds) 
will depart; dry 3 or 4 days. 

“I like to freeze basil for cooking; also 
mint, chives, tarragon, dill, burnet, and 
chervil. Wash first and pat dry if you 
wish, but don't chop. Dried or frozen, 
whole leaves retain more flavor. Store in 
airtight plastic bags. When seasoning 
with herbs, remember that dried herbs 
are more pungent than fresh. If a recipe 
calls for 1 full tablespoon of fresh (or 
frozen) herbs, the equivalent is '/, tea- 
spoon dry."

Basil vinegar 

Remove /, of the liquid from a new bot- 
tle of vinegar. Stuff the bottle with clean, 
dry sprigs of basil until full but not 
jammed. Refill bottle if necessary, screw 
on top, and store in a dark place for at 
least 2 weeks. Decant through cheese- 
cloth. Delicious on salads, or on stewed 
tomatoes on a winter's day. 


Layered basil 

Basil in salt darkens a bit but tastes gar- 
den-fresh in a salad or pesto. Put a layer 
of washed and pat-dried green basil in 
the bottom of any glass container. Cover 
heavily with a layer of kosher salt. Re- 
peat this process to the top, or add as 
basil leaves are available. End with a lay- 
er of salt, refrigerate; use as needed. 


Pesto mayonnaise 

To 4 tablespoons pesto (see recipe be- 
low), add 1 cup mayonnaise, 4 table- 
spoons sour cream or yogurt, 2 
tablespoons chopped parsley, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Combine and use 
as spread for sandwiches, over a tomato 
salad, or on hard-cooked eggs. 


Pesto 

In a food processor (or with a mortar and 
pestle) blend 2 cups washed and pat- 
dried basil, 2 cloves garlic, 2 tablespoons

laude Monet, the 
French Impression- 
ist painter, made his 
fame largely through 
paintings of flow- 
ers—not flowers as 
botanical subjects, 
but as splashes, 
splotches, and tex- 
tured masses of 
glowing colors. Mostly, he painted flow- 
ers that grew in his own garden; he even 
went to the trouble of creating a pond 
where the water lilies that brought his 
greatest fame were grown. During his 
lifetime, Monet’s garden was a Mecca 
for aspiring artists, but after his death 
it was allowed to deteriorate. Some 50 
years later, however, a group of inter- 
ested people set up a fund and began the 
herculean task of rehabilitation. Under 
the auspices of the Academie de Beaux 
Arts of the Institut de France, and with 
generous support from French and 
American benefactors, the work pro- 
gressed and the rehabilitated garden was 
finally opened to the public in June. Lo- 
cated in Giverny, about 40 miles down 
the Seine from Paris, Monet’s garden is 
easy to reach by rail or car from the 
French capital. 

For gardeners, the chief lesson to be 
learned here is in the use of flowering 
plants in spectacular masses. In spring, 
the garden glows with the purple of au- 
brieta, the orange of wallflowers, and the 
white of candytuft, with scattered ac- 
cents of tulips and daffodils and over- 
arching fruit trees. Meanwhile, 
replacements in the form of impatiens, 
geraniums, and chrysanthemums are be- 
ing grown in a greenhouse and in cold 
frames for use later in the season. Main- 
tenance, of course, will be a continuing 
problem, so contributions—tax deduct- 
ible—will always be welcomed by The 
Versailles Foundation—Giverny, 375 
Park Ave., New York, N.Y. 10022.

The American pine mantel 
gets the attention it deserves, framed by 
a washtub of field flowers in front, and 
two Indian baskets above—one old, one 
new. For intimacy, wood continues at 
ceiling level. What looks like authentic 
old molding is actually a strip of stock 
cove molding, edged top and bottom 
with trim, then stained light pine like the 
rest of the wood in the room. 

Color sparks the woody shell: tranquil 
slate blue for the walls, repeated in the 
spongeware and the bolder tones of the 
floor cloth and overstuffed pillows. The 
pillows, inspired by Pennsylvania rain- 
bow quilts, lend the room folk appeal. 

The overstuffed love seat is an instant 
invitation. And an unexpected French 
Country armchair with pink cushion 
adds a delicate contrast to the living 
area's heavier pieces.

Terrific Timesaving Tool 


here's a hole in the right hip pocket 
pair of summer trousers I 
1 it comes from

This habit also fosters another 
garden problem. While every- 
thing up to a height of 67, feet 
is in good order, chaos reigns X- 
above. 

Now, at last, l've discovered a 
British favorite, the Cut and Hold 
Flower Gatherer. An extension clip- 
per 2'/, feet long, it actually grabs each 
severed branch as it cuts. 

Take the forsythia bush, for instance. It's always been easy to get 
plenty of clippings at waist level for vases in the house, but the top 
is invariably less under control. Cutting with conventional long-armed 
loppers always seems to drop the branches into the plant's inaccessible 
crown, resulting in blooms wasted and a tangled mess in the middle. 
But with the Flower Gatherer, which weighs less than a pound, the 
gardener enjoys the dexterity of a long-armed robot. 

The tool's original function was to reach and pick the flowers from 
the back of those wide beds of which the British are so fond. (It boasts 
Sheffield steel blades, of course.) But it's the tool's other varied uses 
that really make it worthwhile. It excels, for instance, in trimming 
hanging plants—removing hard-to-reach flower heads to send next sea- 
son's blooms on the way. 

(There's even a companion, the Firm Grip Weed Puller, for those 
days when stooping has worn you out—perfect for senior gardeners, 
or those confined to a wheelchair.) 

The Flower Gatherer is a most handy tool. And it's even too long 
to fit into my pocket.

The gallery will 
also be a center for lectures and seminars on art and antiques. 

To kick off the New York opening, a special “Heirloom Discovery | 
Week" will take place on September 16, 17, and 18. You can bring in 
any of the family treasures (except paintings and jewelry), and Sotheby's 
experts will give you a free appraisal. 

As for the 3-session Chicago auction, it will include categories of the 
Decorative Arts—13th-century furniture, silver, Art Nouveau and Art 
Deco pieces, and jewelry. If it's successful, subsequent auctions will be 
held, with the idea of eventually establishing an auction house for the Mid- 
western region. Mr. Block estimates that between $1.2 and $1.5 million 
will be sold at the Chicago auction. “I’m very optimistic about it," he 
says. “This is a region that we've overlooked for too long—and one that 
has plenty to offer." 

The New York gallery is at York Avenue and 72nd Street; the Chicago 
auction will be held at the Drake Hotel.

olor is one of the 
few things we all 
respond to impul- 
sively. It grabs us 
immediately, or it 
leaves us feeling 
quite indifferent. 
Perhaps it's the 
color of a friend's 
dining room; per- 
a haps it's the gleam 
of a new lipstick.

House & Garden asked makeup artist 
Way Bandy for some guidance through 
the constantly changing world of color 
and color trends. Mr. Bandy is one of 
America’s top makeup professionals, 
whose book Designing Your Face (Ran- 
dom House) made the best-seller lists in 
1977. His fees run to $1,000 for a single 
session, but in his book you can get his 
whole approach, his expertise on cos- 
metic application, and his views on the 
mind/body balance of beauty, for about 
$9. 

Mr. Bandy takes the time to work out 
your thoughts and attitudes with you 
about the way you look—the colors you 
choose and the intensity with which you 
apply them. Mr. Bandy is interested in 
"what's real” for a daytime look, though 
he is a master at doing highly stylized, 
sophisticated looks for the camera for 
Harper's Bazaar, Vogue, and twelve 
years of covers for Cosmopolitan. 

"[ owe a great deal to a small book 
written by that wonderful costume de- 
signer Edith Head," says Mr. Bandy. 
"She wrote How To Dress For Success 
30 years ago and in it she outlined and 
detailed hundreds of color auras. Edith 
Head mapped out complementary and 
contrasting color schemes for men and 
women according to three factors: their

Ava Gardner rep- 
resents a warm color aura; though her 
skin is quite pale, her hair and eyes carry 
warm tones. 

“There are no prescriptions for color. 
There are only color directions and I feel 
that harmony and comfort result when 
a woman goes with her aura. She dis- 
covers this aura by objectively assessing 
her natural assets—skin tone, eye and 
hair color. And I also believe that 
clothes should be selected on the basis 
of how they complement natural assets 
instead of whether they reflect trends. 

“There’s another element in the equa- 
tion. Do you think of a specific color 
when you think of blue eyes? Can you

begin to discern 20 shades of blue eyes? 
Once you begin to stretch your vision 
in terms of what exists, you can draw 
on a wider range of colors instead of ha- 
bitually going to the same ones 
year after year. Many women, 
who don't realize that their 
coloring allows them to work 
with a widely varying palette, 
are missing out on a great deal 
of pleasure. But I always advise 
my clients to use eye makeups 
that bring out the color of the 
eye rather than compete with 
the color of the eye. I want to 
see your eye. Not your make- 
up!" 

Mr. Bandy suggests these 
colors for makeup, clothes, and 
surroundings for a cool color 
aura: white, gray, lacquer red, 
beige, black, and pale blue. 
These colors are for a warm 
aura: rust, navy, lacquer red, 
vanilla, beige, and black. You'll 
notice that certain colors work 
for both because there are cool

color—a shiny surface is colder than a 
matte because the light is reflected by 
the density of the materials. 

“The way we choose color has a great 
deal of emotion built into.it," he con- 
tinues. “As an example, let me describe 
a situation where I'm working with a 
woman whose looks I know could be 
dazzling if she could be persuaded to use 
a brighter, clearer shade of red lipstick. 
Let's say her preference is for brown- 
pink instead. Getting her to try that red 
is almost impossible even though she's 
eager for a change and my for objective 
advice about how her image can be up- 
dated or revitalized. Why is she so re- 
sistant when ostensibly she's seeking 
counsel? It has to do with her attitude 
toward the color. Even if I can convince 
her to wear the red, she'll require an 
enormous amount of feed-back before 
she'll accept my advice. Certain colors 
represent ‘safety’ and others, ‘risk.’ 

“Red is also a wonderful neutral. So 
are black and white. They are superb 
background colors for people. They al- 
low details to emerge—hence the drama 
of a black dress on a blonde or a bru- 
nette. I myself wear black and white 
only. I feel good in those colors. And 
black and white work a bit like a uni- 
form to free me of bothering with myself |

so I focus on my clients who are intri- 
cately bound up in the issues and con- 
f color. 

"Pay attention when you're in the 
mood for a color change. Play with it 
for a while before you make a decision. 
Study the people whose color auras re- 
semble your own. Notice when you re- 
ceive a compliment about colors you 
happen to be wearing. Though as a gen- 
eral rule I think flattering results emerge 
from staying within your own aura, sen- 
sational results stem from working 
against it. Cool shades against a warm 
aura; warm shades against a cool aura. 
It takes skill and balance, but the color 
excitement can be memorable. 

“I think that during the early years 
of this decade we're going to be seeing 
confident exaggeration in makeup styles. 
Not quite the Fantasy Looks of the early 
"70s but something close to it. Bold col- 
ors that take skill and imagination to 
wield. Poise and polish in makeup are 
certainly here now, thank goodness. But 
women will have the tools and I hope 
the desire to use color as a means of ex- 
pression and as a means to the pleasure 
that color gives. I’m describing the dif- 
ference between a face that is styled and 
a face that is merely made up to appear

Your tilting ice-water pitcher with one 
cup and tray was made probably about 
the 1870s by the Wilcox Silver Plate Co., 
a prominent maker of Victorian plated- 
silver hollowware, at its Meriden, Conn., 
factory. Dorothy T. and H. Ivan Rain- 
water in their book American Silverplate 
write that a beautiful tilting ice-water 
pitcher was presented to General James 
A. Garfield in October 1880, just a 
month prior to his election to the Presi- 
dency of the U.S. The present owners 
are Mr. and Mrs. James Garfield of 
Mentor, Ohio. 


Our tableware has the mark “Jos. Heinrichs, Paris & New York, pure bronze, sterling 
silver" on it. From this can you tell me something about its background? 


Joseph Heinrichs, well-known New 
York manufacturer and importer of cop- 
per tableware, was active in the latter 
part of the 19th century into the early 
20th. The practice of tinning the inte- 
riors of copper cooking vessels had be- 
come widespread by the Victorian 
period. This tin lining—in your case a 
sterling silver lining—avoided any risk 
of the poisoning liable to occur from the 
use of unlined copper vessels. To the 
best of our knowledge, this class of bi- 
metal domestic vessels is made of cop- 
per; occasionally cast parts, such as 
handles, are bronze. We suggest you 
have the metal examined.

Can you tell me anything about this old 
castle? —C.D., Chico, Calif. 


The Wartburg, a castle near Eisenach in 
the grand duchy of Saxe Weimar, is no- 
table not only for its historical associ- 
ations but as containing one of the few 
well-preserved Romanesque palaces in 
existence. The original castle, of which 
some parts—including a portion of the 
palace (Landgrafenhaus)—still exist, 
was built by the landgrave Louis "the 
Springer" (d. 1123), and from his time 
until 1440 it remained the seat of Thu- 
ringian landgraves. It owes its present 
splendor to the grand duke Charles Al- 
exander of Saxe Weimar (d. 1901), who 
became grand duke in 1853. The most 
interesting part of the castle is the Ro- 
manesque Landgrafenhaus. Besides the 
chapel, it contains two magnificent 
halls—the Hall of the Minstrels and the 
Festival Hall—decorated with frescoes 
by Moritz van Schwind. The great 
watchtower commands a superb view of 
the Thuringian forest on one side and 
the plain on the other.

Beautiful bonsai 


he art of bonsai— 
those dwarfed trees 
so popular in the 
Orient—is truly an 
imitation of nature 
rather than an artifi- 
cial, constrained art 
form, such as West- 
ern espaliers or 
trained standards. 
: There really is a 
| world of trees just like these dramatic 
miniatures displayed in the classic flat 
dishes by skilled growers and artisans. 
Bonsai is reminiscent of the mist-cov- 
ered crags hung with a lone tree and a 
distant pagoda that fill so many Oriental 
scrolls. 

A true bonsai carries within its own 
little world almost the entire essence of 
those wild, mysterious landscapes. And 
it does so with an accent that actually 
distills from the vision of nature some- 
thing that might not be perceived when 
part of its large surroundings. 

Small can indeed be beautiful, partic- 
ularly if it'S bonsai you are contemplat- 
ing. But bonsai simply isn't for everyone. 

First of all, bonsai involves slow- 


Most trees by mail will fail 
Bonsai plants are one group which can- 
not be safely purchased through the 
mail. Specimens are sold that way, but 
there are two reasons why you should 
not buy them as a beginner. 

First, each bonsai is an individual 
sculpture whose overall lines may or 
may not appeal to you. One dwarf 
cherry tree may embody every little 
twist and turn your imagination could 
desire.

growing temperate-zone plants, often 
pines and junipers, quite different in 
their requirements and habits from the 
tropical trees that normally grace the in- 
door gardener's home. Many people fail 
with a perfectly splendid bonsai they 
have acquired because they think of the 
tree as tender, requiring the warmth 
needed by other house plants. Only bon- 
saled citrus, pomegranate, ficus, and 
similar plants can live indoors year 
round. 

Most bonsai specimens are very hardy 
and must be grown under the coolest 
conditions, except perhaps for a month 
or two during the summer, when they 
should really be placed outdoors in an 
area of partial shade or in a slat house. 
For that matter, the trees will thrive best 
if set outside every day during the spring 
and fall, or next to an open window. 
Kept continuously indoors, the plants 
lose a certain vigor. 

Watering is another problem. By de- 


watering is more of a precise art than 


it is with plants residing in roomier pots 
Frequent watering becomes the rule, 
since the soil must not be allowed to be- 
come dry, while soggy soil will soon 
sour, destroying your tree. 

On the bright side, the chore of re- 
potting is almost eliminated. The bon- 
sai's shoe must always pinch. Feeding is 
seasonal—very lightly in summer, not at 
all the rest of the year. 

If the little extra attention in watering 
and the need for cool outdoor growing 
conditions do not bother you—a cool 
sun porch or shaded balcony, for in- 
stance, makes an ideal gallery for your 
miniature landscapes—well then, by all 
means consider collecting bonsai. 

My recommendation would be to pur- 
chase an established specimen for a start. 
Not only will that give you instant bon- 
sai gratification, but it will also give you 
an idea of where your specimens can 
grow over the years. Incidentally, there 
is nothing whatever wrong with simply 
collecting established specimens. The 
only difficulty is that once you become 
hooked on these intriguing diminutive 
forms, you may find it impossible to re- 
sist going the whole way and training 
your own. 

But for a beginning, consider the es- 
tablished forms of bonsai and decide 
which of the four basic contours appeals 
to you most. The formal upright, called 
Chokkan, is a single straight trunk with 
radiating branches balanced fairly even- 
ly all around. The lower two-thirds of 
the trunk should be clearly visible 
through the branches. 

The branch arrangement itself is al- 
most as formal as a tea ceremony. Start- 
ing from the lowest fork, the thickest 
and longest branch should point slightly 
toward the front—yes, bonsai has a front 
and back. The next branch up should 
point in the opposite direction, and the

trunk at the same level. Each should be 
higher than the preceding branch. Back 
branches are much more crucial than 
one might assume, for they are the ones 
that really accent the tree’s three-dimen- 
sional quality. 

The rule of thirds should be observed 
for the vertical plane to keep proportions 
within scale. That is, the lowest branch 
should be about a third of the way up 
the trunk from ground level. The next 
third of the trunk should be well- 
branched enough to look pleasing, but 
still open enough for the trunk to be 
seen. The top third should grow densely. 

The Shakan, or slanting tree, is prob- 
ably the most commonly envisioned 
bonsai. The overall proportions are the 
same as those of the formal upright, but - 
the trunk slants dramatically to one side. 
A curve about halfway up the trunk is 
an added twist often found in Shakan 
specimens, making its form similar to- 
the Moyogi, or informal upright for the 
untrained eye. 

The cascade, or Kengai, does just 
what its name implies. It cascades over 
the edge of the pot. Usually its pot is 
a tall, narrow one rather than the flat 
variety traditionally associated with the 
other bonsai forms. The trunk—or 
trunks, multiple ones being common in 
this form—rises straight up for a brief 
distance and then curves downward, 
dipping over the edge of the pot. In some 
cases the tip of the tree actually descends 
below the base of the pot before rising 
again. This second upward growth is 
critical. Hormonally, the auxin in a 
plant's growing tip, will function prop- 
erly only if the very tip of the plant or 
branch rises slightly. No matter how se- 
vere the original cascade, if the tip 
makes a slight “U,” the plant will thrive. 
Without this second bend, it will slowly 
die. 

If a cascading bonsai seems to be los- 
ing its vitality, it can be grown on its 
side for a month or so. This will arti- 
ficially raise the growing tips to rebal- 
ance the growth hormone. 

Another form of bonsai, Han-Kengai, 
or semicascade, is the same as the cas- 
cade except that only one or two visually 
dominant lower branches actually de- 
scend below the pot's rim. The rest of 
the tree remains above the center of the | 
pot, still maintaining, however, a swoop- | 
ing or droopy appearance. | 

You may find selecting just one bonsai 
form from among the many lovely ones 
available a difficult choice. Well, that’s| 
often the way collections begin. But in} 
this case, try to limit yourself to a single | 
specimen to start with until you are ac-] 
customed to the culture of these trees. |

specimen growing—barely growing, that 
is. You don’t want the tree to take off. 

A bonsai is perhaps more like a pet 
cat or dog than a regular house plant. 
It needs daily tending. True bonsai en- 
thusiasts even have special devices such 
as root combs for extra-gentle handling. 
But these are for use during transplant- 
ing and training. You won't have to wor- 
ry about that with your first mature 
specimen. 

What you will have to worry about 
is checking your tree’s overall health 
daily. The checkup isn't time-consuming 
or complicated. Just look at your bonsai. 
Any noticeable change should lead you 
to examine the plant for pests, disease, 
or the development of improper drain- 
age. Remedy any problems immediately. 

Then there are the regular tasks such 
as watering, which is crucial. Remember 
never to let the soil dry out. If you have 
a deciduous (leaf-dropping) tree such as 
a larch, oak, maple, or beech, however. 
watering must be reduced in the fall as 
the tree enters dormancy. Your bonsa 
should lose its leaves in tune with the 
trees outside. If it doesn't, it's being kep 
too warm. 

Fallen leaves should be removed as 
soon as they drop. Not only will the 
smother the ground cover otherwise; 
but, allowed to decay, they will harbo 
disease and pests. Cleanliness is a mus 
with bonsai, not only for appearances 
but for the health of the tree as well. 

Excessively falling leaves indicate 
trouble, except in the autumn, when the 
tree goes into its resting stage, shedding 
the past year in preparation for futur 
growth. The leaves or needles of you 
bonsai are the most sensitive indicato 
of overall health. 

Oversized, soft, pale leaves indicat: 
insufficient sun. Move the plant gradu 
ally, over the period of a week or two 
to a brighter location. Curling leave! 
with brown spots, particularly along th 
edges, are caused by too much sun 
Move the plant to a shadier location. I 
this case there's no need to make th 
move gradually; in fact, speed is impoi 
tant in rescuing a bonsai from sun scalc 

To defend against invaders, lift you 
plant's pot at least once a week, dail 
when it is being kept outside. Check fo 
ants, slugs, sow bugs, and other unwani 
ed wildlife. Remove any attackers. Ant 
may seem harmless peopling your mir 
iature landscape, but they can bring dé 
structive aphids along to pasture on you 
tree. 

Also, while you're lifting the po 
check the drainage holes to make sur 
they are unclogged and operative. 
roots are visible, cut them out. Don't tr 
to pull or break them off. Sever thei 
with a small pair of snippers. Checkin

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the drainage holes is particularly impor- 
tant during rainy summers. Your bonsai 
will weather the excess precipitation 
without difficulty, as long as water 
passes right through the soil. 

Suckers forming at the tree's base ob- 
viously should not be allowed to grow. 
But never try to break them off. Usually 
they are tougher than you would think, 
and you could end up stripping off a 
piece of bark or surface root, leaving not 
only an ugly, disproportionate scar, but 
also an open door to disease. Snip suck- 
ers off tidily. Also, when you cut off a 
dead twig, make sure you do so at a 
point where there is still living tissue, or 
the wound will not heal properly. 

Even old leaves and spent needles are 
best removed with snippers rather than 
simply pinched off. Think of the scale. 
A l-inch leaf is proportionate to a large 
branch on a full-sized tree. A 1-inch scar 
is equivalent to major storm damage. 

All of this is not meant to frighten you 
away from the wonderful world of bon- 
sai—or even its more complex cousin, 
saikei, in which whole miniature land- 
scapes and forests are grown in one dish. 
But considering your financial invest- 
ment in a bonsai collection, which is 
really rivaled only by orchid growing, 
learn what you are getting into before 
you start. The first bonsai you buy has 
taken years, maybe decades, of careful 
training and care. You'll need to con- 
tinue this course of meticulous attention. 

Then again, in growing bonsai you 
will be rewarded with a particular sat- 
isfaction no other form of horticulture 
can give you. To boot, bonsai is uniquely 
suited to this mobile society of ours. It's 
the only landscape you can pack up and 
take with you. 


WE Choosing a bonsai 
Like all art forms, bonsai has its own 
standard criteria. That doesn't mean you 
should avoid buying a tree failing in 
these standards if it stirs your spirit. But 
you should at least be aware of the ac- 
cepted aesthetic qualities, simply as 
guides. 

First is overall appearance. A bonsai 
should be tidy, with no ragged stubs. 
The pruning should be even. And—very 
important in this age of "instant" bon- 
sai—the needles or leaves must be small 
enough to appear natural for the tree. 
Is there good balance and distribution of 
branches, with open spaces between for 


your mind to put the birds in? Scale is 
crucial.

€ The color that looks lovely on an 
inch-square paint chip may not be the 
color you'd want on four walls. You 
should probably paint the walls five 
shades lighter, diluting the paint with 
white if need be—color intensifies on 
large areas, reflecting itself from wall to 
wall. 

€ Take home the paint chip and study 
it in the room, under daylight and night 
lighting, along with swatches of any oth- 
er materials you're considering. If you 
can paint one corner of the room and 
live with it for a few days, so much the 
better. 

€ You can do a lot of things with color 
on the ceiling. Two ideas: For a domed 
effect, continue the wall paint color up 
onto the ceiling, leaving the center of the 
ceiling as a white circle. It will give the 
illusion of concavity. In a child's room, 
you might put a “target” of color in the 
center of the ceiling, painting on concen- 
tric circles of pastel or muted colors. 

€ Think of color as a sonata, not a 
clashing of cymbals: of muted juxtapo- 


sitions that "bridge" one color with the 
next. Consider a or moky col- 
or—what I call “nonspecific color" (Is 
it beige? Or is it gray?). Color that is

€ Mix “wet”- and “d lo: t 
rials in a room. Witl lat 
floor, for example, try a ish on 
the walls: Yin and Yan; d 
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consider the material and the finish 
when you select a color. They both affect 
the color. 

@ Pare down your palette for a room 
to as few colors as possible. After all, 
people bring color into a room. You do 
not want it too busy. “Immersion” in 
one color (such as Pompeiian Red) can 
be splendid: The people stand out, like 
color silhouettes. You may not want to 
live in such a room, but it would be dra- 
matic for an entrance foyer or corri- 
dor—for any space you pass through. 

€ Staircases are other opportunities for 
excitement: Put strong or intense color 
on the wall at the top landing, as a re- 
ward for climbing. 

€ For west- and south-facing rooms 
that might tend to feel too hot, consider 
cooling snow and water colors like Ice 
Blue, Greensilver, or Watercolor Blue. 
€ Consider geography, too: If you put 
a lot of color in a city living room with 
only two windows, it tends to be oppres- 
sive. But if you put a riot of color in 
a Florida living room facing the ocean, 
it can look absolutely right. Where the 
sun is intense, materials soak up color 
like a sponge.

€ Take the time of day into account: 
Day rooms often look best in light col- 
ors, night rooms in dark colors. Light 
floors, for example, look marvelous in a 
day room, but they usually don't work 
visually in a night room unless the walls 
are very dark. 


Georgina Fairholme 


€ If you want to incorporate a mam- 
moth piece of furniture that's not par- 
ticularly fine in a room, stripping it and 
painting it the color of the walls will 
make it blend into the scheme. 


John Dickinson 


€ Color is not as important to me as 
shape and structure. If you've got one 
you don't need the other. Color can cov- 
er up a lot of errors in scale and pro- 
portion because it catches the eye. An 
all-white or pastel room had better be 
good—because everything shows. 


Extra Tips 


Remember, especially with flat paint, 


_ that the color you see tends to look more 


concentrated and shiny in the can than 


. it will on the wall. Make color patch- 


tests on large pieces of white cardboard, 
let them dry, then pin them on the wall 
and live with them for a few days. 

Take a color snapshot of the room and 
paint the walls in the photo with poster 
paint mixed to match the color you're 
considering. Ideally, take multiple snap- 
shots of the four walls and “try out” a 
different color on each set of snapshots. 
Or, if starting with white walls, find a 
sheet of transparent cellophane or ace- 
tate (at art or theatrical supply stores) 
close to your color choice and look 
through the sheet at the walls. 


Advice from lighting expert 
Elizabeth Meehan 


@ Contrast influences how you see. Col- 
or surrounded with white looks crisp, 
fresh, and bright; surrounded by black 
or a very dark color, it looks rich, dig- 
nified, or old. Butchers put rows of 
green parsley in the meat case so the 
meat looks redder. 


@ Deeply textured materials such as 
velvet, corduroy, or pile carpeting cause 
shadows that make colors appear darker 
than they do on smooth-surfaced mate- 
rials such as paper, cotton chintz, or 
plastic laminates in the same basic color. 
When dealing with deeply textured ma- 
terials, select slightly lighter colors than 
the flat surface color you are trying to 
match. And aim at a harmonious blend 
rather than identical color duplication. 


@ Reflections from shiny surfaces such } 
as satin fabric or tinted glass tabletops 
may make their color look more intense 
or darker at one angle and “‘washed out” 
at another angle. Select shiny materials 
under diffuse light or, if this is not pos- 
sible, be sure the light is behind you and 
off to one side, to avoid glare. 


€ When buying a rug or carpet for your 
floor, make sure you see it on the floor, 
not just on a wall rack, before making 
your color decision. It will not appear 
the same in the two different positions 
because the pile threads cast shadows 
different ways. 


@ Let your eyes rest occasionally when 
studying color samples, or come back to 
your selections after a short period and 
re-evaluate them. Color fatigue reduces} 
the ability to see color accurately.

U.S. Postal Service in brief 

€ For Priority or Express Mail, accepts 
properly packaged parcels of up to 70 
Ibs. and up to 100 in. in combined length 
and girth. For Parcel Post, a 40-lb./84- 
in. maximum applies, except for parcels 
mailed at and to certain rural post of- 
fices with a 70-lb./100-in. maximum. 

@ Serves entire U.S. and accepts mail 
addressed to foreign destinations. Cus- 
toms forms must be filled out for parcels 
being sent abroad, unless they contain 
just books (or other printed matter) for 
noncommercial use. 

@ If no one is at home to accept the par- 
cel, or it’s undeliverable or refused, the 
post office will return it to the sender 
and charge for return postage. 
Shipping overseas? 

If you haven’t finished your shopping, 
now is the time! Here are the deadlines 
the U.S. Postal Service recommended 
last year for surface mail foreign delivery 
in time for Christmas. Air mail dates 
were about 20 days later. (1980 dead- 
lines were not available as this issue 
went to press: Check your post office.)

It's 
cheaper than 4th Class (Parcel Post). A 
book parcel 6 oz. or less can go by still- 
cheaper 3rd Class Single-Piece Rate. 

€ Special Handling (for 3rd or 4th 
Class Mail) not only asks for extra care, 
but usually cuts the time getting the let- 
ter or parcel out of the originating post 
office. More expensive Special Delivery 
(for any class of mail) usually speeds up 
handling at the destination, provided the 
address isn't a P.O. Box or, over the 
weekend, a closed office. If you doubt 
these will speed up Parcel Post enough, 
use lst Class or—for items over 12 
ounces—Priority Air Mail. For light- 
weight parcels, Priority Air Mail may be 
the best postal value for speed. 

€ If you need to get a letter or parcel 
to a continental U.S. (or Bermudan) ad- 
dress within 24 hours, you can use Ex- 
press Mail, with delivery available 7 
days a week from offices in most major 
cities. The surcharge starts at $7.50, de- 
pending on size and distance (for exam- 
ple, a 10-Ib. parcel from New York to 
Los Angeles is $13.85). If delivery isn't 
achieved by the post office's scheduled 
deadline, you can claim a refund. Sec- 
ond-day service to Singapore, Hong 
Kong, major cities in United Kingdom, 


Switzerland, and—for parcels up to $200 
in value—Taiwan. Letters-only Express 
Mail to major Canadian cities within 24 
hours, 8 other countries in 2 days.

€ Accepts properly packaged parcels of 
up to 50 lbs., up to 108 in. in combined 
length and girth.

@ At additional charge, will deliver 
long-distance packages within two busi- 
ness days—door-to-door—via its “Blue 
Label Air" service. 
@ Each parcel is automatically insured 
for a value of up to $100. Additional 
coverage, 25¢ per $100 value increment. 
@ To find the United Parcel Service de- 
pot nearest you, check your telephone 
book. During non-peak times of the 
year, you can call UPS and ask it to pick 
up parcels at your door. You tell UPS 
the weight, value, and destination of 
each parcel and arrange a date for the 
driver to come.

Proper Packaging 

In general, the longer an item is in tran- 
sit, the more likely it will be damaged, 
especially if it is going via surface ship- 
ping. Both the United States Postal Ser- 
vice and the United Parcel Service have 
found that most packaging "casualties" 
can be avoided: (1) Use a sturdy, un- 
crushed corrugated cardboard carton 
larger than the gift-wrapped box. (2) 
"Float" the gift-wrapped box (put it in- 
side a corrugated "sleeve" if you want 
to give extra protection) inside carton by 
surrounding it on all sides with a resil- 
ient filler (pieces cut from grocery bags 
and crumpled into balls should do). Use 
enough filler so the box can't work its 
way out to the carton but not so much 
that sealing the carton leaves the filler 
fully crushed. Don't put fragile and 
heavy items in one carton. The more 
fragile an item, the more carton space 
you'll need for filler (and, if there are 
several items, for partitioning). (3) Put 
a duplicate “To/From” shipping label in 
with the filler. (4) Close and seal all ex- 
posed flap edges with a shipping tape 
(such as pressure-sensitive tape rein- 
forced with nylon filaments or heavy 
brown-paper gummed tape you wet and 
apply). United Parcel won’t accept par- 
cels held together with brown paper, 
twine, transparent household tape, 
masking tape, or the like. The U.S. Post- 
al Service is a bit more lenient. Check 
your local facility when in doubt. (5) 
Write label right on carton with water- 
proof ink. If you use another ink or a 
gummed label instead, cover it all with 
transparent tape to help protect it from 
smearing and removal.

A living 18th-century 
plantation

he drawing room of Sotterley 
Mansion, an hour’s drive 
from Washington, D.C., is 
considered one of the 100 
most beautiful rooms in 
America. In the 1750s Rich- 
ard Boulton, an indentured 
servant, did all the wood 
carving for Sotterley’s drawing room 
plus a Chippendale stairway in the hall. 

Built before 1730, Sotterley is a work- 
ing plantation of Southern Maryland, in 
St. Mary’s County, settled in 1634 by 17 
“gentlemen adventurers” and 120 inden- 
tured servants from England. Famous 
for its woodwork since the mid-1700s, 
the house’s most recent owner, Mrs. Ma- 
bel Satterlee Ingalls, opened it to the 
public in 1969. 

Sotterley is a low, rambling clapboard 
and brick house. More modest than 
“mansion” implies, it is trimmed with 
porches and dormer windows. On the 
river facade, a 100-foot flagstone terrace 
looks over the 2-acre lawn, with orchards 
and grazing sheep beyond, and a clear 
sweep down to the Patuxent River. 

Spread to the side, colorful as a pea- 
cock’s tail, is the garden, with an ancient 
sundial that tells that if it’s midnight in 
Borneo, it’s noon in Boston. Outbuild- 
ings: a Slave cabin, part of a row going 
down to the wharf where hogsheads of 
tobacco were rolled for shipment back 
to England, and a 1757 customs house, 
now a farm-implement museum. Still 
working is a smokehouse where hams 
are treated traditionally. 

The entire house is open to the public,

Miami surprise: a 1913 Renaissance ER 


BY ADELE AUCHINCLOSS 


One of America's best house museums 
is in Miami and can be visited easily by 
taxi even if you only have a few hours 
between planes at the Miami airport. 

In Europe a visit to a house like Viz- 
caya would start with a long and broad 
allée which leads from the main street 
to the house so that the house is always 
in view, increasing in magnificence as 
one gets closer. Instead, I drove (and 
walked) a narrow, winding road through 
the spooky, but obviously natural forests 
of southeast Florida. But Vizcaya sur- 
prises. Suddenly coming out of the tun- 
nel of bent, weird vegetation (I somehow 
expected monkeys, but there were none), 
there was an allée, announced by a gate 
and ticket taker, flanked by channels of 
rippling water (spirit of Villa d'Este) and 
punctuated by the house. 

Standing in the front hall, I looked 
through the frame of tall, arched and col- 
umned doors, billowing with blue and 
white awnings, through the courtyard, 
through the glassed loggia at the other 
side to the sea: The impression of light 
and air, sky and sea at first overwhelmed 
my senses. But then I became aware of 


the architecture, Renaissance in spirit, 
and the strange incongruity of such a 
style to the Florida seascape and its still 
stranger assimilation to that environment. | 
Vizcaya was begun in 1913 by James | 
Deering, a rich bachelor and a principal 
stockholder of the International Har- 
vester Company, to house his collection | 
of art and furniture. The house, inspired | 
by a Venetian Renaissance palazzo, was 
designed for him by F. Burrall Hoffman 
Jr., an American Beaux Arts architect. 
The rooms—some stylistically unified 
like the Adam library, rococo music 
room, 18th-century drawing room, Em- 
pire bathroom, and Louis XV reception 
room—and others arranged eclectically 
contain one of the finest assemblages of 
European decorative art in America. 
Vizcaya sits right on Biscayne Bay. The 
gardens by Diego Suarez are a sequence 
of formal surprises: a tea garden, grotto, 
maze, peacock bridge, casino, outdoor 
theatre. Moored offshore is a breakwater 
designed as an enormous stone barge— 
the garden's major folly. Vizcaya, 3251 
South Miami Ave., Miami, Fla. 33129, 
is open 10 to 5 daily except Christmas.

ndia, one of the most ex- 


citing countries in the 
world in terms of cultural 
heritage and creative inge- 
nuity, is also full of great 


bargains. Take at least one 
empty suitcase when you 
go—you will need it for the 
rugs, weavings, made-to-or- 
der clothes, fabrics, embroi- 
deries, jewelry, ceramics, and 
other items you will be unable to resist. 

We made our base Bombay. The Taj 
Mahal hotel, facing the famous Gateway 
overlooking the harbor and Arabian Sea, 
is a good transition between East and 
West. The old part of the hotel, built 100 
years ago, is the most comfortable place 
to stay. With spacious rooms, corridors 
open to a series of atriums, and a garden 
swimming pool, it's pleasant at all times 
of the year. From Bombay you can take 
off in several directions. 


Trip.No:.À Jaipur and Agra 


Jaipur is called the pink city because all 
its buildings are uniformly of pink stone. 
And with blue skies and intense pink 
bougainvillea growing all around, the 
color here is dazzling. Stay at the Ram- 
bagh Palace hotel, once the home of the 
Maharaja of Jaipur, with marble halls, 
courtyard garden, Versailles-like archi- 
tecture. 

Jaipur is circled with ancient forts on 
the high hills all around. There are two 
splendid museums, a spectacular world- 
famous observatory, plus the lure of the 
bazaars. Outside the city is the flavor of 
Rajastan, the most exotic state in all In- 
dia. 

To start, we settled for a country trip 
with car and driver to the market city 
of Ajmer. Lunch was at the Little Hon- 
eydew restaurant in the garden under 
the bougainvillea, filled with lots of sing- 
ing birds.

With ad- 
vance notice and a little influence, you 
can stay overnight in the guest house at 
Tilonia. It is rural simplicity. In the 
morning, breakfast is served outdoors— 
potato pancakes cooked in a wok-like 
pan over a wood fire, tea spiced with 
ginger. Later, lunch (rice, cabbage curry, 
daal, chapatis) is in the mess hall with 
long stone tables and benches. 

Back in Jaipur, return to the sophis- 
tication of the Rambagh Palace. The city 
is full of attractions. Ask the driver to 
take you to the fort of Amber at 8 A.M. 
before the crowds. This 16th-century 
castle, once the citadel of the Rajputs, 
is high on a hilltop. Climb the winding 
cobbled roadway on foot, car, or ele- 
phant. The fort itself is famous for the 
Rajput's pleasure pavilion, overlooking a 
courtyard garden. All its chambers shine 
with a mosaic of mica on walls and 
vaulted ceilings. Paintings and marble 
relief contribute more elaborate decora- 
tions. Then on to the City Palace Mu- 
seum with its art treasures. Later, the 
stone observatory built by the Maharaja 
Jai Singh. 

The next stop is Agra and the real Taj 
Mahal. You can fly, but it's more fun 
to reach by car, a five-hour drive across 
beautiful country. Stop on the way at the 
Bharatpur Bird Sanctuary, walk through 
the woods and see the multitude of spec- 
tacularly-colored birds. Then on to the 
Holiday Inn, a familiar reminder of 
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Fretwork in Jewel House, Fatepur Sikri and, right, embroidery in Jaipur bazaar 


home at Agra. (If you ask for the right 
room it will look out over the Taj.) Go 
see this architectural wonder early in the 
day—about 8:30 A.M., before the 
crowds. Or at night by moonlight if the 
sky is clear. You will need an hour to 
wander around the marble tomb and 
gardens to truly absorb the setting. May- 
be even more impressive than this mon- 
ument is Fatepur Sikri, the ancient 
remnants of Mogul Emperor Akbar's 
city built 400 years ago. It's an hour's 
drive from Agra. If you're an architec- 
ture enthusiast, you will be happy to 
spend an entire day here walking 
through all the pink stone buildings with 
a break for a picnic lunch on the grass 
outside the Rest House. Emperor Ak- 
bar's tomb is another trip—make it the 
following day. A 20-minute drive brings 
you to an incredible wedding-cake struc- 
ture—five tiers of pink open pavilions 
linked with fretwork walls. The tomb is 
right underground, reached by a narrow 
sloping passage like those in the Egyp- 
tian pyramids.

As you 
walk through the dust, shards of ancient 
pots catch the sunlight. 

Drive back into Ahmedabad and walk | 
through the Institute of Design's cam- 
pus, all green lawns and shady trees. 
There's a good shop here where you can 
buy modern ceramics, rugs, leather, and 
fabric yardage. Continue your architec- 
ture tour by seeing old Ahmedabad, an 
incredible jostling jumble of buildings 
dating to 1600 and before. Then back on 
a 7:30 P.M. plane for Bombay. 


What to Wear 


India has lots of unpaved roads and 
tends to be dusty. For sightseeing and 
shopping you need good walking shoes. 
Take easy, casual clothes. Wherever you 
stay laundry is never a problem, always 
returned in a day. For big hotels, take 
one or two dresses.

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Newark. All planes are wide-bodied, 
seating is uncramped. Inflight: a first- 
run movie and music. Meals are $3. You 
can buy round-trip tickets or just one- 
way (a tempting thought) from World 
Airways ticket offices, travel agents, or 
most Ticketron outlets. No restric- 
tions—you don't have to buy or reserve 
ahead of time (although you may want 
to, as tickets are, not surprisingly, much 
in demand), and you can stay as long 
as you like. 

I recently made the trip and wanted 
to stay forever. Hawaii offers the oppor- 
tunity for both vacation-slothfulness and 
energetic exploration. These are islands 
with substance. To start with, there's the 
landscape, with steep, dark green moun- 
tains, and ferns and philodendrons so 
oversized you'll think you're in a dino- 
saur movie. Rainbows arch over it all 
amazingly often. Though tourism in Ha- 
waii is booming (it's the number-one in- 
dustry), nature still has the upper hand. 
Even on Oahu there's still homesteading 
going on. 

Also to explore: Hawaii's colorful his- 
tory, which should properly belong to 
another country and not just another 
state. It begins with venturesome raft 
journeys by Polynesian discoverers, fol- 
lowed later by powerful kings and 
queens, Captain Cook, whalers, adven- 
ture-seekers. A visit to the Bishop Mu- 
seum, on the outskirts of Honolulu, 
serves as an enjoyable primer on the is- 
lands' past. It houses an intelligently ar- 
ranged and described collection of 
Hawaiian and South Pacific art and ar- 
chaeology, including feather capes, mu- 
sical instruments (surprise discovery: the 
ukelele originated in Portugal, not Ha- 
waii), slim canoes, whaling harpoons, 
delicately etched scrimshaw, 19th-cen- 
tury wood surfboards, jewelry made of 
porpoise and kangaroo teeth, plus Cap- 
tain Cook's collection of objects offered 
to him by the various islanders (he had 
convinced the natives he was a god). 
From the Bishop, go to downtown Hon- 
olulu (you can get anywhere on Oahu 
using the public bus system) to the Io- 
lani Palace, the 1882 home of Hawaii's 
last king and queen. Outside, there's an 
immense 100-year-old Indian banyan 
tree with two-story-high columns of 
roots. Inside the newly-restored palace, 
rooms filled with stories of house arrests 
and card games with Robert Louis Ste- 
venson. Across the street there's the 
Mission Houses Museum, three frame 
houses built between 1821 and 1841 by 
Protestant missionaries. 

After history, there's horticulture. On 
Oahu there's the Foster Botanic Garden 
and Waimea Falls Park. For a super 
treat, fly from Honolulu to Kauai, 
known as the "Garden Isle," and rent 
a car for a drive to the Pacific Tropical 
Botanical Garden. Started in 1970 by 


botanists and chartered by Congress, the 
200-acre garden is a haven for tropical 
plants from around the world (many 
rare or endangered). The climate is most 
hospitable to its charges—nearby Mount 
Waialeale is thought to be the wettest 
spot on earth (400 inches of rain a year). 
The Garden is open to visitors on Tues- 
days only, and you must reserve a place 
on the $10 tour in advance. For infor- 
mation and reservations call (808) 332- 
8131 or write: Pacific Tropical Botanical 
Garden, P.O. Box 340, Lawai, Kauai, 
Hawaii 96765.

illions of 
Americans faithfully rely on the time- 
honored annual checkup, but leading 
medical authorities are predicting it may 
one day become as outmoded a proce- 
dure as the tonsilectomy. If so, what can 
replace it as the major health-care diag- 
nostic program for the healthy Ameri- 
can? Many physicians think it will be a 
concept known as the Lifetime Health 
Monitoring Program (LHMP). 

Its advocates cite a number of ways 
in which the LHMP is superior to the 
annual checkup: Where the annual 
checkup is an often vague and imprecise 
mode of examination, they say the 
LHMP would offer a standardized pat- 
tern of physical test procedures orga- 
nized around health goals according to 
the way you live, individual needs, and 
problems pertinent to your age and sex; 
whereas the traditional annual checkup 
has relied heavily on a complaint-re- 
sponse method in the patient/doctor re- 


lationship, the LHMP would stress a 
preventive approach to disease through 
an emphasis on counseling and health 
education, to anticipate problems before 
they emerge. And where the annual 
checkup is expensive and often redun- 
dant in its services, the LHMP would, 
it is hoped, cut medical costs by requir- 
ing fewer visits to the doctor. Such visits 
that are necessary therefore become 
more substantial 
Dr. Lester Breslow, dean of UCLA’s | 

School of Public Health, and Anne R. 
Somers, pr: f Community Medi- 
cine and Family Medicine at Rutgers |

For the period of young middle age 
(25-39), for instance, the primary goals 
are to guard against the onset of chronic 
disease through a healthy lifestyle and 
early detection and treatment of any 
symptoms.

At that 
time, tests would be taken for hyperten- 
sion, anemia, cholesterol levels, cervical 
and breast cancer, and the patient would 
be instructed in self-examination for 
breasts, skin, testes, neck, and mouth. 
Also recommended by the doctors is 
professional counseling on nutrition, ex- 
ercise, smoking, marital, parental, and

For those in the older middle-age cat- 


egory (40-59 years), the goal is to detect | 


as early as possible any major chronic 
diseases such as hypertension, heart dis- 
ease, diabetes, and cancer, as well as vi- 
sion and hearing impairments. Four 
visits are called for at 5-year intervals 
for a complete physical examination and 
medical history, tests for specific chronic 


conditions, appropriate immunizations | 


and counseling regarding changing nu- 
tritional needs, physical activities, occu- 
pation, sex, marital and parental 
situations, smoking, alcohol, and drugs. 

Since the Breslow-Somers report was 
first published, many of the country’s 
leading professional organizations in 
preventive medicine have examined the 
LHMP approach. The Fogarty Interna- 
tional Center of the National Institute 
of Health, the American College of Pre- 
ventive Medicine, and the National 
Academy of Science-Institute of Medi- 
cine all held conferences to consider its 
principles. The Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation, too, recently published an exten- 
sive monograph on the same basic 
premise. “The striking thing,” says Dr. 
Breslow, “is that they all accepted our 
basic concept and, although their studies 
were largely independent of one another, 
there was substantial agreement among 
them as to what services were important 
for each age group; that is, they agreed 
that you can establish a set of preventive 
health maintenance services, write them 
down, and to a considerable extent, fol- 
low them." While no single list of pre- 
ventive services can be expected to 
represent the consensus of the medical 
and public health community, many of 
these doctors are reaching a greater and 
greater degree of certainty based on 
growing clinical and population-based 
studies, according to Dr. Breslow. 

In obstetric and pediatric practices, 
for example, the LHMP approach has 
been followed for many years. “You'll 
find that any pediatrician or group of pe- 
diatricians in the country will have es- 
tablished, often in written form, a set of 
services to be provided. They may have 
decided they want to see the baby first 
in the hospital and then 3-5-10 or what- 
ever number of times during the first 
year of infancy. There’s room for inter-

pretation. It will vary from doctor to 
doctor, but there tends to be a pattern. 
Obstetricians do the same thing. We find 
that a good internist or family doctor 
has a certain set of procedures for adult 
patients. What we want to do is extend 
that concept into other life periods. We 
still have only a general knowledge of 
what services a woman in her 30s or in 
adolescence ought to receive, but we 
have a lot of information and are accu- 
mulating a lot more to guide physicians 
and women toward precisely what 
should be done so that good service can 
be provided.” 

No matter what the life period, how- 
ever, in the LHMP approach, counseling 
and health education would play a major 
role as never before under the annual 
checkup mode of treatment. "In some 
ways the focus of the annual physical 
has been too physical,” says Dr. Elena 
Nightengale, director of the Division of 
Health Promotion and Disease Preven- 
tion of the Institute of Medicine at the 
National Academy of Science in Wash- 
ington, D.C., where the LHMP has been 
studied and elaborated at length. **Doc- 
tors take blood and urine samples and 
all the rest of it, but it isn’t often that 
someone sits down with you to discuss 


nutritionists, exercise specialists, and 
counselors." It is hoped doctors will 
come to rely on networks of referral sys- 
tems in meeting their patients’ needs, he 
says. 

Dr. Breslow is aware that more re- 
search and planning remain to be done 
before the LHMP method can reach full 
implementation in America. It requires 
changes in thinking on the part of both 
doctors and patients. Recent polls by the 
California Medical Association of med- 
ical students and graduates which show 
their marked increase of interest in pre- 
ventive medicine would seem to indicate 
a turning of the tide. And for those who 
could misinterpret the LHMP approach, 
Dr. Nightengale has these words: First, 
the program is for people who have no 
symptoms; people who are well. Second, 
you must understand the whole concept. 
Visits are less frequent, but "I wouldn't 
want reduced frequency to act as ammu- 
nition for the people who assume they 
don't need to see a doctor for 5 years 
or to deter them from going for help 
when help is indicated. People should 
never ignore signs or symptoms because 
they've just had a checkup the week be- 
fore and aren't due for another for 5 
more years!" 

The LHMP method appears to be 
based on common sense as well as flex- 
ibility. It is a method that allows for in- 
dividual variation according to the

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Refrigerator refresher 


How can I clean the aluminum 
racks in my refrigerator? The met- 
al has turned dark gray in spots. 
—C.S., New London, Conn. 
Minerals in water or spilled liquids 
probably caused the discoloration. 
To bring back the brightness, give the 
racks a 10-minute soak in a hot solution 
suggested in the booklet ''Basics of 
Housecleaning and Home Care" by 
Grace E. Tasker: Boil water with a bit 
of lemon juice or cream of tartar (on the 
supermarket spice shelf), about 1 or 2 
tablespoons per quart of water. If you 
have a pot big enough to hold the racks 
as well as the solution you're heating, so 
much the better. If not, put the racks 
in a clean, stoppered tub or sink, pour 
the hot solution over them, let soak, 
then scrub the racks (wear waterproof 
gloves) and dry them. 

Cooking, incidentally, can sometimes 
discolor an aluminum pot, but just by 
cooking an acid food like tomatoes :n 
the pot you can make the inside of the 
pot bright again “without affecting the 
food." For the booklet (ask for informa- 
tion bulletin 69), send 30g to the Dis- 
tribution Center, Dept. HG, 7 Research 
Park, Cornell Univ., Ithaca, N.Y. 14850.

Treating a drippy tank 


Why does a toilet tank "sweat," 
and what can one do about the 
problem? | —M.H., West Wardsboro, Vt. 
Bathrooms tend to be warm and 
humid, and when warm moist air 
hits a tank chilled by cold water, mois- 
ture condenses on the outside of the 
tank. Well and spring water—being es- 
pecially cold—increase the tendency to- 
ward condensation. Some advice from 
various sources: 
Solution 1: Insulate the inside of the tank 
with /;-inch plastic foam sheeting. Here, 
in brief, is the 14-step process diagramed 
in the paperback book Recipes For Home 
Repair, by Alvin Ubell and Sam Bittman 
(Plume/New American Library): Re- 
move flush tank cover. Shut off tank wa- 
ter supply at valve below tank. Flush 
tank to empty it. Dry off inside of tank 
and let dry until a// moisture is gone. 
Measure and cut plastic foam sheeting 
(6 sq. ft. should be sufficient for the stan- 
dard tank) to fit the four sides of the 
tank. You may have to cut a hole at the 
top of the “front” piece to fit around the 
flush handle. Glue pieces to inside of 
tank with a silicone adhesive. Let dry for 
: al hours before turning the water 
in and replacing the cover. 


Solution 2: Sew a tailored terry-cloth or 
chenille cover to fit the outside of the 
tank to help insulate it and catch the 
drips. Hang it on the tank by catching 
the upper edges under the tank top, 
without letting the toweling touch the 
water inside. From More First Aid For 
The Ailing House, by Roger C. Whit- 
man, edited by Robert Scharff 
(McGraw-Hill). 
Solution 3: Put a tray on the floor be- 
neath the toilet tank to catch drips. 

You may be able to find precut liners, 
tank covers, or specially sized trays at 
local bath shops or home centers. 


Cleaning an iron 


I lent my steam iron to a friend, 

and unfortunately she returned it 
with a gunky bottom. I’m afraid a scour- 
ing pad might scratch it. How can I clean 
off the mess? —D.C., New York, N.Y. 

While the manufacturer of your 

iron is, of course, the final author- 
ity, here is some advice General Electric 
offers concerning its products: You’re 
right to avoid using abrasive materials, 
especially if the iron has a nonstick fin- 
ish. Instead, try a cleaner made for the 
task, such as *Hot-Iron Cleaner" (by 
Faultless Starch/Bon Ami Co. of Kan- 
sas City, Mo.), which will remove “‘drag- 
gy” residues of starch or melted 
synthetics or fusibles from both metal 
or nonstick soleplates. Or take the cool, 
unplugged iron and rub the soleplate 
down with a damp cloth to which you've 
applied a bit of “paste” made from a 
mild scouring powder and a little water 
or—great for nonstick-finished irons— 
"Glass Wax" cleaner (by Gold Seal Co. 
of Bismark, N.D.); remove with damp 
cloth. Wipe with clean cloth. Then plug 
in the iron and, with steam, iron vigor- 
ously over an old terry towel. (If you 
suspect the residue is caused by ironing 
synthetics at too hot a temperature, heat 
the iron at its maximum temperature for 
2 minutes to soften the residue before 
ironing over the towel.) 

If any cleaner gets into the steam 
vents by mistake—or you want to clean 
dust or lint out of the iron—flush it out: 
Put a clean cake rack on a surface that 
won't be hurt by heat or moisture. With 
cord unplugged, fill iron with water. 
Place iron soleplate down on rack. Re- 
lease steam button to "up" position. 
Wait until water starts to drip from vents. 
Plug in cord, slide temperature dial to 
"steam." Heating will flush out steam, 
water—and residue. When all the water 
is used up, slide dial to “off,” unplug 
cord. Let iron cool, then wipe it off. Bi

So by picking budget 
equipment, you actually get 
better dollar value. 

Another money-saver in stereo is a re- 
cent technical development in speaker 
design to produce ample sound with less 
power than was needed in the past. And 
since power—the number of watts deliv- 
ered by the receiver—is one of the big- 
gest cost factors in stereo, these new 
speakers help cut your stereo budget 
without compromising performance.

"Choosing components wisely, you can get an excellent — 
Stereo system for a good deal less than you may think — 


The new speaker designs liberate the 
lost sound energy from the box and 
make it audible. The sound that used to 
be muffled in the box now gets out 
through a special opening, called a port, 
or by moving a special diaphragm called 
a passive cone. That way, the speaker 
generates a lot more sound per watt. In 
other words, it is more efficient. 

The idea is not as simple as it seems. 
Earlier attempts to make such efficient 
speakers by letting the sound out of the 
box had not been successful, because the 
box resonance was added to the natural 
timbre. A human voice would sound like 
someone talking into a barrel. And you 


couldn’t tell, for example, the exact 
pitch of a plucked bass fiddle. All you 
got was a thud. 

But now these kinks have been elim- 
inated, thanks to two Australian re- 
searchers named Thiele and Small. They 
analyzed speaker acoustics with the help 
of computers and came up with a new 
set of design formulas. The result is 
something like having your cake and 
eating it, too—in this case, combining 
high efficiency with accurate sound. 

How does this affect the price of the 
system? Since the new high-efficiency 
speakers give you ample sound with as 
little as 10 watts per channel, you can 
use a smaller receiver and get the per- 
formance formerly attainable only with 
higher wattage and lots more money. 


@ Current Models 


ne of the least-expensive high-ef- 
ficiency speakers is Aiwa's ultra- 
compact SC-61R, which sells for 

$75* and measures a mere 6 by 

13 by 97 inches. This mini-mod- 

el won't cause earthquakes with its bass, 
t it puts out a nicely balanced spec- 


trum of sound and is particularly well- 
suited for small rooms or apartments 
where space is tight. 

For a larger high-efficiency speaker, 
whose sound needs no excuse of any 
kind, you might try the Realistic Opti- 
mus 10, obtainable at Radio Shack 
stores. Priced at a very reasonable $140 
(apiece), this full-size speaker makes an 
eminently musical companion to any 
low- or medium-wattage receiver. Other 
high-efficiency speakers selling in the 
$80-$130 price range include the B.I.C. 
B11, the JVC SK-500, the Electro-Voice 
Interface 1, Kenwood's LS-405B, and ! 
J.C. Penney's MCS 8226. 

Two unusually versatile en- 
tries in this economy group 
are the Bose 301 and the Mi- 
cro-Acoustics FRM-3. These 
are compact bookshelf speak- 
ers with special pivoted de- 
vices that let you aim the 
treble in various directions | 
without having to set the 
speaker itself at odd angles. 
That way, you can adjust the 
sound dispersion to suit your 
particular room and listening 
location. You can also aim 
the sound so that it reaches ; 
you only indirectly—after 
bouncing off the walls like a 
carom shot. This lends a sense of added 
spaciousness to the music, making your 
living room seem bigger—acoustically— 
than it actually is. The Bose 301 lists for ` 
$130, and the Micro-Acoustics FRM-3 
(which comes with a 10-year guarantee) 
carries a price tag of $140. 


Bl Saving on Receivers 


ince these speakers get along with 

as little as 10 watts per channel, 

you can team them up with low- 

power receivers and still enjoy the

fices for most home-listening situations 
and, more importantly, their distortion 
ratings are far superior to what was typi- 
cal for this price range in the past. None 
of the mentioned models have more than 
0.3 percent THD (Total Harmonic Dis- 
tortion), ensuring precise tonal defini- 
tion and clarity of orchestral textures.

lll Record Players 


aving picked your speakers and re- 
ceiver, all you need to complete a 
basic sound system is a turntable 
and a phono cartridge to mount in 
the tone arm.

ll Containers 


Standard canning jars come with three 
sizes of tops: narrow, regular, and wide. 
The narrow tops are for sauces and 
ketchups, the wide, for big things— 
spiced apple rings, dill pickles, small 
whole fruits for garnishes. The regular 
tops do quite well—regularly. 

Match, where possible, the jar size to 
the eventual serving size. Hardly any- 
thing is more annoying than a refrigera- 
tor full of half-empty canning jars. For 
our family of four, this means that 2- 
quart jars usually end up holding dried 
beans, while I run out of pints mid-sea- 
son. If you have children, the jellies and 
jams for peanut-butter sandwiches 
should be in pint jars; if not, use smaller 
ones. 

A great many supermarket jars can be 
recycled for canning if you pick gum 
your jar and its use carefully. 
Jam and jelly jars are very good 
for—jams and jellies. Most 
ketchup bottles can be reused for 
special vinegars and ketchups. 
Check the cap: If it has a raised 
bump inside, where the rim of 
the bottle will be, it will probably 
reseal. Those bumps are plastic | 
compounds that soften slightly in 
boiling water to act like the rub- § 
ber rim of a canning jar lid. E 
Wash recycled jars carefully (re- $ 
move the: label), check jars and

glass and ribbed sides are good. For boil- 
ing water bath canning, either standard 
or recycled jars with standard lids will 
do. (Occasionally a recycled jar will 
break. When it does, it’s no great loss.) 
Recycled jars are fine—better than stan- 
dard, sometimes—for pickles and other 
high-acid foods. I have several jars that, 
for no discernible reason (invisible nicks 
and cracks along the rim, perhaps, too 
tiny for my finger to sense), refuse to 
form a seal. I mark these with a scrap 
of masking tape on the bottom and use 
them to store raisins and brown sugar. 


B Lids 


Canning lids are the barrier between 
your family and food poisoning, so they 
are very important. I use four kinds: 
standard nonreusable lids, rubber rings 
for the old jars with the glass tops and 
wire bails (particularly good for pressure 
canning), a few sound recycled lids with 
no dents or scratches, and some of the 
new reusable canning jar lids with rim 
compounds similar to those on the re- 
cycled lids. I do not use the old zinc tops 
even with rubber rings, because it is vir- 
tually impossible to check for a seal. I 
buy lids during the winter so that I have 
enough on hand during canning season 
when prices always seem to go up. This

Recycled lids 
are sometimes hard to check, so I use 
them only with foods that are canned 
easily, such as pickles, jams, ketchups. 


B Processes 


The choice of the process you use de- 
pends upon the food to be canned. The 
key to success and safety for all lies in 
fanatical cleanliness. Botulism spores are 
airborne, with an affinity for dust. 
Washing can defeat them. They refuse 
to grow in the presence of acid, so acidic 
foods like tomatoes and fruits have a 
natural advantage. If the food has no 
acid, you have to supply the advantage 
with higher processing temperatures. So: 
Pressure-can all soups, stocks, non-acid 
vegetables, or foods containing meat, to 
make sure that the temperature rises 
well above the 212°F of boiling water. 
When possible, I splash in a little lemon 
juice or vinegar for acid. Pressure can- 
ning may turn fruits to mush, and they 
contain substantial amounts of 
acid anyway, so use boiling water 
baths for fruits, for tomatoes, or 
pickles. To some acidic fruits 
and vegetables, more acid or oth- 
er preservatives like sugar are 
added in the cooking process. So

Fill jars to within 
Y, inch of the top, check rims for clean- 
liness, and screw lids on firmly without 
wrenching them on. Water should come 
about halfway up the sides of the jars. 
Most foods are processed at 10 pounds, 
but check your instruction book. Timing 
starts when the weight begins to jiggle. 
When processing is finished, turn off the 
heat and let the canner sit until pressure 
dies down naturally. Do not force it by 
running cold water over the pot. When 
all the pressure is gone, but before the 
canner gets cool, take the jars out. Do 
not tighten the lids. They may appear to 
boil furiously for a few minutes, and that 
reassuring "pop" may be slow in com- 
ing, but persevere. Check for seals when 
the jars are cool. 


ll Boiling water bath 
For foods that are boiling hot when you 
put them into the water bath, use any 
kind of jar, filling to within // inch of 
the top. Check rims for cleanliness, then 
screw on lids, not too tight (those with 
glass tops should be fastened only by the 
bail over the top; the locking bail should 
not be fastened). Submerge; water 
should be an inch over the tops. 
Processing time starts when the water 
in the canner returns to a rolling boil. 
When it is finished, remove the jars from 
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lids firmly without forcing. Lock the 
bails on glass-topped jars. Let cool and 
check for seal. 

For cold-packed foods, like fruits put 
into the jars before cooking, use only 
standard canning jars because the seal is 
a little trickier. Fill to within 1 inch of 
the top (cold food expands more). 
Again, remove from the water bath and 
tighten the lids when processing ends, 
then let cool. 


ll Hot pack 


This method is for foods with vinegar 
or large amounts of preservative (sugar 
or honey) in them. Put any empty jar 
in a kettleful of boiling water to sterilize; 
boil 15 minutes. Put the lids in a sauce- 
panful of boiling water. Heat the food 
to boiling. With tongs, take a jar out of 
the water, pour food through a canning 
funnel to within '/, inch of the top (less 
head space is needed for precooked 
foods). Check the rim for cleanliness. 
Take a lid out and without touching the 
inside, screw it on. Set aside and wait 
for the “pop” while you can the next jar. 
Let cool, check for seal. 

Canning can actually be seductive: 
you get carried away and can everything 
in sight. But some foods lose substantial 
flavor in the process and are much better 
frozen—corn, peas, beans, broccoli, 
cauliflower, and green peppers (chop 
them up for easy winter use, then 
freeze). Herbs can also be frozen, or 
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the oven, with the heat off after you 
bake other food. Leave overnight, then 
crumble and store in jars (baby food jars 
work well) in the morning. Toaster ov- 
ens set on the “warm” cycle will also 
dry herbs, or you might consider build- 
ing a small solar dryer. 


B Storage 

If you don’t have a pantry, shelves to 
hold home canning can be built into sur- 
prising spaces: Along the sides of halls, 
or closets, or stairways—shelves only 6 
inches deep will hold two rows of jars. 
On open shelves home canning is deco- 
rative; or sliding or louvered doors can 
cover them up. The only qualifications 
for storage space are that it be out of 
direct light and away from direct 
sources of heat. Home-canned foods will 
last as long as store-canned ones, but 
after a year may lose color and vitamins. 

Never store the jars with the rings on 
or the wire bails locked. Sometimes food 
is forced into the ring during processing, 
and if the ring is not removed, the food 
remains, either spoiling or drying to 
freeze the ring in place—making the jar 
very hard to open. Jars should be rinsed 
off before they’re stored to prevent this. 
The second reason for removing the ring 
is to prevent explosions in case of spoil- 
age. If a seal comes unstuck (possible 
reasons are too much heat in the storage 
area, or a tiny particle of food stuck on 
the rim that lets spoilage in) you want 
to know it, and it is easy to check if the | 
ring is off—just tap the tops of your jars | 
occasionally. If any one gives, it has lost 
its seal (throw the food out). With a ring 
in place, spoilage might proceed, devel- 
oping and trapping gases that could | 
cause the jar to explode. 

Label everything when you store it. 
Believe it or not, you will forget what’s 
inside, even with the glass sides to help 
you see. Canned tomatoes can look very 
similar to spaghetti sauce, and apple and 
pear sauces are almost identical, espe- 
cially to a child sent to “bring me one 
of those jars on the bottom shelf." 


ll insurance 
If there is any mold, scum, or discolor- 
ation in a jar when you open it, throw} 
it all out and sterilize the jar very care- 
fully before using it again. Do not taste 
the food. The consequences are too se- 
rious to play with. If you want to make 
doubly-sure, boil canned foods 15 min- 
utes. No botulism toxin can survive that, 
and most foods are none the worse for 
it. If you are careful in processing, spoil- 
age should not be a major problem. 1 
can perhaps 400 jars a year, and throw 
out two or three—and I'm finicky. 


E Eating 

Home canning has nutritional benefits— 
you know what's in it, for one thing. 
You can control amounts of salt, sugar. 
and also the quality of the ingredients.

L] Snip the herbs up, using 
what's available in amounts 
that seem right—for instance, 
Y» cup parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls 
thyme, 2 tablespoonfuls of ei- 
ther basil or oregano (one 
should dominate), 1  table- 
spoonful of the underdog. Dried 
herbs can be substituted— 
halve the amounts. Add, with 
the crumbled bay leaves, to the 
kettle. Add salt and peppers 
(black for body, red for zest). 
Simmer another hour. 

O At this point, decide whether 
you want to simmer the sauce 
down to the thickness you like, 
or whether you will process it 
immediately. It can be sim- 
mered down or thickened with 
tomato paste when you open 
the jar.

You're paying a lot more for energy of 
all kinds these days—oil, gas and elec- 
tricity cost double (and in some cases, 
nearly triple) what they ran you just a 
few short years ago. The higher cost of 
energy is also reflected in the price of 
everything else you buy—energy-related 
price hikes have been shooting out of 
sight recently.

How to choose new windows 


The important points to consider 


ew windows can cut 
the cost of heating and 
cooling by up to 30 
percent if purchased 
from a reliable manu- 
facturer and properly installed by a con- 
tractor. Exactly how much you save 
depends on where the windows are 
placed, what kinds of glass and hardware 
are used, and how they are decorated 
from the inside. When choosing a win- 
dow, consider how easy it is to operate 
and maintain, how much privacy will be 
allowed, how it can be decorated, and 
how it will look in your house or apart- 
ment. To help you choose the window 
that's right for you, here are the basics. 


ll Window Styles 


There are a variety of window styles. 
Some open up and down, some slide 
sideways, some swing in or out. And 
some don't open at all. Starting with 
these basics, you can combine window 
styles to fit your own needs and taste. 
Because of differences in materials, sizes, 
and installation costs, prices will vary. 
For a standard-sized 36-by-68-inch dou- 
ble-hung window, expect to pay from 
$200—-$500 including installation. 


Double hung: The window familiar to 
most people. In the "colonial" 4—6 pane 
style, good for older or traditional 
houses. Consists of two sashes (the fixed 
or moving frames that contain the glass) 
hung vertically, with a balance mecha- 
nism that allows them to slide easily up 
or down. Can also be installed with one 
sash fixed, the other movable—called a 
"single hung" window. Some models are 
made so that sashes tilt in for easy clean- 
ing of the outside of the glass. (They are 
generally not as weathertight, however.) 


Picture/fixed glass: Large or small ex- 
panse of glass that doesn't open. 


Casement: Windows that are hinged at 
the sides like French doors (but usually 
swing out). Most crank open and shut 
with a handle; some are simply hinged, 
with a pole to keep them open 


Storm windows: For existing single- 


glazed windows, storms are still very ef- 
fective, providing the original window is 
weathertight. Storm windows can be in- 
stalled from the inside or outside. Inside 
storms need not be as weathertight as

Ihe Great American 
Decorating Tradition 


ince the beginning of our country, America has had 
a love affair with wood. Yet new generations have the 
tendency to think—just as they invariably do about 
sex—that they have discovered it for the first time. 
But the great popularity that wood is now enjoying 
is often accompanied by an uncertainty about how to 
use wood to its best advantage in interior design. 

As with all other natural materials, there is long 
experience and accumulated wisdom in adapting 
wood to our needs, both physically and visually. One 
of the reasons that synthetics have been the medium 
of so much poor design is that those substances often 
have no inherent form to suggest how best to use 
them. But not so with wood: It has life. It “speaks” 
to us and inspires us. The timeless ways of handling 
wood remain constant despite changes in style and 
differences in personal preference. 

*Hence the lively pleasure in what are called tim- 
berhouses," wrote the American naturalist and author 
John Burroughs almost 100 years ago. In his classic, 
though neglected, book Signs and Seasons, published 
in 1886, Burroughs spoke with great love and under- 
standing of how to use wood in a house: 

*The natural color and grain of wood give a rich- 
ness and simplicity to an interior that no art can make 
up for. How the eye loves a genuine thing; how it 
delights in the nude beauty of the wood! A painted 
surface is a blank, meaningless surface; but the texture 
and the figure of the wood is full of expression. . . 

“The eye soon tires of sharp, violent contrasts. In 
general, that which is striking or taking at first sight, 
is to be avoided in interior finishings or decorations, 
especially in the main or living rooms. In halls, a more 
pronounced style is permissible, and the contrast of 
walnut with pine, or maple or oak, is more endurable. 
"What one wants in his living room is a quiet, warm 
tone, and the main secret of this is dark furniture and 
hangings, with a dash of color here and there. . . 

Wood with a dash of color here and there was the 
basic decorating solution of the first American set- 


tlers, and it has remained a constant de: inspiration 
ever since. Those first immigrants built w« rs 
out of necessity. They merely added the htly col. 


ored possessions they brought with | and that, 


for the most part, was that. Later Americans built 
wood houses for practicality. The abundance and va- 
riety of wood in early America made the selection of 
brick, stone, or painted surfaces more a matter of sta- 
tus than of need. Today we build wood houses for 
pleasure and value. People love the warmth and se- 
curity that wood gives, the feeling of permanence and 
quality that it imparts. And that feeling runs across 
the whole experience of American decorating today. 


ne of the most important things to remember in 
using wood with color is to recognize that wood is 
color. Many people tend to think of wood as being 
only brown, or perhaps even just a dark neutral tone, 
rather than embracing a whole spectrum of colors. 
With the exception of blue—that color that appears 
so infrequently in nature—wood comes in just about 
every other color of the rainbow: Red, orange, yellow, 
green, and even purple woods exist naturally, without 
stain or paint. The ways to use wood most effectively 
with color vary almost as much as do the woods them- 
selves. There are no hard-and-fast rules for the best 
colors to use with wood, but one thing is certain: If 
you deal with wood as color, you are much more like- 
ly to find another color that brings out its best qual- 
ities for interior decorating. 

The pages that follow are filled with dozens of ideas 
for showing off the wood in your rooms to the very 
best advantage. Not all of us have wood-paneled walls, 
or parquet floors, or exposed wooden beams, or the 
other "dream" components that often come to mind 
when we think about living with wood. But very few 
of our houses or apartments are without some major 
decorative element made of wood, which can be en- 
hanced and given new life through the inventive use 
of color. We are drawn to wood in the same way we 
are drawn to sunlight, to flowers, to fragrance. For 


hundreds of years wood has remained a constant in 
American interior design, and it might in fact be 
America's great contribution to decorating. Never be- 
fore has so much wood been used with so much in- 
genuity and originality. It’s easy to see why the great 
decorating ideas of today are centered on wood—and 
why you are drawn to them. So are we 
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decorating with

Sheathed in a corrugated steel shell, layered with chain-lin 
fencing, bristling with unfinished plywood, and glinting wit 
wire-mesh glass, this house is a jolting contrast with the sedat 
clapboard and shingle buildings nearby. It wasn't always th: 
way, though. The house started out in the 1920s much lik 
the other neat bungalows in its pleasant neighborhood. ! 
stayed that way until two years ago, when it was transforme 
by its new owner, an architect with a very unconventional sen: 
of design. 

Needless to say, not all of his neighbors are thrilled by the 
proximity to the strangest house in Santa Monica. The arch 
tect and owner of this mecca for the curious, the astonishec 
and the outraged recalls a recent confrontation with a ma 
who lives across the street from the house. “I don't like it, 
said the neighbor as he stared at Gehry's property. “I’m nc 
mad that you put it there," he added, “but I don't understan 
it and I don't like it." “But look at your house,” the architec 
countered, pointing to the man's chain-link-fenced backyar 
which was filled with the upended hulls of boats covered i 
tarpaulins. “Now that's an eyesore, if you want my opinion. 
"But that's different," Gehry's neighbor shot back. “That 
normal stuff." 

Frank Gehry isn't interested in “normal stuff." His arch 
tecture is very likely the most unorthodox building design bein 
done by a first-rate architect in America today—this at a tim 
when many other architects are returning to the belief th: 
architecture should have forms rooted in tradition. They fe 
that a house ought to have a pitched roof, a prominent fror 
door, a hearth and a chimney to symbolize “home.” But nc 

rank Gehry. “It’s nonsense to think that you can step ot 
of your own time," he insists. “Art has got to reflect what 
happening around you if it's going to have any meaning. 
While other designers are trying to reforge links to our a! 
chitectural past, Gehry is happily breaking the chains. If ou 
society is confusing, sometimes violent, and torn by uncertaint 
and change, then according to Gehry's belief so must be th 
buildings we inhabit. This is the basis of his bold approac 
to architecture. 

Therefore his houses don't look like other houses, nor hi 
museums like other museums, and often his buildings don 
even seem much like buildings at all. They might resemble 
construction site abandoned when the builders went bankrup! 
or a lumberyard vandalized by a rampaging teen-age gang 
Would most people see Gehry's work as the painstakingh: 
crafted inventions of an environmental sculptor? No. But that’ 
precisely what Frank Gehry's buildings are. We can start t: 
understand his startling designs by looking at the influence 
that have shaped the man who is causing a quiet revolutio: 
in American architecture. 

Once, while driving on the freeways that encircle Los An 
geles like a dazzling concrete web, it occurred to Frank Gehr

hat developer-built houses in large subdivisions usually looked 
etter before they were completed. Their plain, unfinished 
vood frames had more appeal to him than the falsely-nostalgic 
tyles— Tudor Half-Timber, Pismo Beach Pueblo, French 
'armhouse Fantasy—in which they were eventually clad. In 
| way, Gehry was responding to the traditional California love 
f wood in architecture. Since the flourishing of the so-called 
-alifornia Stick Style around the turn of the century, the skill- 
ul, imaginative handling of wood has been one of the most 
redominant characteristics in West Coast house design. 

But Frank Gehry is also a child of his times, and along with 
iis love of wood he shares an attraction to modern machine- 
nade materials. "High Tech" goods such as corrugated steel, 
'hain-link fencing, wire-mesh glass, and prefabricated building 
lements are often used by Gehry with almost chaotic abandon. 
Je likes to play off the cold glitter of those materials against 
he natural warmth of wood. This sometimes strident rift be- 
ween the organic and the technological, between the harmo- 
tious and the dissonant, between cheapness and craftsmanship, 
s typical of his work. 

His own house (where he lives with his wife and two small 
.hildren) is a good case in point. Although it is strong visual 
nedicine on the outside, inside it is as soothing as a cup of 
10t herbal tea. The interiors of Gehry’s remodeled house at 
irst seem to be uncompleted, with exposed lath wall slats 
tripped of their plaster coating. But after you've been there 
or a while, the strangeness begins to wear off, and one is quite 
asily taken in by Gehry's wonderful way with interior space. 
softly dappled light filters in from the oddly positioned win- 
lows and skylights. Seating areas enclosed like old-fashioned 
nglenooks encourage intimate conversation. Charming Mis-

sion Style details such as fireplaces and windows (kept intact 
from the original incarnation of the house) remind one of an 
earlier, gentler age in California. Though you'd never suspect 
it from the exterior, Frank Gehry knows how to design a hu- 
man, livable house. 

Other of his house designs are equally surprising. His Wag- 
ner house on a Malibu hillside looks as though it has started 
to slip in a dangerous L.A. mudslide. A beach house near Los 
Angeles resembles many of its neighbors—except for its roof, 
which is strewn with planks that recall the random forms of 
a game of pick-up-sticks. And his project for the house of an 
L.A. psychiatrist has an entry drawbridge that the owner can 
pull up behind him. Let it not be said that Frank Gehry is 
stuck in a creative rut. 

The Toronto-born 51-year-old architect started out studying 
art at the University of Southern California in Los Angeles. 
His education explains his sculptural, experimental approach 
to a profession that has generally moved slowly in the devel- 
opment of new artistic directions. Gehry calls his design meth- 
od “hands-on’’—a revealingly sculptural term. By this he 
means that he likes to continually reshape his projects—both 
physically and mentally—while they are in the making, as op- 
posed to many other architects who proceed from an intel- 
lectual concept and cling to it from inception to completion. 

But Frank Gehry also has a very practical, businesslike side. 
Since starting his own architectural practice in the early 1960s, 
he has collaborated with several large corporate clients. These 
firms have provided him with enough work to allow him the 
luxury of accepting the smaller, relatively unprofitable com- 
missions in which his most advanced architectural thinking has 
been developed.

A garden to enjoy 
year-round indoors 
doesn’t have to be in a 
greenhouse, though it 
can look as lush. A 
light and airy room, or 
an enclosed terrace, or 
even a well-lit corner 
or wall (see the 
waterfall rockery, page 
118) can become a 
garden, and not at 
great expense. 

Take a look at all 
the potted plants in 
your house. Why not 
group them in one 
place to create an 
indoor garden? Put 
plants on gravel or 
stone. Or conceal the 
pots in troughs. Or 
take the plants out of 
pots altogether and 
root them in planters 
filled with potting soil, 
sphagnum peat moss, 
and perlite. When 
plants are grouped, 
watering goes faster, 
humidity is boosted, 
and your plants grow 
more exuberantly. 
Your extra reward is a 
healthier environment 
for your family, guests. 
An indoor garden/ 
family room, right, 
embraced by a glass- 
walled living room and 
dining room, gives the 
whole house a garden 
view. “It began as a 
patio with a grape 
arbor," says Mrs. John 
W. Cherry of Atlanta, 
Ga., "but the family 
got tired of hauling 
plants indoors in fall, 
outdoors in spring."

It was a dream, or rather Beverly Jacomini's singlehanded, long- 
headed desire *‘to turn back the clock" that birthed the farm. **I could 
see the handwriting on the wall 10 years ago. Houston was growing out 
from under us, and we all were getting caught up at a maddening, 
hectic pace. We just had this instinct to retum to something with a 
sense of permanence, a piece of the past, where we could appreciate 
again what the land has to offer," says this fourth-generation Texan, 
the founding partner of Jacomini, Holley and Tolleson, a Houston 
interior design firm with Southwest and international jobs. 

Words tumble impulsively from her, bubbling like her nature. As 
pretty inside as she is outside, Beverly Jacomini is a golden Texas girl 
who won all the prizes in school and managed to keep her modesty and 
her feet on the ground. Husband Tommy, whose rugged good looks 
and good-ole-boy manner fit the universal Tall Texan image, is co- 
owner along with Browne Rice of the Hofbrau, possibly the best little 
steakhouse in Texas, where Beverly's decorative honky-tonk interiors 
are as big a draw as the $6.95 T-bones. 

Purchasing their land first in a county where other Texans were 
making a concerned effort to preserve Texas's romantic I9th-century 
heritage, they went looking for a house and found it 25 miles down the 
road. Abandoned, derelict, a Southwestern version of Grey Gardens, 
the simple but early Texas frame house, built in 1857 for the Schramm 
family — German settlers fleeing economic/political difficulties in Eu- 
rope —the house had fallen on hard times and hadn't been lived in 
since the "30s 

“I wanted a simple country Texas house, nothing terribly preten- 
tious; | wanted a house that looked like it belonged to the land, '' recalls 
Beverly, who immediately fell in love with the feel of the broken-down 
farmhouse’s gracious, spacious rooms and the solemn, quasi- Amish 
coloring of the walls’ original paint.

erected. ''By now I was crazy about the house; I couldn't wait 
get started on it 


owever, the truth was that it sn't the 
best of financial times for the Ja 
ominis— both had started up indepen 
dent careers and there were three small 
children to raise. Still Beverly turned her 
purposefully-deaf ears to Tommy we 
can't afford it" pleas and talked a 
banker friend into loaning her the moncy 
to buy the farmhouse. As Tommy is the 
first to admit: She had the brains. I give 
her all the credit and I let her do it all. If not for Beverly 
we wouldn't have the farm today. She pushed me into it, thank 
goodness!” 

Closing the deal in December of 1970, on Christmas Eve of that 
first year, Beverly received a disturbing '*one side is okay but the 
other is only good for firewood'' call from the housemover 
**Don't touch it; I'll be right up" — words she was to repeatedly 
repeat during the five-year-long reconstruction. Her headstrong 
determination began to be known as the "Stick with it —it' s worth 
it" philosophy, and it did produce a happy ending 

Surviving a complicated move, cut in half and with its wide 
overhanging roof removed, the farmhouse arrived at its new loca 
tion only to be greeted unhospitably by a heavy, week-long rain 
spell that had the Jacominis worried the stencils and old wall colors 
would float away. (They didn't.) 

Instead what was left was a mildewed mess, coated with 115 
years of grime and debris, an ugly, discouraging sight that caused 
Tommy Jacomini to want to ''burn it up," until Beverly prevailed 
hopefully, yet again. Once the house dried out, a pioneer-like spirit 
swept the entire family, who camped outside with pallets and picnic 
baskets. Early Kodak photos show the children, true towheads in 
carpenter aprons, toddling around with numbered house boards in 
their small hands 

Hiring a local carpenter, a neighboring farmer, to follow the 
scheme she'd drawn up, she met many setbacks and delays bx 
cause hay had to be baled and crops planted or kids" teeth fixed. An 
unexpected find turned out to be father-in-law Victor Jacomini, a 
retired Houston chemical engineering executive, who took over as 
co-contractor, mathematically figured out every inch of the old 


house and stripped every single door down. ''"The farm couldn't 
have been done without Granddaddy,” they insist 

During these rough, slightly uncomfortable, homesteading 
days, the artesian- well-fed lake was dug to help cool off workers of 
all ages from the broiling, relentless Texas sun. And it was this 
period when the Jacominis met their ''best friend in the coun 
try" —Ma Simmons, whose idea of a Welcome Wagon was to

Here, my brother and sister and I 
eminisce over a late breakfast about 
iarvests past—of how suddenly the 
Tops would all ripen at once—of the 
resh gathered produce, brought into the 
ütchen and back porch, covering the 
loor and leaving only a narrow path to 
nove across. Back then the air would 
e filled with the mixed fragrance of 
vild grapes, elderberries, plums, late 
yeaches, melons, cantaloupes, and the 
arthy smells of freshly dug potatoes, 
ind wine fermenting under the kitchen 
able. In those days, as you approached 
he kitchen you were greeted by wide- 
pen doors and windows that had nei- 
her screens nor glass (the windows were 
losed only on days when it rained with 
| sliding wooden shutter); and strangely 
'nough I don't remember ever being pes- 
ered by flies. 

nside, the kitchen hummed with 
activity. It was basically a large 
room with a wood cookstove, a 
work table, a dining table with 
split-oak chairs with caned seats, 
and a long bench for children to 
sit on. The walls were decorated 
with every kind of utensil, and 
jried herbs, orange peel, interesting 
jleces from the harness of a favorite 
arm horse, and the shell of a terrapin. 
Baskets of fruits and vegetables, stacks 
of canning jars and kettles lay all around 
he feet of friends and neighbors who 
dropped in to chat and help out. As chil- 
dren, the six of us were happy to have 
neighbors join us, because it took some 
of Mother's attention away from us, and 
we could stop peeling, chopping, fetch- 
ing, and carrying for a while. 

Mother knew how to successfully

fruits were cooked first, then poured into 
cotton bags and hung overnight to drip 
into crocks. Next day, most of the juice 
was used to make jelly or wine, and 
some was canned to be turned later into 
fruit gelatin or fruit drink. 

In any spare minutes we would be 
paring peaches and tomatoes. And all 
this time, the canning jars with their 
zinc tops and rubber rings sat on the 
back of the stove in a pot of boiling wa- 
ter until we were ready to fill them. Be- 


forehand we had rounded up all the 
! empty jars and tops and washed them 
well (1 ther did the final washing). 

| Jai t zinc tops lasted 
E anything away, 

rs year after year 
ir w days of canning were 
hecti als whenever we 


could—ham biscuits, leftover dishes 
from canning, baked tomatoes, apple 
sauce, peach cobbler, ears of corn roast- 
ed in the oven. After the most perishable 
produce was processed, preserves were 
sugared down and left overnight to draw 
the juices out. So when they were set to 
cook the next morning, no water was 
needed. Next came chow chow pickles, 
Mother's favorite. Cucumbers were tak- 
en out of brine, washed well in cold wa- 
ter, and placed in a kettle lined with 
grape leaves. Then they were cooked 
(covered in water) until tender, drained, 
cooked again in a sweet spicy vinegar 
syrup, and left to marinate overnight be- 
fore canning. There were other pickles, 
too, that needed to be prepared and left 
to set overnight—watermelon rind, 
peach, and Seckel pear. 
ome ways of preserving and 
canning in the countryside 
can't be duplicated. Mother 
would sometimes take a walk 
along the stream or into the 
field and return with a whole 
cup ot berries she could add 
to the fruit she had already set 
to cook. These two-fruit preserves were 
served only on special occasions. 

At the end of each day, more and 
more table space was taken up with the 
newly canned fruit and vegetables. It 
was as colorful as can be—yars of bright 
red tomatoes, yellow canned corn, jade 
green string beans, blackberries, clear 
ruby-red jellies, the orange of cantaloupe 
preserves. After pickling and preserving 
slowed down came the job of wiping the 
jars off and labeling. The labels con- 
tained notes, such as the fields or aban- 
doned orchards the ingredients were 
picked from—fields or orchards were of- 
ten named for the persons that had 
owned them. 

The end of September brought most 
of the canning to a close. We would look 
over our freshly put-up supply and 
count what we had finished so far. It 
would run to 700 or 800 jars! One al- 
ways had to look ahead. We had no su- 
permarkets to buy from; everything 
except sugar and kerosene was produced 
on the farm. (As a matter of fact, when 
canned goods did appear in the markets, 
we were afraid to eat them because of 
the danger of ptomaine poisoning.) 

When the end of September ap- 
proached and the crops were pretty 
much in, we looked forward to schoo! 
opening for the fall session. These were 
the cabbage-beating days.

In a small piece of cheesecloth, 
tie a bay leaf, some parsley stems 
(dried, from above), a garlic 
clove, a whole clove or two, and 
some whole black peppercorns. 

The Italians use three basic in- 
gredients so often they have a 
name for the combination: trifo- 
lati. Sauté minced garlic in olive 
oil until pale gold, then add a 
generous amount of chopped 
parsley. If you have a batch of 
this on hand, you already have 
a head start on a number of Ital- 
ian recipes. It should keep in the 
refrigerator, tightly covered, for a 
few weeks.

costly varietal bottling lies a class of use- 
ful wines that lacks a useful name. You 
can call them premium jug, or better still, 
super-generic wine. And the consumer 
who gets to know them will discover 
some of the best buys on the market to- 
day for pleasurable everyday drinking. 
Even though they have no connection 
with European vineyard regions, these 
wines often carry generic titles like Cha- 
blis, Burgundy, Rhine, or Sauternes. 
Such a name simply means that the 
American maker tried to blend his wine 
to resemble the style of its distant Eu- 
ropean cousin. The Europeans dislike 
the practice, but it’s been going on for 
over 100 years, and there is little they 
can do about it. They should, however, 
approve of a recent development: As 
American winemakers have gained in 
skill and confidence, some have tossed 
aside the crutch of a European name and 
called their products Red or White Ta- 
ble Wine, added the state or county 
where the grapes are grown, and some- 
times a vintage date. Such straightfor- 
ward nomenclature is usually, but not 
always, a sign of a well-made bottle. 
Another characteristic of better gener- 
ic wines is that they are blended from 
several grape varieties. Many people be- 
lieve a fine wine can only be varietal— 
but they are mistaken. Blending is al- 


most as old as winemaking, and it is part 
of producing some of the world’s most 
famous wi! Ihe great Bordeaux reds 
are thought of as Cabernet Sauvignons, 
but they also contain taming doses of 
Merlot, Caberr Franc, Petit Verdot, 


and Malbec grap imilarly, reds from 
Cháteauneuf-di ire made from 
about a dozen disti: pe varieties, of 
which the Syrah is m nportant.

Among the California pioneers of 
blending grape varieties, giving them 
no-nonsense names, and selling them 
at fair prices are Bernard Fetzer and 
Robert Mondavi. Fetzer Vineyards 
Mendocino County Premium Red 
($2.59*) is a nonvintage bargain with 
a dark ruby color, clean bouquet, 
and full-bodied taste. This fruity, 
gutsy wine will hold up to any food, 
including steaks and stews. Fetzer's 
California Premium White ($2.59) is 
clean and dry, fruity from its Chenin 
Blanc grapes, and assertive. It carries 
a hint of the soil where the grapes 
are grown. Robert Mondavi's 
California Red Table Wine ($3.19) is 
dark in color, berry-like in bouquet, 
and mouth-filling—rounded and not 
overly dry. 


Beaulieu Vineyards, which is noted 
for fine varietal wines, has invaded the 
premium jug market with a successful 
Napa Valley Chablis and Napa Valley 
Burgundy, each $5.99 for 1.5 liters. 
The Chablis is pale, clean, pleasant, 
and fruity, recalling a German wine 
though a bit dryer. Its fruitiness lends 
it to apéritif use or sipping in the 
garden. The Burgundy, also 
nonvintage, is well made with a small 
clean bouquet and a rather dry taste. 
Beaulieu's 1976 Napa Valley Burgundy 
($3.59 for a standard bottle) is dry, 
austere, and of good quality. It will 
profit from another year in the cellar.

With its 1977 Classic California 
Red Table Wine ($3.79), The 
Monterey Vineyard aimed high, 
using only Cabernet, Zinfandel, and 
Pinot Noir grapes.

grapes. Another top-rank producer, 
Trefethen, offers Eschot White Table 
Wine ($4.49), a nonvintage blend of 
Chardonnay and White Riesling that 
resembles an expensive pure 
Chardonnay—this is an excellent 
value for the price. 


Wente Bros. contributes a pair of 
winners. Its California Chablis ($2.99) 
is light gold with a grassy bouquet, 
probably from the Sauvignon Blanc 
grape, and is full-bodied and flavorful. 
In style it is far from Chablis, 
resembling a French Sancerre but less 
dry. Wente’s Le Blanc de Blancs 
($2.79) is a multipurpose wine and a 
fine bargain. It has a touch of green in 
its color, a bit of Chenin Blanc in its 
bouquet, and a clean, refreshing, not- 
too-dry flavor. It is a good apéritif and 
summer wine, one that goes with light | 
foods and can even be served with 
soufflés and desserts. 


Parducci's 1978 Mendocino 
Chablis ($3.79) is quite successful 
with its pale color, fruity bouquet, 
and clean dry taste. It’s wine for | 
aperitif time and to serve with food. — 
The same maker produces a 1977 | 
Burgundy ($4.99 for a 1.5 liter jug) | 
that is dry, attractive, with good 
body. Three more useful and 
inexpensive California Burgundies 
come from Sebastiani ($2.49), 
Almaden ($2.59), and Los Hermanos 
($2.39). They are sound and well- 
made and actually gain in appeal 
when they are cooled in the 
refrigerator for 30 minutes, making 
them good choices for hearty 
outdoor meals and picnics. 


Two standbys that remain 
dependable values are Gallo Chablis 
Blanc ($2.29), a clean, pale, fresh all- 
purpose white, and Paul Masson’s 
Emerald Dry ($3.19).

Its pale golden color, flowery bouquet, 
and slightly sweet taste recall a 
German table wine—for sipping 
and luncheons, good with quiches 
and omelets. 


From Washington State comes 
Chateau Ste. Michelle 1977 Chablis 
($3.79), a golden semisweet wine. 
Not at all what one thinks of as 
Chablis, it is nevertheless interesting 
in the German style and worth 
trying with luncheons or desserts. On 
the opposite coast, Maryland has 
become a good source of appealing, 
young red wines that are being made 
in the style of French Beaujolais: 
fresh, fruity, and grapey. Boordy 
Vineyards’ 1979 Maryland Red Wine 
($2.99) is light in color and body, 
resembles a French country wine, 
and is eminently drinkable at 
picnics. Montbray Wine Cellars’ Red 
Table Wine ($3.95) tastes the way an 
imported Beaujolais should but often 
doesn't. It is dark red, youthful, 
grapey-fresh in bouquet, and mouth- 
filling. It’s a perfect example of row 
American producers are mastering 
the technique of making wines 
meant to be consumed within a year 
of harvest. Pricey Beaujolais growers 
will face stiff competition. 


Because their classic wines, such as 
estate-grown Bordeaux and Burgundy, 
have soared in price, French shippers 
have tried to hold their share of the 
American market by sending over their 
proprietary blends, some of which are 
extremely good. The highly-regarded 
Beaujolais shipper Paul Beaudet offers 
a nonvintage blanc de blancs and a red, 
both called La Vignette and retailing 
for about $3.39. The white is light, 
clean, fruity, and extremely dry. It 
should be an appealing alternative to 
fanciers of authentic Chablis and 
Mácon Blanc who find those wines 
heavy on the pocketbook. The red is 
light-bodied and dry, resembling a 
Beaujolais, but softer. 


Other recommendable blends from 
French shippers include Pere 
Patriarche Blanc de Blancs ($3.39), a 
wine that's pale, fresh, and quite 
dry, perhaps too dry for some 
palates; Moreau Blanc ($3.59), a 
blend of wines from the Chablis and 


| Loire growing areas; Pichet d'Or 
' ($2.39), a soft, dry red table wine 
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that improves with a bit of chttting; 
Vignolle Red ($2.79), a Patrick 
Javillier selection that goes well with 
food; and Chantfleur White ($3.29), 
a pale, fresh, bone-dry wine that is 
nice as an aperitif or added toa 
tablespoon of creme de cassis (black 
currant liqueur) to produce the 
French drink called Kir. 


From Spain come two long-time 
favorites that seem to be becoming 
better values all the time. Torres Viña 
Sol 1978 ($2.99) is quality wine for the 
money—dry, clean, refreshing, and 
with a hint of earthy aftertaste. Torres 
Coronas 1976 red ($2.99) is a light- 
bodied, pleasant dry wine with good 
flavor. Many people are using it in 
place of that “‘nice little Burgundy" 
that used to cost $3 and now is $10. 


The bottlings mentioned above are 
only some of the worthwhile wines in 
the super-generic class. If you're 
willing to ask questions in the wine- 
shops, taste attentively, and make up 
your own mind, you can unearth 
many more valuable finds. W 
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food nor too much alcohol. 

Twenty or thirty years ago in many 
homes, the cook presented herself, with 
pen and paper, to the head of the house 
to discuss menus for the day. Today it 
is much more likely that the menu will 
be planned by a working wife or husband, 
not for tonight, but for tomorrow, the 
next day, or even for next week. The rev- 
olutionary way in which our lifestyle has 
changed (the scarcity of household help 
and the wherewithal to pay for it) means 
that we are compelled—unless our minds 
are made up to spend our lifelong eating 
hours in restaurants (good, bad, or indif- 
ferent and more than likely outrageously 
expensive)—to learn the gentle art of 
cooking. To be free to choose what to eat 
and when to eat it—this is an indescrib- 
able freedom, a freedom that resurrects 
the creative instinct, dormant in all of us. 
It is revolutionarily regenerative—mental 
and physical therapy.

Meat loaf de luxe 

One of my favorite summer dishes. Early 
on in my teaching career, I dared not 
include “meat loaf’ in my program—the 
young and insecure considered it much 
too plebeian and, to use their phrase 
"not good enough for company.” How 
wrong they were. To circle this knotty 
little problem, I gave it its French title} 
páté chaud, since that is what it is, pure 
and simple. Hot or cold, it is perfectly 
delicious and, dressed up, fit enough for 
the most discerning "company." If 
freezes reasonably well, but I’ve found 
that rarely is there enough left over tq 
warrant freezing. It keeps well under re 
frigeration for 5 or 6 days. Seal securely 
in plastic wrap to prevent moisture loss.

For best results, prepare and assemble 
the entire dish the day before.

I have 
cooked it and refrigerated it, then reheat- 
ed it the following day, but much of its 
freshness, both in color and flavor, was 
lost, so I do not recommend it.

When 
cool enough to handle, turn right side up. 
Remove 2 cabbage leaves and place one 
on top of the other on a flat surface. 
Spread filling over the leaves and roll them 
up. Place stuffed leaves, seam side down, 
in the vegetable sauce. Continue with re- 
maining leaves and filling. Cover pan and 
bake in a preheated 350* oven approxi- 
mately 45 minutes. 

O Remove stuffed leaves from pan with a 
slotted spoon and arrange on a serving 
dish. Pour liquid and vegetables over the 
cabbage rolls and garnish with finely 
chopped parsley. 


Queen of puddings 

Queen of puddings, much loved by Vic- 
torians and considered suitable for the 
nursery menu as well as everyday family 
fare, is a dessert I use with almost mo- 
notonous regularity. Its simple elegance 
fits my way of life, and it can be suc- 
cessfully prepared in advance, with the 
exception of the meringue topping, 
which takes on a “‘sat-on” appearance if 


baked too far ahead. The base, bread 
custard, and jam step may be prepared 
as much as a day ahead and refrigerated. 
Bring to room temperature by taking it 
out of the refrigerator an hour or so be- 
fore adding the meringue topping. Have 
the sugar measured, the oven preheated, 
and the egg whites at room temperature, 
and the final step should take no more 
than 5 minutes. 
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INGREDIENTS 

5 ounces fresh white or whole-wheat 
bread crumbs (about 9 slices bread, 
crusts removed) 

4 tablespoons vanilla sugar or 4 
tablespoons granulated sugar and 1 
teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 cups milk he 

4 tablespoons unsalted butter 

4 large egg yolks 

4 tablespoons black or red currant jelly, 
melted 

4 egg whites 

Pinch salt 

14 cup superfine sugar 

1 tablespoon superfine sugar for dusting 


METHOD 

L] Place bread crumbs and sugar in a 
bowl. Heat milk in a saucepan to just below 
its boiling point. Dissolve butter in the milk 
and add vanilla extract if vanilla sugar is 
not used. Pour the milk over the crumbs 
and mix lightly. Let sit about 10 minutes. 
Beat the egg yolks and mix into the crumbs 
and milk. 

O Pour the custard into a shallow buttered 
1-quart ovenproof dish and bake in a pre- 
heated 350° oven about 20 minutes, or un- 
til a knife inserted in the center comes out 
clean—cooking time will depend on the 
depth of the dish used. Do not overcook 
the custard, or it will be tough and will 
eventually begin to weep. Spread the melt- 
ed jelly gently over the baked custard, tak- 
ing care not to break the surface. 

O Beat the egg whites in a large bowl until 
soft peaks form. Add a pinch of salt and. 
continue beating while gradually adding 
half the 1⁄4 cup sugar. Fold in the remaining 
half of the sugar and pile the meringue on 
top of the custard. Sprinkle remaining ta- 
blespoon sugar over the meringue and re- 
turn the pudding to the 350° oven for 15. 
minutes, or until meringue browns. Serve 
hot or at room temperature. Serves 4-6. 


Individual Pizzas 
There was a time when nothing would 
induce me to eat pizza. I attribute the 
dislike to the fact that I was once offered 
a wedge of something closely resembling 
cardboard, smothered in an extremely 
unpleasant but colorful topping. Years 
later I decided to try making this Italian 
pie in my own kitchen and can now 
truthfully describe myself as being close 
to addiction. | 
The recipe for the crust is doubled or | 
trebled and rolled out quite thin, not for- 
getting that when baked its thickness 
will double. It is cut in rounds with a 
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| one-pound coffee can. Freeze the rounds 
i on a cookie sheet, then wrap airtight in 
plastic bags and freeze. The tomato and 
onion mixture freezes well in 1-quart 
glass jars. 

To use: Thaw out tomato and onion 
mixture and mix well before spreading 
on dough. You can use mozzarella, fon- 
tina, Port du Salut or Bel Paese cheese. 
To serve, spread about 2 tablespoons to- 
mato mixture on frozen dough circles— 
do not use too much, or it will spill over 
the edge. Top with sliced or grated 
cheese, 2 anchovy fillets in an “*x,” and 
] quartered ripe olive. For good mea- 
sure, add an extra sprinkling of cheese. 
Baking time should be no more than 15 
minutes in a preheated 400° oven. 
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INGREDIENTS FOR DOUGH 

8 ounces flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

34 ounce fresh yeast 

1 teaspoon sugar 

14 cup warm milk

O Cover with a clean towel and allow the 

dough to double in bulk—about 40 min- 

utes. 

METHOD FOR FILLING AND ASSEMBLY 

O Heat oil in a heavy skillet and cook the 

onion and garlic until soft and transparent. 

O Chop the tomatoes and add to the skil- 

let. Cook slowly about 10 minutes, or until 

the mixture is thick. Stir in the herbs and 

season to taste with salt and pepper. 

L] When dough has risen, beat it for a min- 

ute or two; shape it into 3-31/-inch rounds 

on a greased baking sheet. Cover dough 

rounds with the onion mixture to within an 

inch of edge. Sprinkle on cheese or ar- 

range slices, slightly overlapping, on top. 

Decorate with anchovy fillets and black ol- 

ives. Bake in top third of preheated 400 


oven 15 minutes. Serve piping hot. Makes 
about 12 pieces. 

Braised lamb knuckles 

After you cook the shanks, remove the 
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chilled cooking sauce, the dish is ready 
for freezing. Combine the meat and 
sauce in an airtight container and freeze. 

To use, thaw in refrigerator, then 
bring to room temperature in a suitable 
ovenproof dish. Add the orange juice 
and zest. Blend the potato flour with a 
little of the sauce or with water and stir 
into the casserole. Reheat in a preheated 
350° oven 30 minutes or so. Taste and 
adjust seasoning with salt and pepper. 
There have been times when a little 
more or less potato flour was needed— 
use your own judgment, but do not 
make the sauce too thick and cloying; 
aim for a creamy consistency. 
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INGREDIENTS 

1 cup flour 

1 tablespoon salt 

3-4 twists of peppermill 

6 lamb knuckles (shanks) 

Vegetable oil for searing 

3 cups lamb, chicken, or beef stock,

[] Heat 2 or 3 tablespoons oil in a large, 

heavy casserole with a lid and brown the 

lamb evenly all over. Pour the stock over 

the lamb. Add the tomato paste, garlic 

paste, bay leaf, and rosemary. 

[] Bring liquid to a boil, lower heat, cover 

the casserole, and simmer gently 1-114 

hours, or until the meat leaves the bone. 

O Take the knuckles out of the casserole 

and strip the meat from the bones. Chill 

the liquid left in the casserole and, when 

cold, remove the fat. Trim the lamb of fat 

and, if the pieces of meat are large, cut 

them in half. 

L] If the dish is not to be used in the near 

future, add the meat to the defatted liquid 

in the casserole and freeze. 

O To serve, blend the potato flour with a 

little of the casserole liquid or water and 

stir it into the casserole. Add the fresh 

kumquats or drained, jarred kumquats plus 

orange juice and zest and heat gently to 

thicken, stirring to make a smooth sauce. 

Season with salt and pepper, if needed. 

Serve very hot with rice or plain boiled po- 

tatoes and sprinkle with finely chopped 

parsley. Serves 6. 


Potato and celery root purée 
When celery root is out of season, sub- 
stitute diced, raw celery and grated lem- 
he potato purée. This gives 
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ful taste, which is so important. You can 
make this molded purée a day or two 
in advance—simply spoon purée into the 
prepared mold as directed, then place a 
piece of waxed paper on the surface of 
the purée so it won't dry out, wrap the 
mold in plastic wrap and refrigerate. Do 
not attempt to freeze it. To reheat, un- 
wrap, stand the mold in a roasting pan, 
pour in boiling water to come halfway 
up the side of the mold, cover with a 
piece of waxed paper, and heat 25-30 
minutes in a preheated 350° oven. 
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INGREDIENTS 

2 medium potatoes 

2 knobs celery root 
2-3 tablespoons butter 
Salt, pepper 

1-2 tablespoons cream 
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METHOD 

O Peel and dice the potatoes and celery 
root. Place in a heavy saucepan with about 
3/4 cup water, cover tightly, and simmer 15- 
20 minutes, or until tender. Drain and pass 
the potatoes and celery root through a 
sieve, ricer, or food mill to purée. Beat in 
the butter until the mixture is smooth. Sea- 
son to taste with salt and pepper. If the 
purée seems too dry, stir in a bit of cream. 
Butter a 1-quart mold generously, then 
sprinkle interior with dry breadcrumbs to 
coat. Spoon in the purée and smooth the 
top. Place mold in a roasting pan, pour in 
boiling water to come halfway up the sides 
of the mold, cover top with waxed paper, | 
and place in a preheated 350° oven 10-15 
minutes or until heated through. Unmold 
onto a serving platter and garnish with fine- 
ly chopped parsley. Serves 4-6. 


Brown-bread ice cream 
Brown-bread ice cream was a Victorian 
and Edwardian favorite and is a special- 
ty of Gunter's, one of London's most 
prestigious tea-shop, restaurant, and ca- 
tering companies, located at the Picca- 
dilly end of Park Lane. 

Bread crumbs may be toasted when 
there are a few minutes to spare—store 
until needed. You do not need an ice- 
cream freezer—just freeze the ice cream 
in any kind or shape of mold that takes 
your fancy. The mold may be lined with 
melted chocolate, but on the whole I 
prefer to freeze it unlined and, later, 
when the confection is turned out on à 
serving dish, to dribble some melted 
chocolate over it, enough so that it trick- 
les down the sides. Properly wrapped, 
the ice cream keeps indefinitely in the 
freezer and is a most welcome standby 
for when an unexpected guest appears.

Freeze in cake pans or in a pan lined with 
melted dark chocolate. Unmold onto a cold 
dish. 


Spaghetti squash with ham 
Spaghetti squash is aptly named and is 
one of Nature’s delightful surprises. It 
is unbelievably fine like angel’s hair spa- 
ghetti when cooked. If making this dish 
ahead, stir half the butter into the 
squash, then cover tightly and refriger- 
ate. Stir in the remaining butter, the 
ham, and seasonings when reheating. 
Reheat this dish slowly—the risk of 
scorching is lessened if reheating is done 
in an ovenproof covered dish in a pre- 
heated 325° oven for 20 minutes.

Deep-dish apple pie 

Most cooks who do a little baking from 
time to time know that refrigerated pies 
are not worth eating. However, if the pie 
is taken out of the refrigerator and 
brought to room temperature, then heat- 
ed in a preheated 300° oven for 10-15 
minutes, it takes a new lease on life. And 
that’s exactly what I do when I bake the 
pie ahead of time.

Roast a group of red or yellow sweet 
peppers in the broiler or on top of your 
gas range.

Parboil a pound or two of green 
beans, Brussels sprouts, or broccoli a 
couple of days ahead, and finish off just 
before a meal by sautéing with onions 
and/or garlic in butter or olive oil.

tor for a couple of weeks, or freeze and 
defrost as you need it. 

Compound butters can be used a num- 
ber of different ways arid are a cinch to 
use right from the freezer. All you do is 
soften some unsalted butter and blend, in 
the food processor or by hand, with any 
combination of seasonings which strikes 
your fancy—parsley, lemon, shallots, salt 
and pepper, for example. Those pink pep- 
percorns which are appearing more and 
more on our gourmet shelves can be 
mixed into butter with fresh herbs, or you 
can make a green peppercorn butter to 
use on meats. Let your palate inspire 
your creation. After mixing the butter 
and seasonings, roll with floured hands 
into a long cylinder and freeze in plastic 
wrap. Every time you need some, cut off 
a Slice to melt on hot food: broiled steaks, 
steamed vegetables, sautéed fish; or use 
to deglaze a pan in which you’ve cooked 
veal scallops or hamburgers. 

Create a make-ahead hollandaise in 
the food processor—blend three eggs, a 
stick of cold butter, and the juice of one 
lemon until the mixture looks like corn- 
meal; refrigerate. This will keep for a 
week or so. Every time you feel the need 
for a hollandaise lift, heat up as much 
as you need slowly in a double boiler, 
stirring until emulsified. Use over every- 
day vegetables or eggs Benedict for a 
Sunday brunch. 

To make variations on hollandaise: 
Add the zest and juice of an orange to 
use on asparagus, or add some lightly- 
whipped heavy cream and pour over 
cauliflower. 

Fancy cooking often seems formidable 
because of the variety of stocks and 
broths many recipes call for. You can 
simplify your cooking life tremendously 
by making only one kind and making it 
well—chicken stock is a good choice be- 
cause of its versatility. 

If you'd like to stockpile, so to speak, 
a big batch of chicken stock for future 
use, you can do so easily if you have 
saved chicken bones and gizzards in the 
freezer, along with vegetable trimmings 
and dried herbs. For example, those bags 
of innards which come with fresh whole 
chickens (minus the livers) can come 
right from the freezer and go into the 
stockpot along with the mushroom stems, 
carrot peelings and tops, celery leaves, 
the ends of onions. If necessary, add a 
handful or two of mirepoix. Add to this 
some water, a bouquet garni (from 
above), perhaps some thyme, a few black 
peppercorns, and a couple of whole 
cloves and simmer for an hour and a half. 

Some of this strained stock you can 
freeze as is, but it's also a good idea to 
reduce some io make meat glaze to en- 
rich sauces or zip up meat dishes. Sim-

Freeze this and use a tablespoon at a 
time—it's concentrated. 

If you need some chicken stock in a 
hurry, throw some bones into your pres- 
sure cooker with water and cook 20 min- 
utes. You'll be surprised at how rich this 
stock is. 

Make a big batch of roux to get start- 
ed on many sauces and soups. Melt some 
butter in a heavy saucepan and whisk 
in an equal amount of flour. Cook slowly 
about 10-15 minutes until the mixture 
turns a light blond color, and the smell 
of cooked flour is pronounced (like a 
cake baking). Store in the refrigerator, 
covered, for up to two weeks. 

Use this roux to make a velouté. Sim- 
ply heat up some roux, stir in ladlefuls 
of hot stock until you reach the consis- 
tency you need. At that point you can 
go on to a soup, with the addition of 
some meat and vegetables, or an egg- 
yolk/cream liaison, if desired, or a sauce 
for leftovers. 

Béchamel, or cream sauce, is another 
invaluable building block of good cook- 
ing. Begin with a roux, add some hot 
milk, pepper, nutmeg, thyme, and 
chopped onion, and cook for half an 
hour or so, then strain. If it needs thin- 
ning, add some stock. To keep in the re- 
frigerator up to a week and prevent a 
crust from forming, ladle a bit of stock 
over the top. 

For thin béchamel, use 1 tablespoon 
each butter and flour per cup milk; for 
medium, use 2 tablespoons each per cup 
milk. 

Once you have this base on hand, you 
can go on to a number of sauce vari- 
ations. For example, add egg yolks and 
any kind of hard cheese which has been 
grated and use on top of dishes and cas- 
seroles which you want to brown under 
the broiler. To custom-make a sauce for 
a specific dish, add some liquid from the 
dish you're making, some lemon juice, 
or other appropriate seasonings. 

To make an easy creamed vegetable 
soup, sauté some cooked leftover vege- 
tables (broccoli, for example), purée with 
some béchamel in a blender or food pro- 
cessor with seasonings, and reheat, add- 
ing stock to achieve the proper 
consistency. Mushroom soup can be 
made the same way, with or without pu- 
réeing, using the duxelles or porcini men- 
tioned above. 

Béchamel is also the base for almost 
every classic soufflé. To the amount of 
thick béchamel your recipe calls for, add 
the egg yolks and the rough purée you 
desire—vegetables, meat, or fruit—an: 
fold in the beaten egg whites. If you pia 
to use the béchamel for sweet th 
make sure it doesn't contain sa!

When converting fresh vegetable recipes for the microwave, 
Litton suggests: Omit water whenever the recipe calls for but- 
ter; always add fast-cooking vegetables—mushrooms, toma- 
toes—near the end of cooking time; remember to allow extra 
time for whole vegetables—cauliflower and cabbage. For 
stuffed vegetables, precook stuffing, then stuff and cook 
whole vegetables the same length of time as unstuffed veg- 
etables.

Outside there’s a gloriously rusted 
Spanish mission bell for calling everyone 
to meals or locating the kids, a weath- 
ered Ronaldo Maia rabbit standing stiff 
as a Vatican guard, protecting the herb, 
flower, and vegetable garden, and for a 
real touch of Texas farm life—the wash- 
er/dryer sitting exposed on the back 
porch for all the world to see and enjoy. 

Although the extended porch can fit 
100 people on it comfortably, Beverly, 
who loves to cook and garden while at 
the farm, does not like big parties, and 
Tommy, who parties nearly every night 
at the restaurant, welcomes the peace and 
quiet of the sensual countryside. Some- 
times the loudest thing they hear is a dirt- 
dobber making his soft, muddy nest. “Or 
we'll just sit out and watch the stars, so 
close and big out here you want to reach 
up and pick one," waxes Beverly about 
the place she so obviously loves. 

That the farm and its furnishings are 
“old” and that they can do things they 
can't do in their manicured, city neigh- 
borhood is what makes 5-J Farm so lov- 
able to the Jacomini children. Alone or 
with school pals brought up for the 
weekend, Tommy Jr., also known as 
Tom-Tom, rides his dirt bike on the 
dusty backroads and searches for birds' 
nests and arrowheads in the shallow 
creek, Kathy is on her horses or tram- 
poline out near the “unchinked” log-cab- 
in storage shed, and Joanie works on her 
tan from the advantage of a twig chaise 
longue or the lake's wooden dock. Even 
Joe, the 4-year-old sweetheart of a black 
Labrador, does his favorite thing at the 
farm—barks at rocks. 

"Someday" Beverly and Tommy talk 
wistfully of “retiring” to 5-J Farm. “This 
is a lifetime place, not done up so we can 
sell it; it’s a secure investment for our- 
selves, our children and our respective 
families,” she says. And he says: “I have 
plenty of worries and responsibilities, but 
when I’m on my land I relax and I don’t 
worry so much. It’s satisfying knowing 
Ive got a place to call my own. This 
house will never be sold." g

most extensive use to date ot his favorite 
material—spelling out the name of the 
project in letters several stories high. 
The building will become its own gigan- 
tic billboard, a far cry from the anon- 
ymous exteriors of most Amerioan 
shopping malls. 

Another good example of how Gehry 
creates the unexpected is his design for 
a new Children's Museum in Los An- 
geles. Most such institutions built in this 
country since 1960 have been spectacu- 
larly—and over-specifically—designed. 
Installations like Hardy Holzman 
Pfeiffer Associates' Brooklyn Children's 
Museum are like expensive Christmas 
toys that do just one thing: The child 
who gets them is initially enthralled, but 
is bored quickly, casting them aside to 
play with the box that they came in. 
Gehry's L.A. Children's Museum is like 
the box—abstract enough to encourage 
imagination and participation—with a 
messy kind of looseness that seems per- 
fectly attuned to the way in which kids 
really play and learn. Without any ques- 
tion, this is a place for them. 

Gehry’s healthy rethinking of expect- 
ed responses can be seen in other areas 
of design, too. Like several other avant- 
garde architects in America today, 
Gehry has tried his hand at furniture de- 
sign. In the early 1970s he devised a se- 
ries of chairs, tables, and even a planter 
and a rocker made from dozens of lam- 
inated layers of corrugated cardboard. 
All the pieces of furniture, constructed 
from continuous strips of the material, 
were surprisingly durable. Unlike much 
of the other “fun furniture” that was 
produced in the late '60s and early '70s, 
Gehry's idea offered an appealingly 
"Low Tech" alternative to the predomi- 
nantly plastic products then in vogue. 
Gehry's designs are now in the perma- 
nent collection of the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art in New York. He also designed 
much of the furniture in the offices of 
the Los Angeles law firm of Berger, 
Berger, Kahn, Shafton & Moss, the in- 
teriors of which he planned as well. 
Among his most effective designs there 
is that for the desk of an insurance fraud 
investigator. The visitor is seated in a 
low, Gehry-designed chair that faces the 
desk, one menacingly pointed corner of 
which is aimed directly at the heart of 
the claimant. The investigating attorney 
reports it to be a remarkably effective 
psychological device in helping to screen 
truth from prevarication. 

What direction is Gehry's work likely 
to take in the decade ahead? One excit- 
ing new development has been his recent 
experimentation with computer design. 
Because of the unusual forms of his ar- 
chitecture, Gehry has had to seek new 
ways that can help explain his work 
more effectively than the standard blue- 
prints. Models, which give a three-di- 


| mensional sense of space, are better than 


drawings, but they are slow and expen- 
produce. Thus when Information 
I nal, Inc., of Culver City, 


Cali., approached Genry to try their 
newly developed process called Digital 
Scene Simulation, the architect jumped 
at the chance. Gehry is now at work 
with the computer, designing a new 
house for a Los Angeles client. This 
innovative design tool—originally de- 
veloped for use in feature film produc- 
tion—could open new horizons for an 
architect whose work has long resisted 
conventional means of depiction. 

But regardless of his future course, it 
is clear that Frank Gehry has already 
become a major figure in American ar- 
chitecture. He has dared—and succeed- | 
ed—in creating provocative new forms 
in contemporary design. Those forms 
might not always be to our taste; but 
then again neither is everything in the 
world around us. Frank Gehry has made 
an important contribution as an artist. 
He forces us to question the way we 
would like things to be, the way they 
are, and the way things should be. There 
is a great deal of difference among those 
ways of looking at things, and with his 
art he is telling us why. B

Dyed in the wood

“You can enhance the natural color of 
wood," explains designer Robert Hutch- 
inson, *or you can persuade a piece of 
wood to be something it isn't." To en- 
hance a wood's color on a piece of fur- 
niture—whether unfinished or stripped— 
use a pigmented stain of the color de- 
sired. Saturate a soft cloth with the stain 
and rub the raw wood, filling the pores 
and skimming the surface. Once the 
stain has penetrated the wood and is 
thoroughly dry, sand the surface and ap- 
ply a coat of clear lacquer. Repeat these 
last two steps several times. Finally, Mr. 
Hutchinson suggests waxing the finish 
for a richer lacquered look. To “per- 
suade” a wood to be a new color, follow 
the same procedure using a dye, which 
is more penetrating.

FLOORED? 


Terms to know 


Bleached Wood: Floors that have un- 
dergone a process which removes the 
color of the wood without obscuring the 
grain pattern. Wood bleaches are avail- 
able at most paint stores. For the whitest 
floor of all, follow the bleaching oper- 
ation with a white stain or a wood filler 
mixed with white pigment. 


Distressed Wood: Floors that have 
been wire-brushed to remove the soft 
portion of the wood, giving it an antique, 
textured appearance. What remains after 
the wire-brush treatment are only the 
toughest wood fibers which are some- 
what resistant to penetration by the fin- 
ish color. 


Penetrating Sealer: Finish recom- 
mended for most residential floors. The 


sealer soaks into wood pores without 
changing the color and hardens to seal 
floor against dirt and certain stains. It 
can usually be refinished without sand- 
ing—by cleaning it and applying another 
coat of sealer or special reconditioning 
product. Penetrating seal can be used as 
an undercoat for varnish or shellac when 
high gloss is desired. Colored penetrat- 
ing sealers are also available in a number 
of wood tones and other colors, an easy 
method since the floor is colored as part 
of the finishing operation. Sealer appli- 
cations may be further enhanced by a 
wax coating. 


Pigmented Wiping Stains: A pene- 
trating oil-resin vehicle to which pig- 


ments have been added. The pigment 
collects in the open pores of the wood 
and thus accentuates the grain pattern. 


Surface Finishes: Include polyure- 
thane, varnish, shellac, and lacquer. All 
of these are applied with a high-quality 
brush or lamb’s-wool applicator. With 
most surface finishes, the recommended 
method of restoration is to sand off the 
old finish and apply a completely new 
one. Surface finishes are always applied 
after a stain or sealer. 


Polyurethane: A blend of syn- 
thetic resins, plasticizers, and other film- 
forming ingredients which produces a

should grasp the soil firmly. 

Does the tree look healthy? Although 
it has been forcefully stunted, your bon- 
sai should be glowing with life. Leaves 
or needles should be undamaged, sharp 
and clear in color, with no evidence of 
pests past or present. The tree should be 
struggling to grow—and winning. The 
condition of the moss or ground cover 
beneath the tree is often a good indica- 
tion of the overall care the bonsai speci- 
men has been getting. 

Last but not least is the container it- 
self, a significant part of the bonsai's 
overall appearance that cannot be ne- 
glected. And you won't be repotting 
soon. Make sure the container suits the 
tree—and you. 


Bl Where to Find Bonsai 


Bonsai is a horticultural art that rewards 
time and study with distinctive, long- 
lived sculpture. It is best learned with 
the help of experienced enthusiasts. A 
good beginning is to join the American 
Bonsai Society. Annual membership, 
$15, includes a quarterly, The Bonsai 
Journal, which also lists sources for 
plants and supplies. For information, 
you can write the American Bonsai So- 
clety at 228 Rosemont Ave., Erie, Pa.

B. Roses for '81 


Its time to think about ordering roses 
to plant for next year's bloom, and, as 
usual, All-America Rose Selections of- 
fers the results of its test program as a 
guide to selecting varieties. The list of 
three AARS varieties for 1981 is headed 
by Bing Crosby, a hybrid tea with or- 
ange-red, long-lasting flowers produced 
throughout the summer on long, straight 
stems. Marina, a floribunda type with 
big coral-orange flowers in clusters, is 
particularly bushy, compact, and dis- 
ease-resistant. White Lightnin’ is, as the 
name suggests, a sparkling white gran- 
diflora, with vigorous, straight-stemmed 
growth and, marvelous to relate, an in- 
tense fragrance. All of these, plus AARS 
roses of previous years, will be available 
from mail-order firms and garden shops 
this fall and next spring. Look for the 
AARS tag on the plants.

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Unsticking Stoppers 
How can I try to loosen a ground- 
glass stopper that is stuck in the 
neck of its decanter? 
—B.S., Southbury, Conn. 
Here’s what one maker of fine 


crystal recommends: Apply warm 
(not hot) water around the opening. If 
this alone won't undo the seal, try to 
work a little soft soap into the stuck area 
along with the warm water. You may 
have to let it sit a while to soak in. Then 
try to lift the stopper out, holding the 
decanter down securely on the tabletop 
as you do so. You'll probably find you 
get a better grip on the glass if you wear 
rubber gloves and make sure the areas 
you're gripping are dry. 

If this doesn’t work, you might try ap- 
plying this mixture—recommended in 
Veva Penick Wright’s Pamper Your Pos- 
sessions (Barre Publishers)—"/ teaspoon 
alcohol and '/, teaspoon each of giycer- 
ine and common table salt. Let the mix- 
ture soak in around the opening for a 
few hours, then gently tap the stopper 
and remove it by lifting it out, as above. 
(Mrs. Wright warns against using a 
twisting or pushing motion, as this may 
tighten the seal.) 


When you’reready to grooma roo 


For the future, remember that stop- 
pers are apt to become stuck when 
they’re moist. The sugar in liqueurs and 
other spirits can stick like glue, and even 
plain water can cause sticking. So be 
sure the stopper and the inside of the 
decanter neck are clean and dry before 
putting the stopper back in place.

decision you have to make in(4 
choosing your sound system. Here 
are a few basic guidelines to steer 
you around possible pitfalls. ; 

In comparing speakers, keep two |! 
facts in mind: There is-no perfect 
speaker, and no two speakers sound X 
quite alike. The ideal speaker would 
have no tone color of its own. It would 
merely reproduce the true musical 
sound without adding any tonal flavor. 
But so far this ideal remains an engi- 
neering dream. Even the best available 


speakers have a distinctive character of # 


their own—a tonal coloration superim- 
posed on the music. The trick is to pick 
a speaker whose sonic foibles happen 
to match your own taste. 
As for the difference between speak- 
er models of otherwise equal merit, 
they might be compared to the differ- 
ences in sound between fine makes of 
pianos— between a Steinway, for exam- 
ple, and a Bald One isn't necessarily 
better than the other, and the choice is 
purely a matter onal preference.

Bl How to Judge a Speaker 
The printed specifications of loudspeak- 
ers are little help in describing a speak- 
er's character. The only way to tell what 
a speaker really sounds like is to listen 
and compare it with others. That is a 
more valid test than any laboratory mea- 
surement. After all, it’s your ears that 
have to be satisfied, so let them be the 
final arbiters—not salesmen, friends, test 
labs, or whoever claims to be an author- 

ity. 

But there are certain risks in all this 
bjectivity. For example, you may be 
ularly impressed by a speaker 
ou first hear it in the dealer’s 


{of the speakers you're considering, so 
7E youll have a constant factor for com- 
Ei parison. You can try other records, 
| too, to give you a sampling of different 


showroom. Yet you may be responding 
to something bright and flashy in the 
speaker's sound that would be annoying 
in the long run. Some speakers are de- 
liberately designed to make a spectacular 
first impression, even though they are 
hard to live with on a day-to-day basis. 
So bring along a friend- to the audio 
showroom to confirm your judgments. If 


he disagrees with you, ask why. The an- 
swer will help you sharpen your own 
critical perceptions. 


ll How to Listen to a Speaker 

Take along one of your records when 
you go speaker shopping. Pick a fa- 
vorite you know well, but make sure 
it's a new copy—not a worn disk. Play 
the same part of the record over each 


í kinds of music. But the same record

į paring provides the essential reference. 
| Some dealers like to show off their 
| equipment by means of special **dem- 
fonstration records." Stay clear of 
| those. They usually feature spectacu- 
| lar-sounding brass and percussion, and 
sometimes the recording itself is hoked 
up to make a poor speaker sound better 
than it is. Your best bet is to play the 
kind of music you normally listen to 
for your own enjoyment. 

Symphonic music provides the most 
stringent test for a speaker because it 
contains the full range of musical fre- 
quencies, and the many different instru- 
ments provide a variety of sound 
textures. As you listen, be on the alert 
for the following telltale clues: 

1. Do the violins have a silky sheen 
of sound without harshness? This shows 
the speaker has smooth treble response. 

2. Is there solid weight in the sound 
of cello and contrabass? This is a test 
for bass projection. 

3. Do drums and other percussion in- 
struments sound sharp and crisp?

Some poorly designed speakers 
try to give an impression of more bass 
than they can clearly reproduce. They 
just thump along with a kind of jukebox 
boom regardless of the actual pitch. A 
good test for this is to tune in an FM 
station and listen to the voice of a male 
announcer. If the speaker has a false 
bass resonance of this kind, the voice 
will sound boomy, as if speaking inside 
a barrel. 

Also keep in mind that speakers vary 
considerably in the amount of amplifier 
power required to drive them. Some 
need less than 10 watts to reach full vol- 
ume, others more than 20. The mini- 
mum power requirements for each 
model are clearly stated in the specifi- 
cations, and before you settle on a speak- 
er, make sure your amplifier delivers 
sufficient wattage. 

One final word of caution: When com- 
paring speakers in an audio showroom, 
make sure you are hearing the different 
speakers at exactly the same loudness. 
Due to the nature of the human ear, 
even a slight difference in loudness is de- 
ceptive. The louder speaker will always 
seem better, even though it may actually 
not be as good.

Do You Need a Turbocharger? 


The turbocharger is a magical device you should know about. It's nothing more 
than a pump which forces extra air and gasoline into your engine under pres- 
sure ... usually between 5 and 15 psi. Typically, this extra boost will increase 
horsepower between 30 and 50 percent. Many cars are already available with 
a turbo, and more are being introduced each year. Turbochargers are popular 
because they provide extra power, less noise, and reduce exhaust emissions 
without cutting fuel economy, reliability, or driving ease. 

The turbocharger works only under hard acceleration when you need extra 
power—cruising on the highway is as economical as ever. Turbocharger power 
is "free," because the small turbine pump is turned by another turbine in the 
exhaust system, spun by otherwise wasted exhaust gases. Having this turbine 
in the exhaust keeps it quieter and cuts emissions, too. To withstand the extra 
power the turbo adds, most manufacturers use heavy-duty engine parts which 
will last longer than those in an unturbocharged engine. 

Right now, turbocharging is the best way to combine the performance of 
a big engine and the fuel economy of a small one. The turbo does add between 
$500 and $1,000 to the price of an engine, and many manufacturers add 
extra options which make r turbocharged cars 2 or 3 thousand dollars 
more than the "normally aspirated" version. If you pull a trailer, carry heavy 
loads, or simply like snappier performance, a turbocharger can be well worth 
the expense, especially since a small turbocharged engine will get much better 
fuel economy than a large, unturbocharged engine in the same car.

How to get maximum energy efficiency 
from your water heater 


Plus two other basement basics: 


water softeners/filters, sump pumps 


ot-water heaters con- 
sume the second 
greatest part of home 
energy dollars after 
air-conditioning/heat- 
ing systems—about 20 
percent. The reason is 
simple: A hot-water 
heater operates continuously to maintain 
the temperature of the water in the tank 
as you use it (hot water is replaced by 
cold) while other appliances are used in 
spurts. 

As we are all becoming aware of the 
importance of insulating to keep indoors 
the hot or cold air produced by climate- 
control systems, it’s easy to forget to in- 
sulate the hot-water system. Many older 
houses have uninsulated hot-water pipes, 
which together act as a radiator to allow 
heat to escape from the tank before you 
make use of it to shower, wash dishes, 
or do laundry. 

You can insulate hot-water pipes 
yourself fairly easily. While you’re at it, 
install pipe jackets on cold-water pipes 
as well, to eliminate sweating in warm 
weather. Plastic- or foil-covered fiber- 
glass or plastic-foam pipe-wrapping tape 
comes in relatively inexpensive rolls. It 
is easily wrapped around exposed pipes. 
Some brands are self-adhesive, while 
others require tape. Prices vary, but a 
roll of foil-covered vinyl-foam tape 30 by 
2 inches wide to cover 16 feet of 34-inch 
pipe will run about $4.50. 

Molded polyethylene foam pipe 
sleeves are made in various sizes ('/,, 4, 
or | inch for copper tubing; %, /^, or 
^, inch for iron pipe) and are easiest to 
use. Joints and bends can be neatly cov- 
ered, and some brands can be painted. 
Frelen pipe insulation contains a special 
plastic closure, eliminating the need for 
taping (and thus the possibility of the 
tape eventually drying out). It comes in 
3-foot lengths (see page 64). 


© Water-Heater Insulation 


A $25 insulation cover kit for your water 
heater can save you from $5 to $25 a 
year on your energy bill. Correctly in- 
stalled, the additional insulation can pay 
for itself in as little as 12 months for an 
electric water heater, 18 months for a 
gas heater, according to Department of 
Energy test reports. All hot-water heat- 
ers have integral insulation, but the ad- 
1itional 


material can make a big 
difference, particularly if the heater is in 


an unheated basement or shed. Electric} 
water heaters can be almost completely} 
covered with the 1¥,-inch layers of kit} 
insulation. Pieces are taped together. Us-] 
ing additional insulation on a gas or oil 
water heater requires careful installa- 
tion. Such heaters must have opening 
on top and at the sides to let in air fo 
the flame and to exhaust its fumes 
These vents must not be covered. 


Retrofit kits of custom- 
cut insulation can almost completely cover « 
electric water heater. Kits are also made j 
gas- and oil-fired heaters. Most are easily : 
stalled by do-it-yourselfers. 


Some water heaters can be covere 
with a plastic foam seal, which is applic 
soft and then hardens into place. Bla 
ket-type insulation might be more ec 
nomical than a special kit or seal, b 
neither the plastic seal nor the noncu 
tom insulating material is recommend: 
for nonelectric water heaters. In adc 
tion to pipe and water-heater insulatio 
there are other considerations for ma 
imum water-heater efficiency: 
€ Lower the tank thermostat settin! 
Reducing it from 160 degrees to 120 cj 
save almost 20 percent of the ener 
used by a water heater.

uddenly it’s September, and like 

ciockwork the urge to make a 

fresh start begins.

With 
a makeover, you review the principles of 
makeup as they apply to your face, your 
features and work out a practical plan 
that you can do by yourself. There is 
constructive criticism that's part of a 
makeover. Without it you don't learn as 
much. 


e What's the first thing you see

Q e Why "adjusted?" 


e Lets admit it. How many times 

* have we had a makeup done 
where we couldn't wait to get home to 
wash the whole thing off?

hat are the basic rules for 
growing healthy house plants?" We've 
been asked this question dozens of times 
by people who have just a plant or two 
and want to have a lush green interior 
landscape highlighted by brilliant flashes 
of flowers but are afraid to try their 
hand at it. 

Asking for rules governing the devel- 
opment of healthy house plants is a bit 
like asking for the basic rules on the care 
and feeding of a fully populated zoo. 
Plants are just as diverse in their needs 
as animals are. That, after all, is how the 
various species manage to survive and 
even thrive in the full range of mini-en- 
vironments that cover our globe. Still, 
there are basic guidelines to successful 
house-plant husbandry. While they 
won't provide you with a definite yes- 
or-no answer to any given question, 
these guidelines will impart a feel for 
growing, a sensitivity to the plants' 
needs which can't help but make them 
thrive and bloom. 

Consider for a moment—do you real- 
ly want to grow plants? Are you willing 
to spend a few minutes on them every 
day on a regular basis? Not half an hour 
once in a while to make up for a week 
of neglect, but daily care (well, almost, 
for there are ways to take weekends and 
vacations unencumbered), just like that 


a pet cat or dog needs. The point is, a 
little constant attention is ever so much 
healthier for growing things than a rush 
of hopeful help aí eks of disregard.

a house plant to receive too much light. 
African violets and other such shade-tol- 
erant plants will bloom well in light con- 
ditions that are less than ideal, but these 
plants are shade-tolerant, not really shade- 
loving. Plants need light to energize the 
process of photosynthesis, their growing 
force. So if you want that force to be with 
you, give your plants lots of light. 


How to have healthy house plants 


plastic, never sending out the cascade of 
plantlets for which they are so well 
known, or for a sweet-olive plant whose 
disposition seems to have gone sour. On 
the whole, if a plant is merely surviving, 
rather than growing, chances are it 
needs more energy, more light. 

Flowers are the highest energy con- 
sumers. So, a plant that is growing well 
but never blooms probably needs light 
of a higher intensity. For instance, if you 
have a begonia, particularly one of the 
wax type, which you’ve been told grows 
without direct sun but which fails to 
bloom, move it to brighter quarters. It 
will grow to some extent in a window 
with less than adequate light, but give 
the begonia sun and you'll be rewarded 
with a cascade of color. 

One new factor in house-plant culture 
is tinted glass, the kind used to reduce 
glare and heat transmission in the sum- 
mertime. Windows with tinted glass re- 
duce light transmission as well, 
sometimes by as much as 50 percent, 
and can retard plant growth. Chances 
are you're not going to replace the glass

not be said of watering. 

Watering doesn't have to be a problem 
at all, as long as it's done on a regular 
basis. Allowing a plant to become so 
desiccated that its leaves drop, then 
dousing it with a homemade cloudburst, 
on the other hand, does not encourage 
good growth. Think of yourself playing 
tennis on a scorching hot day, then gul- 
ping down three or four glasses of water 
because you're parched. What happens? 
You feel logy and exhausted. Multiply 
that effect by about a hundred and you 
have the effect on your plants. I'm not 
saying they "feel" exhausted. But they're 
going to act as if they did. 

In some cases, plants will go dormant 
if their soil dries out. No matter how 
much you water them after that, they'll 
sleep on for the appointed period. The 
natural cycle can be broken sometimes. 
It's difficult, however. Better to keep 
things growing. 

Another problem with forgetting to 
water your plants is bud drop. Our 
streptocarpus was taking a rest tucked 
behind a lot of greenery where its un- 
bountiful condition could pass unno- 
ticed. Once the flower stalks erupted, we 
moved it to the hall table, where the blue 
bells of its blossoms would offer a cheery 
greeting. Unfortunately, there hadn't 
been any plants on thet table for a 
month, and the streptocarpus went un- 
seen as the watering can made its 
rounds. A few days later, the rug be- 
neath was littered with what would have 
been some lovely blooms. 

Regularity is the key to successful wa- 
tering. Given pots with good drainage, 
it’s really quite hard to overwater most 
plants in today's dry home conditions. 
You don't need to water them every day. 
Just make sure never to let the soil for 
most plants dry out. Cacti and succu- 
lents are an exception, although even 
these plants can do with a lot more wa- 
ter during their summer growing period 
than most people realize. Good drainage 
and regular watering with tepid water, 
then, are two essentials in keeping plants 
growing. 

When you do water your greenery, 
there's an additional factor you can sup- 
ply to make your plants comfortable, 
and that's atmospheric moisture. Dry air 
makes your skin rough and cracked. The 
damage it does to plants is even more 
severe. 

Essentially, adequate watering re- 
quires that enough soil moisture be pro- 
vided so some excess drains out of the 
bottom of the pot. Anything less will 
promote root growth only in the top lay- 
er of soil, a most undesirable condition. 
However, instead of pouring the excess 
water out of the saucer after watering, 
as is so often recommended, leave it 
there. Just make sure the pot is raised 
on pebbles so it doesn't actually touch 


the overflow. That way the excess 
evaporate slowly from the drainage dis| 
surrounding your plant with extra moi; 
ture. 

Pebble trays, in which a host of plant 
can be set out above evaporating watel 
are even better. Spraying, on the othe 
hand, really is not. I'm not agains 
spraying, mind you. It's just that as 
means of raising atmospheric moisture 
it tends to be inadequate unless you. ca 
spritz plants three or four times a day 
Where spraying does help is in keepin 
your plants clean. It doesn't rain im 
doors. This is a real deprivation fog 
those chlorophyll factories in the plan 
leaves. Dust and grime not only add | 
light-filtering layer to the leaves, but ac 
tually clog up the stemata or pores 
through which the plants breathe. Ti 
exhaling and inhaling through a thic 
layer of cotton gauze for a while. Slo 
you down, doesn't it? So wash the dus 
off your plants with a warm water spra’ 
once or twice a week. Leaf polish, oi 
the other hand, is the equivalent of bod 
paint. It's less than healthy. 

When possible, it’s also a good ide 
to give your plants a real shower in th 
tub or kitchen sink every 2 or 3 month 
Remember always to use tepid-to-wart 
water (no one really likes an icy shower

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Hotel Diary: 
Hyde Park Hotel 
BY MARTIN FILLER 


The grand hotel has become an endan- 
gered species. Survivors of the golden 
age of grand hotels (roughly the half- 
century from 1880 to 1930) are often lit- 
tle more than pathetic shadows of their 
former selves. But perhaps the tide is 
turning, or so one would be encouraged 
to believe by the recent transformation 
of one of London’s most venerable in- 
stitutions: the Hyde Park Hotel. Since 
1889 this majestic pile of turreted brick 
and stone has overlooked Hyde Park on 
one side and fashionable, bustling 
Knightsbridge on the other. 

First built as an exclusive apartment 
house, it was converted to a hotel in 
1908. The Hyde Park Hotel in its Ed- 


bees ` 


Built in the days when more was better 


wardian heyday had a special, park-side 
entrance for the use of the Royal Family 
alone, while its guest register listed some 
of the most distinguished names of the 
age. The Hyde Park at its peak was the 
equal of any hotel in town. But the pass- 
ing years began to erode its proud rep- 
utation. 

The Blitz took its toll in more ways 
than one, and by the end of World War 
II the Hyde Park had fallen into disre- 
pair. “The royal glitter was not that easy 
to recapture,” writes Anthony Masters 
in Inside Marble Walis (Sidgwick & 
Jackson, London), an Upstairs/ Down- 


stairs-style history of the Hyde Park Ho- | 


tel seen through the eyes of a servant 
who worked there for 60 years. Postwar 
pulling-up-socks, and a few royal visits 
(including the memorable night when 
shy King George VI led a conga line) 
helped bring back the debutantes and 
| their escorts during the 1950s. But dur- 
ing the '60s another slackening set in. 


Enter Trust Houses Forte, which ac- 
quired the hotel in 1964 and embarked 
on an extensive restoration project 
which has finally restored the Hyde 
Park to its full former glory. 

At the Hyde Park, the experience be- 
gins at the front door itself, which leads 
to an ornate, glittering entry hall. After 
ascending a broad flight of steps—a 
grand entrance—one is greeted by a 
member of the staff in front of a console 
table massed with armfuls of flowers 
(during our visit, full-blown peonies and 
mauve mums). Ás the porter unlocks the 
door to your room, there's the pleasant 
surprise of being let in to a guest room 
in an English country house. Sprigged 
wallpaper, charming antiques and good 
reproductions, delightful old prints (bo- 
tanicals and wayward shepherdesses), 
graceful Regency-style curtains, all add 
up to a most un-hotel-like setting. But

all is not period nostalgia. Bathrooms at 
the Hyde Park will please even the most 
finicky Americans. At the Hyde Park 
you will find double sinks, fixed shower 
heads, bidets, heated towel racks, terry 
robes, extension phones, and radios in 
bathrooms of enormous Victorian pro- 
portions. 

If one were so inclined, it would be 
possible to dine superbly in London 
without ever leaving the hotel itself. The 
Park Restaurant, a romantic Edwardian 
room aglow with hydrangea colors, is 
the perfect spot for breakfast, lunch, tea, 
or dinner. Tucking in to a hearty En- 
glish breakfast, one can watch the 
Queen's Household Cavalry (their bar- 
racks are just down Knightsbridge) pass 
by on horseback on their way to Buck- 
ingham Palace each morning. Tea is a 
special treat here, too, with soft piano 
music adding the perfect accompani- 
ment to Oolong, scones, and clotted 
Devon cream. 

Dinnertime provides another splendid 
choice: the Cavalry Grill. With its glow- 
ing oak paneling, starched snowy na- 
pery, glossy spikes of sanseveria, 
gleaming dessert trolleys, and its formal, 
thoughtful service, the Cavalry Grill is 
a virtual time-capsule of a venerable, 
quintessentially British restaurant—a re- 
minder of the period when things were 
still done right. There is nothing even 
remotely trendy on the menu, with its 
classic Continental preparations. Devo- 
tees of English desserts—those fools and 
tarts and trifles—will not be disappoint- 
ed, and a well-chosen wine list offers a 
number of exceptional possibilities. Even

ack pain is one of 
the least under- 
stood, yet most 
common, of med- 
ical complaints. It 
is considered by 
many medical ex- 
perts to be a det- 
rimental by- 
product of our mechanized society. And, 
sad to say, it appears to be on the rise. 
An estimated 80 percent of America’s 
adult population experiences nonspecific 
back pain at least once in a lifetime. For 
some, it may be nothing more than a 


brief, annoying episode—simple tension , 


in the neck, shoulders, or lower back— 
which soon disappears. For the chronic 
sufferer, however, it can mean an exis- 
tence of dull, unrelenting pain which de- 
fies cause and cure. 

The causes of back pain, diverse as the 
symptoms are, may be organic; that 1s, 
the result of disk disease, rheumatoid ar- 
thritis, congenital defects, or the pain 
may occur as a consequence of injury— 
a fall or an overload placed on the back. 
Even endocrine imbalances, overly soft 
sleeping surfaces, or flat feet can play a 
part in back pain. 

Surgery was once thought to be the 
only remedy for chronic back problems;

It is an approach which 
attributes the overwhelming majority of 
back pain to weak muscles and tension 
and advocates not surgery but exercise 
as its cure. 

One of the leading proponents of this 
trend is the internationally renowned 
Austrian physician Dr. Hans Kraus. As 
a specialist in the rehabilitation of ath- 
letic injuries and in back problems, Dr.

lieve in babying the back. “I do not con- 
sider a person relieved of the problem 
if he has to ‘live with his bad back'— 
not lift, not bend, not carry, or whatever. 
Now sometimes that has to be, but my 
aim is to free people from these injunc- 
tions, especially when they're young. 
Give up skiing or running because 
you've had a back episode? Ridiculous. 
I like to build backs up to where people 
can do everything again." 

During the 45-minute sessions held 
twice a week, participants perform a se- 
ries of exercises designed to treat the 
most common problem areas. Basically, 
the program incorporates three distinct 
patterns of exercise to improve muscle 
tone through stretching and correct re- 
laxation. Exercises are introduced pro- 
gressively according to their degree of 
difficulty and the concentration they re- 
quire to perform them correctly. Work- 
ing in groups is great for learning, but 
exercising correctly at home is the ul- 
timate aim. At the end of the program, 
students have learned 18 exercises in 
strict sequence both forward and back- 
ward, so eventually the warm-ups at the 
beginning of a class become the cool- 
downs of the same class. Exercises are 
kept to few repetitions in order to avoid 


To assess progress, 
the program ends as it began with the 
administration of Kraus-Weber tests, six 
simple movements which measure mini- 
mum levels of muscular fitness. 

All the exercises, from beginning to 
end, are punctuated by moments of re- 
laxation. It is this emphasis on teaching 
relaxation techniques as a way of alle- 
viating muscle tension that differentiates 
Dr. Kraus's from other back programs 
available today. His emphasis on the val- 
ue of personal supervision also makes his 
approach different. “‘Students are 
taught," he stresses. “They aren't just 
handed an exercise program on a sheet 
of paper. They are coached and given a 
great deal of individual attention. This 
is extremely important, because many 
people still don't know the meaning of 
relaxation or its importance to a well- 
rounded exercise program. Once they're 
on their own, graduates must religiously 
perform their routine on a continuing 
daily basis to have continuing relief."

Bi Dr. Kraus discusses: 
Mattresses: Choose a firm sleeping sur- 
face such as a hard mattress set directly 
on a wooden frame, to prevent muscle 
stiffness. “The back isn’t supported 
when you’re lying down. All muscles 
have what is called a ‘jelling time’—the 
time it takes them to begin to stiffen 
from the strain of staying in one posi- 
tion. The object is to keep shifting po- 
sitions. Soft surfaces mold themselves to 
the body’s contours so you move much 
less during your sleep. A hard surface 
will require you to change positions 
more often.” 
Pillows: “Stay away from foam rubber. 
It’s the primary culprit of stiff necks. 
Choose instead a pillow filled with feath- 
er down or manmade fiber." 
Sleeping positions: “Sleep any way that 
is comfortable. Such things are impos- 
sible to dictate anyway. If your accus- 
tomed position is on the stomach and 
you are having discomfort, a pillow 
placed under your hips can help. If 
sleeping on your back is causing you 
pain, try slipping a pillow under your 
knees for relief.” 
Chairs: There is no miracle chair that 
is good for everyone. The proper selec- 
tion will depend on your particular 
build. “Again, firm surfaces are best. 
That includes car seats which, I think, 
are too cushiony. Make sure that the 
seat is long enough to ensure adequate 
thigh support and high enough so that 
knees and hips form right angles with 
feet on the floor." 
Shoes: Select shoes that are wide and 
comfortable, with a slight cushioning. 
Avoid exaggerated heels which fore- 
shorten calf muscles and hamstrings and 
which throw your weight toward the 
forward part of the foot. 
Lifting objects: Lift with your legs, not 
from your back. This is the general rule 
Bend the knees, lift the object, and tight 
en the stomach as you do by pulling in 
and up.

don’t give in to a formula.” 
And, Richard Neas is all for 
avoiding formulas. He tries to 
give a room an “accumulated 
look,” a look that represents 
two or three generations of 
family collecting. . .whether, 
in fact, his clients have been 
collecting for that long or 
simply want a variety of en- 
during things that have the 
special resonance of furnish- 
ings with a history. He sees a 
return to “establishment inte- 
riors; the classics of all peri- 
ods that never go out of style 
convey a settled feeling.” 


Comfort, it turns out, is on 
everyone’s mind. We want to 
be surrounded by things we 
can really use—personal 
things, special things, but 
things we are not afraid to 
live with and put to wear. Su- 
san Zises, who has her own 
New York design firm, points 
out that people are more in- 
terested than ever in making 
their homes inviting. Her cli- 
ents ask for “rooms that are 
beautiful but also that you 
can relax in.” One of the 
tricks she uses is to upholster 
traditional pieces using com- 
fortable fabrics, another is to 
mix formal and informal 
pieces in the same setting. She 
contends that if you want 
things to mix badly enough 
you can find a way to do it— 
and the results will be more 
interesting and livable 


Pierre LeVec, one of the part- 


ners of the Pierre Deux fab- 
rics and antiques boutiques, 
feels that “part of the success 
of the country look, in our 
case Frenct ry, is due to 
the lival he furnish- 


ings. Authentic provincial 
pieces have been lived with 
for years by the time you buy 
them, therefore, you can feel 
free to do the same.” 


We are using our homes more 
today—staying in and invit- 
ing guests. And, we try to 
make our guests feel special, 
but we no longer reserve the 
use of the living room for 
them. We live in our living 
rooms, like to entertain in 
open kitchens. “‘The enter- 
taining process often involves 
cooking together and dining 
together when people are in- 
vited in today,” offers Angelo 
Donghia. ''Turning out a 
wonderful dish adds a certain 
kind of drama to an evening 
at home with friends. This 
does not mean," adds Mr. 
Donghia, “not making an ef- 
fort for guests. To the con- 
trary, we are dressing up our 
homes as well as ourselves 
again. I definitely see glamour 
making a comeback." 


Bob Patino, of Patino/Wolf 
Associates, concurs. He de- 
scribes the new glamour at 
home as “understated excite- 
ment, without being showy or 
trendy.

Both Mr. Pa- 
tino and Mr. Donghia see 
modern interiors, in response, 
becoming more comfortable. 
Mr. Donghia clarifies, “For 
some time people assumed 
modern meant straight, stiff, 
empty. To me, it simply 
means appropriate to our 
time." Mr. Patino adds, “The 
disciplined interpretation of 
modern just doesn't live well

dom.” Both designers see 
modern going more livable, 
softer. 


Jay Yang, who designs tex- 
tiles for his own firm, likes the 
use of Oriental design themes 
as a way of softening modern 
styling. He comments, “To- 
day's woman is well-traveled, 
well-read, better exposed than 
ever to ancient design sources 
and better acquainted with 
the benefits of modern tech- 
nology. It makes for the per- 
fect marriage." Rod Kreitzer, 
of Baker Furniture, feels his 
customer is ''sophisticated 
and striving for more original- 
ity in the way she puts things 
together. We are selling more 
individual pieces than ever— 
including Chinese reproduc- 
tions—fewer matched suites 
of furniture than a few years 
back. Robert K. Lewis, 
independent designer in 
New York, points out that 
Oriental is really another one 
of the classic styles people 
seem to want today, but one 
that looks fresh to us again. 
He adds, “We have been us- 
ing Chinese-influenced 
chintzes and English furniture 
styles for years, but our ex- 
pansion of trade with China 
has brought attention to more 
of the great wealth of design 
the Chinese have to offer.”

A ROMANTIC SETTING: THE DESIGNERS’ VIEW 


Classically romantic. That's one way to 
describe the style of the New York inte- 
rior design firm Denning & Fourcade. 
The firm's partners are two men, one 
American, Robert Denning, and one 
French, Vincent Fourcade. Together they 
have established a signature look that 
stress sumptuous comfort, warm color, 
traditional lines, and architectural detail- 
ing. Paula Rice Jackson recently inter- 
viewed them about this house, a clear 
example of their design principles. 


sk a woman how she would 
change her figure and she'll prob- 
ably answer that she would like a 
smaller waist. Ask her how she'd 
like to change her rooms and she'll 
ask how to make the ceilings high- 
er. Rarely have we had to deal with the 
actual fact of a too-low ceiling, but here 
is an instance where we did strive for 
an illusion of height. And the trick 


works in a great many situations." This 
from Robert Denning. He is describing 
the charm and the challenge of a lovely 
18th-century farmhouse he was asked to 
decorate for a couple with six grown 
children. Breathing space as well as 


standing room were the priorities ker: 
privacy, too. 

"One of our firm's most important 
decorating principles is: Find the ideal 
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in something not ideal. For example, the 
ceilings in this house were built 7 '/,-feet 
high! This is low by anyone's standards. 
Now, what you don't do to a low ceiling 
is ignore it, by painting it white or cream 
or beige hoping no one notices. But in- 
stead of remodeling the house, our cli- 
ents agreed to let us treat the ceiling as 
if it were normal. So in both the living 
room and the bedrooms, we covered it 
with patterned fabric. Because we use 
such a wide variety of patterns in each 
room, the one on the ceiling blends. 


e put crown cornices in the living 
room because they point out an- 
other principle Vincent and I 
abide by: Play up interest in a 
room by adding architectural de- 
tails. I mean cornices, chair rails, 
wainscotting, mantels, pilasters—what- 
ever will enhance the room's propor- 
tions. If you can do this in a room 7 ¥,- 
feet high, you can do it anywhere! Below 
the cornice we added a tricolored rope 
we used as the room's *welting' —it uni- 
fies colors, patterns, scale, and moldings. 
"Now it would be expedient to de- 
scribe how the house is used. It's a coun- 
try retreat, the style a marked contrast 
to this couple's house in town. Here 
there's a real intent to relax, unwind, 
ve several moments' peace. 


“For the walls, we wanted a visual as 
well as a tactile density: the elements of 
coziness. So they were triple-quilted and 
covered with Liberty cotton fabric in a 
rich pattern of cabbage roses. Besides be- 
ing inviting, quilted walls have the built- 
in attraction of muffling sound. And the 
furniture, which was already there, was 
the perfectly good 19th-century Europe- 
an kind that is neither precious nor cost- 
ly; it’s readily usable, put-up-your-feet 
practical. 

"Somehow there's never enough clos- 
et space no matter how much you have. 
Our solution to the storage of china, sil- 
ver, crystal, and serving pieces points 
out another of our decorating maxims:

Square off a room by creating 
a closet from the rectangular 
end.

BE BOLD WITH BULBS 
FOR SPRING DAZZLE 
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ORDER NOW, PLANT SOON, CREATE THE BIGGEST COLOR SPLASH EVER

pring is just half a year away. In the Northern Hemisphere, while trees are flaunting their 
autumn colors, flower bulbs are preparing their own spectacle for the season to come. In 
early fall, they are beginning to put down the roots that will sustain their mighty effort to 
green up and flower when springtime comes around again. It is impossible to imagine a garden, 
large or small, without its share of the welcoming brightness of flowering bulbs, year after 
year. Since they have to be planted half a year ahead of time, effects must be planned that 
far ahead. So now is the time to do it. In selecting bulbs to plant this fall, the first rule 
is: Don’t skimp. A single tulip blossom may be beautiful in the pages of a catalogue, but 
to make a statement in your garden it takes a group. As a rule of thumb, six of a kind 
is the minimum for making a worthwhile cluster; 12 is better, and 24 better yet. Don’t forget 
this means each group should be just one variety—mixing varieties within a cluster just doesn’t 
make the same impact. Of course, groups can be combined, and the color contrasts or blends 
may be as subtle or splashy as your own tastes suggest. Probably the best way to avoid the 
possibility of color clashes—and also to prolong the season—is to plan an early-to-late suc- 
cession of blooms rather than have everything flowering at once.

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What you need to know 
for a design consultation 
It could be your best decorating bargain 


When you think you can’t afford 
the services of an interior designer 
— but you can’t afford to make 
costly mistakes — a consultation 
can be a rather inexpensive way to 
get professional answers to per- 
sonal decorating questions. 


What is a 
consultation 


It’s an **idea session,” in the de- 
signer's office or your home, to 
discuss your current — and covet- 
ed — surroundings. Colors, furni- 
ture arrangements, upholstering, 
slipcovering, window treatments, 
and lighting are some subjects for 
which a designer can give gen- 
eral, verbal suggestions in a con- 
sultation. All you're buying is an 
hour or so of the designer's time. 


Which 
designers offer 
consultations 


A good many do. Don't hesitate 
to phone an interior designer to 
ask! Here are six ways to find de- 
signers to consider: First, survey 
friends whose homes you admire. 
Second, watch magazines and 
papers for news of decorators' 
showhouses where you can see 
rooms by several pros under one 
roof. Third, collect magazine 
clippings of rooms and ideas you 
like: Put the magazine's name and 
issue on the clipping if it isn't 
there already, and — if a designer 
is cited — ask the magazine's 
reader service bureau for his or 
her address. Fourth, check de- 
partment and furniture stores. 
Many have professional decorat- 
ing departments offering consul- 
tations to those buying a certain 
amount from them within a time 
period. The minimum varies store 
to store. At some stores you get 
decorating advice for amy pur- 
chase there because a salesperson 
happens to have design skills, 
too. Fifth, query alumni-student 
associations of interior design and 
architecture schools. Sixth, lo- 
cate your chapter of the American 
Society of Interior Designers 
(ASID) and ask for a referral 
questionnaire: You list your bud- 
get, the services you need, and 
mail it back to the chapter. It will 
send you, free, names and addres- 
ses of several members. The 


American Society of Interior De- 
signers is listed in city yellow 
pages under ''Associations''; or 
write the headquarters at 730 Fifth 
Ave., New York, N.Y. 10019, for 
the address of the local chapter. 


@ What about cost 


The designers we queried cited 
**housecall consultation fees 
from $50 to $300 an hour, door- 
to-door, plus travel expenses. Of- 
fice consultations are cheaper. If 
your budget is small, consider de- 
signers who usually charge much 
less — design students or recent 
graduates. Conversely, remember 
that experience is the best teacher 
— and doesn't come cheap. 


wy Get your 
money's worth 


Do your homework first: Have a 
portfolio in hand — a list of ques- 
tions, floor plan, measurements 
of existing furniture, snapshots of 
any furnishings you want to use 
that are in storage, and favorite 
decorating clippings. If you meet 
in the office, also bring photos of 
the rooms from various angles 
and of other furnishings. 

Before you show your port- 
folio, ask the designer to show his 
or hers — photos, sketches, and 
any clippings of rooms he or she 
has done. Designers rarely charge 
for this, and it's a good way to see 
if your tastes are compatible! 


& Need more help 


If you decide to hire the designer 
to draw up sketches and plans and 
purchase furnishings for you, ask 
about fees. Each designer sets his 
own, structured to the job. He 
may charge for his time only 
selling goods ''at cost." Or a 
commission or mark-up on pur- 
chases (such as buying at whole 
sale, selling at retail). Or a blend 
of these. You don't have to order

tects introduced a luxurious array of materials. The 
rough cedar ceiling, dramatically angled, plays 
against white walls. A plain terra-cotta floor con- 
trasts with soft velvet couches and rugs. And for 
every part of the house the architects designed fur- 
niture of warm woods: oak, rosewood, teak, and ma- 
ple. Echoing the lessons of the renowned Finnish 
architect Alvar Aalto, with whom Donald Cromley 
worked, the warm wood and harmonious designs are 
functional as well as inviting to the senses. As one 
guest remarked, “This is a house to touch." 

Throughout the structure, the repeated columns 
and beams outline entranceways and windows. They 
continue outside, subtly uniting the main house and 
guesthouse. On the terrace, granite strips form a grid 
pattern in the brick surface planted generously with 
flowers. A pergola with jasmine-covered latticework 
echoes the grid, provides greenery and shade. The 
terrace, as a result, becomes an outdoor room. And 
the house, responding to light and weather, color 
and fragrance, is filled with life.

It’s All in the Blend

What gis «Sooteh ile unique favor? The single-malt whiskies 


in its blend? Aging in American oak barrels? For these reasons

t was a chilly night 
in Aberdeen not far 
from the North Sea 
when I first experi- 
enced Laphroaig, a 
dark-colored potion 
that warmed the body on 
the way down and initiated 
me into the world of single- 
malt Scotch whiskies. I could taste 
the peat moss of the Scottish moors in 
that whisky. And there was the smoky 
aroma of burnt cork in the nose when 
I swirled it around in the glass. There 
was no ice, just a splash of water and 
Laphroaig itself, telling me that I had 
been missing something until now, 
something special, unusual, complex. 
Laphroaig is an Isiay malt produced

on the island of the same name that juts

It is the 
quintessential single-malt Scotch—with 
an earthy taste, smoky aroma, and full 
Editor's note: Terry Ro is Wine 
Columnist of The New Y imes and 
author of The New York Book 
of Wine (Times Books, $14.95 hardcover, 
Avon Books, $4.95 in paperba:!

body. But it is not the only Scotch. 
There are others with even more tongue- 
twisting Celtic names: Bruichladdich, 
Bunnahabhain, Caol Ila, Lagavulin. 
They are so extraordinary that no one 
would say they are typical of Scotch 
whisky. Their style, however, is the basis 
for the Scotch taste unique among dis- 
tilled spirits the world over. 

Character is what Scotch is all about. 
Most Scotch is blended: The type of 
blend determines the taste—whether it 
will be a “light” Scotch like Cutty Sark, 
Dewar’s White Label, or J&B, or a 
"heavy" Scotch like Johnnie Walker 
Black Label. Each brand’s personality 
relies on the skill and objective of the 
blender. And no two Scotch whiskies 
taste the same. 

The style depends on three variables: 
the age of the whiskies in the blend, the 
percentage of malt whisky in the blend, 
and the origin of the malt whisky. Age 
is crucial, for it means the length of time 
the whiskies have been exposed to the 
wood of the casks. As a rule, the more 
time in wood, the darker the color and 
the more pronounced the taste. Most 
blended Scotches are about 40 percent 


© malt, although the proportion can 


vary substantially. Intensity of the 
taste also depends on where the malt 
came from—for example, Islay, 
Campbeltown, the Highlands, or the 
West Highlands. A whisky that is 40 
percent Islay malt, for example, will 
have a far more pronounced peaty 
flavor than a whisky that is 40 per- 
cent Highland malt. 
To undertake a comparison tasting at 
home to discover the differences for 
yourself, use the time-honored method 
of the Scottish blenders. The whiskies 
should be mixed with tepid water—one 
part whisky to one part water. The mix- 
ture should then be swirled in the glass 
to release the aroma. Be sure to use fresh 
water that has not been heavily chlor- 
inated; chlorine gives a pungent odor 
and taste. Bottled spring water is best, 
although tap water can be used if al- 
lowed to stand at least 24 hours to let 
the chlorine evaporate. First inhale, then 
take a sip and stop to taste the thickness 


of the liquor, how much “smoke” is i 
the taste. If you pick one or two eac 
of light and heavy Scotches, you can b 
gin to appreciate why you might pref 
one in a highball before dinner while a 
other after dinner. 
No matter what its style, Scotch whis 
ky has an undeniably special taste, an 
nobody is sure precisely what gives it it 
flavor. It is far different from Bourbo 
or Canadian whisky or the America 
blends commonly called rye, even differ 
ent from the Irish whiskies made unde 
the same climatic conditions in anothe 
part of the British Isles. It has been im 
itated with a certain degree of succes 
in Japan and in Germany, but the es 
sence that is Scotch has been capturec 
nowhere but in Scotland itself. Perhap 
it's the climate. Perhaps it's the Ameri 
can oak barrels used for aging whisk 
in Scotland. Perhaps it's the actual burn 
ing of peat moss to create smoke an 
heat to dry out the grain. 
But the key ingredient in the mal 
whiskies of Scotland is the grain used t¢ 
make them—barley. Bourbon is made ir 
Kentucky from another grain, cor 
(amounting to at least 51 percent of th 
mash). Rye whisky is made from ry 
and Irish whisky is blended from barley 
just as Scotch whisky is, but the proce 
dures are slightly different. Canadia 
whisky is generally made from a mixtur 
of corn, rye, and barley malt. Americ 
blended whiskies are made from a simi 
lar combination, although in genera 
they do not achieve the same balanci 
and finesse as the better Canadian whis 
kies. 
In Scotland, a distinction is made be 
tween so-called malt whisky and graii 
whisky, although most of the popula 
brands of Scotch contain both. The vas 
majority of the Scotch whiskies made t 
day are blends containing anywher 
from 30 percent to 60 percent malt, witl 
the balance consisting of the so-callec 
grain whiskies made from a mixture à 
corn, barley, and perhaps other grain 
that are induced to ferment and then di 
tilled. Two distinct methods of distillin 
are used: The old-fashioned pot stills fo 
malt whiskies and the newer continuou 
process stills used for grain whiskie 
made in much larger quantities. 
Significantly, although distilled spirit 
are produced all over the world, tw« 
Scotsmen, Robert Stein and Aeneas Cof 
fey, invented the continuous process still

The distillation process is not terribly 
complex, as proven by the ready ability 
of mountaineers to make moonshine. 
Basically it involves the conversion of 
fermented mashes made from grains to 
vapor. The mash is first placed in a pot 
and boiled. Atop the pot is a copper tube 
leading to a copper coil. The vapor con- 
denses, or returns to liquid form, when 
the coil passes through a jacket contain- 
ing cold water. It is the sudden tempera- 
ture reduction that induces condensa- 
tion. What the vaporization and conden- 
sation accomplish is the separation of 
the alcohol from the other constituents 
of the mash and its concentration into 
a high-proof liquid—up to 180 proof, or 
90 percent alcohol. (The level sought in 
Scotch production is about 116 proof.) 
It is then cut to about 111 proof by the 
addition of pure Scottish spring or lake 
water before being placed in oak casks 
for maturation. During the oak aging, 
which takes place over a period of years, 
the proof level will fall due to the evap- 
oration of the alcohol through the po- 
rous walls of the casks. When it’s first 
poured into the casks, the distillate is 
very light in color; it takes on the darker 
hue that consumers are accustomed to 
from the wood itself. Caramel, or burnt 
sugar, also is used to enhance color. 

The wood also is partly responsible 
for the congeners, or impurities, that re- 
searchers say are responsible for hang- 
overs when too much of these are 
consumed (because the human body has 
difficulty throwing them off). So the 
lighter beverages which have fewer con- 
geners—vodka, the light Scotches, the 
light American and Canadian blends— 
are less likely to produce hangovers. The 
congeners also add to the taste, aroma, 
and complexity of the beverage. They 
consist of aldehydes, esters, acids, min- 
eral salts, even traces of fusel oils in min- 
ute quantities. 

There are now about 110 distillers of 
malt whisky in Scotland and 14 distillers 
of grain whisky. So, because Scotch's ba- 
sic taste comes from the malt whiskies, 
the blenders theoretically have 110 dif- 
ferent-tasting single malts to work with. 
188 


But in actuality, the relationships be- 
tween the big Scotch producers and the 
individual malt distillers are tradition- 
al—reflecting blending decisions made 
long ago. One huge concern, the Distill- 
ers Company Ltd., now owns 43 of the 
single-malt distillers. Another big com- 
pany, Seagram, owns Chivas Broth- 
ers/Glenlivet, which involves nine 
distilleries. Seagram also works with 
many of the 110 distillers, which means 
there may be 20 or 30 whiskies in all 
in a Seagram's blend like 100 Pipers. 

There are three basic categories of 
Scotch that consumers the world over 
are accustomed to drinking: single 
malts, blends, and bulk-exported. The 
single malts are a small part of the mar- 
ket populated with such brands as The 
Glenlivet, Laphroaig, Bell's, Glen Mo- 
ray Glenlivet, Dufftown Glenlivet (there 
are several different Glenlivets), Glenfid- 
dich, Glenmorangie (one of the most 
popular with Scotsmen), Mortlach 
Highland, and so on. The most popular 
single malt in the United States is The 
Glenlivet, which is not as earthy and 
smoky as the Islay malts. The Glenlivet 
is a very pleasant whisky that can be 
used like any other Scotch—neat, on the 
rocks, with soda, or even in a sour. But 
I would use Laphroaig only as an after- 
dinner drink or else to take the chill out 
of my bones while standing in front of 
a roaring log fire on a snowy night. 

The blends, the biggest part of the 
market, are broken down into two major 
categories, premium and standard. The 
best-known premium blends are Chivas 
Regal, Johnnie Walker Black Label, 
Haig & Haig Pinch, and Usquaebach. 
With the premium category are the “‘su- 
per-premiums," which have extra age in 
wood and tend to be the most expensive 
of all Scotch whiskies. These include 
Chivas Royal Salute, which sells for 
about $50 a bottle, Ambassador 25 Year 
Old at about the same price, Ballantine 
30 Year Old at about $75, and Johnnie 
Walker Swing at about $20. The biggest- 
selling brands in this country are the 
standard blends that are bottled in Scot- 
land. Dewar's White Label, J&B, Cutty 
Sark, and Johnnie Walker Red Label are 
among the most popular Scotch whiskies 
sold in the United States. Other standard 
blends familiar to millions of American 
consumers are Ambassador Deluxe 8 
Year Old, Black & White, Grant's, Pass- 
port, and White Horse. 

Bulk-exported Scotches are at the op- 
posite end of the market and are becom- 
ing increasingly popular. Because they 
are brought into the United States in 
5,000-gallon stainless steel containers 
and are bottled here, the shipping costs 
are lower, and the price to the consumer 
is lower. The bulk Scotches tend to be 
light, with a lower content of malt whis- 
kies.

METHOD FOR CUTTING PAPPARDELLE 
O Roll out pasta dough according to Basic 
Procedures. Drying time will depend on 
moisture in dough and humidity. Whole- 
wheat dough strips can vary from 15-30 
minutes for drying. Carrot pasta will vary 
from 1-2 hours for drying. Dough strips are 
ready to cut when they are slightly dry and 
leathery on the surface, but still supple. Do 
not allow dough to dry until brittle, or it will 
break when cut. However, dough cut be- 
fore it is sufficiently dry and leathery can 
clog cutters, and noodles tend not to sep- 
arate properly. 

L] Roll each strip through the pappardelle 
cutter. Or place dough strips on a work sur- 
face and cut noodles with a zig-zag ravioli 


wheel guided by a ruler making each strip 
Va inch wide. 

C] Immediately place noodles on a pasta 
drying rack or flat on cloth tov If they 
are to be cooked within 2 hours, they may 
be placed in bunches on towels. If you 
wish to let the noodles dry for future use, 
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it is best to place them on a pasta rack. 
After 2 days, transfer dried noodles to an 
airtight container or bag, working carefully 
as they become brittle and tend to snap. 


METHOD FOR COOKING PAPPARDELLE 
[] Bring water to a rolling boil in an 8-10- 
quart stockpot. Add salt and noodles to 
boiling water, stir once, and boil 2-3 min- 
utes, or until noodles are just tender (taste 
one to be sure). Dried noodles take about 
1 minute longer to cook than just-made 
noodles. Drain in a colander. 

C Transfer noodles to the warm water and 
oil bath. Stir well and drain again in a col- 
ander. Place olive oil in the empty pot. 
Toss noodles in oil over very low heat us- 
ing wooden spatulas or pasta forks and 
taking care not to break noodles as you 
work. 

METHOD FOR SERVING PAPPARDELLE 
O If noodles are to be served directly from 
the kitchen, add heated cream sauce to 
the pot. Toss carefully and serve noodles 
in heated rimmed soup plates. 

L] If noodles are to be served at table, 
transfer them to a large heated pasta bowl. 
Spoon sauce over noodles. Toss at table 
and serve in rimmed soup plates.

Champignons cévenols 
(Mushrooms Cévennes-style) 

Clean 1 pound of medium-sized mush- 
rooms by wiping them with a clean 
cloth; put aside the stalks. In a thick pan 
warm some olive oil, enough to allow 
the mushrooms to cook comfortably 
without actually frying. The mushrooms 
should be put in when the oil is warm, 
not smoking, and cooked gently for 10 
minutes. 

Remove them with a draining spoon 
onto a dish, then in the same oil sauté 
the stalks cut into small pieces; spread 
these over the mushrooms, adding a 
sprinkle of finely chopped garlic and 
parsley. Still into the same oil throw a 
handful of fresh white bread crumbs, 
and when these are golden, pour oil and 
bread crumbs over the mushrooms. 

Serve the dish cold the next day; if 
carefully cooked, without the oil having 
been overheated, they will be excellent.

Margaret Caldwell, who catalogues 
these Victorian sales at PB Eighty-Four 
and searched the furniture out says, 
“For $5,000 you can buy almost any ma- 
jor piece of 19th- -century Victorian fur- 
niture. But if you just want to furnish 
your house, you can get very good qual- 
ity pieces—often signed—which may 
cost less than furniture made today. One 
strong piece of Victorian furniture can 
be the centerpiece of a room.’ 

John Block, David Redden, and Mar- 
garet Caldwell are the energy behind 
this new interest in Victoriana at PB 
Eighty-Four. Redden in particular en- 
joys redefining a period that has fallen 
from favor. “It’s taken time for people 
to recognize things from the second half 
of the century as beautiful. The preju- 
dices that everyone else had were shared 
by our experts," he remarks. “Makers 
like Belter deserve to be expensive and 
the value will hold. He's the most im- 
portant maker in mid-19th-century 
America. The George Hunzinger pieces, 
done later, are very easy to decorate 
with. They have imagination, they're 
fun, but if you want to retain their value, 
don't alter them. Still you don't have to 
be museumological about the fabric you 
use.’ 

Later American Empire furniture is 
part of the early Victorian period. Some 
people feel it is clunky and deserves to 
be inexpensive—especially things done 
in the 1850s. Even what Duncan Phyfe 
made then has not been highly regarded. 
But a current view holds that all it takes 
to make this furniture attractive is to use 
it cleverly. One believer in this approach 
is a trainee at PB Eighty-Four who de- 
liberately collected “bad” but charming 
naive Hudson River paintings, quilts, 
and American Empire furniture. “‘I[t 
looks very country and attractive,” says 
David Redden, “and when she wants to 
trade up, she'll get her money out.’ 
Margaret Caldwell estimates that “today 
you can still get a chest of drawers for 
sideboard for $400, a sidechair 
for $3 » and a mau table for $200.”

E Chinese Export Porcelain 
Many categories are assumed to be too 
expensive for people interested in buying 
things to live with and use. At the Edgar 
and Bernice Chrysler Garbisch sale last 
May 12th, a Chinese export Cape of 
Good Hope punch bowl, estimated at 
$1,000/$1,500, went for $19,000, imply- 
ing that Chinese export isn't really for 
serving punch out of. “That’s an acci- 
dental price," says Robert Woolley. 
"Chinese export porcelain is another 
thing I think is going to take off more 
than it has, in spite of some isolated high 
prices at the Garbisch sale. You're still 
buying most things in hundreds of dol- 
lars.” 

Colin Sheaf, Christie’s porcelain spe- 
cialist, says “Usually it’s a false economy 
to buy things that deserve to be cheap 
because they are clumsy or very badly 
damaged. However, if you want a pair 
of pretty mustard-yellow 17th-century 
Brinjal bowls going for little money be- 
cause of a repair that isn't even visible, 
this fall may be the time to buy. If you 
are thinking of buying export to use on 
your table, try mixing services to create 
a complete set. They're called “harle- 
quin" services in the trade, and it's easy 
to put them together for about $16 a 
plate and up—about the same price as 
many modern services." 

"Blue-and-white Chinese export pat- 
terns are always popular, and there are 
still lots around for $20 a plate," says 
Sheaf. The most plentiful supply of blue- 
and-white porcelain dates after 1780 
when Americans began to trade directly 
with the Far East. “It’s fairly riskless to 
buy blue-and-white china by subscribing 
to our catalogues, never coming to the 
preview, and leaving your bid with cus- 
tomer service. Chinese technology was 
remarkably consistent. What is de- 
scribed in the catalogue as blue and 
white is what you would expect it to be, 
but be sure to read the description of the 
condition, and telephone us if you have 
further questions," he says. 


B Silver 


Why do so many people think of silver 
as the perfect example of why it makes 
sense to buy at auction? David Redd 
feels that there's almost no silver tha 
overpriced. '"There's silver that's very 
expensive, the work of gr: like 
Paul de Lamerie and Paul Storr, not for 
everybody, but silver continues to appre 
ciate regardless of econ conditions.

Done 
for the European market, they come in 
floral designs and ‘European’ colors, in 
combinations like mauve, mulberry, 
dark and middle blues on an ivory 
ground. A middle-size one costs $3,000. 
There is a strong desire for geometric 
tribal rugs because they fit in with con- 
temporary decorating," Bailey explains. 

"The top-quality Heriz carpets (Ser- 
apis) are very popular because of their 
lighter colors. The prettiest are the geo- 
metric florals—they have a geometric 
framework with flower designs in the 
center. Tribal rugs are the youngest 
look—basically 4 feet by 7 and some- 
times 5 by 8. They come from Turkey, 
the Caucasus (south Russia), Turkoman 
(northeast of Iran), plus Afshar and 
Gashgai (Southern Iran). At our auc- 
tions they average $2,500 and occasion- 
ally go for $1,500. It's a nice first buy 
to make at a rug sale. Several of them, 
bought over a period of time, will make 
a room," Bailey adds.

B 19th-20th-Century Pottery 


The art pottery produced here and in 
Europe as early as 1860 and continuing 
through the 1920s offers an unexpected- 
ly rich blend of influences—Orientalist, 
Arts and Crafts, plus a fledgling Mod- 
ernist simplicity. Some of it displays the 
sinuous, organic, and iridescent quality 
of Tiffany and Gallé glass of the period. 
Although most Art Nouveau and Art 
Deco glass is fully priced, the art pottery 
of the era is not. Avid collectors and 
dealers make up the hardcore of this 
new market, and for relatively little 
money they are having the fun of defin- 
ing the good, better, best of what's com- 
ing up. One couple who had been 
collecting famille rose and famille vert 
porcelain decided when they couldn't af- 
ford the best to switch to 19th- and 20th- 
century European pottery, where the 
price range for top quality items was $10 
to $3,000. “We found we could pay $10 
or $1,000 for the same item, depending 
on where we bought it," they explained. 
“The eye still counts more than the wal- 
let." 

Both Christie's and Sotheby's have 
sales with sections of European and 
American pottery. What is plentiful is 
work by American potters. Christie's 
sale last June 14 offered more than 12 
lots by George E. Ohr, one of the most 
distinctive American potters at the turn 
of the century. He used dark glazes on 
vases shaped like paperfolds. Some of 
the smaller ones went for $250. The ma- 
jor portion of the sale that day consisted 
of 100-plus lots of Rookwood, the art 
and commercial pottery factory in Cin- 
cinnati which began work in 1880 and 
specialized in floral and landscape slip 
glaze designs. Setting records at the sale 
were the large molasses-brown glazed 
jars with Indian heads. One went for 
$32,000. Many other decent examples of 
Rookwood, in a variety of glazes, went 
for under $1,000. 

Jordan-Volpe, New York dealers who 
specialize in American pottery, recom 
mend Rookwood as the Rolls-Royce of 
American art pottery. Todd Volpe off 
tips on other potters: "With Grueby 
attention to the form and design. If i 
a cucumber- or squash-like piece, make | 
sure it really achieves the texture and 
color of the vegetable. V is another 
name that comes up at sales—it was a 


commercial art pottery factory, the de-

W How to get into 


the market 
The big auction hoüses like Sotheby's 
and Christie's in New York have ex- 
panded their operations dramatically to 
develop a broader—even nationwide— 
participation in their sales. More de- 
tailed catalogues (for international sales 
every lot is illustrated) are mailed well 
in advance to subscribers all over the 
country. The system of leaving a bid if 
you can't go to the sale has been refined 
to allow for more accurate absentee bid- 
ding. “If you leave a bid for $2,000 and 
on the day of the sale the audience bid- 
ding stops at $1,200, Christie's will bid 
just a notch higher in your behalf and 
you would have the lot for $1,300," says 
Brian Cole. Elaborate systems almost 
bring telephone bidders right into the 
sale rooms. Expanded customer service 
operations allow the auction-goers to get

even better advice by phone and in the 
preview gallery. Preview times have been 
extended to Sunday afternoons and some 
evenings. 

Smaller auction houses are flourishing 
all over the country. Skinner, Bourne, 
Eldred—all in New England, Freeman 
and Frisk in Philadelphia, Weschler and 
Sloan in Washington, D.C., Trosby in 
Atlanta, Morton's in New Orleans, But- 
terfield in San Francisco, Doyle and 
Phillips in New York have established 
reputations, and normally offer weekly 
sales with catalogue/lists. A more com- 
plete list of auction houses with address- 
es and phone numbers comes in every 
issue of Art & Auction magazine (250 
West 57th St., New York, N.Y. 10011), 
which also does excellent auction pre- 
views and after-sale analyses. Some of 
the smaller auctioneers own some of the 
things they are auctioning, while the 
larger ones tend to own nothing. 

Some charge both the buyer and seller 
a commission (10 percent to each at 
Sotheby's and Christie's), and others 
only charge a seller's commission. The 
large auction houses "guarantee" that 
what you buy is what they represent it 
to be, but since even the experts may dis- 
agree about the identity of an item, the 
guarantee does not make a return auto- 
matic. And smaller auction houses rare- 
ly guarantee what they're selling. 
(However, no auction house, big or

The task ahead was not an easy one. 
he reappreciation of Victorian de- 
in—which has burgeoned in the past 
cade—was not widespread in 1964. 
‘search into how the house could cor- 
stly be restored was difficult. Even 
ough correspondence and records dat- 
z back to-the building of the Dodge 
ansion still existed, there really wasn’t 
slear idea of how the interiors actually 
ked. Luckily, descendants of the gen- 
il generously returned heirloom pieces 
purchased or had made for the house. 
local antiques dealer who dispersed 
ach of the mansion’s furniture after 
? house was sold in 1950 had an al- 
st photographic memory for who had 
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bought what, and proved to be an in- 
valuable help in tracking down impor- 
tant objects. 

Even former servants of General 
Dodge were interviewed to determine 
how things should be done. But appar- 
ently the two Swedish immigrant maids 
(by then well on in years) had paid more 
attention to their duties than to the 
decoration of the rooms. One said that 
the back parlor had been green, the oth- 
er insisted it was gray. They reversed 
their claims about the library: One 
thought it had been gray, the other 
green. Eventually, a more or less con- 
jectural scheme was settled upon. The 
front parlor was papered in a rich purple 
shade known to have been a favorite of 
Mrs. Dodge's. The dining-room walls 
still had remnants of the original red- 
flocked wallpaper, which was replaced 
with a lush new version similar to the 
original design.

Although the Dodge House in its res- 
urrected form is not exactly as the gen- 
eral would remember it, no doubt he 
would feel very much at home there. For 
one thing, much of the furniture he 
knew has been put back in its original 
places. The ample sideboards, the formi- 
dable glass-fronted bookcases, the cas- 
cading chandeliers, and vast paintings 
never appear ponderous or overwhelm- 
ing, as Victoriana can often seem when 
used in smaller rooms built in other pe- 
riods. At the Dodge House it all goes 
together. Although many of the original 
furnishings had been scattered over the 
years, to look at the Dodge House today 
one would never suspect it. That is tes- 
timony to the pervasive sense of appro- 
priateness behind the best Victorian 
interior design. 

Today Council Bluffs can be proud in 
having one of the finest period houses 
now open to the public in America. Our 
understanding of the late 19th century 
has changed a great deal since the 
Dodge House began its sad descent into 
dereliction 30 years ago. People have re- 
discovered Belter sofas and Herter what- 
nots, roll-top desks and wicker plant 
stands, front-hall coat racks and old 
bentwood rockers. People now know 
that Victorian houses—with window 
seats and belvederes and wrap-around 
verandas—can be great fun to live in. 
Far from the Addams Family night- 


mares they seemed to our parents, Vic- 
torian mansions much like the Dodge 
He e now frequently more sought- 
after than modern houses, which often 
i possess much less surprise, craftsman- 


ship, and charm. 

Grenville Mellen Dodge was the prod- 
uct of a time and a place when civic 
pride was a virture as much to be ex- 
pected as thrift, hard work, honesty, and 
patriotism. The best values of General 
Dodge’s day—like his house—no longer 
seem useless or strange. Though he was 
a man motivated by other impulses as 
well, we can understand why his house, 
and the times that shaped it, have such 
a fascination for us now. 


Visiting the Dodge House 

The Dodge House site is comprised of 
three buildings: The Dodge House itself; 
the Carriage House, which is currently 
being restored; and the August Bere- 
sheim House, which contains an orien- 
tation center, a noteworthy collection of 
original 19th-century costumes, and a 
large and significant collection of 19th- 
century pressed glass. The Dodge House 
is located at 605 Third St., Council 
Bluffs, Iowa 51501.

The Dodge House is supported partially 
by funds from the city of Council Bluffs, 
but although it is designated a National 
Historic Landmark, it is largely depen- 
dent on income from admissions, dona- 
tions, and memberships. Annual 
memberships in Friends of the Dodge 
House are $10 for individuals, $15 for 
families, with higher categories ranging 
from sustaining member ($25) to life 
member ($1,000). Members receive free 
admission to the Dodge House, the 
Friends newsletter, discounts in the 
Dodge House gift shop, and invitations 
to the members-only Christmas Tea.

strong style; there's that old adage about 
having to break some eggs in order to 
make the omelet. But as designers we 
know immediately when something isn't 
right. We both believe that it's the de- 
termination of the designer to visualize 
beforehand and educate on the way so 
that the client receives the best. 

“Our firm's motto is ‘Hang in There.’ 
Imagine how a client must feel when 
there's only three yards of fabric on a 
wall, next to a piece of furniture that 
may or may not be upholstered and fin- 
ished, with paintings down, and rugs not 
properly laid...and she's supposed to 
judge the effect. Even J feel clutched at 
such a moment. I know the result is go- 
ing to be fabulous, but how do we win 
her trust when it's time, money, worry, 
and displeasure lying in wait for us both? 
Suspend judgement? Impossible. Have 
faith! That's all you can do until the job 
is finished in the eye of the designer. I 
believe that when Vincent and I com- 
plete a project we have fashioned a new 
environment for a new person to live in. 
Everyone is changed in the process of 
putting together a house or apartment. 

“The essential feeling of this newly 
decorated house is that of being in a 
comfortable bower—especially in the 
bedroom. The ceiling is covered with a 
glade-like fabric; we painted latticework 
on the walls; and we put a lovely wa- 
tersilk green Aubusson rug as a foot- 
board to the bed the way tapestries were 
sometimes used. Small dormer-like cur- 
tains flank the windows, and a small 
canopy was built on the ceiling directly 
over the bed. 

"The only room in the whole house 
that reveals its original history is the 
small kitchen which we left as it was. 
Our only decoration was the subtlest 
hand-stenciled border around the ceil- 
ing. 

“Neither the owners nor we had any 
idea at the time that we would end by 
infusing this house with such character. 
We did it by ignoring all the decorating 
'shoulds.' The ‘shoulds’ about decorat- 
ing 18-century French farmhouses and 
the ‘shoulds’ about decorating small 
spaces. With color, prints, handpainting, 
and clever re-apportioning of visual 
space we made it express the style of the 
people who live there." They also made 
the house come alive. BM

And then there are the very early 
snowflakes (Leucojum) and snowdrops 
(Galanthus). Both have white flowers 
with green-tipped petals, but the snow- 
flake has six petals of equal length, while 
the snowdrop has three long and three 
short. Both are worth growing for their 
graceful white flowers and are almost as 
tall as daffodils, and equally enthusiastic 
about multiplying. 

Anemones are often ignored among the 
throng of more spectacular spring bulbs. 
But they have a charm of their own, and, 
when used in quantity, provide a ferny, 
soft-colored groundcover nothing else 
can quite equal. Anemone blanda, never 
more than 6 or 8 inches high, sends up 
quantities of narrow-petaled flowers at 
the same time the early tulips are flow- 
ering. In shades of blue, pink, or white, 
they keep opening for a couple of weeks. 
And the leaves, which look much like 
low-growing ferns, keep growing much 
longer than tulip leaves if they're ade- 
quately supplied with moisture. Anemone 
nemorosa is about a foot tall, with flow- 
ers like white buttercups blooming at tu- 
lip time; it is excellent for naturalizing. 
Anemone coronaria, whose spectacular 
broad-petaled flowers are a florist staple, 
is unfortunately not hardy, so is best left 
to greenhouse growers and southern gar- 
deners.

Get a head start on Christmas by mak- 
ing a moiré-and-lace Christmas stock- 
ing like the one on page 166. You'll 
need about ll^ yards of blue moiré 
for the outer stocking, 1⁄2 yard of white 
moiré for the cuff, 14% yards of blue 
moiré for the inner lining, two pieces 
of polyester fiberfill the size of your 
stocking, plus lace and ribbon trim. 

l. Draw a stocking pattern on a heavy 
brown grocery bag, making it full and 
fat, as small stockings tend to look 
skimpy. Draw pattern about an inch 
larger than you want the finished 
stocking to be, to allow for seams. 

2. Using the brown paper pattern as 
your guide, cut a stocking front and 
back out of fabric, lining, and fiberfill. 
3. Baste front of stocking to fiberfill 
around outer edges. Baste back of 
stocking to fiberfill in the same way. 

4. Stitch front of stocking to back of 
stocking, right sides together, leaving 
top edge open. Turn stocking right 
side out. 

5. With right sides together, stitch lin- 
ing front to lining back, leaving top 
edge open. 

6. Drop lining into stocking, so seams 
are hidden inside the stocking. Baste 
top edge of lining to stocking. 

7. To make the cuff of the stocking, 
cut a piece of white moiré slightly larg- 
er than the top of the stocking, and to 
whatever length you want the cuff to 
be, adding a small hem allowance.

To make pomanders with a minimum of 
thumb “wear and tear," wear an adhe- 
sive bandage, thimble, or a stationer's 
rubber paper-sorting “thimble.” For 
each pomander you'll need a thin- 
skinned orange (or lemon or lime), about 
1, ounces of long-stemmed cloves, and 
4 tablespoons of an aromatic preserva- 
tive called orrisroot powder*. You may 
wish to add ground ingredients like cin- 
namon, allspice, nutmeg, or ginger to 
the orrisroot powder to vary the fra- 
grance. Punch rows of cloves into fruit, 
a clove's width apart. Clove one fruit at 
a time, within 24 hours. In a bowl, turn 
the cloved pomanders in orrisroot till 
they're well coated. Allow about a 
month for drying and shrinkage, turning 
the pomanders regularly or hanging 
them up in a dry, airy place. To gift-

Marauding mealybugs — 


the house plant's menace 


Few house-plant pests have the ability 
to frustrate the indoor gardener as much 
as the mealybug. A fecund menace, it 
drinks in the juices of tender leaves— 
coleus and African violet are two favor- 
ites, along with schefflera and garde- 
nia—weakening and eventually killing 
the plant. Ignored for any length of time, 
the mealybug will move on from its first 
choices to invade every plant you have. 

Relatives of scale insects, mealybugs 
are small oval creatures with soft, seg- 
mented bodies covered with a white wax 
that extends in filaments beyond the 
body. They seem to have everything on 
their side. The mealybug is so small, es- 
pecially when it first hatches, that it is 
almost impossible to see without a mag- 
nifying glass. It can get a head start on 
you before you suspect it's there. 

Two clues will help alert you to its 
presence. The female, which can grow 
as long as 4 inch, deposits her eggs in 
a compact sac clearly visible to the hu- 
man eye—that is, if she chooses to lay 
it in plain sight. The sac looks like a bit 
of cotton. You'll find it anywhere on a 
plant, but favorite dropping-off places 
are axils of stems and leaves. An egg sac 
usually holds between 300 and 600 eggs 
and you have 10 days to discover and de- 
stroy it. The eggs hatch in about a week 
and a half and the babies immediately 
set out in search of food. They crawl all 
over a plant feeding the way mosquitoes

wrap, simply wind pretty ribbon around 
the pomander in two directions, and 
bow-tie, tucking in a sprig of rosemary 
or boxwood (or wiring cinnamon sticks 
or drilled whole nutmegs to the ribbon) 
if you wish, for extra fragrance.

feed on people, by inserting their beaks 
into a plant and sucking out juice. 

The second clue to the presence of 
mealybugs is the sticky honeydew they 
secrete. If a leaf looks unusually shiny 
in spots, grasp it and press a finger gent- 
ly on the sheen. If it feels gummy, give 
the plant the once-over with a magni- 
fying glass. You’ll be amazed at the ac- 
tivity you'll discover. Along with 
mealybugs, you'll probably see ants for- 
aging around—they love the nectar. 
Sooty mold fungus finds the honeydew 
an ideal medium for getting started, and 
undoubtedly you'll see a closeup of that 
growth. 

Laying an egg sac is the swan song 
for a female mealybug—300 to 600 eggs 
should be termed a lifetime’s work for 
any species—and she dies after her ef- 
fort. The whole cycle takes about a 
week. The reproduction process is also 
the final act for the male. Before he 
mates, he forms a white case within 
which he changes to a minute active 
two-winged insect like a fly. He cannot 
feed in this state, so after mating, he 
quickly dies. But what this couple leaves 
behind boggles the senses. 

Washing plants frequently might car- 
ry away a Stray bug that has wandered 
onto a leaf before it has had a chance 
to establish itself. An all-out assault, 
though, calls for stronger measures. On 
plants with hairy leaves, such as the Af-

In a decision in- 
volving a dog owner's suit against an 
animal hospital, Friedman stated: “This 
court ... holds that a pet is not just a 
thing, but occupies a special place some-

But if the animal agency goes ahead 
and kills the dog anyway, what good is 
this law to your son? 

He should take whatever steps are 
necessary to ensure that his pet doesn’t 
get out, for the dog’s sake as well as his 
own. It could very easily get lost or hit 
by a car. Also, if the dog should bite 
someone while running loose, the animal 
control officers might shoot it. 

We have often wondered what 

would happen to our dog and cats 
in the event of our death. We have no 
children or close relatives to depend on. 
What's the best provision to make now 
for our pets? 

In your will, you might 

name a friend who has 
agreed to be entrusted with your 
animals, and leave a financial 
provision for their care. This is 
preferable to having a court 
name a guardian. 

Another solution for pets who 
survive their owners is the Pet 
Retirement Home, operated by 
the Kent Animal Shelter. Direc- 
tor Gretchen Scanlan has set up 
arrangements whereby a pet 
owner can leave legal instruc- 
tions and a bequest that would 
provide for the pet's care for the 
rest of its life in this private 
home. The pet would never be 
put up for adoption, no matter 
what its age, but would live per- 
manently in the Pet Retirement 
Home with a young couple as

Tulips—queen of flowers 


The bulbs that bloom in spring 


ulbs we plant in fall to flow- 

er in spring are, quite liter- 

ally, storehouses of energy. 

During their brief growing 

season the leaves manufac- 

ture nutrients that are stored 
in the bulb to produce its flowering next 
year. The water necessary to trigger this 
growth is picked up by the roots that 
begin growing out of the bottom of each 
bulb as soon as it is planted. 


E When to Plant 


Time of planting is important, but not 
overwhelmingly so. If for some reason 
your newly arrived bulbs don't get plant- 
ed in October, plant them later, even if 
it means breaking through a crust of fro- 
zen soil to do so. Daffodils like to get 
their roots down before the soil cools off, 
but will turn in a satisfactory perfor- 
mance anyway, as long as they have not 
been kept in too warm a place before 
planting. A sure way to keep tulips from 
flowering is to store them in too warm 
a place. Keep them cool, and never, nev- 
er let them lie in the hot sunshine wait- 
ing to be planted. The same rule applies 
to smalier bulbs: crocus, scilla, chino- 


GROW THEM IN VASES 


Tulips seem to grow after being cut— 
they stretch and turn in a vase—so 
arrange them in a tall container 
loosely, as above. 

Or don't cut at all. Dig up a bulb 
just before it blooms, rinse, and put 
roots and all in a glass vase. The 
flower will last even longer than if 
cut, and you can quickly replant the 
bulb to bloom again another year. 

Tip for keeping any bulb bcuquet, 
from garden or florist, in top condi- 
tion longer: Recut the stems, wrap 
each stem and flower in wax paper, 
and put in a bucket of warm water 

for 6 hours before rearranging.

GROW THEM IN GRASS 


Crocuses, grape hyacinths, and scil- 
las grow well in turf, but only if their 
leaves are allowed to develop after 
the flowers are gone. This means not 
cutting the grass until late June or 
possibly even later, but the brief un- 
tidiness will pay off in the next flow- 
ering season. Fertilizing the lawn 
helps the bulbs along with the grass.

ll How Deep? 

The very first point to keep in mind is 
the condition of the soil under the bulb 
when it is planted.

But this is a flexible rule. In heavy, wa- 
ter-retentive soil, you needn't go that 
deep, and in light quick-drying soil the 
bulbs will be much better if planted 
deeper. In either case, make sure that at 
least 6 inches of soil under the bulb is 
thoroughly loosened—add sand if it's 


GROW THEM IN A REFRIGERATOR 


A refrigerator's vegetable bin, a wine cellar, or any cool, dark basement or 
garage (above freezing, below 45 degrees) is ideal for rooting bulbs in pots 
for early bloom indoors—or even for slipping into window boxes or outdoor 


Look for varieties recommended for forcing. Plant bulbs closely, tip up. A 
4-inch diameter pot will hold about 3 daffodils or hyacinths, 4 tulips, or 8 
grape hyacinths. You need just enough porous soil to cover. If you don't have 
garden soil, use a packaged mix. Water and drain after planting and any time 
the surface dries out. Keep moist and dark. 

After about 3 months, when shoots emerge, move pot to a dim spot (even |, 
under a bed) for a few days. Then put it on a sunny window sill to bring 
flowers into bloom.

Mr. Buatta, who says he's been a pas- 
sionate collector since he was three years 
old, also feels that ''scattering pieces 
throughout a room wastes their impact. If 
there is even the slightest common thread 
binding your pieces, present them together.” 

Here, the common theme is 18th- 
century porcelains. In the center fore- 
ground is a Creamware decorated dish 
holding an antique Chinese silk sachet on 
silk cords with tiny jade beads. To each 
side of the dish are two asparagus etuis, 
hollow porcelain containers women used 
to hold their precious needles. Two delft 
cachepots contain white stock, and behind 
the left one stands a carved ivory pagoda 
made during the China Trade, around 1810 
or 1820.

Finish “skirt” to match 
bookcase. From architect Sam Neustadt.

An easy way to get most light- or medium-weight picture frames 
to lie flat against the wall: Use two “J” wall hooks and two screw 
eyes (right and left inside edge of frame, about one-sixth of the 
way down) sized to the frame weight. First test picture arrange- 
ments by taping pieces of plain paper the same sizes onto the 
wall. Hold frame to the spot you've picked and test for levelness 
with a carpenter's spirit level. Pencil where top corners go. Then 
mark the protruding parts of the screw eyes with colored chalk 
and press frame to the spot you've marked: Transferred chalk 
marks show where to hammer hooks to wall. From Arthur Heitz- 
man, director of photography at Gittings Texas Studio. 


The very simplest way to hang a quilt: With quilt smooth, mea- 
sure the top edge. Cut a five-inch strip of prewashed muslin and 
one wood strip that length. Sew muslin along top of quilt, to 
strongest part of back outer binding. Place quilt face down. Lay 
wood strip on top, along top edge. Starting in middle, wrap mus- 
lin around wood and staple muslin in place. Attach screw eyes 
to muslin-covered stretcher and hang.

@ English Caster 


Would you please explain the marks on my silver caster 
and tell me something about its origin? 
—W.EV., West Sedona, Ariz. 


The form of your sterling silver pear-shaped caster with 
a pierced cover and a horizontal molded band dividing 
the body into two parts was introduced in English silver 
in the early 18th century. Your set of four hallmarks— 
Capital P in shield (year mark for 1890-1891), Lion Pas- 
sant (purity mark), Leopard’s Head Uncrowned (London B 
assay office mark), and Sovereign’s Head (excise duty | 
mark)—is recorded in the table of Marks on London Sil- | 
ver—without the Sovereign's head. This puzzle can be ex- 
plained. The Year mark, since its introduction in the 15th 
century, was never changed on January 1, but always after 
the New Year had commenced. Since 1660, it has been 
changed on May 29. In 1890, the excise duty on gold and 
silver articles, which had been reimposed in 1784, was re- | 
pealed. So your caster was made in 1890, before May 29. 


Bl Haviland Pitcher 


The French porcelain manufacturer, Ha. 
viland, at Limoges, made your pitcher| 
after 1890. It produced quantities of por-} 
celain for the American export market. 
The 1902 Sears, Roebuck catalogue ad- 
vertised: “Our $19.95 Haviland French 
China 100-piece Dinner Set ... made in 
Limoges, France, by that celebrated, 
world-wide known maker, Theodore 
Haviland . . . at a price no dealer, no im- 
porter will attempt to compete 
with. ...The weight of this 100-piece 
Haviland Dinner Set when carefully 
packed ... is about 100 pounds, and the 
freight will amount to a very small item 
when compared with the saving.”

The last tool Moi recommends for 
thorough cleansing of hands and feet is 
the Magic Callus Stone, a sulfur-based, 
gently abrasive synthetic stone which 
she says is the safest and most effective 
callus remover she knows. Use it with 
soap and water for small calluses on 
your palms, fingers, heels, and metatar- 
sal portions of the foot. She considers it 
an essential bath item but cautions that 
it should also be applied with a soapy 
lubrication. It is not to be used dry. 

The rest of your tools for a manicure 
are paper towels, warm water with a few 
drops of liquid dishwashing detergent, 
cuticle lotion, and a flat tray to hold all 
your tools. Collect everything you'll 
need before you begin. If you prefer a 
no-polish look for your nails, you may 
want to buy a chamois buffer, which im- 
parts a beautiful gleam to your nails. 
You should select one that is large 
enough to let (Continued on page 40)

you stroke your nails in long, even mo- 
tions. Avoid using small buffers only a 
few inches long. Yours should be at least 
6 to 9 inches long with one or two extra 
thin chamois pieces. There is no need to 
replace the buffer when the chamois 
wears out, which it will if you do a slight 
buff every day. 

The shape of your nail is the secret to 
its strength. Long nails aren't always the 
strongest. Nails need straight edges to 
support them, and in Moi's judgement, 
short nails with straight edges and 
slightly rounded tips are the most beau- 
tiful and the most comfortable. Filing 
produces three results: First, used as a 
ruler it produces nails that are the same 
length when the file is pressed against 
the fingertip and run straight. Second, 
filing produces the shape, and third, it 
gives your nails clean, finished edges— 
no snags, no tiny cracks or tears. When 
you're working on your right hand and 
the file is in your left, you'll have better 
control if you hold the file stationary 
and move the right hand against the file. 
The most comfortable position for your 
right hand when you're working with 
your left: Have fingernails facing away 
from you. Most comfortable left-hand 
position when you're working with your 
right: Have fingernails facing you. 

If you don't wear color on your 
nails—Moi's No-Polish polish is one of 
her most popular creations. No-Polish 
polish looks best on nails whose natural 
color is slightly pink and free of discol- 
orations. Take a bottle of pure white pol- 
ish, a bottle of pale pink polish, and a 
bottle of yellow or orange polish. You'll 
also need three bottles of dual-purpose 
clear base/topcoat. Empty one bottle of 
base/topcoat by a quarter and add two 
drops of pure white. Empty the second 
bottle of base/topcoat by a quarter and 
add a few drops of the pale pink. If the 
color is too pink for your taste, lighten 
it with a drop of the yellow or orange. 
Apply a coat of the white, a coat of the 
pink, and then a coat of the base/top- 
coat. Just as a “Natural look" makeup 
is more flattering than no makeup, nails 
dressed with the merest hint of color are 
prettier than nails left plain—unless you 
begin a proper buffing program. This 
takes a chamois buffer and a small con- 
tainer of slightly pink buffing paste. 

Remove old polish, soak nails in sudsy 
water, apply cuticle-remover lotion, use 
the cuticle knife to scrape nails clean and 
to lift the cuticle, massage hands with 
cream or lotion, soak in sudsy water 
again and then dry 

Apply buffing paste in a thin coat. 
Buff your nails in one direction only. Do 


not sweep back and forth. You'll feel an 


uncomfortable, slightly burning sensa- 
on if you do. Line up four fingers and 
429 them in one sweep, thumb last. Then 
uff each finger separately to make the

he daisies and chrysanthe- 
mums are both members of 
that abundant flowering 
family, the Compositae. 
Taxonomists who trace the 
development of the showy 
chrysanthemum from its earliest begin- 
nings assure us there was only a simple 
yellow daisy when hybridization first be- 
gan to shape the modern mum. Whether 
the original hybridization occurred as an 
accident of nature or by the intent of 
some Orierital gardener is, however, un- 
resolved, and will probably remain so. 

But ancient Chinese pottery embel- 
lished with mums similar to those grown 
today has been found. So chances are 
that China is the country of origin. In 
Japan, the chrysanthemum is called Ki- 
Ku, or “Queen of the East," and it has 
been central to Japanese gardening for 
milleniums. 

By the early- to mid-1800s, several 
progenitors of our present mums had 
made their way to England and France. 
Those two countries chose two different 
directions in chrysanthemum breeding. 
England took to its bosom the so-called 
Chinese Incurve, whose regular pattern 
of curved petals form a perfectly sym- 
metrical ball-shaped bloom. The French 
chose the Japanese Incurve, which forms 
the largest of all blooms, with the petals 
interlaced and twisted into a rather more 
shaggy spherical shape. 

By the mid-1800s, most American 
gardeners chose to go with the English 
choice of the Chinese Incurve. Not 
much time was devoted to chrysanthe- 
mum growing in this country, however. 
Grown as half-hardy perennials, the 
plants simply required too much care. 
So they were relegated to the status of 
estate plants, to be grown by the wealthy 
in their conservatories to produce the 
biggest bloom and with it to win in the 
garden shows

With modern horticulture and the 
controlled light conditions available to 
growers today, mums can be brought 
into flower every month of the year. 
However, I still believe that to every sea- 
son there is a flower—and mums are for 
fall. Besides, fall chrysanthemums can 
last forever. Their spring-forced counter- 
feits are often not so lucky. 

The first step in making your potted 
mums comfortable is to keep them cool. 
A temperature of 60 degrees is just right. 
It can be warmer during the day. But 
heat, particularly night heat, will seri- 
ously shorten the flowering display, 
which with good fortune and plenty of 
buds should last for a month. 

Watering by submerging the whole 
pot suits chrysanthemums fine. They are 
heavy drinkers. Spraying the tops will 
keep the greenery crisp and help dis- 
courage aphids. Overall, these plants are 
not bothered much by insect pests, per- 
haps because the chrysanthemum, spe- 
cifically C. cinerariifolium, is the source

more people, however, seem to be un- 
aware of the fact that those potted gift 


plants can be successfully added to their’ 


garden display, where they will continue 
to bloom year after year. 


To hold your chrysanthemums over! 


until the garden is ready for spading in 
the spring, clip the tops back to about 
6 inches above the soil after flowering. 
You should, of course, be pinching off 
all the blooms one by one as they fade. 
But wait for the final cutting until no 
buds or flowers remain. 

Place your truncated plants in a cold 


cellar, garage, or shed. Any sheltered f 


place where the temperature will remain 
a few degrees above freezing throughout 
the winter is fine. Hardy chrysanthe- 
mums send out numerous below-ground 
shoots, or stolons, which survive even as 
the tops freeze. However, since yours are 
still in a pot rather than in the garden, 
it's best to avoid freezing. 

During the winter, water the pot just 
enough to keep the soil from drying out. 
The chrysanthemum's natural thirst 
does not extend to its dormant season. 

In late spring, or when daytime tem- 
peratures remain in the 60s, you can set 
the plants out in your garden. A good 
location calls for a minimum of 4 hours 
of sun a day. Drainage is important. So 
is well-conditioned soil, into which peat 
moss, leaf mold, or composted manure 
has been liberally incorporated. Organic 
fertilizers such as cottonseed meal and 
blood meal are also very valuable. 

The best of soil, however, will do your 
plants no good if it is too acid. A pH 
of 6.0-6.3 is just right. Now's the time 


a small soil-testing kit might be the per- | 


fect addition to your gardening equip- 
ment. 

Set your chrysanthemum plant so that 
the garden soil level and the old pot soil 
level are equal. If the roots appear twisted 
and pot-bound when you knock the plant 
out of the pot, make sure you loosen the 
root ball so that the new growth will 
strike out intc the garden soil rather than 
continue to wind around itself. To keep 
the roots from drying out as capillary 
action of the new soil draws moisture 
from soil once residing in your pot, soak 
the planting well as it settles in. 

Once the chrysanthemum has perked 
up and started growing, pinch it. Pinch 
off the top resolutely, or your plant will 
not bunch out and flower properly. 
Pinching will become your prime con- 
sideration during the following months. 


BI it’s All in the Pinch 


There are two ways to grow chrysanthe- 
mums. One produces a spray of flowers, 
the other a single outsized bloom—the 
familiar super-mum. It's all a matter of

1 single stem is usually grown either for 
he cut-flower trade or for shows. There 
re a few gardeners who make these 
tandards part of their bedding display, 
nd the only reason for not doing so is 
e need for staking and other care. 

The bush, or shrublike form, is the 
:hrysanthemum's natural growing pat- 
ern. Gardeners merely accentuate it, 
winging the best qualities forward by 
yinching. Actually, mums pinch them- 
elves. Under natural conditions, break 
juds, very small nonblooming buds, 
orm as the plant grows, developing 
oughly from June on. These buds in- 
libit the vertical growth and force out 
ide growth. Secondary break buds, a bit 
arger, then form on these branches, 
'ausing additional lateral growth. 

It has been theorized that the reason 
e chrysanthemum blooms so profusely 
5 that its flowering occurs so late in the 
ason, when pollinating insects are less 
han abundant. Branching continuously 
nd sending out a veritable candelabrum 
Xf simultaneous blooms for those few in- 
ects that remain to feast on them are 
he ways the chrysanthemum assures 
seed-setting for the production of future 
zenerations. 

Your pinching will only serve to assist 
ature in the scheme by ensuring an 
»ven denser form than might result if the 
hrysanthemum were left to its own de- 
ices. After the first pinch has produced 
wo or three sturdy lateral branches, say 
2y July 1, pinch again. This time remove 
alf an inch of terminal growth from 
zach of the new branches. This will 
again cause lateral development. 

But why, you might ask, go through 
all this pinching if the break buds will 
cause the plant to branch naturally? The 
answer is that you do the pinching be- 
ore the break buds develop. This means 
you force out the side branches earlier, 
aking a more compact and densely 
owering plant. 

Some varieties of mums lend them- 
selves better to the standard form than 
others. Chances are your potted plants 
are best grown as bush bloomers. How- 
2ver, if you get hooked on mums, you 
an easily buy the big-bloom variety to 
add to your collection. To grow these 
arge, single mums, only the manner of 
pinching is changed. After the first 
pinch, allow none but the best new lat- 
eral to grow. Remove the extra ones. 
The goal is to develop one single stem. 
his means that the mums can be grown 
uch closer together, 8 inches between 
plants being fairly standard. 

Staking is essential for the single 
um. The tall species will have fairly 
soft and unsupportive growth for the 
irst 2 feet of their development. Make 
sure the stakes are strong. Also make 
sure that they're as tall as the mums

E Bonsai Chrysanthemums 
The Japanese love of irregular form was 
evident in their choice of the interlaced 
and twisted petals of the incurve form 
of chrysanthemum. But even the shape 
of the plant was a bit too regular—so 
they developed chrysanthemum bonsai. 
The chrysanthemum is an ideal train- 
ing plant for anyone smitten with the art 


! of bonsai. It takes only a year, instead 


| of decades, to develop, and the experi- | 


! ence can be readily transferred to the 
. true, but more exacting, form of bonsai. 

' First, you need to find a good chry- 
santhemum cultivar for training into 
bonsai. Suitable ones are usually listed 
under a separate heading in the cata- 
logues. Order early, so the cuttings can 
| be set by the end of March, or whenever 


| daytime temperatures remain in the 60s. 


This will permit you to raise your potted 
mums outdoors so they develop good 
growing strength by maturity. Growing 
the chrysanthemums indoors will extend 
the season, but they will need maximum 
sun and relatively cool temperatures. 
Pot up your future bonsai in a 3- or 
4-inch porous container with good 
drainage. Use rich, slightly acid soil. The 
soil should be kept constantly damp, but 
never wet. Many growers prefer subir- 
rigation, that is, watering from the bot- 


tom, letting the soil draw up the liquid. 

A few weeks after planting, buds will 
begin to appear at the stem-root junction 
of your cutting. Shorten the stem by a 
third at that time. Remove the next third 
in a week, and the last stump after an- 
other week. Remove also all stolons, or 
runners, so as not to divert energy into 
new plants. Then, selecting one bud for 
your bonsai-to-be, remove others. 

After 5 weeks, you should transplant 


the chrysanthemum to a 6-inch pot. 
Thread a #12 copper wire through the 


| drainage hole and leave it projecting 2 


feet above soil level. This will form the 
main trunk support for your bonsai. Set 
the plant itself into the soil with the 
roots spread out carefully. Attach the 
stem to the copper wire with Twist-ems. 

After 2 weeks of settling in, the plant 
is ready for shaping. Always do your 
wiring before watering. The plants bend 
a little more easily when dry. 

The actual bonsai style you choose $ 
will determine how you .wire. The first 
3 to 4 inches of trunk can be trained to 
the left or right. Whichever bend you 
choose, check your supporting wire dai- 
ly to make sure it's not cutting into the 
stem. This is soft plant tissue. Rewire § 
immediately if you see any damage. 

Pinch off the tip of the plant to en- 
courage lateral buds. Let it grow for 6 
weeks or so. Then pick a vigorous lateral 
branch about a third of the way up what 
will be the final height of the trunk. 
Wire it down into a cascade (dipping be- 
low the pot) or a semicascade (bowing ff 
to the pot’s rim). Remove all laterals be- 
low this branch. 

Month by month, wire out new 
branches and pinch off the intervening 
growth until you achieve that mysteri- 
ous effect—a miniature chrysanthemum 
tree. Pinch back a number of flower 
buds so that the blooms will be well dis- 
tributed but not overwhelming. In chry- 
santhemum bonsai, the form is, after all, 
as important as the flowers. 8

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Mysterious 

Machu Picchu—on 
a long weekend

stood on the terrace of the tiny 
tourist hotel in Machu Picchu and 
watched several vans of travelers 
from the morning train pull into the 
parking lot. As the bus doors opened, 
passengers rushed to the edge of the park- 
ing lot, setting up tripods and adjusting 
lenses as they ran. Baggage, hotel check- 
in, and lunch after a long journey—all 
were nothing next to the majestic Cor- 
dillera Mountains piercing the clouds, 
rearing up from the muddy, powerful 
Urubamba river canyon 8,000 feet below. 
This scene is repeated every day in 
Machu Picchu, Peru, site of the best-pre- 
served native American city in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Machu Picchu, 
approximately 20 centuries old, is dwarf- 
ed by peaks as high as 18,000 feet which 
surround it. It would be a toss-up as to 
who is the star of the show—Machu Pic- 
chu or the Cordilleras. The two togethe

My fiancé and I chose Machu Picchu 
as the place to spend 4 days over 
Thanksgiving weekend for two reasons: 
time and money. Since Peru is directly 
south of New York, there is no jet lag 
and you are able to enjoy the vacation 
from the moment you arrive, with no 
time wasted. It is also, in spite of the 
distance, not an expensive trip. 

The trip to Machu Picchu, which is 
a once-in-a-lifetime experience in terms 
of archaeology, culture, and beautiful 
natural surroundings, is really a bargain 
at slightly less than $1,200 and four days 
of your time. Airfare roundtrip from 
New York to Lima is around $910. Ev- 
erything else, including the flight be- 
tween Lima and Cuzco, the train to 
Machu Picchu, tour and guides, hotels, 
and meals is around $280. Ask your 
travel agent to book the flight (Braniff, 
Lufthansa, and Aeroperu fly to Lima) 
and to contact a tour operator who spe- 
cializes in South America. 

As it turned out, I was traveling alone 
on this journey 6,000 miles from home 
because Bob’s business detained him at 
the last minute. I think it says something 
about the beauty and fascination of 
Peru, the efficiency of the ground ar- 
rangements, and the helpfulness of the 
Peruvians that I never had a moment's 
worry during the whole four days. 

The first leg of the journey was the 
overnight flight to Lima. There, a small- 
er plane is waiting bound for Cuzco, the 
jumping-off place for Machu Picchu, a 
brief train ride away. 

A day and a night at Cuzco gives the 
traveler the opportunity to get accus- 
tomed to the altitude and to learn about 
the Inca 11,000-foot civilization. (As it 
turned out, the altitude is not a problem 
if you are in good health and obey the 
universal wisdom: Lie down for two 
hours upon arrival at the hotel and take 
it slow—during the entire trip, I only 
saw one person with altitude sickness.) 
My guide picked me up just after lunch 
on my first day and we visited three im- 
portant ruins outside the town. 

My first was Sacsahuaman. The Incas 
liked to build their cities, fortresses, and 
temples in high places. At Sacsahuaman, 
several thousand feet above the city of 
Cuzco, the air is so pure and clear and 
the view so magnificent that one under- 
stands why it was worth it to haul the 
mammoth blocks of stone, weighing 
many tons apiece, all the way up the 
mountain. 

Sacsahuaman was once a fortress 
erected to protect Cuzco, which the In- 
cas believed was the center or navel of 
the earth. The stones of Sacsahuaman 
were cut without metal, using only ex- 
posure to heat and cold. Water was 
p ured into cracks in the rocks and, 

| it froze, would break them apart. 


The stones then were transported up the 
mountain (archaeologists still don't 
know how) and fitted together without 
any adhesive substances. 

Our second stop that afternoon was 
Tambomachay, a kind of rest and rec- 
reation spa for tired citizens of the Inca 
empire. For the first time I saw evidence 
of the Inca interest in water works 
which is so important at Machu Picchu. 
Water was carried by aqueduct and un- 
derground pipes which spout down into 
pools. One level of pool drains into the 
next and then the underground pipe sys- 
tem takes over and the water reappears 
in a new pool yards away and farther 
down. 

On the road from Tambomachay to 
our final stop, we stopped at a Peruvian 
market and I achieved a life-long am- 
bition—making the acquaintance of a 
llama. Everywhere in Peru, one sees lla- 
mas, both real, and reproduced on 
sweaters, bags, and pottery. They are 
beasts of burden, their wool is clipped 
to make rope and saddle bags, and some- 
times, alas, they are eaten. Llamas are 
the camels of Peru, though not as large 
and strong as camels. However, they 
make up for this by being a more aes- - 
thetically pleasing animal with soulful 
eyes and fluffy wool. Llamas are ap- 
proximately human-sized, and the one I 
had my picture taken with stood head- 
to-head with me at 5-feet, 7 inches. 

Our last stop that afternoon was the 
ruins of Kenko, believed to be a place 
where the dead were worshiped. Like 
the Egyptians, the Incas had well-devel- 
oped theories about the afterlife and the 
preparations necessary to achieve it. At 
Kenko, there is an alleged mummy prep- 
aration platform, tombs where mummies 
were found, and an amphitheatre with 
an altar for sacrifices. The labyrinthine 
underground tunnels seem to indicate 
that something highly confidential went 
on at Kenko, and I was quite ready to 
believe the guide's tales of human sac- 
rifice and midnight ceremonies. 

At 7:30 the morning of my second day 
in Peru, it was time to catch the train 
for Machu Picchu, a trip of a little over 
three hours. The tracks are built next to 
the Urubamba River, a peaceful moun- 
tain stream, bordered by the Peruvian 
version of cottonwoods and blooming 
sagebrush, which descends 3,000 feet to 
become the roaring jungle torrent called 
the Urubamba. For the first hour the 
train moves through sparsely vegetated 
mountains, cactus, irrigated corn fields, 
and scattered stone farm houses. Then 
the mountains become higher and higher 
until their peaks are wreathed in clouds. 
The trees are hung with moss and vines, 
orchids bloom, and the river plunges 
down in uninterrupted falls and rapids. 
We have gone from desert to jungle in 
three hours. 

It seemed no time at all before we dis- 
embarked at Machu Picchu to board on 
of a neat group of blue jitneys and made

our way via 16 switchbacks across the 
face of the mountain 8,000 feet, up to 
the Hotel de Touristas. | 

This hotel has 32 double rooms at | 
present which each rent for $72 a night | 
with meals. Excellent Peruvian wine is 
available for $6 a bottle. 

It was here that everyone raced from 
the bus to photograph the view. The ru- 
ins of Machu Picchu are just next to the 
hotel. Up and down we went on the 
well-preserved Inca staircases, which 
lead one through the village, jails, tem- 
ples, fountains, a sacrificial table, and 
everywhere agricultural terraces—still 
so fertile 600 years later that the grass 
looked like Kentucky bluegrass. 

For the 18 of us who remained over- 
night, Machu Picchu was ours alone until 
the 300-passenger tourist train rolled in 
the next morning. In these circumstances, 
a walk in the ruins was quiet and remi- 
niscent of what one reads of medieval 
villages clustered at the foot of a castle 
wall. The thatched-roof houses, though 
small, are still sturdy and feel homelike 
inside. It is not difficult to imagine the 
2,000 inhabitants of this little town going 
about their daily business and planting, 
harvesting, marrying, worshiping, receiv- 
ing with interest the latest news from the 
other Inca towns via runner. 

As the train pulled out of station that 
afternoon, I though how fortunate we 
20th-century travelers were to have a 
wonder like Machu Picchu become so 
accessible to us. My long weekend in 
Peru had been completely refreshing, al- 
ways stimulating, even convenient. B

O Cream the butter and the sugars togeth- 
er in a large bowl, then stir in the beaten 
eggs.

Dissolve the baking soda in the hot 
water and stir it and the flour mixture al- 
ternately into the butter mixture until well 
blended. The dough should be quite firm. 
Cover and refrigerate overnight. If the 
dough seems too soft the next day, more 
flour can be kneaded in. 

O Roll out a circle of dough that is 12 inch- 
es in diameter and '/ inch thick. Transfer 
to a lightly greased baking sheet or a 15- 
inch pizza pan. With the remaining dough, 
form and model the features of the sun, 
starting with the nose. Trace a face lightly 
into the dough with a knife blade, if so de- 
sired. Keep a cup of water nearby the work 
surface and moisten each portion of dough 
as it is added to help it adhere. Moisten 
he fingertips and smooth and sculpt the 
dough as much as necessary. 

O Add a small border of rolled dough to 
delineate the face and mark the border 
with silver dragées, then use remaining 
dough to make rays. Bake the cookie in 
a preheated 325° oven for about 1 hour. 
If any parts of the cookie begin to over- 
brown, cover them with foil. Remove cook- 
ie to a rack and let cool.

Protect the surface with a light cov- 
ering of aluminum foil so that the cookie 
stays as white as possible. Cool on a rack. 
L] For frosting, beat together in a bowl 1 
egg white, 3 tablespoons water, and 1 tea- 
spoon lemon juice. Add confectioners sug- 
ar until the frosting is nicely firm, then frost 
the cookie smoothly all white. Let cookie 
dry at least 3 hours. The cookie is now a 
"canvas" ready for painting.

and fairly lightweight models. 

For your friends who already own 
VCRs, raw recording tape makes an in- 
expensive and always-welcome present. 
Much improvement has been achieved 
lately in the tape itself, and if your 
friends haven’t yet discovered the pic- 
ture quality now available from premi- 
um brands, they'll be surprised at what 
they see if you give them tapes like 
TDK's Super Avilyn, the new Fuji Ber- 
idox, or Maxell Epitaxial video cassettes. 
A notable advance in this area comes 
from BASF, which has adapted its own 
unique chrome tape formulation—long a 
favorite of audio fans—for use in video 
tape. The new BASF chrome video cas- 
settes present a notably bright, sharp 
picture, true in color, and with surpris- 
ingly little fuzz on the screen. All these 
tapes are available in both Beta and VHS 
formats at various lengths. 


lll Stereo systems 

The gift of music has been traditional for 
Christmas ever since the Herald Angels 
first sang, and nowadays this gift often 
takes the form of a stereo system. Sev- 
eral top-rank audio companies now offer 
complete prematched systems in various 
price ranges. A case in point are the 
mini-systems by Aiwa, Sony, Technics, 
and Mitsubishi, which are mini in size 
but not in performance. A particularly 
attractive mini-rig is Aiwa's M-301, con- 
sisting of a Dolby-equipped stereo cas- 
sette deck, an amplifier rated at 35 watts 
per channel, plus a digital AM/FM ste- 
reo tuner, all for $790 and fitting into 
a space only about 10 inches high and 
8/, inches wide. An optional carrying 
case holds the whole system. 

An audio Christmas gift that's a boon 
to the whole family is a pair of ear- 
phones, so anyone can listen without dis- 
turbing the others. The latest advance in 
this field comes from Sony, whose MDR 
stereo earphones are so small and light 
that you hardly know you're wearing 
them. Even though they weigh less than 
2 ounces, these new headsets cover the 
entire audible range of sound with stun- 
ning realism. Their secret is a newly de- 
veloped lightweight magnet that enables 
these tiny music makers to reproduce 
ample power levels without distortion. 
The Sony MDR headsets can be worn 
for hours without discomfort, and with 
prices starting at $40, they make ideal 
earphones for people: who never liked 
earphones before. 


W Videodisks 


It is good news that videodisk players 
aren't quite as hard to find as they used 
to be, although they are still in limited 
distribution. By Christmas, they should 
be available in about 60 cities across the 
U.S. The videodisk is basically a kind of 
phonograph that plays video programs 


of your choice on your TV set. Com] 
pared to video cassettes, the disks gen- 
erally furnish a better picture and much 
better sound. What's more, there is anl 
extensive library of movies, plays, mu- 
sical performances, educational features 
soon to be available on videodisks, and 
they're much cheaper than prerecorded 
cassettes. Prices for videodisks range 
from $15 to $25, depending on the pro- 
gram, while a prerecorded feature on 
tape may cost $50 or more. As this new 
medium grows, even the latest hit shows 
will be available on disks, along with] 
sports, ballet, cooking lessons, home- 
maintenance hints, travel features. Yet 
compared to tape the videodisk has one 
major drawback. Like a phonograph, it 
only plays—it doesn't récord. 

At the moment, videodisk players are 
made by two companies—Magnavox 
and Pioneer. Both use ultra-sophisticat- 
ed technology. In fact, these videodisk 
players are the first household product 
making use of laser beams—the safe, 
low-powered -sort—to scan the disk and 
“read out” clearly defined picture detail 
along with high-fidelity sound. Current 
models also offer such useful features as 
freeze-frame, slow-motion, fast-motion 
indexing of particular program seg: 
ments, and quick search for any partic- 
ular portion of the program. The 
Magnavox player costs $775, the Pio-[. 
neer, $749. 


Bl Stocking Stuffers 
There are any number of audio items 
small enough to make handy stocking 
stuffers. In the lowest-price scale, yo 
have your pick of various record-clean 
ing aids—those basic articles of hi-fi hy: 
giene which greatly prolong the life of 
records and keep them sounding clear 
and sweet. Surprising as it may seem, 
even in such an elementary device as a 
record brush there are important differ- 
ences in design and performance to be 
considered. | 
A highly effective model is the Disc- 
washer D4 Record Cleaning Syste 
($16.50), which consists of a brush wit 
a handsomely grained walnut handle 
whose bristles are to be wetted with a 
special cleaning fluid that helps loose 
tiny specks of dust held fast in the rec: 
ord groove. The bristles are slender 
enough to reach down to the very bot 
tom of the groove, and the fluid dis- 
solves the grease film left by fingerprints 
without damaging the record surface. 
The same principle of brush-plus-liq 
uid is used in Audio-Technica's Sonic 
Broom (AT-6012, $11), where the fluid 
is stored within the handle and graduall 
trickles down to the bristles to maintai 
the proper moisture level for long peri 
ods of time. Other effective record clean 
ers include the Empire/Watts Disc 
Preener ($7) and the Parastat ($17) b 
the same company. The latter is a heavy- 
duty cleaner for records marred by fin- 
gerprints and grime.

FIREWOOD 


‘Wood may be the answer to your 


"heating problems this winter 


Burning wood in a fireplace 
or stove seems like a better 
idea every time the cost of 
heating fuel climbs a few 
cents a gallon. Learning about 
this natural, constantly re- 
plenishing resource—one that 
is not exhausting itself like 
coal, oil, or natural gas—can 
save you money. And, of 
course, the sight and sounds, 
smell and color of a wood fire 
have always been beautiful. 

Once you know how to buy 
and store firewood, and what 
kinds are best, you will be 
connected to an ecologically 
sensible heat source. Forests 
are always thinning them- 
selves, and modern manage- 
ment of them ensures they are 
now growing better than 
when they were left un- 
touched. America's wood- 
lands are not now in danger 
of extinction, and residential 
wood use—even though 
100,000 stoves were sold last 
year—will not make a dent. 
Furthermore, smoke pollu- 
tion created by fireplaces and 
home stoves is negligible. It 
was coal that blackened the 
stones of London. 

Many paperback books ex- 
plain how to keep heat in the 
room and not have it go up the 
chimney and how to choose 
and use wood. Among them: 
Fireplaces and Wood Stoves: 
How to Buy, Build, Use and 
Install Them by M.E. Daniels 
(Bobbs-Merrill, $6.95); The 
Complete Book of Wood- 
Burning Stoves by David Ivins 
(Drake, $6.95); Modern and 
Classic Wood-Burning Stoves 
by Bob and Carol Ross (Over- 
look Press, $4.95); Wood 
Heating Handbook by Charles 
Self (TAB Books, $5.95); Rev- 
erence for Wood by Eric 
Sloane (Ballantine, $2.95); 
Heating Your House with 
Wood by Neil Soderstrom 
(Harper & Row-Popular Sci- 
ence Books, $3.95); Sunset 
Books Homeowner's Guide to 
Wood Stoves (Lane, $3.95); 
Wood Heat by Allan A. Swen- 
son (Fawcett, $2.50). 

Wood is often best found 
through the yellow pages. The 
standard measure, delivered in 
cities, or sold by the side of the 
road, is the "cord," enough 


wood for months of home 
heating, since, properly de- 
fined, it is a stack 4 feet wide, 
4 feet high, 8 feet long—128 
cubic feet of air and wood— 
and you should be sure you get 
more wood than air: This de- 
pends on how it's stacked. 

Based on heat capacity, 
burning ability, ease of split- 
ting, and capacity to store, the 
following woods have been 
called “the most desirable" by 
Allan A. Swenson, author of 
Wood Heat: hickory, black 
birch, beech, hard maple, oak, 
sycamore, and elm. 

Dry, aged wood burns bet- 
ter and longer than green 
logs, leaving a finer ash and 
less mess. Be sure to stack ! 
logs crisscrossed so air can 
circulate throughout. Raising 
a stack off the ground facili- 
tates drying, and you should 
avoid plastic underneath your 
wood piles since this traps 
moisture you want to evapo- 
rate. Seasoning does not mean 
full exposure to the elements: 
Cover the pile with plastic 


| sheets or a tarpaulin, or with 


logs split and laid bark side | 
up. This protects your wood 
from rain and snow. | 

Some species need less dry- 
ing than others. Experts cite 
Douglas fir, hickory, locust, | 
ash, and beech as woods that 
can be burned well soon after 
cutting.

was long and white and

When I married, my father 
gave me some of those long, 
white aprons, and I have been 
tied to their strings, their honest 
lines, ever since. My original 
aprons, of course, have worn 
out, but any others—with ruf- 
fles, tassels, or crafty trim— 
make me uncomfortable. So 
I've copied my father's design. 
Not that I'm always in the 
kitchen, but I seem to be often 
in an apron. 

And in provocative com- 
pany. Marie Antoinette wore 
one, we all know, when she 
was playing milkmaid at the 
Petit Trainon. Even earlier, a 
notorious couple “sewed fig 
leaves together and made 
themselves aprons" (Genesis

work. 

Aprons are my armor of 
daily life. I wear them waxing 
floors, gardening, arranging 
flowers, making scrapbooks, decorat- 
ing before a dinner party, laying the 
fires, wrapping presents, typing, and of 
course, cooking. Everywhere," a friend 
once remarked, “except to bed." That's 
not quite true, but to me a fresh apron 
in the morning gets one going—it's a 
clean slate. 

They're always the same design, but 
of various lengths. I've made a family 
of them in a day, the butcher apron 
blooming in different colors and pat- 


terns. Àn easy accessory, you can make 


an ample straight-bib apron from one 
yard of 45-inch material—much more 
satisfactory to me than those in stores 
stitched in plastic, mini-sized, or covered 
with clever sayings and frogs. 

But my aprons must have certain pri- 
orities. They must have bibs with the 
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around the waist to tie in front. I first 
saw this in Austria where young women 
tied their aprons in perky bows in front. 
I consider it more convenient, but the 
Fráuleins told me that the front bow 
knot was to announce that they were un- 
engaged, unattached! 

If I’m going to do a lot of cutting, like 
wrapping Christmas presents, I tie scis- 
sors on a ribbon to my apron strings, 
childlike, but never lost. And no pock- 

ets. None. Cries of treason may now 
be heard. Pockets are the kangaroo 
pouches of most people. However, my 
pockets only gather cookie crumbs 
and soggy matches. Less is really 
more when it comes to functional 
aprons. If you must have pockets, 
there is enough material in that yard 
to cut pockets from the two unused 
corners. My latest apron is revers- 
ible, made from leftover material 
from summer party tablecloths. One 
side is of navy blue and peach flow- 
ered chintz, the other side, tiny

; out pockets to get in the way, you 
can wear it on either side.

CENTURY 


A personal history 


By BILIY BALDWIN 


hen Mary Jane Pool showed me 
the House & Garden clippings 
she had gathered as material for 
this book—clippings from issues 
going all the way back to the 
magazine's debut in 1901—I 
smiled to realize I'd seen most of 
the rooms before. Not only in the 
pages of House & Garden and 
Vogue, which arrived in a flurry of excitement each month 
at my boyhood home in Baltimore, but in real life as I 
was growing up. Indeed, I reflected, I am only two years 
younger than House & Garden, and nearly as old as 
American decorating itself, which only began in earnest 
at the turn of this century. This makes me one of the few 
decorators alive who has seen the germination, cultivation, 
weeding, and flowering of decorating in this country. 

I suppose it was a book published in 1897 that started 
Americans thinking about decorating at all. It was an ex- 
traordinary and unpresumptuous little volume called The 
Decoration of Houses, by Edith Wharton (before she began 
publishing novels) and Ogden Codman Jr., who became 
a leading architect in his time. Reprinted oy W.W. Norton 
& Co. in 1978, the book contains principles applicable to 
good decorating today. Still, while the advance guard was 
realizing the importance of the rooms people lived in, the 
vast majority, including (and in some cases especially) the 
very rich, persisted in living in dark, stuffy, Victorian 
rooms full of antimacassars, horsehair, dismal pictures 
hung high and framed as hideously as possible, and clut- 
tered with bad reproduction furniture and knicknacks. 
There was never a thought of an antique: The idea of col- 
lecting fine old furniture hadn't occurred even to the mil- 
lionaires up and down Fifth Avenue. If someone wanted 
to reproduce a French room, he did just that: reproduced 
it down to the last spit-polished reproduction table. To 
early 20th-century Americans, antiques were used furni- 
ture, highly undesirable, and too chancy to sit on for fear 
of collapsing to the floor. Viewed retrospectively, it seems 
a nostalgic but rather preposterous Life with Father set- 
ting, ripe for the appearance of a decorating revolutionary. 

Elsie de Wolfe appeared on cue. She was born in Brook- 
lyn, lived abroad a good deal, wore simple black dresses 
with pearls and white gloves, and was the first person ever 
to have her hair dyed blue. Elsie had a vision: The house 
one lived in, she said, should be attractive; there should 
be wonderful food; the people should be beautifully 
dressed; and it should all be very, very comfortable. It 
was a colossal vision, one she tried to make real by selling 
good taste (which she defined unequivocably, in her crack- 
ling, crow-like voice, as “Suitability! Suitability! Suitabil- 
ity")—which turned the decoration of houses into a pro- 
fession. Her great contribution was not that she turned 
it into a creative art, for quite (Continued on next page)

DESTRUCTIVE 
DECORATION 


“We didn't know anything 
about houses, but we knew what 
we didn't like"

am afraid that when I have finished this com- 
position on house decoration, there will be no 
stopping me. I may go on and rip off a thesis 
on the prophecies of the pyramids. Both sub- 
jects could equally acknowledge me their mas- 
ter. My husband, the present Pvt. Alan 
Campbell, U.S.A., and I did our house in the 
country without the aid of any decorator and 
without any knowledge of the principles of 
decoration. I say “did,” and the word 
looks secure and substantial, but it's a 
black lie. We do, and we must continue 
to do; for there is no past tense to the 
. doing of a house. There is, for that 
r Xen matter, only the smallest, most grudg- 
ped Ib. ing amount of the present; it is always 
™ going to be done, some day. 
Ls We planned the arrangement and 


furnishings of our house as a sort of tacit protest against 
the theory that if you live in the country you have to be- 
come Early Americans. We never formally said that was 
what we did, but it turned out that way. We didn't feel 
like Early Americans; we didn't even look like them. 
Quickly, I say that they must have been admirable people, 
though scarcely, I imagine, adorable. 

We felt that we were gaited to our own times, and not 
theirs. We experienced only backaches from sitting on set- 
tles. We thrilled to no aesthetic joy on contemplating salt 
boxes. Our French poodle looked like a fool, lying on a 
hooked rug. 

We caused talk. We even caused hard feelings. We 
bought our place in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, six years 
ago, when the invasion of New York literati was just be- 
ginning. There are no folk so jealous of countryside tra- 
dition as those who never before have lived below the 
twelfth story of a New York building. They moved in to 
their beautiful Pennsylvania stone houses, and they kept 
their magazines in antique cradles, and they rested their 
cocktail glasses on cobblers' benches. They put their fam- 
ous tongues in their somewhat less famous cheeks, and 
went in for the quaint. 

Their walls were hung with representations of hydro- 
cephalic little girls with scalloped pantalets and idiotic 
lambs, and their floors were spread with carpets that some 
farmer's wife, fifty years ago, must have hated the sight 
of, and saved her egg money to replace. Now, they can't 
really think such things are a delight to live with. Can 
they? 

They found us vandals. In our dining-room, as in all 
the other rooms of our house, we have fine, deeply recessed 
windows. We lined the sides and the tops of the recesses 
with sheets of mirror. The effect, I mean to us, is lovely; 
the orchard lies beyond the dining-room, and its trees seem 
to stand up in the mirrors at the sides, and its boughs 
and leaves look down from the mirrors at the top. But 
this was regarded as desecration. "Those old windows," 
they cried.

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Reflections at a time for choosinc

ifteen years ago I compiled a list of the best American 

institutions—nationally known organizations public 

and private and in all kinds of endeavor, that worked 

and worked well. Among those included were Har- 
vard and the Chase Manhattan Bank, The New York Times 
and IBM, the Cook County Democratic Committee (then un- 
der Mayor Daley of Chicago), and American Airlines. I had 
occasion to look at that list several weeks ago, and it struck 
me that big changes were in order. As I thought about re- 
placements, three flashed into my mind—McDonald’s, dis- 
count houses, and cable television. 

That episode, while highly subjective, reflects a widespread 
transformation of national mood. The high price once set on 
generalized preparation for the future has declined. Lesser store 
than formerly is now set by larger fellowship in political parties 
or even the extended family. Most Americans take their plea- 
sure—often from television—in small groups and even private- 
ly. The drive is for quick results, instant gratification. Even 
that minority which goes in for an alternate lifestyle stresses 
self-expression. Thus there has come about a change in the 
country’s fundamental values. The American dream has been 
particularized. 

For most of its life the dream has been a dream—something 
unreal, fuzzy and remote, vague and evanescent, hard to define 
in concrete terms. Insofar as it took existential shape, the fron- 
tier was its locus, and its hero the pioneer and the immigrant. 
It found expression in such historic phrases as “Land of Op- 
portunity” and “Pursuit of Happiness.” Whitman conveyed 
something of the idea when he sang of the Open Road. Mark 
Twain got it with Huck Finn drifting down the Mississippi. 
More recently, Archibald MacLeish caught its sense in a his- 
toric comparison: 


East were the 
Dead kings and the remembered sepulchres 
West was the grass. 


A story about General Andrew Jackson, the seventh Presi- 
dent, connotes its quintessential spirit of boundless possibility. 
When he died, a guest at the funeral asked one of his slaves 
if he thought the general would go to Heaven. The slave re- 
plied: “If he wants to, he will.” 

During the fat years from 1950 through 1970, the dream 
seemed to merge with reality. The American economy took 
off and millions of working people came to know the pleasures 
of middle-class life. Americans brought their aspiration to ev- 
ery corner of the world, not excluding the Soviet Union. To- 
wards the end of that period the Great Society fostered the 
conceit that poverty could be wiped out, like bubonic plague, 
that recessions could be stopped, and the quality of life itself 
made rich by government programs 

These inflated notions were burst, one after another, by the 
force of events. Defeat in Vietnam marked the extent of Ameri- 
can military power. Watergate traced the limits of political

power. The Arab oil embargo of 1973 combined with the steep 
inflation and deep recession which followed to demonstrate then 
limits—the vulnerability, in fact—of American economici: 
strength. There ensued a disillusion of cosmic proportions. In-f 
stead of the automatic assumption of progress from generation $y 
unto generation, Americans came to believe the national for-@! 
tunes were in decline. That was the famous “malaise” Jimmy# 
Carter cited on July 15 of last year when he addressed the 
nation after two weeks of musing at Camp David. The gloomy 
feeling persisted, however. A Gallup Poll at the beginning of 
this year found Americans less optimistic about the future than 
the people of any other major country excepting Great Britain 
and India. Fifty-six percent of those surveyed in the United 
States believed this year would be worse than last year. vp 

In an effort to get a feel for the inner logic of that number, $ 
I recently attended an intense discussion of the country's pros-Tl 
pects in a so-called “focus group" of ordinary citizens arranged 
by the well-known pollster Peter Hart, in Canton, Ohio. The} 
11 participants, six men and five women, were all white middle- 
class working people with median family incomes—five in then 
$15,000 to $25,000-per-year range, six above $25,000. In talk-]' 
ing about the present condition of the country, participants: 
volunteered such terms as “confused,” "discouraged," andi 
“worried.” Concern was expressed about the economic future, $t 
and the danger that "ends may not meet." One participant®i 
said “a lot of people are questioning how strong a country 
we really are." Most of the panelists agreed with a participantii 
who said “unless things are turned around we are in trouble." p 
Nobody expressed confidence in a “turn-around.” “No one 
seems to do anything," one man said.

ith the future looking so bleak, getting it nowi 
makes sense. The overwhelming majority offi 
Americans have reacted accordingly. Savings, fu 
which used to run at about 5 percent of dispos-fil 
able income, have dipped to 3 percent—a staggering drop. gi 
Months of double-digit inflation were required before consum-jp 
ers, in the move that finally brought on the long-awaited re-Whi 
cession of 1980, stopped buying. Fear that the future may not 
be better and better seems to explain the so-called tax revolt fij 
It also explains the drift of low-income persons, most keen onge 
material acquisition, away from liberal positions towards they 
old values—family, country, religion—that work to shore upfil 
the system which itself makes possible the accumulation offi 
goods. As Professor Ronald Inglehart of the University offs 
Michigan put it in his study of changing values, The Silent} 
Revolution, “Materialist values reflect a strong attachment top 
maintaining order and preserving economic gains. .. .” hi 

What Professor Inglehart calls a “post-materialist cohort” jij 
has also grown up in the U.S. Younger persons from com-$n 
fortable backgrounds, assured of both economic and physical: 
security, have tended to become increasingly interested in}y 
"higher values." During the late 1960s and early 1970s, that}\ 
group expressed itself in a political activism that protested Viet-}} 
nam and pushed for greater equality and a better atmosphere. 
The activism died with the end of the Vietnam war. But thepy 
change in values, what Professor Charles Reich called “Thefr 
Greening of America," continued. An important fraction offe

ze country's more affluent younger people constitutes a sizable 
ainority that eschews materialist values in favor of “‘self-ex-

lass, post-materialist types identify," in Inglehart's words, 
with the Left." 


he upshot is a scramble of the normal political align- 
ments. Large numbers of blue-collar workers are at- 
tracted to conservative positions associated with the 
Republican Party, while increasing numbers of the 
etter-educated middle class align themselves with the liberal 
Yemocrats. This break-up of political norms has made 
he development of stable majorities extremely hard. 
‘hat is one of the reasons that both Presidential power 
nd Congressional cohesion have tended to dwindle 
f late. In the White House and on Capitol Hill, 
olitical leaders work with coalitions that are in- 
rinsically unstable. 

Whatever happens in the election this fall, 
stable realignment of political forces is not 
n the works.

a changing picture. You could be walking through an Impressionist painting. Masses of color are 
daubed against striated rock ledges and stippled evergreens. Though the colors and composition seem 
nature’s own, they reflect the work of two devoted gardeners, each with an artist’s eye for color and 
form. William Suhr is a painter and restorer of old master paintings. His wife, Henriette Granville, was 
an interior designer. He rarely goes into the garden without his pruning shears. She is a meticulous 
neatener and weeder. With no sketches or plant lists, they have intuitively transformed a rocky cow 
pasture into a garden that looks, as one friend said, “like what dreamers imagine a garden would be.” 
Despite the garden’s informality, there is nothing haphazard about the planning, the planting, or the 
care. Water from their own well supplies the sprinkling system; in a lower pasture below the house , 
it becomes a stream with chains of small hand-dug ponds with islands of flowers and mirrored flowers. 


The porch of this shingled house, north of Manhattan, is a vantage point for observing color modulations as 
lilacs, azaleas, and blue wood hyacinth (Endymion) give way to summer green, fall fire, winter snow.

No Food, No Servants 


e very Sunday there was a big luncheon at the Villa Ca- 
tinat. Anyone who had come to see Dumas could stay 
on for it; and this prospect used often to attract a number 
of his friends, especially hungry musicians. The dining room 
would then seem like the scene of a banquet; the conversation 
was boisterous and appetites were enormous. 
E us The young woman, a Neapolitan singer, 
MWER who was installed in the villa with Dumas, 
iR had one fault, besides thinking that she 
^ would become a great singer; and this was 
that she was a poor household manager. She 
liked to change the personnel of the 
household frequently, and sometimes in 
circumstances which were inoppor- 
tune. Of the three members of the 


domestic staff, two might thus be dismissed on a Saturday 
evening. On the following day, when the time came for the 
famous Sunday luncheon, this reduction in the size of the 
staff used to cause embarrassment. 

One day—it was a Saturday, as usual —she went one better 
and dismissed all three simultaneously! 

The next day turned out to be one of those marvelous Sun- 
days when the sunshine is streaming down and people feel 
the urge to leave Paris for the countryside, especially when 
the delights of a good luncheon can be counted on to restore 
them after the fatigue of the journey. So guests began to arrive 
at the villa around 10 o'clock, greeted the “master,” their 
host, and then spread out in the garden, awaiting the ac- 
customed signal to invade the dining room. 

Dumas, looking out through one of the windows, contem- 
plated with poignant anguish this crowd of hungry people 
whose appetites had to be satisfied. The situation was critical. 
The servants had gone without leaving any provisions for the

meal, and no preparations for it were in hand. 

What was to be done? Tell the guests the truth? That would 
have been lamentable. Recruit them to go and look for pro- 
visions at Saint-Gratien or Enghien? That would not have 
been very polite! 

The novelist, tormented by these perplexities, decided to 
go down and to inform two or three of his closest friends 
of the peril in which he stood. A discussion ensued imme- 
diately, and they all went to the kitchen. The fires of the 
kitchen range were going out, wanly, and not even the tiniest 
of cooking pots stood over the last flickers of flame. 

Dumas and his friends opened the drawers and inspected 
the cupboards. They found several sacks of rice and 2 or 3 
pounds of cooking butter. Moreover, some of the guests, wish- 
ing to make their contribution to the lunch menu, had 
brought some ham and mortadella and 
two sausages. All of this was scant fare, 
however, and barely enough to provide 
an hors d’oeuvre. 

It was then that they realized that 
they had overlooked one of the cup- 
boards. They opened it and withdrew a 
large faience plate on which reposed 
some fine scarlet tomatoes! This discov- 
ery brought a flash of relief to Dumas’s 
face, for it gave him an inspiration. “Relight the fires," he 
said, while going to take down in person an enormous cas- 
serole. He flung the tomatoes into this, after cutting them 
open. "Now," he said to one of his amateur kitchen aides, 
"two or three glasses of water"; and these were brought to 
him. 

A few minutes later, the liquid in the bottom of the cas- 
serole was bubbling, and the tomatoes quickly transformed 
themselves into a sauce of an even more beautiful scarlet col- 
or. Dumas then added a large piece of butter, of the saffron 
yellow kind which is of mediocre quality at table but exquisite 
in sauces, and let everything go on boiling for a while. Ev- 
eryone around him kept silent, realizing that he had hit on 
the best remedy for the situation. 


Ct: author of The Three Musketeers had indeed, by 
means of his own good taste and his studies, become 
a real artist in the kitchen. He had the faculty of invention, 
a gift for fantasy, a boldness in mixing ingredients, and the 
memory of a host of recipes which he had learned during 
his travels. Once the sauce was made, he poured in 3 or 4 
pounds of rice, added sufficient water and what was left of 
the butter, sprinkled salt and pepper over everything, and put 
the lid on the casserole. 

“Go and help Fanny to lay the table. Lunch will be ready 
in an hour. What I’m making will be a great success!” The 
kitchen aides left. When the table had been laid, they came 
back, curious to see the result of the mixture which the nov- 
elist had improvised. 

The rice, swollen in the course of the boiling, had increased 
its volume to a stupefying extent. Decanted from the casserole 
onto two large platters, it now presented the appearance of 
two rose-colored mountains of superlative flavor. The slices

DO Remove pieces to a heated platter and 
keep warm. Pour the stock into the hot pan 
and cook, stirring up any brown bits on the 
bottom, until reduced and somewhat thick- 
ened. Strain the liquid, return to the pan, 
bring to a boi! (add any juices from the 
breast pieces on the platter), and reduce 
until the stock has some "body." Remove 
from the heat. 

O Cut the strings, remove and discard the 
skin, and slice the breasts on a slant across 
the length of the pieces into '/4-inch-thick 
slices. If serving on a platter, pour the ru- 
tabaga purée onto the platter and fan out 
each breast on top of this "bed." Or serve 
on individual plates arranging several slices 
on a bed of the purée. Garnish with fresh 
sage leaves if you have them. Bring the 
sauce back to a boil, then remove from the 
heat, whisk in the unsalted butter, and pour 
over the turkey slices. Serves 8.

O Mix the marinade ingredients in a dish. 
Place thighs (and legs) in the dish, turning 
to coat. Let marinate several hours or over- 
night, turning occasionally. 
L] Mix the mirepoix with the mushrooms 
and place in a heavy casserole just large 
enough to hold the thighs side by side. 
(Cook the legs, too, if there's room in the 
pot.) Pat turkey dry (reserve marinade), 
season with salt and pepper. Heat several 
tablespoons oil in a skillet, add the thighs, 
and brown them over moderately high 
heat. Remove thighs from pan and place 
on top of mirepoix mixture in the casserole. 
Cover and bake in a 400' oven 30 min- 
utes—this will release the mirepoix flavor 
and infuse the turkey with it. Uncover pan, 
pour reserved marinade over turkey, and 
add bouquet garni and enough stock to 
half cover the turkey. Reduce oven heat 
to 325°, cover casserole, return to oven 
about 30 minutes or until tender. Remove 
cover for last 10 minutes, baste frequently 
with pan juices to glaze turkey. 
L] Remove thighs (and legs—save them 
for another meal) from casserole and keep 
warm on a heated platter. Strain the cook- 
ing liquid, degrease it completely, and cook 
in a heavy saucepan, skimming constantly, 
until reduced by half. To ease the carving, 
turn thighs over and remove bone. Arrange 
thighs on the platter. 
[] Just before serving, add any juices that 
have collected under the thighs to the re- 
duced pan liquid, stir in the lemon juice, 
bring to a boil, and whisk in the butter. Ar- 
range ravioli and mushrooms around the 
thighs. Pour sauce over the thighs and 
sprinkle with parsley. Serves 6. 
Note: Save any leftover sauce to use as 
a sauce for the noodle pancake.

Wood's was casual, comfortable, and 
very English, Mrs. Brown's has always 
been luxurious and formal, and she loves 
Italian and French furniture. She is de- 
cidedly contemporary about her use of 
pictures, and she pioneered in modern 
fabric. 

By the time I got to New York in the 
mid '30s, decorating was already in full 
flower. There was innovation, there were 
marvelous shows and openings of deco- 
rating exhibitions, people were turning 
out new fabrics and papers that in turn 
allowed the decorators to be more cre- 
ative, and there was plenty of money 
from clients who had not yet felt the 
sting of a sobering income-tax law. New 
York was a wonderland for me. I was 
in revolt against Baltimore, a town in 
which there could not have been more 
than three or four French chairs. I 
didn't want to be stuck doing Chippen- 
dale all my life—I wanted to do high 
style. 

I came to work for Ruby Wood, of 
course, who by then had her own shop 
on 57th Street. MacMillen, Inc., was 
firmly established. Diane Tate and Mar- 
ion Hall were doing absolutely marvelous 
work. Dorothy Draper came later, but 
she also had a very important influence, 
especially in freeing hotels and offices of 
stuffiness and bad taste, and introducing 
bright colors and big chintz roses. She 
did Hampshire House, one of the most 
exciting jobs ever done in New York. She 
was a very big and handsome woman 
who wore huge black hats—a clue to her 
one unforgivable crime: She insisted upon 
enormous lamps and lampshades in even 
the smallest rooms. Elsie Cobb Wilson 
was decorating then, and a very talented 
woman called Mrs. Cosden. 

And Frances Elkins, who was, I 
think, almost the most exciting decora- 
tor we have ever had. She did a great 
deal of work in Chicago with her broth- 
er, the great architect David Adler 
(whose greatness was in that he created 
conventional houses in extraordinary 
materials: For instance, a wonderful 
18th-century staircase would have spin- 
dles not of wood, but of crystal). Frances 
worked in California, where she knew 
instinctively how to use heavy handwo- 
ven rugs, leather, pottery instead of por- 
celain, in rugged, wooded, wonderful 
places like Santa Barbara and Monterey. 
She herself lived in a perfectly beautiful 
old adobe house, which is now a club 
you can visit. Frances Elkins was one of 
the American discoverers and importers 
of the designs of a gifted Frenchman 
called Jean-Michel Frank, who also 
decorated houses in France, using parch- 
ment walls and expanses of white nee- 
dlepoint, but who was best known as the 
last genius of French furniture. 

In Paim Beach, the strict formality of 
Mizener's famous Spanish architecture, 
with its velvets and tapestries, were be- 
ginning to give way to a more casual, 
suitable style. Mrs. Wood herself did the

zators. In fact, as Mrs. Wood hired me 
I distinctly heard her remark that the 
last thing she'd have imagined was hav- 


_ ing a man on her staff. Nevertheless she 


had two or three outstanding male con- 
temporaries: Freddie Jones, a brilliant 
decorator who died prematurely; his 
partner, Hobe Erwin, who was respected 
cnormously by the ladies; and Robert 
Locher, who began adding a real archi- 
tectural element to decorating, and who 
vsed mirrors in a very modern way. Men 
in fact were pursuing brilliant architec- 
tural careers at the time. William Dela- 
no of Delano and Aldrich designed 
Ruby Wood's own house as well as very 
fine country and town houses; John Rus- 
sell Pope did principally Georgian coun- 
try houses, and he is famous for 
designing the Mellons’ National Gallery 
in Washington. 

While all this innovation was going on 
in America, in France Monsieur Boudin 
(whose first name I never heard uttered), 
of the firm Jansen, was doing some ex- 
traordinary decorating: His supreme gift 
was for the arrangement of furniture. 
And in London there was stirring a 
small but strong influence on the whole 
decorating world. And that was Syrie 
Maugham, wife of the author Somerset 
Maugham. She was famous for her all- 
white rooms, full of texture and white- 
painted furniture, and wonderful style. 
She brought it to the United States in 
her shops in New York and Chicago, 


: and houses she did all over the country. 


Syrie’s contemporary and tooth-and- 
nai! competitor was Sybil Colefax, who 
was later joined in partnership by the 
most knowledgeable of all English deco- 
rators, John Fowler. He was known as 
the great restorer of the great houses in 
England. He was entirely 18th- and 
19th-century-minded. And he knew 
more about curtains than anybody who 
ever lived. His color sense was absolute- 
ly brilliant (never a thought of an all- 
white room), and in his own living 
quarters at his shop, he had the walls 
hung with sample lengths of fabrics in 
different, wonderful colors. 

During World War II everything in 


decorating seemed to hold its breath— 
but when the smoke cl | 4here was 
a whole new group of di rs ready 
to topple the world. Alb: nfeld, 
then editor of House & Ga: ked 
me to help with a project tha ins | 
a lot of designs and sketches: For thi 
project I was given my first published 
credit: “William Baldwin of Ruby R 
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Wood." It was a time of recognition for 
many new talents. James Pendleton 
spent a lot of time abroad, collecting 
ravishing objects; we all bought from 
him. Valerian Rybar used to walk into 
a client's apartment and immediately 
tear down all the walls and redo them 
the way he wanted. William Pahlmann 
mounted design shaws at Lord & Taylor 
none of us ever missed. George Stacey 
had at one time about the smartest cli- 
entele of anyone; he worked for all three 
Cushing sisters—Mrs. Vincent Astor, 
Mrs. John Hay Whitney, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Paley—all at the same time. 

And of course there was Mrs. Henry 
Parish II, whom everyone still knows as 
Sister Parish. We were the upstarts, and 
between our younger ideas-and the fab- 
ulous and growing array of fabrics, pa- 
pers, and colors everywhere, decorating 
in America was just about as emotional 
an art as it has ever been. And we were 
all very different. Sister's decorating, for 
instance, has always been very human, 
inviting, easy to relate to. She uses a 
great many crafts, which not only raises 
the standard of the craft and the status 
of the craftsman, but gives the room a 
very warm and personal appeal. And I 
still maintain that she can do a woman's 
bedroom more seductively than anybody 
else alive. I, on the other hand, have al- 
ways been devoted to fresh, clear colors. 
I was—and still am—on this cotton 
kick; and I have always been irreconcil- 
ably opposed to clutter. 

Among us was another force for good 
design, and a voice we all respected: Van 
Day Truex, the president of the Parsons 
School in Paris and New York. His ad- 
vanced students saw every palace in Eu- 
rope and every important house in New 
York. And he regularly produced beau- 
tiful exhibitions of their own designs. 
When Van left Parsons, he became de- 
sign consultant at Tiffany's, where he 
ran a series of Tiffany Table settings by 
New York decorators—an idea revived 
in 1979. 

As decorators became more and more 
creative, art—as itself, and not as an or- 
nament in a beautiful room—and sculp- 
ture, which had been almost universally 
rejected before, began to appear in con- 
temporary rooms. And in a grand de- 
parture from the European antiques and 
FFF (Fine French Furniture) now cov- 
eted and collected by everyone who 
could afford them, people began to no- 
tice that- America had produced some 
quite wonderful furniture, too. 

A lot of this recognition was due to 
people like Henry du Pont and his re- 
markable museum, Winterthur. At the 
time, American furniture was to be 
found mostly in country houses, and 
town houses in places like Philadelphia, 
Boston, and Annapolis, splendid Geor- 
gian houses filled with very grand 
American cabinetry (by Early Ameri- 
can, we do not mean only pieces of ma- 
ple). But du Pont was interested in every 

d of American furniture, from the 


most modest Pennsylvania kitchen t 
the grandest town-house dining room. 

The appreciation swept all acros 
America in a great reclaiming of our ow 
country. And while I think it was mo 
an interest in history than in decorating 
decorating certainly profited. People be 
gan taking note of craftsmanship. O 
course the idea of having crude New Ei 
gland kitchen furniture in a New Yo 
penthouse will always be incomprehen 
ble to me, but what I do see even in t 
most rustic designs, appropriately usec 
is an enormous honesty, and a quality ¢ 
caring that cannot be dismissed. 

It seemed that, once the United State 
began to recognize itself as a stron 
decorating force, other countries dic 
too. We began to see“a decided hand: 
across-the-sea kind of cooperation, an 
the Atlantic Ocean was now a two-wa 
street. The most publicized Englis 
decorator, David Hicks—whom I haf 
often said revolutionized the floors :j 
the world with his small patterned stri 
carpeting—liked the freshness, the colo 
the youth and boldness he saw in t 
States, and determined to take it all ba 
to England. Here, he discovered conten] 
porary paintings, and began using co 
temporary English abstracts, unframe 
in rooms filled with 18th-century furn| 
ture. He freed England from the beai 
tiful, stiff taste of the past. 

The French, who always have thoug 
they were the best at everything (and 
some things they were, no doubt abo 
it) and had no need to borrow from an 
where else, suddenly discovered Le St 
Anglais, rooms in which were to 
found only 19th-century English furr 
ture, and even furniture arranged in 
decidely English way. Some of the be 
decorating in France was actually doi 
not by the French people at all. The 
was the American Roderick Camero 
La Fiorentina in the south of France; 
Paris, the houses of the Mexican desig 
er Carlos de Beistegui and the Arge 
tinian Arturo Lopez. Linda Porte 
Cole's wife, was a definite influence í 
French taste.

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And the trend continues. In Califor- 
nia, the legacy of Frances Elkins is hon- 
ored in the work of Michael Taylor. He 
bought all her plaster models for lamps 
and a great deal of her furniture when 
she died, and has added his own person- 
ality, modernity, and wit. The style has 
branched into tree-trunk tables, wicker, 
western warmth—but its roots are Eu- 
ropean, as Mrs. Elkins had been strongly 
influenced by Syrie Maugham. 

In the east, I think Sister Parish’s 
partner Albert Hadley has made Mrs. 
Vincent Astor’s red lacquer library a 
timeless triumph. He is a decorator with 
inspired ideas, great knowledge of the 
past—a quality too often given less than 
its due among young decorators today, 
with the result that their work lacks au- 
thority. Even born talent, as any great 
singer, musician, or painter can attest, 
needs to be cultivated either alone in the 
presence of the work of great masters, 
or in schools and classes. The greatest 
decorating in America has never been 
frivolous—it has been built upon solid 
foundations. Authority is not just a good 
shot, it’s confidence. As Van used to say 
when he saw a good room: “It’s a state- 
ment." 

Still, decorating today is more exciting 
and inventive than ever. More ideas are 
tried; more are accepted. Rather than 
reach a conditioned hand for the French 
or Italian chair, young decorators are 
designing a great deal of their own fur- 
niture. I may have designed a few book- 
cases and I certainly made a lady out 
of wicker, but in my time there was none 
of the emphasis on furniture design you 
see today. Because it's more suitable to- 
day. Decorating has evolved, and it 
keeps evolving. Arthur Smith, who was 
my partner until I retired, is doing 
things today I could never have done in 
my time. It has to do with how life 
changes, how people dress, work, keep 
house. And there is individual evolution, 
too. I have friends who lament, “What 
are we to do with the furniture? The 
children don't want it. They're interest- 
ed only in modern.” “Put it in storage," 
I tell them. “The grandchildren will dis- 
cover it.” 

As for me, the country boy from Bal- 
timore who wanted to do high style, I 
find myself interested only in simplicity 
in every way. There's even a hand-hewn 
wooden chair from the Cotswolds in my 
living room—something I'd never have 
allowed to cross my path even 20 years 
ago. You expect your taste to change. 
Not that you necessarily think it ought 
to, but that you're not surprised when 
it does. But no matter how taste may 
change, the basics of good decorating re- 
main the same: We're talking about 
someplace people live in, surrounded by 
things they like and that make them 
comfortable. It's as simple as that. 8

He also, whenever we needed some- 
thing for some place in the house, made 
it.

I guess that chest is the symbol of 
what I mean by decoration. W 
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comprehensive survey contains almost 
200 pieces of bentwood and tubular met- 
al furniture dating from 1836 to 1980. 
Marking the 150th anniversary of the 
founding of Thonet, it comprises the 
largest and most representative display 
of the firm’s work that has ever been 
seen in this country. 

It all began in Prussia in the early 
years of the 19th century. Michael 
Thonet was a small-town cabinetmaker 
with very big ideas. He was much like 
another key figure of the Industrial Age: 
Henry Ford. Both men were not so 
much inventors as perfecters. Henry 
Ford did not invent the automobile, and 
Michael Thonet did not invent 
bentwood. But each man developed the 
processes that were to revolutionize the 
manufacture of those products and bring 
them to a wider audience than ever be- 
fore. For people all over the world, 
Thonet’s Chair No. 14 (over 50 million 
of which have been made) became as 
much the chair as Ford’s Model T later 
became the car. 

Actually, some bentwood furniture 
had already been made in both America 
and Europe before Michael Thonet 
thought he had invented it in 1830. 
What made Michael Thonet’s work with 
bentwood preeminent was what he then 
did with it. His particular genius was for 
simplification and refinement. Obses- 
sively and tirelessly, he continued to 
seek newer, cheaper, and easier ways to 
make bentwood furniture until the end 
of his life. 

His very first bentwood piece, made 
in 1836, seems at first much like other 
contemporary chairs in the Biedermeier 
style. Yet the curving forms of Thonet’s 
new chairs were not carved from solid 
pieces of wood as in conventional seating

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of the period, but were formed from thin 
strips of wood glued together and bent 
under heat and pressure. The earliest 
Thonet bentwood chairs were made 
from what we now know as bent ply- 
wood, and those seemingly traditional 
designs—which belie their innovative 
material—only hint at the potential of 
the new process. Although more easily 
made than hand-carved furniture, Thon- 
et's early chairs were still not capable of 
being mass-produced. Michael Thonet 
had a dream of creating a chair that 
would be like none other before it: 
Cheap, light, durable, adaptable, and el- 
egant, it would make use of mechaniza- 
tion in its manufacture and pass the 
benefits of industrialization on to the 
masses. 

Thonet was exceptionally lucky in get- 
ting an early boost from a very impor- 
tant sponsor: Prince von Metternich. 
The Chancellor of Austria and one of 
the most influential political figures of 
the 19th century, he took an interest in 
Thonet's work and brought him to the 
Imperial capital, Vienna. It was this ex- 
alted patronage that eventually led to 
one of the most democratic develop- 
ments in the history of interior design. 
The maker of bentwood furniture—then 
a rare novelty for the palaces of the rich 
and powerful—began to design 
bentwood furniture for the common 
man. 

With the help of his princely patron, 
Thonet obtained patents for his new 
wood-bending process and worked dili- 
gently to expand his factory to a size at 
which mass production would be possi- 
ble. He brought his five sons into the 
family business, and began ceaseless ef- 
forts to gain international recognition 
for his designs. Displayed at the first 
World's Fair, the famous Great Exhibi- 
tion at the Crystal Palace in London in 
1851, Thonet's furniture won the atten- 
tion of the judges (who found Thonet's 
tables and chairs "curious"), although 
not much business came of it. Four years 
later, at the Paris Universal Exposition, 
Thonet's designs attracted much more 
notice, and orders began to pour in from 
as far away as South America. (The 
light, airy, cane-woven pieces were much 


| more suitable for tropical climates than 


conventional upholstered seating.) 

But the 1850s were a crucial decade 
for Thonet for another reason: It was 
during those years that Michael Thonet 
devised the method for bending rods of 
wood equal in thickness to his earlier 
plywood stacks. A steel strap tightly af- 
fixed to the whole length of a steamed, 
solid wood pole equalized the pressure 
of the bending process so the wood 
would not snap. This allowed solid wood 
(much cheaper and less time-consuming 
to prepare than plywood) to be bent for 
the first time. It was an important break 
184 


| through and it opened new horizons for 


Thonet, inspiring his most familiar de- 
signs—a number of which are still in 
production today a century after they 
were first introduced. 

Among them are the famous 
Bentwood Rocker designed in 1860. 
Though its extravagant curlicues give it 
a fancifully nostalgic appearance, it is 
really a marvel of economical modern 
design. It is made with just 11 pieces of 
bentwood and put together with 34 
screws. And the No. 14 Chair was even 
simpler: It was made from only six 
pieces and just 10 screws. That new 
method of joining parts (rather than the 
earlier pegging and gluing) made it pos- 
sible to ship furniture unassembled to its 
destination, where it could be put to- 
gether quickly and easily. This was the 
first mass-produced “knock-down” fur- 
niture, and its ingenious design and easy 
delivery made it an instant international 
success. By the end of the 19th century, 
a Thonet bentwood chair was as likely 
to be found in a bar in Singapore as in 
a convent in Rio de Janeiro.

The ubiquitousness of Thonet 
bentwood is illustrated by a bit of family 
lore passed down to David Rowland, the 
furniture designer whose Sof-Tech Chair 
was introduced by Thonet last year. 
Rowland's grandfather, a prospector 
during the Klondike Gold Rush of 1898, 
acquired a rocker that became known in 
the Rowland family as “the Russian 
chair," because it had been shipped to 
Alaska across the Pacific Ocean from Si- 
beria. It was not until years later that 
David Rowland, then a design student, 
realized that the chair wasn't Russian at 
all, but was a Thonet design, manufac- 
tured in Poland and shipped across Asia 
toward its final North American desti- 
nation. 

As Michael Thonet grew older (he 
died at the age of 75 in 1871), the scope 
of his company continued to expand. It 
was no longer confined solely to the 
making of chairs and tables: Everything 
from cradles to coatracks and from 
washstands to walking sticks to what- 
nots was produced in the Thonet fac- 
tories that mushroomed across Central 
Europe. Starting in 1899, the company 
began to commission outside design- 
ers—among them such leading avant- 
garde Viennese architects as Adolf Loos, 
Otto Wagner, and Josef Hoffmann—to 
create new furniture for Thonet. Again, 
l hone: cornered the market on the best 


furniture designs of the period, amor 
them Hoffmann's chairs for the Caf 
Fledermaus, and Wagner's stool for t 
Austrian Postal Savings Bank in Vienn: 
both of which are now available agai 
in reproduction. 

But the new architect-designed piece 
could not compete with architects' em 
during fondness for the already-classi 
Thonet bentwood designs of the last ce 
tury. After World War I, those hard 
perennials received renewed interest 
The Swiss-French architect Le Corb 
sier, himself a furniture designer of grea 
talent and originality, used the Thone 
B9 Chair (now known as the **Corbusie 
Chair") to furnish his Pavillon de PEs 
prit Nouveau at the 1925 Decorative 
Arts Exposition in Paris. “We have i 
troduced the humble Thonet chair c 
steamed wood, certainly the most com 
mon as well as least costly of chairs,’ 
he declared. “And we believe that thi 
chair, whose millions of representative 
are used on the Continent and in the twe 
Americas, possesses nobility." Archi 
tects ever since have agreed, and the 
Corbusier Chair is still a staple of ar 
chitect-designed interiors. 

So are the bent tubular metal furni 
ture designs of the 1920s by Marce 
Breuer, Mart Stam, and the elegant stee 
furniture of Ludwig Mies van der Rohe 
all of which were mass-produced for th 
first time by Thonet. Though Breuerg 
immortal bent tube and cane Cesc 
Chair has been more widely copied bi 
other manufacturers than any othej 
20th-century furniture classic (as Thoni 
et’s 19th-century designs were also af 
propriated by others) such wholesal 
knocking-off has not made much diffe 
ence to Thonet's survival. Why? Primari 
ily because Thonet—now actually tw 
separate, autonomous operations, one 1 
America and one in Europe (prd 
nounced TOHN-et in Germany an 
Austria and Tho-NAY in the Unite 
States)—has never been content to liv 
off its past successes. F

was immersed. To further explain the 
role of art in the emerging world order, 
they began a periodical called De Stijl— 
“The Style’—and gave that name to 
their new movement. 

Founded in 1917 by the artist/archi- 
tect Theo van Doesburg, along with the 
painter Piet Mondrian and seven other 
artists, De Stijl soon attracted the atten- 
tion of a 29-year-old cabinetmaker from 
Utrecht: Gerrit Thomas Rietveld 
(REET-felt). He joined the small, ideal- 
istic group in 1918, and within a few 
years became one of the most important 
designers of the 20th century. 

Rietveld's furniture designs of the De 
Stijl period are widely known as classics 
of modernism. And they are once again 
the focus of renewed attention. A small 
but important show, "In Focus: Gerrit 
Thomas Rietveld, Designer," is on view 
at the Wadsworth Atheneum in Hart- 
ford, Conn., until November 2. Exhib- 
iting ten of Rietveld's designs—seven 
chairs, a sideboard, a table, and a 
lamp—the museum has collected the 
most important part of his small body 
of work. He designed fewer than 70 ob- 
jects, but now a significant selection of 
his still-startling furniture is being repro- 
duced, making these modern museum 
pieces available to a wider public than 
ever before. 

As an architect, Rietveld's reputation 
rests on an even smaller base. His only 
important building, the Schroeder 
House of 1924 in Utrecht, ranks among 
the most significant and influential ar- 
chitectural achievements of the [ 0 
years. Like the country o 
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Rietveld’s work has had an influence far 
out of proportion to its relative size. 

Unlike his colleagues van Doesburg 
and Mondrian—who would just as soon 
have written about art as create it—Ger- 
rit Rietveld was a simple, inarticulate 
craftsman. He was trained as a cabi- 
netmaker during the period of the Arts 
and Crafts Movement, which called for 
a return to hand-manufactured furniture 
at a time when shoddy, machine-made 
furniture had become more and more 
common. 

Rietveld, as a craftsman and not a 
theorist, quickly grasped the inherent 
contradiction of handmade furniture: 
High-minded design principles meant 
nothing if a piece cost so much that only 
the rich could afford it. Mechanization 
and mass-production were here to stay. 
The ideal was to adapt them to create 
well-designed furniture for everyone. 

Furniture could still be handcrafted, 
Rietveld reasoned, if it were made from 
inexpensive materials that could be eas- 
ily assembled. That meant the elimina- 
tion of all unnecessary details and 
decoration, and the concentration on the 
most basic design choices. The same 
process of elimination was going on si- 
multaneously in the minds of the other 
De Stijl artists. 

Rietveld boldly set out to design a 
piece of furniture that was to become the 
first object to embody the principles of 
the new movement. As the Swiss art his- 
torian Siegfried Giedion wrote, “As in 
painting and architecture, it was neces- 
sary temporarily to forget everything 
and begin afresh, as if no chair had ever 
before been built." 

The result was Rietveld’s best-known 
design, the Red and Blue Chair of 1918. 
Over 70 years later, it still has the power 
to astonish. At first glance it is like a 
surrealist joke, as functionally implausi- 
ble as a fur-lined tea-cup. “Are we really 
meant to sit in it?" one might ask. Al- 
though it is a sculpture (as all of Riet- 
veld’s objects really are) it is also a chair 
meant to be used. In reaction against the 
overstuffed and soporific armchairs of 
the period, he wanted a chair that would 
keep its user awake. And for added com- 
fort, padded cushions could be attached 
to the seat and back. 

The Red and Blue Chair initially ap- 
pears to be quite complex, like a squad- 
ron of bar magnets that have been 
suddenly and symmetrically drawn to- 
gether in space. But in reality, it is put 
together simply (13 pieces of wood all 
174 inches square, plus two wider pieces 
for the armrests and two broad planks 
of plywood for the seat and the back). 


_ All the parts are joined together by con- 


ealed pegs and screws, making the 
bars seem to float across one an- 


other. That illusion is further enhance 
because most of the individual member 
touch but do not interpenetrate. This i 
a creation of almost endless fascination. 

Originally its surfaces were left unfin 
ished, but the Red and Blue Chair wa 
later painted by Rietveld in the typica 
colors of De Stijl: the three primaries o 
red, blue, and yellow, as well as the ne 
tral black. (Gray and white were als 
permissible according to De Stijl theo 
ries.) Similarly, the choice of line wa: 
limited almost exclusively to horizontal 
and verticals. The right angle reigned su 
preme. Circles and diagonals (such a 
the inclined seat and back of the Reg 
and Blue Chair) appeared infrequently. 

By limiting the number of choice 
open to the artist, the De Stijl adherent 
felt one could better direct the response 
to a work of art. The reduction of choic 
would lead to the purification of desig 
By rejecting so much, it makes it all thi 
more remarkable that Rietveld and hij 
friends were able to create so much. 

A Rietveld exhibition in America als¢ 
brings to mind an important native in| 
fluence on the artists of De Stij/—Franl 
Lloyd Wright. In the first two decade 
of the century no designers followet 
Wright's work more closely and enthu 
siastically than the Dutch. This marked 
the first time that an American architec 
had a major effect on European desigr 
rather than vice versa. An architec 
friend who knew Wright introduce 
Rietveld to the American's designs 
“These images made such a strong im 
pression on his mind," writes historial 
Daniele Baroni, “that they formed th: 
predominant feature of his backgrount 
and one of the very few cultural influ 
ences in his life." | 

By the time the De Stijl group dis 
banded in 1927, it was clear that Hol) 
land was no longer the major center cj 
the design avant-garde in Europe. Riel, 
veld's work in the late '20s was eclipseg 
by the furniture designs of Le Corbusie 
and those of the architects of the Bau 
haus, whom he unwisely tried to beat ¢ 
their own game. He was never so goo 
with metal tubing as he had been wit 
wood. i 

But his best pieces from the De Sti 
period still glow with revolutionary fex 
vor. “These Rietveldian pieces are mat}, 
ifestoes," Siegfried Giedion observed 
"They guide the direction of an enti 
development. No assembly line, no roue 
tineer can supply the fantasy they er 
body." Fantasy, yes, but also a deef 
intuitive knowledge of the forces th 
propelled art into the modern age.

In a likeably frugal 
iy—the Jays have always been com- 
table financially, but were never busi- 
ssmen—Mrs. Alsop set about revita- 
ring the house she inherited. The 
ovation involved an interesting reac- 
m to how the prior generation had 
corated. 

"My whole idea was to ‘de-pomp’ the 
use," says Mrs. Alsop. “My mother 
s a marvelous person with total recall 
o was always urging me to read and 
ow what was going on in the world. 
e and her generation used silk damask 
everything. To our eyes, they also 
d a rather bland color sense. And they 
duldn’t have liked the number of 
ings we put in our rooms today. My 
other would have been horrified by all 
2 drawings I've put on one wall. I like 
cover French or Italian chairs in 
intz or mattress ticking. In particular 
ike putting a funny old green Victo- 
n leather chair with fringe around the 
ttom next to a small 18th-century 


marquetry table. French rooms used to 
be so stiff. Cold as ice! But today the 
French mix periods and use lots of 
chintz, and that's what I've tried to do. 
I also didn't want the rooms to have a 
‘period’ seating arrangement. The idea 
was to create comfortable places to sit 
and talk," she adds. 

The whole house was given an added 
burst of energy with the use of bright 
red, green, and blue wallpapers recom- 
mended by the New York decorator, 
Mrs. John Pierrepont. They give the 
rooms a look of expensive strié paint or 
lacquer. Mrs. Pierrepont is the second 
generation of her family to have worked 
on this house. Her mother, Margaret 
Weller, a well-known Washington de- 
signer who retired recently, had decorat- 
ed it years ago for Mrs. Jay. When it 
was time for the second generation to re- 
think the look of the first, Mrs. Alsop 
and Mrs. Pierrepont wanted a feeling of 
light and vivid color. “We also wanted 
to keep the Victorian feeling of the 
house," Mrs. Alsop remarks. “The only 
furniture I would add today are funny- 
shaped tufted Victorian chairs. My most 
recent acquisition, from my summer 
house in Maine, is an odd Victorian easy 
chair that I swapped with a local friend 
for a 1950s upholstered seat." 

Right from the start Susan Mary Jay 
has understood the charm of understate- 
ment. She has always admired shabby 
grandeur both in houses and in people. 
Her letters to Marietta Tree describe 
poignant examples of exquisite shabbi- 
ness which reveal not just style, but 
character. She tells of a ducal family en- 
tertaining at lunch during World War II 
with a watery soup to start and canned 
peas as the main course. “There was no 
apology about the food, no hardship sto- 
ries about the war. The china was mu- 
seum quality and the oldest girl, 19, was 
very pleased with her dress, which was 
made from some old curtains." (Cush- 
ions made from the green velvet dress 
Mrs. Peter Augustus Jay wore at the 
coronation of Tsar Nicholas in 1896 sit 
at either end of the large sofa in the 
green sitting room, page 150.) 

The companion tale to the lunch with 
the Duc de Mouchy is a blow-by-blow 
of a full-fledged dinner around the same 
time made uncomfortably abundant by 
black-market delicacies. “My fellow 
guests had on beautiful clothes and there 
must have been a kilo of butter in each 
dish, not to speak of the cream. The 
house smelled of the black market, of 
corruption. Our hosts apologized for the 
sparseness of the endless meal and com- 
plained about the difficulties of the 
war." 

Then came the years with Joseph AI- 
sop, which accentuated Susan Mary Al- 
sop's own sense of style. Being married 
to an influential journalist of the '60s 
was somewhat like being married to a 
diplomat. “With Joe, entertaining was 
essential. Every source was there for 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner. Joe taught 


me a great deal. He was the de-pomper 
of all time. He had been collecting 
signed French furniture which he mixed 
in with Victorian chairs and upholstered 
furniture covered in white cotton. He is 
wonderful at creating bookshelves and 
whole walls of framed photographs. He 
has a genius for gardening and the house 
was built around its garden. It had ex- 
cellent lighting because Philip Johnson 
came for a weekend and was down on 
his hands and knees stretching cables 
into the shrubbery. Joe never wasted a 
friend's talents," she explains. 

After the marriage with Alsop ended 
in divorce, there were a few transitional 
years spent in a modern apartment— 
with no dining room—overlooking the 
Potomac River. Mrs. Alsop still enter- 
tained and people still came, but she also 
began to write. "Marietta Tree suggested 
that I ought to completely change my 
life. I was then the head of a group of 
volunteers at a big city hospital—ab- 
sorbed in the work, but terribly unhap- 
py. Marietta told me to give up the 
volunteering and instead edit and pub- 
lish the letters I had written to her from 
Paris. 

“She had me up to New York where 
she had got hold of a wonderful editor— 
Ken McCormick at Doubleday—who 
came to tea. Never was there a man so 
bored. He was there as a favor to Mar- 
ietta, who had a shabby shoebox filled 
with the letters sitting in her lap. Politely 
he went into the next room and read for 
about 15 minutes. In a week’s time he 
called to say he’d like me to sign a con- 
tract. That summer I sat in the apart- 
ment I didn’t like, trying to work. Every 
now and then I telephoned Ken in New 
York to say, ‘I can’t do it, I'm going to 
throw the letters in the Potomac.’ And 
he’d say, ‘O.K. throw them, but I would 
suggest you reconsider and talk to me 
again next week.’ He was always playing 
me along. 

“I gained confidence, though I was al- 
ways aware that the letters, written be- 
ginning in my 20s, had a too ‘thrilled’ - 
quality about them. When the manu- 
script was finally in, Ken called me up 
and said, ‘Were not editing the letters, 
but we simply cannot have the word 
"thrilled" six times on the first page.’ I 
am terribly lucky. Writing saved me," 
she remembers. 

Today her new life has become an es- 
tablished pattern. Much of the work 
goes on in Georgetown, in an upstairs 
writing room at an old American desk 
that's been to Paris and back, plus a 
standard office supply table where she 
sits to type. Another place she likes to 
work is in a comfortable house in North- 
west Harbor, Maine, that she also inher- 
ited from her mother. It's a house that 
accommodates a four-hour-a-day writ- 
ing schedule and long visits from chil- 
dren and grandchildren. 

Another Victorian setting, its princi- 
pal virtues are its craggy coastal site and

torian furniture ne upholstered in 
cotton. The walls are dense with 19th- 


century portraits, pictures, and prints— 
some family, some not—all arranged in 
an off-hand way. Here entertaining is 
simple and up-to-date. "I almost always 
serve chicken, which we struggle to 
make interesting," she says. The house 
is filled with plants and wildflowers. Ev- 
eryone who comes to her house has a 
good time—that's what's being of- 
fered—plus a chance to play a part in 
a great American tradition. li

A pineapple-topped headboard bed 
bought off the back of a junk dealer's 
truck found its proper place in the hay- 
loft bedroom. Two stained-glass win- 
dows, collected years ago, finally made 
their dazzling debut above the tiny sec- 
ond-floor balcony where the Hendersons 
have their morning coffee overlooking 
the horse meadows. 

As an homage to its former residents, 
the 1836 Barn's spanking-fresh halls and 
foyer are graced with “Drink Milk" slo- 
gan signs and stamped silhouettes of 
dairy cows. And hanging appropriately 
in the dramatic stairwell with its Bavar- 
ian elkhorn chandelier are two fine oil 
portraits of dainty Belgian calves. 

Upstairs is the real heart of this four- 
bedroom barn—its amply proportioned 
kitchen where delicious things happen 
first and where Ruth makes her repu- 
tation for being an entertaining hostess. 
^T like to have my kitchen in the middle 
of things. I don't mind or feel uncom- 
fortable having people watch me prepare 
food," she says, pointing to the tall, wov- 
en rush stools where visitors often perch 
when she's creating a speciality. 

The kitchen, with its own dining area, 
sitting room, wet bar, and silo nook can 
handle the flow that occurs during par- 
ties. And it is filled lovingly with warm 
touches of the past and present: old cop- 
per pots from New York's Algonquin 
Hotel; a 6-year-old rosemary plant; Kari 
Lgnning’s newly-woven, melon-shaped 
baskets; spool candlesticks; and small, 
hand-sized mugs, called ‘‘Henderson 
cups" by potter Robert Parrott, who 
makes them especially for The Silo. 

What makes the Hendersons' spirited

Hunt Hill Farm gardens. Unforgettable 
delights that draw raves and thank-you 
notes from Henderson guests. And there 
are always "extras" Ruth makes sure of 
that, saying again, it is her German her- 
itage "forcing her" to have plenty of 
food, in case guests want seconds or 
thirds or bring additional people with 
them. 

With no apologies, Ruth says she “‘en- 
tertains, first and foremost, for men. If 
a man isn't comfortable, well-fed, and 
cared for by the hostess, then the party 
can go wrong." Her three simple steps 
to great parties are 1.) to prepare food 
ahead of time, 2.) to make dishes that 
not only look great and taste great but 
hold up well, and 3.) to make everything 
easy for the guests. “Also forget one-up- 
manship. Just do what you do best and 
your guests will appreciate your efforts. 
You can't be tricky today. You have to 
keep things simplified because we are no 
longer living in a time where there's lots 
of help to follow us around." 

Long Sunday lunches that stretch la- 
zily throughout the day are the Hender- 
sons' favorite way to entertain at the 
1836 Barn. “Generally Skitch and I have 
found that people don't really like to 
cook on Sunday, and they don't make 
elaborate plans so there's no rushing off 
somewhere else. Guests come and sit 
like the German Ka/feeklatsches that go 
on for hours. And for those driving back 
into the city, they might as well stop and 
eat with us!” 

Their entertaining is more relaxed— 
not as frequent or structured as when 
they were living in the East Side town 
house. The Hendersons enjoy, they say, 
“a freedom at the farm and in the barn" 
they didn't have in the city. “The fun 
of entertaining is being free to do what 
suits you. In my hometown you had to 
have a certain wine with a certain glass. 
There was the tea cloth, the luncheon 
cloth, and the dinner cloth. It's such a 
big relief now to put champagne in a wa- 
ter bucket if one likes. And I like," 
laughs Ruth. 

Possessing a talent scout's sharp eye 
for the newest, most promising—the se- 
cret behind her successful store and 
mail-order catalogue— Ruth is constant- 
ly on the lookout for the unusual: pretty 
but practical accessories for cooking and 
entertaining. “The reason I went into 
business in the first place was that I 
couldn't find the kinds of dishes I want- 
ed to serve in. For me, food has got to 
be just as tempting and delicious-looking 
hours after I first put it out on the table. 
I want my guests to come back for 
more." 

She suggests staying away from a 
mixed green salad when serving large 

of people. “Instead, why not 
vonderfully marinated beet salad 


or shredded carrots brightened with rai 
sins? These garden-fresh salads don't si 
around in their dressing getting discol 
ored, wilted, or unattractive.” 

No longer a frequent commuter back 
and forth to New York, Ruth Hender 
son more and more stays put at Huni 
Hill Farm, the 1836 Barn, and The Silo) 
"I don't want to go to Europe. I don' 
want to go anywhere. Everything I need 
is here. Besides, I’m project-ed out. Pmi 
trying not to burden myself anymore.” | 

However, as she is saying this her 
quick eyes wander towards a tobacco| 
barn on the back acreage. Untouched 
and unused, except as a place to hang 
an extraordinary eight-man scull left- 
over from son Hans's prep-school crew 
days, the small barn does not have a silo 
But it does have possibilities—the kin 
that project-loving Ruth Henderso1 
adores taking up, even if she does pro 
test. M

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Qz: cat is 16 years old and still 
seems in good health. What special 
care should it have as it gets older? 

You must have been taking good 

care of your pet all along Your cat 
is already a year older:than average for 
a cat that lives totally indoors, 8 years 
past the average life span of an indoor/ 
outdoor cat, and 10 years beyond the av- 
erage life of a cat that has to live out- 
doors. Common-sense care, such as not 
letting an old cat get chilled or overheat- 
ed, will prolong its life, while obesity, 
overexcitement, and violent exercise will 
shorten it. You may notice your animal 
drinking more water and using the lit- 
terbox more frequently. This is normal 
up to a point, but if it seems to be having 
trouble getting results in the litterbox, or 
it is going every few minutes, or hanging 
its head over its water bowl many times 
a day, these may be signs of trouble. 

Regular 6-month checkups (along 
with urinalysis) by a veterinarian are a 
good idea. "Geriatric veterinary medi- 
cine is the most challenging type," says 
Dr. William H. Sullivan, who has an ex- 
clusively feline practice in New York 
City. *With young cats, we are usually 
treating one disorder or perhaps two re- 
lated ones at a time, with unaffected or- 
gans in good shape. But the problems 
with older cats are usually more com- 
plex. There is frequently less of a reserve 
capacity in heart, liver, and kidney func- 
tion, and problems in one organ system 
can create disturbances in other systems. 
It's especially important to catch and 
treat any illness or disfunction early, be- 
fore the animal's other organ systems 
are compromised." 

As for diet, your elderly cat needs 
somewhat less protein and of an easily di- 
gestible type.. Cottage cheese, eggs, lamb, 
and chicken are good, but go easy with 
beef and organ meats, and omit ham and 
anything spicy or fatty. Dr. Sullivan rec- 
ommends 7, teaspoon of powdered, de- 
bittered brewer's yeast daily as a 
nutritional supplement for an older cat. 

A warm place to sleep is especially 
"cessary for an older cat or dog, since

old St. Bernard or giant schnauzer is 
real senior citizen, a little dog such à 
a miniature poodle or Yorkshire terrie| 
is hardly past middle age at 10. 


Isn't it normal for an older cat 

dog to be a little plump? 

An older cat or dog will probably 

put on weight if it sticks to th 
same diet that formerly kept it trim. Ex, 
cess weight is not good for an older ant | 
mal, and if a pet begins to get fat, it’s 
best to cut down on the quantity of food 
it gets. If the pet seems hungry, try feed: 
ing it two or three small meals a day, 
just so the total amount is low enough!

Some, like 
the royal azalea, Rhododen- 
dron Schlippenbachii, even 
have brightly colored autumn 
leaves. It is in the brilliance of 
their flower colors that azaleas 
really excel. Ranging from 
clear, snowy white through 
pink, yellow, and orange to fi- 
ery red, they dominate the 
springtime garden, whether as 
individual shrubs or billowing 
masses of bloom. 

Some of the finest of aza- 
leas are native Americans. The

With 
small, evergreen leaves, it is 
not hardy in the extreme 
north, but includes all the best- 
known azaleas for greenhouse 
growing. Flower colors are 
red, pink, and white, and in ad- 
dition to the great springtime 
burst of flowering, a scattering 
of bloom may be expected at 
intervals through the summer. 
In choosing plants of Kurume 
azaleas for landscape planting, 
it is wise to look at the flower 
color before buying — some of 
the varieties are shades of red 
or mauve that do not combine 
well with other spring flowers. 

All in all, probably the best 
of the hardy hybrid azaleas are 
the relatively new strain 
known as the Exbury Hybrids.

Add to this its habit of blooming 
spring—for less than a week—and you begin to wonder how on earth 
the poinsettia ever came to symbolize Christmas. 
But the color of the poinsettia’s bracts, those specialized leaves that sur- 


round the small, insignificant, and usually unobserved nublike flowers in the 
center, were just right: red, pink, white. And all the rest was improved by 
careful cultivation and hybridization. Smaller varieties were developed. The 
brilliant bracts became more showy. And leaf dropping was minimized. 
Poinsettias need good soil and drainage conditions. If your poinsettia’s 
leaves do suddenly turn yellow followed by leaf drop, chances are the plant 
was exposed to a cold draft or overwatering, to both of which it objects stren- 
uously. Overwatering occurs mainly when 
the plant’s pot sits in a dish where 
extra water has accumulated. Water 
your plant heavily enough so that 
an excess seeps into the drain- 
age dish. But then either emp- 
ty this dish or raise the pot on 
a bed of pebbles so it’s not 
actually touching the liquid 
below. 
Those bare-stemmed 
poinsettias you are be- 
_ ginning to see in the shops 
are a new development from 
the Paul Ecke Poinsettia 
Ranch in California. Known as standards, 
these plants have been carefully trained into to- 
piary tree form, with a single trunk topped off by 
a lush, manicured ball of color. Adding showy va- 
riety to an old tradition, poinsettia standards 
make striking additions to your Christmas 
display. A matched pair on either side of the 
door becomes beautiful sentinels of the holi- 
day season. 
Another recent development is the dwarf 
poinsettia, such as Ecke's Pixie. Other strains

How to get the most 
[out of your fireplace 


Maintenance for efficiency, 
notes on wood and safety 


ince the invention of central 
heating, fireplaces have most- 
ly been luxuries. Few during 
the past several decades have 
been built specifically for 
heating—they were built 
mainly for aesthetics. 

The suddenly changed ener- 
gy picture has brought about 
the reuse of fireplaces as an 
auxiliary heat source. Unfortu- 
nately, however, most fireplace heat goes 
up the chimney with the smoke—and 
there's little to be done about the fact 
that masonry fireplaces can lose up to 
nine times as much heat this way as they 
radiate into the room. Existing fireplaces 
can be fitted with new metal-walled, 
heat-circulating fireboxes to increase 
their value as a source of heat. But you 
can get the most out of the fireplace you 
have by giving it a little attention beyond 
enjoying the glow. And by doing so, 
you'll make your fuel supply go farther. 
Simple maintenance is the beginning of 
fireplace efficiency as well as safety. 


E Fireplace maintenance 


The most common indicator of a lack 
of maintenance is smoke coming into the 
house instead of going up the chimney. 
Accumulated carbon particles inside the 
chimney can back up fumes, causing 
them to spill out into the living area. 
Flue deposits are also one of the major 
fireplace safety hazards because of their 
combustibility. 

Chimney sweeps have reappeared in 
many cities as a direct result of fireplaces 
being used increasingly to augment oth- 
er household heat sources. Check met- 
ropolitan yellow pages under Chimney 
Cleaning and Repairs." 

It is possible, however, for the home- 
owner to clean a chimney himself. A 
heavy canvas or burlap bag, filled with 
sand or gravel to a size just smaller than 
the flue, moved up and down on a rope 
inside the flue will remove much accu- 
mulated soot. The disadvantage of clean- 
ing a fireplace yourself, according to 
Malcolm McGowan, who owns McPuff 
Chimney Sweep in New Jersey, is that

B Energy savers 


An alternative to conventional flue- 
mounted dampers is a glass-door fire- 
screen. The doors are opened for 
maximum heat, closed as the fire dies to 
prevent the escape of heated inside air 
up the chimney. 

Many newer fireplace inserts, such as 
those made by Heatilator, Glowmaster, 
and Preway, incorporate: glass doors 
which are intended to be kept closed 
throughout the entire course of a fire. 
Vents at the bottom are scientifically de- 
signed to draw cool interior air into the 
firebox for combustion, and into a ple- 
num chamber surrounding the fire, 
where it is heated and expelled into the 
room through grilles at the top. 

Grates utilizing the same convection 
principle are relatively inexpensive heat- 
conserving devices. A row of C-shaped 
tubes draws air in at the bottom, the air 
circles the fire, is heated, and exhausted 
into the room. Standard grates of this 


type are $30-$35. Sophisticated vari- 
| ations include models fitted with electric 
| blowers. A 30-inch-wide grate with 
| blower is $60-$75.

B Fireplace safety tips

@ Never use water to extinguish a fir 
Cool water striking hot firebrick ca 
crack the lining.

@ Never use lighter fluid to start a fir 
and never add fluid to a going fire. — —

€ Never burn household trash. 

@ Never use charcoal indoors.

The road to Moroccan enchantment 
BY DIANE WELEBIT 


ast April, House & Garden paid a 2'/,-week visit to Moroce 
Mary Jane Pool, editor-in-chief, Marie-Pierre deCicco, contrib 
ing editor in Paris, David Massey, photographer, and retail co 
sultant Ferris Megarity, director of import merchandizing for 
Altman, all met in Casablanca. With minibus and driver, th 
explored and photographed Morocco's wonderful cities, house 
gardens, and crafts. Here are some of their travel notes. 

“We chose April for our trip in order to see Moroccan garde 
and wildflowers at their best. Our drive from the new city of Casablan 
to the old city of Rabat was on a very modern road, but through fields 
old-fashioned daisies and poppies—-the countryside was carpeted with the 
It was a prelude to the startling contrasts in this richly varied country 
snow-covered mountains, green plains, rocky sea cliffs, wide-open beaché 
and, finally, red-orange desert. 

Morocco's cities—Rabat, Tangier, Meknés, Fez, Marrakesh—proved to 
just as varied, each with its own individual character and beauty. Within the 
walls history has been preserved, along with a traditional way of life al 
doing business: the souk, or market, brimming with beautifully-made 
roccan crafts—rugs, pottery, amber, silver, brass, carved wood, leathe 
glass, baskets, embroidery. 

RABAT: This present-day capital city also had a previous life as the co 
try's 12th-century capital. Much of its grandeur survives behind crenelat 
walls of the medina, or old city. Even the everyday tourist can have a feelis 
of the splendor of hidden private gardens by visiting the one that is pe 
of the Oudaias Museum. lt is on a grand scale, laid out in the tradition 
Islamic pattern with paths crossing and bordering flowering beds. 

The Rabat Hilton, a 5-minute drive from the center of the medina, h| 
a very green, very graphic garden. It is an excellent place to stay, with go 
restaurants, cabanas and pool, and a golf course.

“More America in Morocco: the Pa- 
lais Mendoub, bought by Forbes maga- 
zine in 1970, now the Forbes Museum 
of Military Miniatures: 60,000 toy sol- 
diers, made of tin and lead, arranged in 
23 different historic battles. The garden- 
patio of the museum is typically Moroc- 
can, with the blue-tiled walkways, 
fountains, and cascading geraniums. 

"We were delighted to visit a rug-mak- 
ing shop called Tamarex, at 46 Rue Don 
Fernando de Portugal, where rugs are de- 
signed by Brenda Gerolemou. Modern 
versions of traditional designs are pro- 
duced with old rug-making techniques 
and Moroccan wool. The main street is 
lined with shops selling antique caftans 
and Berber jewelry. The shop of Adolfo 
de Velasco is a great source of objects, 
furniture, and orientalist paintings. 

"Since 1925, on the corner of Rue 
Goya and Rue Foucald, Porte's has been 
making delicious pastries and sand- 
wiches. They packed a picnic lunch for 
our drive to Meknes." 

Because of Tangier's location, there 
are many hotels: two of the most luxe—

"With our guide we explored the 
souk.

Here 80 young 
girls embroider linen with the famous 
stitches of Rabat and Fez.”

“We drove to the ruins of the Roman 
city, Volubilis, 18 miles from Meknès, to 
see stone columns, a triumphal arch, 
tablets inscribed with Latin, and beau- 
tifully preserved mosaics. The remains 
of this city are set in the greenest valley, 
with the holy city of Moulay Adris on 
a distant hillside. We enjoyed fresh mint 
tea in a charming, shady outdoor café. 


B Fez 

With 11 universities or medrassas, the 
country's largest mosque, and the best 
crafts and craftsmanship, Fez is Moroc- 
co's cultural center, and home of the 
newly formed Royal Academy of Arts 
and Sciences. Our team left the city with 
treasures found and diaries full: 

"Sixty thousand craftsmen, we are 
told, are concentrated in the souk's 
whirlpool of winding, 6-foot-wide 
streets. There is a feast for the eye— 
booths of figs, nuts, and orange and yel- 
low spices, baskets of rose petals, bales 
of fresh mint, henna, medicinal herbs. 
Craftsmen are working and selling their 
wares—leather, brass, mirrors, trays, 
candlesticks, cotton and wool caftans, 
golden belts, ropes, tassels, brightly col- 
ored braids and candles. The geometri- 
cally designed blue and white pottery of 
Fez is everywhere. Tiny shops look like

There are a 
splendid pool, interesting shops for 
clothes and antiques, attractive rooms 
for drinks and dining. Direct air service 
from Marrakesh to Paris has made this 
hotel a resort oasis of its own in the 
midst of the town.

The power of positive eating 


oderation is the basic prin- 

ciple underlying the nutri- 

tion plan of internist Dr. 

Joseph Rechtschaffen of 
New York City. His book, Dr. Recht- 
schaffen’s Diet for Lifetime Weight Con- 
trol and Better Health, published 
recently by Random House, is an exam- 
ple of the long-view 
approach more and 
more doctors are be- 
ginning to take about 
dieting. Dr. Recht- 
schaffen, who is a not- 
ed specialist in gastro- 
enterology, the study 
of the digestive sys- 
tem, believes that the 
ultimate secret to di- 
etary control is to change your eating 
habits so that you lose weight perma- 
nently—once and for all. 

By following these four rules, a diet 
becomes a part of you: (1) Insofar as 
possible, have a relaxed attitude about 
your life; (2) choose a profession that 
brings you happiness; (3) learn and ap- 
ply the principles of healthy eating; (4) 
exercise regularly. It sounds like com- 
mon sense, doesn’t it? 

“The trouble,” says Dr. Rechtschaf- 
fen, “is that people think a diet is a 
sometime thing, that a diet is a tool you 
use when you need it. And this attitude 
can lead to a health hazard called ‘yo- 
yoing,' allowing your weight to fluctuate 
up and down within a broad range. 
We're just beginning to learn about the 
effects of yo-yoing, one of them being 
the strain it puts on your heart. Fluc- 
tuating 2 and 3 pounds is normal; be- 
tween 6 and 15 isn't. 

“To lose weight permanently you 
must do it gradually, safely. I believe 
that 2 pounds a week is enough. At that 
rate you'll be paying enough attention to 
your eating habits to really change them. 
And this diet is a pleasure. It's a diet 
to live with, and that's what my program 
is all about."

€ Drink 4—6 glasses of water every day, 
preferably not at mealtimes. 

@ Eat slowly. 

€ Take 3-4 tablespoons of unprocessed 
bran everyday. 

€ Use fresh fruits and vegetables or 
low-salt frozen foods. Do not use canned 
foods. 

€ Avoid artificial flavoring and color- 
ing wherever possible. 

€ Do not use sugar in any form. 

€ Avoid white bread. 

€ Use safflower or corn oil where rec- 
ipes call for oil. 

@ Serve veal, chicken, and fish in 4- 
ounce portions. Avoid beef. 

@ Discern other areas of your life where 
you could take steps to feel better—stop 
smoking, cut down on alcoholic bever- 
ages, increase the amount of exercise 
you're getting. 


There is an initial 4-week program that 
each person follows to the letter. After 
those 4 weeks, the diet is adapted to the 
way each individual lives. 

The first 4 weeks teach you to pay at- 
tention to when and what you're eating, 
begin to instill the pattern of simple dis- 
cipline which will serve as the founda- 
tion of the diet for as long as you wish 
to follow it. “The motivation to follow 
the diet is the diet itself," says Dr. 
Rechtschaffen. “The power of positive 
eating comes from knowing what to eat, 
not simply what to avoid.” 

The basics of the diet itself are: 

(1) Cut down on salt, table sugars 
(white, brown, honey), and fat. 

(2) Eat more complex carbohydrates. 
(3) Eat more high-residue foods. 

(4) Eat only 2-4 eggs a week, including 
those used in cooking. 

The surprising thing is that you can ac- 
tually eat more on the Rechtschaffen 
diet and still lose weight.

Mr. Claiborne was happy to talk 
about his 16 months on the Rechtschaf- 
fen diet: “It fit me like a well-made shirt. 
All my life I've lusted for salty, sour 
foods, having no idea how serious a 
threat high levels of sodium were to my 
system. Since sodium was a contributing 
factor to my severe hypertension, it was 
essential for me to reduce it drastically— 
permanently. The idea of permanence 
made me receptive to Dr. Rechtschaf- 
fen’s life-long approach to health and 
nutrition. Our books differ, but the basic 
principles of sound nutrition and flavor 
are the same. A life-long approach to 
your diet takes away that awful militan- 
cy so many people go through. There’s 
no such thing for me as ‘on the diet’ or 
‘off the diet.’ This diet is forever and I

“Why? Why should eating in a res- 


| taurant deprive you of the control you’d

A typical 
restaurant meal for me might be a flat- 
tened piece of veal broiled and served 
with lemon and a few sprigs of water- 
cress.

I enjoy a green salad 
almost every day and I simply request 
that the oil and vinegar be placed on the 
table, so I can make my own dressing. 
I like fresh fruit and always have it for 
dessert, but take this afternoon—the 
waiter put down a plate of petits fours 
when he served my coffee and I ate 
three. It isn’t the end of the world. If 
I want a glass of dry white wine I have 
it. Every successful diet must have 
greens, milk, complex sugars, a starch, 
and protein. My white wine has the sug- 
ars.

One is the bathroom scale and 
the second is the notches in my belt, two

Tree set-up, simplified 

For a cut tree, buy a stand that will be 
stable—and hold lots of water. As soon 
as you get the tree home, cut the bottom 
inch squarely off the trunk to open up 
the tree for watering, and set the tree 
immediately in its stand full of water. 
Fill in any “‘bald’’ spots (where the trunk 
shows through) with large decorations 
such as eucalyptus sprays (fragrant!), 
large pine cones or seed pods sprayed 
with a spattering of “gold” or “silver,” 
white millinery flowers, or paper fans. 
Connect light strands on the floor to see 
they’re in working order before stringing 
them on the tree. Then hang ornaments, 
from largest to smallest. Keep tree well- 
watered, away from heat sources, and 
ornaments a safe distance from lights.

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ome apartment-dwelling 
friends of ours came across 
the idea of live Christmas 
trees, those balled and bur- 
lapped evergreens you 
plant outside to grow year 
after year once the holidays 
are over. The idea appealed 
to them. But they had no outside. So 
what could they use inside? Are there 
any indoor trees that fit the bill? 

Now most house plants are from the 
tropics. Modern homes in even the cold- 
est latitudes do not have a winter season 
within. So our temperate-zone plants 
don’t thrive in them. Their tropical 
counterparts, on the other hand, find the 
continuous warmth just comforting 
enough to put forth their best growth— 
which is what turned my thoughts to 
what I would use for a Christmas tree 
if the traditional spruce and fir were not 
practical. 

Searching for someone with experi- 
ence with this problem, I asked my wife 
what she had done. Since she’d grown 
up almost right on the equator, no child- 
hood could have been more tropical than 
hers. The answer she gave me was some- 
what long, as there was no single tree 
used traditionally at Christmas time. 
One year it was an Arabian coffee plant, 
with its glossy green, almost hollylike 
leaves. Another, it was the avocado with 
its swooping boughs. Yet a third year 
there was a poinsettia of ceiling-scraping 
proportions, an oversized symbol of 
Christmas north and south. 

The possibilities for a potted indoor

this relatively slow-growing plant will 
assure you of a true treelike display. 

The care of an Arabian coffee plant 
is pretty much like that of the Norfolk 
Island pine. Once more, soil and atmo- 
spheric moisture are critical. When it 
comes to temperature, however, the cof- 
fee plant is more tolerant of warmth 
than of cold. Nighttime temperatures 
can drop comfortably into the 50s, but 
daytime highs should register well into 
the 70s. The ambient heat need not 
reach this height if the plant is in a sun- 
ny location, as is best for it. There, the 
radiant heat of the sun will warm the 
leaves up nicely. 

The coralberry, Ardisia crenata, looks 
much like the coffee tree and is often 
more readily available, particularly dur- 
ing the winter. It is a more-attuned-to- 
the-energy-crisis, cool grower that will 
thrive as long as temperatures do not go 
above 75 degrees during the winter. 

The red berries set in late fall or early 
winter. With the addition of popcorn 
garlands for contrast, both the Arabian 
coffee plant and coralberry offer a 
tempting yuletide display. And yes, you 
can eat the fruit from the Arabian coffee 
plant (or make coffee after roasting the 
berries), but not from the coralberry. So 
make sure you know what you’re grow- 
ing. Or stick to the popcorn. 

For really large, dramatic trees, the 
Ficus genus is a find. Stay with the 
small-leaved varieties, however. The tra- 
ditional large-leaved rubber tree, Ficus 
elastica, found in the foyers of so many 
offices, simply doesn't have the proper 
scale for Christmas ornaments—unless, 
of course, you happen to have a 12- or 
13-foot model, in which case the display 
could be spectacular. 

Large specimens of the delicate- 
leaved, graceful Ficus benjamina and E 
retusa make very original Christmas 
trees with the simplest of decorations— 
just lights. But not your ordinary col- 
ored Christmas lights. What you want 
are the tiny, almost invisible-sized lights, 
preferably in plain white, with a slow, 
irregular on-and-off action. When the 
green wires are carefully hidden among 
the branches and foliage, your ficus 
takes on a spirit of its own, as if it were 
filled with fireflies in the dark December 
night. Placing the display in front of a 
mirror adds startling depth, as well as 
extra twinkling iridescence. 

The laurel, or sweet bay, Laurus no- 
bilis, is a little coarser of leaf, lending it- 
self more to garlands and traditional 
lights. The same can be said for privet. 
The native so-called wax-leaf privet, Li- 
gustrum japonicum, while it's a southern, 
temperate-zoned outdoor plant, is begin- 
ning to find itself potted up for the home—

Sweet bay, incidentally, isn’t only f 
looking at, come Christmas time. Tl 
leaves are just what you need when 
comes to stuffing the turkey and othe 
wise spicing up your holidays. 

Speaking of edible Christmas tree 
the citrus family has always ranked hig 
among decorative plants with a du 
purpose. Now a couple of fresh lemo 
particularly large ponderosa lemons, € 
oranges dangling from the branches 
your indoor tree are certainly attractiv 
But are they Christmas? Well, not reall 
Still, a few decorative touches here a 
there can make all the difference in the 
festivity. | 

First, pick a theme color. Red is o 
vious, but with yellow or orange fr 
something more subtle such as silv 
might be a better choice. It all depend 
on your personal taste and decoration. 

You might tie silver ribbons o 
boughs or around each lemon. It ma 
be necessary to tack the ribbon in 
place to keep it from falling off, and 
you prepunch small holes in the ribbo 
you can use whole cloves for fastenin 
to yield a pomander-like fragrance : 
well. You will have to pick the fruit 4 
it ripens, in any case, to prevent rot. Bi 
meanwhile, you'll have a fragrant as we 
as visual delight. 

To complement the banded lemons 
oranges, consider hanging some silve 
painted walnuts from the fruitles 
branches. And one, maybe two, silv 
partridges might be appropriate, even 
it’s not a pear tree. But be careful 
there's a fine line between simplicity an 
gaudiness when it comes to decoratir 
a potted Christmas tree. 

And thats why I don't recomme 
adorning jasmine, hibiscus, or bougai 
villea, any of which can be grown as 4 
indoor tree. How do you decorate a tr« 
nature has already brought into fu 
bloom? Also, frankly, these delights « 
require rather more care. 

Podocarpus, on the other hand, r| 
quires only slightly more attention thé 
one of those collapsible Christmas tre 
that can be tucked away into the clos 
between seasons.

Covered with dense, dark gret 
needles, the Southern yew, P macroph) 
lus, grows naturally into an irregula 
lumpy shape. But it also lends itself e 
ceptionally well to shaping through pru 
ing. With a little work and a few yea 
time, you can grow a perfectly conic 
form. Do your pruning each spring b 
fore the new growth starts, and it w 
in turn fill out the tree into a point} 
topped archetype of a Christmas tree tF 
the time the plant's third or fourth ho 
day season rolls around.

It takes the acquisitive 
urge one step farther: If people will buy architects’ " — 
drawings of houses, perhaps they'll also buy houses PER '- i ». 
from architects’ drawings. Prepackaged plans for L > 
houses have been around for centuries. But this is the 
first time in recent history that avant-garde architects 
(trained to believe that respect for the site is a hall- 
mark of good architecture) have been persuaded to 
design houses for nonspecific locales and hypothetical 
clients. 

The projects vary dramatically, from Charles 
Moore’s traditional, pitched-roof design with his cus- 
tomary references to architectural history on one ex- 
treme, to Peter Eisenman’s strongly sculptural, 
provocatively abstract proposal on the other. Some- 
where between the two falls Cesar Pelli’s collection 
of severely geometric forms strung along a connecting 
Spine structure. Several of the participants—most no- 
tably the German architect O.M. Ungers—address en- 
ergy conservation in their designs, a concern also 
implicit in Emilio Ambasz’s graceful subterranean 
scheme, which appears less grim and bunker-like than 
most other underground dwellings. Two of the houses, 
by the Italian architect Vittorio Gregotti and the Brit- 
ish architect Cedric Price, make use of industrialized 
materials and building techniques. Unfortunately, nei-

Dickensian shop tucked into a complex 
of decaying 18th-century buildings in 
Lower Manhattan for the ingredients for 
fruitcake.

METHOD FOR SWEET PIE PASTRY 

D Stir egg, sugar, and salt together in a 
small cup or bowl with a fork and set aside. 
LJ Place flour in a bow! and make a well 
in the center. Place butter and the egg mix- 
ture in the well and blend with a pastry 
blender or fork, drawing in all the flour from 
the edges of the bowl until a ball is formed. 
(This can also be done in a stand-bow! 
mixer with the paddle attachment or a 
good food processor.) 

O Wrap in plastic and chill in freezer about 
Y hour or in refrigerator 1 hour or until 
needed. (If making more than 2 days 
ahead, freeze the dough.) Divide dough in 
half. Keep half covered and refrigerated 
while rolling the other. Roll pastry between 
pieces of plastic wrap into a 12-inch circle. 
(If dough is too hard to roll, let sit at room 
temperature long enough to soften.) Peel 
top of plastic wrap off pastry and use bot- 
tom piece to lift and reverse rolled dough 
into a 9-inch tart pan. Leave plastic wrap 
stuck on dough while fitting it to the pan— 
this makes handling the soft, delicate past- 
ry much easier. Run palms of hands across 
top of crust around edge of pan to trim off 
excess dough. 

O Peel off the wrap and make sure the 
pastry shell is even all around the sides. 
Patch where necessary. Repeat with re- 
maining portion of dough into a second tart 
pan. Refrigerate or freeze at least 1⁄2 hour. 
O Prick the pastry bottom well with a fork 
and bake in a preheated 400° oven 10-20 
minutes or until golden brown. (Since 
dough has been allowed to rest after mix- 
ing and again after lining the first pan, 
there is no need to weight the pastry using 
dried beans and foil during baking.) Watch 
carefully so it does not overbrown. Re- 
move and cool in the pan. Makes two 9- 
inch tart shells. 


METHOD FOR PASTRY CREAM 

O Scald the milk in a small saucepan. In 
a separate bowl, whisk together yolks, sug- 
ar, flour, and salt. Whisk about a third of 
the scaided milk into the yolk mixture to 
temper it. Pour yolk mixture back into 
saucepan of remaining milk and boil about 
3 minutes, whisking vigorously until custard 
has thickened. Remove from heat, add va- 
nilla and refrigerate. (Cold pastry cream 
may need to be whisked smooth before us- 
ing.) May be made 2-3 days in advance, 
covered with plastic or buttered wax paper 
pressed onto the surface, and stored in the 
refrigerator. Makes enough for two 9-inch 
tarts.

Mechanical System 
The active solar system is ex- 
pected to supply some 45 per- 
cent of the annual space and 
water heating needs. 

A two-zone forced-air sys- 
tem has 640-square-feet of all- 
copper liquid solar collectors 
at its heart. A 1,000-gallon 
water storage tank is used for 
thermal storage. A heat pump 
takes heat from the outdoors 
and transfers it indoors in 
winter; reverses the process in 
summer for cooling. Within 
the system, a fan forces air 
past warm water pipes, creat- 
ing hot air for the house. Hot 
water is provided by a heat 
exchanger tied into the stor- 
age tank. 

Panels of photovoltaic cells

Most of the workings of the house are 
run by two computers. The one in the 
library (3) is for solar control and secu- 
rity—deciding when it's most efficient to 
activate the solar systems, and when to 
spur the heat pumps into action on 
cloudy days or at night.

mixture. If the ink sinks to the bottom 
of the tray, or stays together in lumps, 
there is not enough turpentine. 
7. After testing, clean pan by blotting 
surface of sizing with newspapers, using 
several sheets in turn if necessary. 
8. Using tongue depressors or small 
brushes, dribble small amounts of ink, 
one at a time, onto the sizing. Stir inks 
before you begin, and while you're 
working, to prevent them from separat- 
ing. Different colors spread out in dif- 
ferent ways. Some inks are expanders— 
like white. Dribble them on first. The 
more ink in the pan, the less room there 
is for them to expand. Humidity and 
temperature can also affect the expan- 
sion of the inks. Marbelizing is the craft 
of controlling these inks. Experiment, 
and use lots of different colors—that's 
tl 1 of it!

To marbelize paper or fabric—pla 
onto the surface of the inks or pain 
from one side to another, to avoid tra 
ping air bubbles underneath. (Wh 
printing fabric, you'll need someone 1 
hold the other two corners as you lá 
the fabric down.) Gently smooth surfac 
of paper or fabric with your hand to r 
move any air bubbles that may remaii 
Paper or fabric will absorb the inks, a 
once wet, will absorb no more. If i 
rolls off the surface of the paper, ther 
is too much ink in the tray. Fabric | 
more absorbent, so needs more ink. Pic 
up carefully from far corners and ham 
to dry. The design is not damaged if 
accidentally folds over onto itself befot 
it dries. Clean excess ink from pan wit 
newspapers. When fabric is dry, dry 
clothes dryer 1 hour to fix ink. You ma 
want to enclose your piece in a pillow 
case or laundry bag to protect it. Ther 
after, hand-wash. Don't dry clean. 

To marbelize ribbon—wrap entire rit 
bon around a piece of cardboard, the 
unroll just enough to lay across th 
inked surface. When this piece of ribbo 
has absorbed the ink, wrap it, scroll-lik 
around another piece of cardboard 
while unrolling a fresh length of ribbo 
Continue marbelizing, wrapping freshly 
inked ribbon around the opposite card 
board, until all the ribbon is printed 
Then unroll entire ribbon and hang 6 
dry. Fix in clothes dryer like fabric. 

To marbelize lengths of brown wraj 
ping paper or shelf paper—use the sa 
scroll principle used to print ribbon. U 
roll a section of paper at a time, lay ove 
the inks, roll up on a new tube. Contin 
until all paper is printed. Unroll to dry 

To marbelize boxes, envelopes, 
shopping bags—(stuff bag with cru 
pled newspapers first), lay each side i 
turn on inked surface. 

To marbelize mailing tubes—lay tub: 
at one end of tray. Roll along inked sut 
face until entire tube has been printed. 

If you run out of ink in the midd 
of a project (you will when marbelizin 
lengths of brown paper), set your objec 
aside and prepare a new pan of colo 
First clean the gelatin surface with new 
papers; then drop, fan, and swirl ink 
into the pan and continue as above. | 

Sizing in the pan will only last fo 
35-40 prints, or a few days. By addin 
water or extra sizing you can extend Í 
a bit. To dispose of sizing most efficien 
ly, pick up plastic at four corners an 
dump into bucket or sink. If plastic ij 
in a frame, sneak a corner of plastic be 
neath the frame to form a spout. Placi 
a bucket directly beneath. Sizing wil 
pour down the spout into the bucket.

How to keep your garden free from 


four-footed gate-crashers who eat 


your vegetables and harm your trees 


think I have figured out why so 
many animal characters such as 
Bambi, the red-nosed Rudolph, and 
the intrepid P. Rabbit have great 
universal appeal—they're fictional. 
You never read about Bambi and friends 
chomping through an entire apple or- 
chard. We don't sing about Rudolph 
gnawing Santa's lichens. And while kids 
are feeling for poor Peter R., I suspect 
many of their elders (including me) are 
secretly siding with Mr. McGregor. 

Sometimes, as much as you may love 
animals, it’s important to get the mes- 
sage of non-welcome across to four-foot- 
ed gate-crashers. 

The first step is to know who or what 
is likely to stop by for an al fresco meal, 
and what their dining preferences are. 
Wildlife biologists assure us that deer 
are year-round visitors to pow 
orchards, and vineyards 
across the country. In com- 
mon with fellow ruminants 
like antelope and moose, the 
chemistry of deer stomachs 
(they have four) changes from 
summer to winter. Deer go from eating 
just about everything that grows—ex- 
cept possibly poison ivy—to more 
woody materials, including their all-time 
favorites the yew (or taxus) shrubs, ap- 
ple twigs, buds, and grapevines. (In fact, 
biologists specifically warn well-meaning 
people against feeding deer corn or hay 
in winter, since their winter stomachs 
aren't able to digest these summer 
foods.) 

Cold weather makes nonhibernating 
rodents such as rabbits, raccoons, and 
squirrels less active, but it doesn't make 
them go away. Undoubtedly Beatrix 
Potter never had this problem, but rab- 
bits can and do chew rings around the 
bark of tender young trees. Deer also 
like to polish velvet antlers on young 
tree bark. Saplings should be protected 
with hardware cloth or fencing.

Strange Sights, Sounds 


ild animals are naturally 

quiet and dislike noise. I 

knew a woman who broad- 

cast a tape of repeated gun- 

shots across her gardens. 

Apart from startling guests and surpris- 

ing the local police, this worked very 

well—until the neighbors complained. 

Some people put transistor radios out- 

side at night, turned up as high as bat- 

teries and neighborly tolerance will 

allow. Moles are said not to like the 

sound of wind whistling in half-buried 

beer bottles, nor the vibrations of plastic 

pinwheels. All the latter did for me was 
make the garden look like a carnival. 

In general, animals avoid bright 
lights, so you might consider installing 
powerful beams in the garden. Some gar- 
deners favor stringing up things that 
move, shine, dangle, and reflect light, 
but I have never had any success with 
these—nor with pieces of black hose that 
are supposed to look like snakes. Our 
rabbits weren't fooled. 


The Nose Knows 


nimals have extremely sensitive 
noses. If something smells un- 
pleasant to humans, think what 
it must do to a deer. Bad as 
these methods may sound, if 
you are really desperate in your attempt 
to save the garden patch, the more bi- 
zarre folk remedies may help. All are 
stopgap measures and must be reapplied 
after a rain or freeze. Among these are 
lion dung, human hair in cloth bags, 
dried blood, mothballs, and rotten eggs. 
Also good are bone tar and tankage, 
both available at garden centers. Why 
lion dung, you may wonder, instead of 
elephant? It seems big cats are tradition- 
al deer predators, and deer seem to have 
some sort of vestigal instinct that warns 
them away from the trace. But I am not 
as bold as the redoubtable Texas lady 
who negotiates with the lion tamer when 
the circus comes to town. 
I did try hanging up nylon net bags 
of hair clippings from a local beauty 


shop, but it didn't work for me. That 
may be because the scalp oil is removed 
from hair that has just been washed. We 
have, however, had good th an 
odd-looking combina pe T- 
shirts, old sneake ner , ammo- 
nia-soaked rags iapers all 
festoc ned round t! raen like the 
workshop of a slightly mad sculptor.
